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RESOLUTIONS. 


The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Mr. Thompson of Butler: 

H. R. 175. A resolution proposing an amendment to 
section one hundred and seventy-eight of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, so as to provide that a person residing 
within the State one year, in the county six months, 
and in the precinct or ward three months, immediately 
preceding the election at which he offers to vote, may be 
entitled to vote at any election by the people. 

Be it resolved by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the following amendment to section 178 of the 
Constitution be proposed to the people of Alabama: 

Section 178. To entitle a person to vote at any elec- 
tion by the people, he shall have resided in the State at 
least one year, in the county six months, and in the pre- 
cinct or ward three months, immediately preceding the 
election at which he offers to vote, and he shall have 
been duly registered as an elector, and shall have paid 
on or before the first day of February next preceding 
the date of the election at which he offers to yote, all 
poll taxes due from him for the year nineteen hundred 
and one, and for each subsequent year; provided, that 
any elector who, within three months next preceding 
the date of the election at which he offers to vote, has 
removed from one precinct or ward to another precinct 
or ward in the same county, incorporated town, or city, 
shall have the right to vote in the precinct or ward 
from which he has so removed, if he would have been 
entitled to vote in such precinct or ward but for such 
removal. 

The above resolution was read one time at length. 


By Mr. Fite of Marion: 

H. R. 176. Resolved, that all bills carrying appropri- 
ations shall have a reference to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, even though in the first instance they may 
have been referred to some other committee, before the 
same shall go on the calendar for a third reading. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Com- 
mittee on Rules. 
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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message 
from His Excellency, the Governor, with his objections 
and proposing an amendment to: 

S. 419. To provide for the payment by the county 
or municipality of the expenses of the publication of the 
Governor’s proclamation submitting a proposed consti- 
tutional amendment to the people where the amend- 
ment applies only to a county or a subdivision of a coun- 
ty or to a municipality. 

And the Senate has amended the bill as proposed by 
the Governor by adopting and concurring in such pro- 
posed amendment. 

Yeas, 24; nays, 0. 

And herewith sends said bill with the Governor’s 
message and proposed amendment to the House for its 
consideration and action.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Vaughan the House concurred in 
the amendment proposed by the Governor to 8S. 419, 
said.Governor’s message and amendment being as fol- 
lows: : 

I am herewith returning Senate Bill No. 419, with 
an amendment. ; 

The proposed legislation of this bill is along correct 
lines, for the State treasury should not be called upon 
to bear the expense of the publication of the necessary 
proclamations as required by the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, where it affects only a subdivision of the State. 
This bill, however, provides that the State should be 
reimbursed only after the expense has been actually 
paid, but if the correct amount can be ascertained with 
certainty before the publication, I think the State 
should be permitted to make its expense bill and pre- 
sent it to the proper officers of, the subdivision af- 
fected and receive the warrant at least by the time the 
expense incurred is due to be paid. I therefore submit 
an amendment involving this idea. which will not cause 
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any delay in the publication or inconvenience to the 
different social units that might be effected. 

The amendment would cause section one to read as 
follows: 

“That whenever an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, affecting only a county or a subdivision of 
a county or a municipality, is submitted to the people 
for ratification or adoption, the county to which such 
amendment relates or affects, or the municipality which 
such amendment affects, shall pay the expense of the 
publication of the Governor’s proclamation concerning 
such amendment and the court of county commission- 
ers or board of revenue of the county, where such 
amendment relates to a county or a part thereof, and 
the auditor, clerk, mayor or other officer, having au- 
thority to draw warrants on the treasury of such mu- 
nicipality, when such amendments relate to a munici- 
pality shall, upon the presentation of a claim for the 
necessary amount to be paid by the State for such pub- 
lication certified by the State auditor, make an order 
and draw a warrant payable to the State treasurer out 
of the funds of said county or municipality, as the case 
may be, and it shall then become the duty of the cus- 
todian of the county funds or municipal funds, as the 
case may be, to pay the amount of said warrant to the 
treasurer of the State of Alabama.”

BILLS ON SECOND READING. 


Mr. Davis, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, reported that said committee, in session, had 
acted on the following bills and ordered same returned 
to the House with a favorable report: 

S. 265. To prohibit the obtaining of money, prop- 
erty, or thing of value or the making, uttering or de- 
livering of any check, draft, or order in payment of 
any obligation with intent to defraud; to fix the pun- 
ishment for the violation thereof and to prescribe a 
rule of evidence in prosecutions thereunder. 

H. 1099. To provide for the payment of witnesses 
before the grand juries and State witnesses in all crim- 
inal cases, and of the sheriff of the county of Cren- 
shaw and clerks of the circuit court and the county 
court in and for said county in criminal cases where 
the State fails to convict, out of the general fund of 
Crenshaw county. 


Mr. Knight, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bill and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report with sub- 
stitute: 
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H. 1059 (with substitute) :-For organizing the farm 
boys and girls of Alabama into corn clubs, pig clubs, 
canning clubs, poultry clubs, and any other kind of 
farm life club for the purpose of encouraging, interest- 
ing, and instructing the farm boys and girls in better 
methods of agriculture, home making, cooking, sewing, 
and gardening; to provide plans for carrying on this 
work, to make appropriations for these purposes, and 
to prescribe methods for drawing and spending same. 


Mr. Knight, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report, with an 
amendment: 

H. 866 (with amendment). To amend sections three, 
ten and eleven of an act approved March 9, 1911, to pro- 
vide for and regulate the manufacture and sale of 
“commercial feed stuffs” in Alabama; to further pro- 
vide for the registration, tagging, sampling and analy- 
zing commercial feeding stuffs'and to fix penalties for 
violations of .this act. . 

H. 1129 (with amendment. To prescribe the duties 
of the commissioner of agriculture and industries in 
regard to the registering of fertilizer brands and ma- 
terials. To prohibit fertilizer manufacturers to sell fer- 
tilizers that are wet, lumpy, or chaffy, and provide a 
penalty for using fertilizers or fertilizer materials upon 
which the tag tax has not been paid and other pur- 
poses. 


Mr. Knight, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same re- 
returned to the House with a favorable report: 

H. 980. To amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
the courts of county commissioners or boards of reve- 
nue of any county in which the State or Federal au- 
thorities shall take or have taken up the work of farm 
demonstration or organization of farm life clubs, and | 
to appropriate funds for aiding in such work, i ap- 
proved February 28, 1911. 
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H. 122. To amend sections 24, 36, 37, 38, 39, 48 and 
45 of the Code of 1907. 

H. 1131. To make it unlawful for any municipality 
to charge the farmers or others engaged in the produc- 
tion of farm products of whatever nature, any license 
or fee for the sale or other disposition of said articles 
produced by them at any place. 

H. 1298. To prohibit the weighing of cotton in the 
public warehouses in fictitious names or other names 
other than the owner of said cotton. 

S. 158. To require the bodies of all dead animals to 
be burned or buried and to provide a penalty for the 
failure to do so. 

S. 309. To provide for and to regulate the registra- 
tion of purchases of cattle, or cows or animals of the 
cow kind, in Lowndes county, Alabama, and to provide 
a penalty for the failure to cause such registration, and 
to further provide for the examination and inspection 
by the grand jury of Lowndes county of the book or 
books in which a record of such registration is kept. 


Mr. Fite of Tuscaloosa, chairman of the Standing 
Committee on Banking and Insurance reported that 
said committee, in session, had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, with substitute: 

H. 1205 (with substitute). To provide that all bonds 
and undertakings required or permitted by law to be 
given by any State, county, municipal, precinct, town- 
ship or district official, clerk or employee, except no- 
taries public, or by any person or corporation as guard- 
ian, executor, administrator, receiver, assignee, or trus- 
tee, with surety or sureties, must be executed by one 
or more guaranty or surety companies qualified to 
transact such business in this State. 


Mr. Fite of Tuscaloosa, chairman of the Standing 
Committee on Banking and Insurance, reported that 
said committee, in session, had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 

H. 1028. To amend section 5 of an act entitled “An 
act for the regulation and control of fraternal benefit 
societies,” approved April 24th, 1911. : 
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H.1029. To provide better protection of the insured 
by increasing the amount of deposit required of life 
and casualty insurance companies doing business on 
the assessment plan and mutual aid, benefit and indus- 
trial companies or associations as are now actually en- 
gaged in such business in this State and fraternal or- 
ders ‘or associations. 

H. 1031. To amend section 4571 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1907. 

H. 1125. To authorize and empower State banks, 
savings banks and trust companies organized under the 
laws of the State of Alabama to subscribe for stock and 
become members of the Federal reserve bank author- 
ized under act of Congress adopted December 23rd, 
19138. 

S. 273. Authorizing and regulating certain classes 
of indemnity contracts, empowering corporations to 
make such contract, and fixing certain fees and the pen- 
alty for violations thereof. 

S. 200. To limit the amount and term of fire insur- 
ance policies. 


Mr. John, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Education, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bill and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report with an 
amendment: 

S. 319 (with amendment). To require all the county 
high schools of this State, the several normal schools 
of this State, the several agricultural schools of the 
State, the State University of Alabama, and the Poly- 
technic Institute at Auburn, and the summer schools 
of the last two institutions, to establish and teach in 
their respective schools a course of civil egineering and 
practical and scientific road building. 


Mr. Copeland, chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Mining and Manufacturing, reported that said com- 
mittee, in session, had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report: 

H. 1259. Providing that no manufacturing or other 
_industrial plant or establishment, any of its appur- 
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tenances, or the operation thereof, shall be or become 
a nuisance, private or public, by changed conditions in 
and about the locality thereof after the same has been 
in operation for more than one year, when such plant 
or establishment or appurtenances or the operation 
thereof was not a nuisance at the time the operation 
thereof begun, and annulling any municipal ordinance 
or contract of a governmental character to a contrary 
effect. 


Mr. Ward, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Counties and County Boundaries, reported that said 
committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report: 

H. 1814. To change and define the boundary line of 
St. Clair county, Alabama, between said county and 
the county of Jefferson. : 


Mr. Walden, chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Pensions and Soldiers Home, reported that said 
committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report: 

H. 1283. To provide pensions for soldiers and sailors 
in the service of the State of Alabama, and to their 
widows, and for soldiers and sailors in the army or 
navy of the Confederate States of America, and to their 
widows, and for the regulation of the payment thereof. 


Mr. Vaughan, chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Local Legislation, reported that said committee, in 
session, had acted on the following bills and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report:

or relating to such systems; and to define, restrain and 
punish offenses against the same; to issue bonds to ob- 
tain money to carry into effect the powers granted in 
this act and to secure the payment of said bonds; and to 
protect the contracts made under the powers granted in 
this act from fraud and dishonesty. 

S. 288. To authorize the mayor and councilmen or 
other governing body of cities of over ten thousand 
population, by ordinance, to abandon, relocate or 
change streets and alleys, and for the street or alley 
or part of street or alley so abandoned to revert to 
the abutting property owner or owners.

Notice is hereby given that, at the present session of 
the Legislature, a local road law for Wilcox county will 
be introduced in said Legislature, and said law will be 
in words and figures substantially as follows: 


AN ACT 


To provide for the construction, repairing, working 
and maintaining of the public roads and bridges of Wil- 
cox county, Alabama; to provide revenue for the same; 
to define the powers and duties of the county commis- 
sioners with reference to same; to provide for the pur- 
chase of mules and equipment for same; to provide for 
the appointment of a supervisor and of overseers, defin- 
ing their duties, prescribe rules and regulations and 
penalties in order to carry into effect the provisions and 
purposes of this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, That the court of county commissioners of Wil- 
cox county shall, within sixty days after the approval 
of this act, and every two years thereafter, except as 
hereinafter provided, appoint a supervisor of public 
roads and building for said county whose term of of- 
fice shall be for two years; provided, however, that the 
supervisor first appointed after the approval of this act 
shall hold office until the 2nd Monday in February, 
1917, at. which time his successor shall be appointed for 
a term of two years, and every two years thereafter a 
supervisor shall be appointed. Such supervisor shall 
be a competent civil engineer with experience in road 
and bridge building, who shall pass satisfactorily an 
examination designed to test his fitness; said examina- 
tion to be held under the direction of the State high- 
way commission and under such regulation as it may 
prescribe, and shall be subject to removal by said court 
of county commissioners for drunkenness, incompeten- 
cy, or neglect of duty, or other good cause. Such su- 
pervisor may make the bond required of him in section

3 of this act in a solvent guarantee company, to be ap- 
proved by the probate judge of said county. 

Sec. 2. If said court of county commissioners fail to 
comply with the requirement of section 1 of said act, 
each member thereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined not less than fifty 
dollars ($50.00) nor more than five hundred dollars 
($500.00) . 

Sec. 8. That such supervisor shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, qualify by taking and fil- 
ing the statutory oath of office and giving bond condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of the duties of 
such office, payable to Wilcox county in the sum of 
$5,000.00, with sureties thereon, to be approved by the 
judge of probate of said county, which oath and bond 
shall be recorded as official bonds are now required to 
be recorded in the office of the judge of probate. 

Sec. 4. That the supervisor of public roads shall re- 
ceive a salary for each year’s services of not less than 
$1,500.00 nor more than $2,500.00, to be determined be- 
tween said limit by the commisioners court, and to be 
paid in monthly installments at the end of each calendar 
month by warrant to be drawn by the judge of probate 
on the road fund of the county. 

- Sec. 5. That said supervisor shall have control and 
supervision of all the public roads of said county as to 
the manner of working, repairing and maintaining the 
same, and to changes of old roads and establishing and 
locating of new roads when ordered established by the 
commissioners court, and of the execution of any con- 
tract that may be made for the working and repairing 
of roads, or of repairing and building bridges, culverts 
or causeways. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be the duty of said supervisor 
by the Ist day of January, 1916, to divide said county 
into ten districts, which shall be known as “road dis- 
tricts,” making such divisions in such manner that the 
number of miles of public roads in each of said dis- 
tricts will, as nearly as conditions will permit, contain 
an equal number of miles. 

Sec. 7. That the term of office of all the present over- 
seers in said county shall expire on the 1st day of Jan- 
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uary, 1916, after the qualification of said supervisor, 
and thereupon the supervisor shall appoint one over- 
seer for each road district hereinbefore provided for 
in said county for the term of two years, for the enum- 
eration of hands subject to road duty, and for the 
proper and efficient working and maintenance of the 
roads of said county, as well as for the performance of 
any other duties hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 8. That the court of commissioners of said coun- 
ty by the 1st day of January, 1916, shall, after the ap- 
proval of this act, purchase a sufficient number of 
mules, suitable for said work, road machines, and auxil- 
iary equipment, including gear, drag scrapes, double 
plows, and split log road drags, or other necessary 
equipment to furnish the overseers in each road district 
with at least four mules with gear, one road machine, 
one wheel scraper, two drag scrapes, and one double 
horse plow, and one split log road drag; and any such 
mules and equipment which it may be necessary for 
them to purchase, as herein provided; the court of coun- 
ty commissioners shall issue in payment thereof its war- 
rant on the county treasurer, and in the event that the 
county has not sufficient funds in the hands of said 
treasurer to pay said warrants at the time of said pur- 
chases, they issue to the party or parties from whom 
such purchases were made interest bearing warrants of 
said county. 

Sec. 9. That it shall be the duty of said supervisor 
to make out a bill of all the necessary feed stuffs for 
the maintenance and feed for said mules as provided 
for, and he shall obtain as nearly as possible the low- 
est market prices at which said feed stuffs can be 
bought, and present to the court of county commission- 
ers at their first regular meeting after his qualifica- 
tion and every three months thereafter, such bill, to- 
gether with the prices at which such feedstuffs can be 
obtained for the succeeding three months; and on the 
approval of said bill and prices by the court of county 
commissioners he shall furnish each overseer in each 
road district sufficient feed for the maintenance and 
feed of the mules in said districts for the period of one 
month; and the supervisor shall give to the party, or 
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parties, from whom such feedstuffs are purchased an 
order on the commissioners court for the amount of 
said purchases, when on its approval the court of coun- 
ty commissioners shall issue warrants drawn on the 
county treasurer to the party or parties from whom 
the purchases were made for the amount of said pur- 
chases. 

Sec. 10. That it shall be the duty of said supervisor 
to cause such overseer, as provided in section 7 to take 
and subscribe in writing an oath that he will faithfully 
perform the duties of overseer, which oath may be ad- 
ministered by said supervisor; and before taking office 
shall furnish the county with surety bond in the sum 
of $1,000.00, which shall be filed in the office of the 
judge of probate. To each overseer so appointed the 
said supervisor shall deliver a commission. Provided 
that when a vacancy occurs in the office of the over- 
seer from whatever cause, the same shall be filled by 
said supervisor; and provided, further, that said super- 
visor may at any time he may deem advisable remove 
any overseer. 

Sec. 11. That said supervisor shall personally in- 
spect the roads in the county at least four times in 
each year, and when making such inspection, when prac- 
ticable, shall be accompanied by the overseer of the dis- 
trict, and he shall make such suggestions and give such 
directions as to changing road-beds, establishing, re- 
pairing, improving and working the public roads, in 
building and repairing and maintaining bridges and 
culverts as he may deem proper. He shall make full re- 
ports of the condition of the public roads and the man- 
ner in which any contract have been or are being exe- 
cuted to the court of county commissioners at the Feb- 
ruary, April, August and November terms of said 
court in each year, and such special reports as said 
court may call for at other times. 

Sec. 12. That it shall be the duty of each overseer 
appointed under this act to feed, care for, and work 
the mules placed in his charge as he may be directed 
by the said supervisor; and that said overseers shall 

‘take care of the feedstuffs furnished him and shall make 
report to the supervisor every thirty days stating the 
amount of feedstuffs, if any, on hand at that time. 
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Sec. 13. That each overseer hereinbefore provided 
for shall, immediately after the 1st day of January of 
each year make a thorough and complete canvass of his 
road district, taking down the names and ages of all 
male inhabitants of the district over eighteen and under 
fifty years of age residing in said road district, and en- 
tering opposite each name so enrolled the name or lo- 
cation of the farm on which he resides or the location 
of the house in which he dwells, and the name of the 
public roads nearest his dwelling place. The said enroll- 
ment shall be written in a plain, legible manner with 
ink, and upon the completion of the enrollment be at 
once filed in the office of the supervisor. Such enroll- 
ment book must be completed and filed by the 1st day 
of February of each year; provided that the first en- 
rollment. herein contemplated, shall be completed and 
each book filed within thirty days after the appoint- 
ment of each overseer. 

Sec. 14. That said overseer shall have authority to 
administer oaths, and in making his enrollment of road 
hands or at any time when it may be necessary to list 
persons to road services, if the person proposed to be 
listed shall claim to be over fifty or under eighteen years 
of age, the said overseer may take the affidavit of such 
persons or any person proposed to be listed, which af- 
fidavit shall be in writing and subscribed by the affiant, 
and the same shall be preserved and filed by such ov- 
erseer in the office of the supervisor except in cases 
when he has cause to believe that perjury has been com- 
mitted, when he shall return such affidavit to the grand 
jury; provided, that in listing person for road duty 
no persons who shall have a certificate of exemption 
from the county medical board shall be listed for the 
road service if such disability be permanent and so 
stated in the certificate. 

Sec. 15. That it shall be the duty of each overseer 
to make monthly reports in writing and under oath to 
the supervisor of any and all monies received by him 
from hands in commutation of labor, the name of the 
person from whom received and when and for what 
paid, and shall pay over the same to the county treas- 
urer, taking his receipt therefor, to be credited by him 
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on the books of the road fund of the county; and it 
‘shall be the duty of the commissioners court, as far as 
practicable, to appropriate for each district an amount 
at least equal to such funds as may have been received 
from such district for the working or maintenance of 
the respective roads in such district. Any overseer ap- 
propriating for his own use any money paid to him in 
commutation of labor shall be guilty of embezzlement 
and shall be liable to criminal prosecution therefor as 
provided by law in such cases. Any overseer who fails 
to make sworn reports as required in this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00. 

Sec. 16. That all persons subject to road duty under 
the general laws of the state or under the provisions of 
this act shall be required to work upon the public roads 
of said county for not less than ten days of each cal- 
endar year or, instead thereof, shall pay the sum of 
$4.00 annually, if paid by the 1st day of February of 
each year; which shall be paid to the overseer of the dis- 
trict in which such party paying same resides. Any per- 
son subject to road duty who elects to pay the $4.00 
in money as herein provided must pay same by the 1st 
day of February of each year, but after such time such 
party shall then work on the roads when warned, or 
pay $5.00 in money to the overseer the day he is warned, 
or must send as a substitute an able-bodied man. Pro- 
vided, that if any person subject to road duty under 
this act shall have worked part of his time on the roads, 
- he may at any subsequent time he is warned pay a 
pro rata portion of $500.00 for the remaining time he is 
to work. 

Sec. 17. That -whenever an overseer shall determine 
that a dirt road needs repairing or working, or when 
the supervisor shall so direct, he shall call out such 
hands as he may deem sufficient in number to work 
or repair said road. And if any hand who has not paid 
the commutation tax herein provided shall fail or re- 
fuse to work, it shall be the duty of the overseer with- 
in five days from the time the warning to work was 
given, to notify the supervisor, and also to return each 
and every hand so failing or refusing, to a justice of 
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the peace of the county or to the county court of said 
county, and such road hands shall be proceeded against 
as road defaulters under the general laws of the State. 
The overseer shall, in March and September of each 
year report in writing and under oath to the supervisor 
what road hands worked and how long, and what road 
hands paid and how much, and what road hands neither 
worked nor paid. 

Sec. 18. That a day’s work for each road hand under 
this act shall be ten hours actual service and the warn- 
ing of hands shall be made in accordance with the gen- 
eral laws of the State. No hand shall, however, be re- 
quired to go more than six miles from his residence in 
working the public roads. 

Sec. 19. That when a road hand who has performed 
part of his road services removes from a district, it 
shall be the duty of the overseer to furnish him on de- 
mand a written certificate showing the time he has 
served during the calendar year, which certificate shall 
be an exemption to such hand to the extent of the time 
worked from road services in any other district in the 
county to which he may remove. 

Sec. 20. The supervisor ‘shall, unless the work is to 
be done by the county convicts, let all repairing, keep- 
ing in order, building or construction of all macadam- 
ized and hard surfaced roads and public bridges, ex- 
cept emergency repairs at less than $50.00 in value, at 
public outery to the lowest responsible bidder upon such 
notice and at such place within the county the com- 
missioners court may prescribe. All work shall be done 
in accordance with full and accurate specifications to 
be furnished by the supervisor. Each contractor shall 
give bond to be approved by the judge of probate for 
the faithful performance of his contract equal to the 
amount he is to receive for the work undertaken by 
him. When such work is finished it shall be examined 
by the supervisor and, if approved by him, he shall give 
the contractor an order on the commissioners court for 
the amount of his contract, which shall be paid by war- 
rant drawn on the road fund of the county after same 
is allowed by the commissioners court. The supervisor 
shall have the right, if he thinks the bids for work on 
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such roads too high, to reject any and all bids made. 
In this event he shall re-advertise for bids for such 
work, and if in his judgment all bids are still too high, 
he shall have the right to reject them, and the commis- 
sioners court shall then order such work to be done by 
said supervisor. A careful account of the cost of such 
work shall be kept and filed with the probate judge, 
and shall be open to the inspection of the public. The 
supervisor shall also have the right to reject the bid 
of any party who has the reputation for being dishon- 
est or incompetent. 

Sec. 21. That the overseers appointed under this act 
shall receive a salary for each year’s work of not less 
than $480.00 nor more than $600.00, to be determined 
between said limit by the court of county commission- 
ers, and to be paid by monthly installments at the end 
of each calendar month by warrants to be drawn as 
prescribed by law on the road fund of the county. And 
it is hereby expressly provided that said overseers shall 
devote their entire time to work on the roads of said 
county and to the performance of any other duties pre- 
scribed in the act, and that in the event the weather 
or road conditions are such that it is impracticable to 
carry on the work of the road building or working it 
shall be the duty of said overseers during such time to 
drag with a split log road drag hereinbefore provided 
for, as much of the road in his district as is possible. 

Sec. 22. That each overseer appointed under this act 
is authorized to employ one able-bodied man, who shall 
be know as his assistant, for help in the care, main- 
tenance, and operation of the teams and equipment fur- 
nished said overseer; and said assistant shall be under 
the direction of the overseer by whom he is employed, 
and shall be subject to removal at any time for neglect- 
of duty by said overseer, or by the supervisor, or for 
any other cause. That the salary of said assistant shall 
not exceed $15.00 for each month’s work, to be paid 
at the end of each calendar month upon the order of 
said overseer, which order shall be first approved by 
the supervisor to the court of county commissioners, 
who shall issue their warrant drawn as provided by 
law, on the road fund of said county and payable to 
said assistant. : 
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Sec. 23. That any overseer or supervisor who fails to 
perform his duty as such, under the provisions of this 
law shall be liable to prosecution and fine on convic- 
tion not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00. 

Sec. 24. The supervisor shall be required to devote 
his entire time to the public roads and bridges of the 
county, and he shall keep such books and accounts, list 
of overseers and road hands, reports as to show trans- 
actions pertaining to the establishment, working, re- 
pairing and maintaining of the public roads and bridges 
of the county. 

Sec. 25. That the supervisor of roads shall not be 
under control or direction of the commissioners court. 
Said commissioners court shall have the power to order 
the opening of new roads and closing of old ones, and 
shall make the necessary provisions for furnishing the 
supervisor with all the necessary stationery and blanks 
for the use of his office, and shall provide said super- 
visor a suitable office in either the court house or in 
some other place in the town of Camden. 

Sec. 26. If the court of county commissioners shall 
order that a new road be opened between certain points 
located in the order made by said court or if the court 
of county commissioners shall order that the location 
of an existing road be changed, the supervisor shall 
thereupon ascertain the best location for said new or 
changed road, shall stake out same, and shall prepare a 
map and profile showing the location of the road, and 
its relation to the adjacent lands, the location of all 
houses and other improvement within 200 feet of said 
new road, and the grade of the road. This map and 
profile, together with a report of the supervisor, shall 
be submitted to the court of county commissioners as 
early as practicable. 

If such location is approved by said court and a sat- 
isfactory agreement cannot be made for the donation or 
purchase of necessary right of way, which shall be fifty 
feet wide if a first grade road, forty feet wide of a sec- 
ond grade road, and thirty feet wide if a third grade 
road, the probate judge shall then direct the supervisor 
to again view the proposed location for the road, to 
inquire of owners of neighboring lands as to the value 
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of such lands, and to assess a fair value for the land 
proposed to be taken for such road, and the damages, 
if any, that will result from the construction of said 
road. He shall promptly report in writing his conclu- 
sions to the court of county commissioners, and the own- 
er of the land proposed to be taken shall have five days 
after the filing of such report in which to appeal from 
such valuation and assessment of damages to the circuit 
court of Wilcox county; and if such owner elects to 
take such appeal, he shall be required by the judge of 
probate to give security for the costs of such appeal, 
with two good and sufficient sureties in such amount 
as may be fixed by the judge of probate not to exceed 
$500.00. On the hearing of any such appeal in the cir- 
cuit court of said county, the trial shall he de novo. If 
no appeal is taken in the manner herein provided and 
within the time herein prescribed, the court.of county 
commissioners shall cause to be paid to such owner the 
amount of damages so assessed by the supervisor, and 
said supervisor shall then take necessary steps to 
change, open, or construct said road. 

Sec. 27. The court of county commissioners are here- 
by authorized and empowered to work the convicts of 
Wilcox county on the public roads of said county, and 
also to hire or lease the convicts of another county for 
such purpose, and also to hire or lease the convicts of 
Wilcox county to any ‘other county in the State for the 
purpose of working on the public roads of such coun- 
ty. The court of county commissioners shall also have 
the right to purchase and own jointly with any other 
adjoining county the necessary cages, teams and all 
other equipment for road building, and to make such 
provisions or rules as may insure to Wilcox county an 
equitable division of the use of such equipment together 
with the time of the convicts of this county with the 
convicts of such adjoining county, and in the execution 
of this plan may permit the convicts of this county to 
be worked on the public roads of such adjoining coun- 
ty. The working time of the organization being divid- 
ed between the two counties according to the number 
of convicts each county has on the road gang; all ex- 
penses being divided in like manner. 
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Sec. 28. That the supervisor shall prepare a map 
of the county showing the location of all the main pub- 
lic roads now existing in the county which are “main 
public roads,” to be determined by the court of county 
commissioners which roads shall be surveyed and re- 
located by the 1st day of March, 1916; and before any 
money whatever is spent on the improvement of any 
public road or the renewal of any bridge (except re- 
pairs absolutely necessary to keep such road or bridge 
passable and safe) this must be done. This map shall 
be revised and brought up to date monthly and trac- 
ings of such map shall be made and deposited for safe- 
keeping in the vault of the probate office, and said trac- 
ings shall be brought up to date monthly. The con- 
victs of the county shall never be worked on any pub- 
lic road until same has been properly located by the 
supervisor. 

Sec. 29. Said supervisor is hereby made purchasing 
agent and is authorized to purchase such materials, sup- 
plies and equipment as may be necessary for the proper 
carrying on of the work or construction or maintenance 
of the public roads of the county. But before he shall 
purchase any such supplies, material or equipment, 
other than feed for teams as provided in section 9, he 
shall first submit in writing a list of the articles pro- 
posed to be purchased to the court of county commis- 
sioners, and shall have their consent that same shall 
be purchased. After such consent is obtained the su- 
pervisor shall advertise for sealed bids by publication 
in some newspaper in the county for two consecutive 
insertions and by posting notice for ten days in front 
of the court house door in Camden, and shall purchase 
same from the party who offers to furnish same at the 
lowest price, provided said bidder is a responsible par- 
ty, and provided the supervisor does not consider the 
price charged excessive. 

Sec. 30. The mode of warning road hands is for the 
overseer, or Some one appointed by him, to give two 
days notice in person or in writing to be left at the 
place of residence to all persons liable to road duty, 
to meet at such time and place as the overseer may ap- 
point, and with such tools as he may direct. 
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Sec. 81. Any person subject to road duty who moves 
into this county after January ist of each year shall 
work a pro rata number of days or pay a pro rata com- 
mutation tax in lieu thereof at the rate of $5.00 per 
annum. The inhabitants of incorporated towns in Wil- 
cox county who pay street incorporation tax shall not 
be subject to road duty under the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 32. All funds received by Wilcox county from the 
hire of convicts and any funds that may be received 
from the State from the hire of convicts shall be used 
only for the construction or improvement of the pub- 
lic roads of Wilcox county. 

Sec. 33. In addition to the duties and powers hereto- 
fore granted to overseers, they shall also have the power 
and it shall be their duty to dismiss from service any 
hand, whether working for himself or as a hired la- 
borer, who may fail or refuse to do good and faithful 
work, or shall hinder or delay other hands, or who shall 
refuse to obey any reasonable orders; and any such 
person shall be liable to the same punishment as if he 
had failed to obey the notice to work on the roads to 
which he is warned. Overseers shall also take care of 
all tools and implements delivered to them by the su- 
pervisor, and shall use same only to work the public 
roads, and shall deliver them to their successors or on 
order of the supervisor. 

Sec. 34. That all monies received by the county from 
license taxes on automobiles shall be paid into the 
county road fund and used only for the construction 
and maintenance of the public roads. 

Sec. 35. That no justice of the peace of Wilcox coun- 
ty shall retain any monies received by him for fines 
and convictions imposed upon road defaulters, as pro- 
vided under this act, but shall immediately upon the 
payment of such fines forward same to the county treas- 
urer, notwithstanding any amount the county may be 
due said justice of the peace at that time. That on re- 
ceipt of such monies from a justice of the peace the 
treasurer shall give his receipt therefor and place the 
monies so received to the credit of the road fund of 


the county. 
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Sec. 36. That for the purpose of maintaining the pub- 
lic roads of Wilcox county, the following license taxes 
are hereby imposed upon the owners of the following 
vehicles, which are used upon the public roads of Wil- 
cox county, or any portion of them: For each log cart 
having two wheels, ten dollars ($10.00); for each log 
dray or wagon having four or more wheels, seven and 
50/100 dollars ($7.50) ; for each wagon requiring two 
or more draft animals for its operation, seventy-five 
cents ($0.75); for each one-horse wagon, fifty cents 
($0.50) ; and for each buggy or other vehicle, fifty cents 
($0.50). That the owner of each such vehicle in said 
county shall procure from the probate judge of said 
county by the first day of March of each year, except 
as hereinafter provided, a license for the operation of 
said vehicle during the year, or any portion thereof. 
Provided, however, that for the year 1915 such license 
shall be procured from the probate judge within 60 
days after this act shall go into effect. And provided, 
further, that the owner of any such vehicle brought into 
said county after the first day of March of each year 
shall procure a license for same from the probate judge 
within 15 days after such vehicle is brought into said 
county. That any person who operates any such vehi- 
cle on the public roads of Wilcox county for the opera- 
tion of which a license has not been procured, as here- 
in provided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction be fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for each 
such offense. That all the monies received for license 
taxes herein provided and all fines obtained for viola- 
tion of same shall be paid to the treasurer of Wilcox 
county and placed by him to the credit of the road fund 
of said county. 

Sec. 37. The only compensation which the probate 
judge shall receive for road services is that the four 
hundred dollars ($400.00) per annum allowed to him 
by the general road law of the State; the sheriff and 
the treasurer of Wilcox county and the members of the 
commissioners court of Wilcox county shall not receive 
any compensation whatever for road service. Provided 
that nothing in this act shall be construed to mean that 
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the commissioners shall not receive the mileage and per 
diem when in session on matters pertaining to roads 
and bridges of Wilcox county. 

Sec. 38. The local road law for Wilcox county which 
is found in Local Acts of Alabama of 1911 at pages 
265 to 272, inclusive, and any and other local laws for 
said county are hereby repealed. All general road laws 
of the State which are not in conflict with the provi 
sions of this act are unaffected by same, but all genera] 
laws or parts thereof which conflict with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed.

Therefore, be it resolved, that the oath of office be 
temporarily withheld from administration in this case 
until a preliminary investigation may be had, as to the 
claims to the office by F. P. Rainer and J.-A. Carnley.

H. J. R. 178. Be it resolved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate concurring, that the State treas- 
urer shall not hereafter have authority to and shall not 
refuse to cash warrants issued by the State auditor to 
members of the Legislature, so long as there are moneys 
in the treasury out of which they can be legally paid.

STATEMENT OF CONTEST. 


Comes J. A. Carnley and makes the following state- 
ment in writing of his contest of the election of F. P. 
Rainer to the House of Representatives by the special 
election held in said county on the 3rd day of August, 
1915, and he sets forth specifically : 

1. That the name of the party contesting said elec- 
tion is J. A. Carnley, and that he was a qualified voter 
when the election was held. 

2. That the office which said election was held to fill 
was that of representative in the Legislature from Cof- 
fee county, Alabama, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of M. S. Carmichael, said election having 
been held as before stated, on the 3rd day of August, 
1915. 

3. The particular grounds of said contest are that 
illegal votes were given to the said F. P. Rainer, which, 
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if taken from him, will reduce the number of legal votes 
given to him to or below the number of legal votes 
given to the said J. A. Carnley for the same office, and 
upon the further ground that there was mal-conduct, 
fraud or corruption on the part of inspectors, clerks, 
or returning officers in precincts 2, 6 and in box No. 
1, of precinct 10, such fraud or corruption consisting 
in this, viz.: That in precinct No. 2 there were in fact 
only 35 votes cast in said election, whereas the returns 
from said precinct falsely and fraudulently showed 
that 75 votes were cast in favor of said Rainer; that 
in precinct No. 6 there were in fact 304 votes cast in 
said election, of which said Carnley received 24 votes, 
and said Rainer 280 votes, whereas by the returns sent 
in from said precinct, it was falsely and fraudulently 
stated that there was in all 488 votes cast in said pre- 
cinct, of which said Carnley received 24 votes, and said 
Rainer received 464 votes, and that in box No. 1 of 
precinct 10, there were in fact 129 votes cast, of which 
said Carnley received 38 votes and said Rainer received 
91 votes, whereas the returns from said box No. 1 of 
precinct 10 falsely and fraudulently stated that there 
were in all 199 votes cast, of which the said J. A. Carn- 
ley received 38 votes and the said F. P. Rainer received 
161 votes, and by reason of the false and fraudulent 
. returns or statement of the votes cast in said precinct 
in favor of said Rainer, it was made to appear to the 
board of supervisors that said Rainer had received a 
majority of all the votes cast in the county of 105, where- 
as said Carnley avers that if said false and fraudulent 
returns had not been made, the result of the election 
would have been to show that the said Carnley received 
a majority of all the legal votes cast at the election, 
and the board of supervisors would have declared, stat- 
ing that said Carnley was elected to said office of rep- 
resentative in the Legislature; wherefore the said J. 
A. Carnley files this statement with the clerk of the 
circuit court of said county, at Elba, accompanied by 
security for the costs of the contest, as required by law.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of 
any funds in the State treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated the sum of one hundred thousand dollars an- 
nually, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be 
used by the Governor in and about the payment of in- 
terest on State warrants, payment of which may be or 
may have been delayed on account of the like of funds 
in the State treasury.

SPECIAL ORDER. 


The hour having arrived, the House proceeded to the 
consideration of the special order, which was the bill: 

H. 870 (with amendment). To create a State prison 
commission, prescribe their duties, define their author- 
ity, provide for their election and for their compensa- 
tion. 

The question was upon the adoption of the amend- 
ment reported by the Standing Committee on Peniten- 
tiary and Criminal Administration, said amendment 
being as follows: 

“Amend House Bill 870 by striking out section 1 and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 1. There is hereby created the Alabama Pri- 
son Commission, which shall consist of three members 
who shall have the qualification of electors in this State 
‘and who shall have the powers and duties hereinafter 
prescribed. 

“Amend further by striking out sections 7, 25, 28, 29, 
and 30.” 

Mr. Merritt offered the following substitute for the 
bill and amendment: 


A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To establish the Alabama Prison Commission, to pro- 
vide for the appointment of its members, to fix and de- 
fine its powers, authority, and duties, and to provide 
regulations for the administration, control and man- 
agement of the prisons, prisoners and business pertain- 
ing to convicts under the control of the commission. 

Re it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: , 

1. That there is hereby created the Alabama Prison 
Commission, which shall consist of three members, who 
shall have the qualifications of electors in this State, 
and who shall have the powers and duties, hereinafter 
prescribed. 
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2. That the board of convict inspectors, as at pres- 
ent appointed, shall constitute the first commission, and 
shall serve until the expiration of their present term 
of appointment. Their successors shall be chosen at the 
general election in November, 1916, but they shall not 
enter upon their duties until the expiration of the terms 
of appointment of the present incumbents as above pro- 
vided. The three members of the commission first elect- 
ed by the people shall serve until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1919, 1921, and 
1923, respectively, and immediately on entering upon 
their duties, they shall determine by lot the particular 
terms which each shall hold; and thereafter they shall 
serve for the particular terms which may be assigned 
to each. Their successors shall be elected at the general 
election in November, 1918, and each two years there- 
after. They shall enter upon their respective terms on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
following their election. 

3. That the commission is clothed with exclusive au-, 
thority over all prisons, prisoners, and business pertain- 
ing to the convicts and their workings, and operations 
of the convict system in this State; it is made the duty 
of the commission to administer and carry out all of 
the laws that may now exist, or that may hereafter be 
enacted that pertains to prisons, convicts, and the work- 
ing thereof; and the several commissioners are clothed 
with equal authority, and subject to equal responsibil- 
ity, in the execution of the powers and duties herein- 
after conferred and imposed. 

4. That it is made the duty of the commission to so 
divide up and distribute the work pertaining to their 
office as will place the different commissioners to the 
performance of the particular duties for which they are 
best qualified. 

5. That the commission is clothed with authority to 
promulgate all such rules and regulations not in con- 
flict herewith; to enforce the same as they deem neces- 
sary, for the businesslike and successful administration 
of the several activities, powers and duties conferred 
and imposed by this act; and to adopt an official seal of 
office. 
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6. That the commissioners and all subordinate offi- 
cers and employees, in any manner connected with or 
in the employ or service of the commission, shall de- 
vote their entire time to the discharge of their office, 
position, or employment. 

7. That the commission shall be furnished comfort- 
able and adequate offices in the State capitol for the 
holding of their meetings, the keeping of their records, 
and the performance of the duties herein required, such 
offices to be assigned as the other offices in the cap- 
itol are now assigned; and that all necessary books, sta- 
tionery, funiture and other necessary office supplies 
shall be furnished to the commission, as such supplies 
are now furnished to the other State offices. 

.8. That before they shall enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of their office, each of the commissioners 
shall take and subscribe to the oath of office prescribed 
for other executive officers of this State; and each com- 
missioner shall also execute and deliver to the Govern- 
or of the State a satisfactory bond, in some reputable 
guaranty company, to be approved by him, of not less 
than $25,000.00, payable to the State of Alabama, and 
conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
his office and liability to the State for any damages 
that-it may suffer by any breach of faith or misconduct 
on his part. 

9. That immediately upon the election and qualifica- 
tion of the commissioners they shall meet at the State 
capitol, and organize by electing one of their number 
as president, and the one so elected shall preside at 
their meetings. 

10. That the commission shall hold regular meetings, 
at their office in the State capitol, on the third Tues- 
day of every month of every year, and such special meet- 
ings as they may deem necessary; and the president 
may call special meetings of the commission at such 
time and place as he may think proper. 

11. That two members shall constitute a quorum at 
such meetings; and the affirmative vote of two members 
shall be necessary to give legality to any action of the 
commission, and if there is any writing with reference 
thereto, jointly sign such writing. 
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12. That all meetings and transactions of the com- 
mission shall be open to the public, and any transac- 
tion had, or contract entered into, by the commission, 
in executive session, or any conference held with ref- 
erence thereto in executive session shall render such 
contract and transaction null and void, and the State 
shall be entitled to recover back all moneys paid out 
under such contracts, or transactions, in an action at 
law in any court of record in the State, and any com- 
missioner guilty of holding such executive session with 
reference to any such matters shall be removed from 
office upon that ground, and shall ever thereafter be 
ineligible to hold any office or position connected with 
the prison commission. 

13. That the commission shall keep or cause to be 
kept, in well bound books, a full and detailed journal 
of all of their meetings and proceedings, in which all 
orders, rules, regulations and contracts shall be entered 
at length, and such record must be so kept that the en- 
tire plans, business and workings of the commission and 
of the convict system may be clearly understood with- 
out any extraneous evidence, facts or explanation, 
which record or minutes must be signed by them, and 
kept in their office, subject to inspection by any person. 

14. That the commission shall carefully preserve all 
of their official correspondence, and shall preserve cop- 
ies of all letters sent, which, together with all books, 
vouchers, and documents relating to the business of the 
commission of any and every character, shall be con- 
sidered as public documents and kept on file in the of- 
fice at the State capitol. All similar correspondence, 
papers, documents and books originating at the peni- 
tentiary, or other prison or place under the jurisdiction 
of the eommission shall likewise be carefully kept, and 
preserved. For the failure to keep, or for the loss or 
destruction of any of the correspondence, files, books, 
vouchers, documents or any other papers whatever, kept 
or required by this act, or any other law or regulation 
governing the commission, the member of the commis- 
sion guilty thereof shall be subject to impeachment and 
removal, and any clerk or other officer or employee guil- 
ty thereof shall be immediately removed by the commis- 
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sion. Any one violating this section in addition to loss 
of office or postion, shall, on conviction, be punished 
by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

15. That there shall be installed and kept in each 
and every department of the convict and prison system 
of this State, and of every office, prison or camp there- 
of under the jurisdiction of the commission, such sys- 
tem of bookkeeping and records, as will enable any per- 
son, without extraneous evidence, to at any time ascer- 
tain the correct status of any item of business con- 
nected with such office, and to escertain the financial 
status of such office and of the entire commission, and 
the failure to do this shall constitute ground for im- 
peachment of any or all of the commissioners that in 
any manner contribute to such condition. 

16. That all funds or receipts whatever which may’ 
accrue from the working or hire of convicts, from sales 
of lands or other property, or from any other source, 
coming into the hands of the commission, shall be paid 
into the State treasury. That it is made unlawful for 
any commissioner, clerk, warden, physician, guard or 
other person to accept payment of any money or thing 
of value due the State or the commission, unless the 
same is evidenced by a draft, exchange, certified check 
or voucher, payable to the treasurer of the State of 
Alabama. That it is hereby made the duty of the com- 
mission to make daily settlements with the treasurer 
of the State, and failure to do so shall constitute a 
prima facie case of embezzlement of the funds, moneys, 
or things of value so withheld from the treasurer, and 
proof thereof shall be sufficient, when unexplained and 
uncontradicted, to justify conviction of such person for 
such embezzlement. 

17. That on the first day of each month the eommis- 
sion shall cause to be made out the account against. each 
contractor, showing the number of convicts and the 
amount of hire due from each contractor for the past 
month, copies of which shall be furnished respectively 
to the contractors and the State auditor. Within ten 
days after receiving such accounts, such contractors re- 
spectively shall settle and pay such accounts to the com- 
mission; and the commission shall make daily settle- 
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ments with the State auditor for the proceeds of such 
accounts, and the amount due by each shall be certi- 
fied into the State treasury, and an account thereof 
shall be kept by the State auditor in a book or books, 
separate and distinct from other State accounts (as 
other accounts of public moneys are kept); but when 
the contract prescribes other than monthly payments. 
then the account thereof shall be made out under the 
direction of the commission, and settled by the contrac- 
tor within ten days after the same is due, and the com- 
mission shall make daily settlements with the State 
auditor therefor as hereinabove provided; and if the 
contractor fails to settle within thirty days after re- 
ceiving his account, the commission shall notify the at- 
torney general, who shall at once bring suit for the 
amount due. 

18. That the books, accounts, records and financial 
transactions of the commission shall be subject to such 
examination, by the State examiners of public accounts, 
as the Governor may direct. 

19. That the commission shall have power to appoint 
or elect to fix and define the duties; and to remove all 
clerks, stenographers, wardens, physicians, guards, in- 
spectors, engineers and all other persons necessary for 
the conduct of the business thereof, and for the success- 
ful performance of the several duties hereinafter re- 
quired. 

20. That the commission shall appoint a chaplain, 
whose entire time shall be given to the moral improve- 
ment and religious instruction of the convicts, and who 
shall not do or perform any other work or service for 
which compensation is received by him. The commis- 
sion may also appoint or may authorize the chaplain 
to appoint, such assistant chaplains, and for such part 
of their time, as they may deem necessary. 

21. That it shall be unlawful for any person to be 
employed by the commission who is related by blood, 
or marriage within the third degree, to any member 
thereof, or who has ever at any time, anywhere, served 
a term or part thereof at hard labor for any city, coun- 
ty, town or state, and any person so elected or appoint- 
ed shall be dismissed at once by the commission on sat- 
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isfactory proof that any such disqualification exists, 
and if such removal is not promptly made, they may 
be removed by order of any court of record in this State 
on satisfactory proof of such fact or facts. 

22. That the commissioners and the clerks shall re- 
side at the capital of the State; and the commission 
shall prescribe the places of residence of all other offi- 
cers and employees. 

23. That each of the commissioners shall receive a 
salary of $4,000.00 per annum, payable monthly, as the 
salaries of other State officers are now paid. 

24, That no clerk or inspector shall receive a greater 
salary than $150.00 per month, that no warden shall 
receive a greater salary than $125.00 per month, that 
no guard shall receive a greater salary than $75.00 per 
month, that no physician or engineer shall receive a 
greater salary than $200.00 per month, and that. the sal- 
aries and expenses of all such officers or employees shall 
be paid out of the State treasury, as other officers of 
the State are now paid. 

25. That the commissioners, and all officials and em- 
ployees, when traveling in the performance of their du- 
ties hereunder, shall be reimbursed their actual travel- 
ing expenses; provided, however, that commissioners, 
clerks, inspectors and engineers are authorized to accept 
free transportation on all common carriers in this State. 

26. That the salaries, expenses and all other charges 
authorized by this act shall be paid from the State 
treasury, and a continuing appropriation therefor is 
hereby made. The State auditor is directed to issue his 
warrant to cover any charge or obligation hereunder on 
the requisition of the commission, verified by affidavit, 
and in accordance with such rules and regulations as 
may now exist or may hereafter be adopted for the dis- 
bursement of State funds. 

27. That the commission, or any commissioner, may 
be impeached in the same manner and upon the same 
grounds as is now provided for the impeachment of pro- 
bate judges. 

28. That it is hereby made unlawful and a ground 
for removal from office for any commissioner, or sub- 
ordinate officer or employee whatever, to use any of the 
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State’s property for his own use or to receive any ben- 
efit either directly or indirectly other than his salary 
or wages, from any transaction connected with the bus- 
iness of the commission, or from any of the State’s prop- 
erty, and any person guilty of violating the provisions 
of this section shall be removed from Office, and, in ad- 
dition thereto, upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary for not less than two nor more than 
ten years, and shall ever thereafter be ineligible to oc- 
cupy any position with the commission, or, in any town, 
city or county of this State, or any State office, and 
if he should be selected for such a place he may be re- 
moved from office on that ground by any court of rec- 
ord of the State. 

29. That it is made a ground for removal from office 
for any commissioner, physician, warden, guard or 
other person to impose cruel or unusual punishment on 
any convict, or knowingly permit the same to be done, 
and any person removed from office for that reason shall 
ever thereafter be ineligible to hold any office or em- 
ployment in the prison commission of the State. 

30. That the commission must, at least sixty days 
before the commencement of each session of the Legis- 
lature, and oftener if required by him, make to the Gov- 
ernor a report of the convict system during the four 
years ending the thirtieth day of September preceding 
such session. The report shall show the number of con- 
victs, the offense for which they were convicted, the 
number from each county, the number sentenced for 
life, and for different periods, the ages, race, and sex; 
the names of all who have died, with the place and date 
and the cause of death; the names of all who have es- 
caped, with the date and place of escape, and the names 
of those recaptured and the dates; the number hired 
to each contractor, the residence of each contractor, 
when the contract expires and in what labor they are 
engaged; the amount realized from hiring and the ex- 
pense of the system; what moral and religious instruc- 
tions the convicts have received; and such other infor- 
mation and suggestions as the commission deem proper. 
The report shall be printed as other official reports, and 
transmitted by the Governor to the Legislature. 
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31. That the commission may sell any or all of the 
agricultural Jands now used by the State in working 
convicts, for cash or on credit, as may seem best, and 
purchase lands superior in quality, to be used by the 
commission in working convicts. 

32. That so much of the funds earned by the convict 
system of the State as may be necessary, is appropri- 
ated and authorized to be paid for such lands as may 
be purchased under the preceding section, and the State 
auditor, upon the application of the commission shall 
draw his warrant for such sum or sums as may be nec- 
essary for such purchase of such lands and the payment 
thereof. 

33. That the commission may sell the cotton mill be- 
longing to the State, located at Speigner, Alabama, 
upon such terms as they may deem best, after giving 
thirty days’ notice of the purpose to sell, in at least 
three daily newspapers published in this State, and the 
purchaser shall pay the purchase money therefor into 
the State treasury. 

34. That the commission may cause to be made such 
improvement on any of the land owned by the State as 
may tend to the benefit of the convict system, and en- 
able them to work such convicts as they may think 
proper at farming or other employments. 

35. That such of the lands owned by the State as are 
not needed for the use of the convict system may be 
rented out by the commission. 

36. That any part of the net income from the hire 
or labor of State convicts, may be applied to perma- 
nent. improvements or manufacturing at the prison at 
Speigner’s or elsewhere, looking to the more permanent 
employment of the convicts of different classes. 

37. That each prison or penitentiary belonging to the 
State shall be under the control of such officers as the 
commission shall deem necessary. 

40. That the commission must, from time to time, 
establish rules and regulations for the direction of the 
officers having control of State or county convicts in 
the discharge of their duties, for the government and 
discipline of the convicts, and the custody and preser- 
vation of the public property under their control. 
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41. That the commission must adopt such rules as 
are necessary to prevent inhumane treatment, or cruel 
or excessive punishment of State and county convicts, 
and also to regulate the time and amount of work to 
be performed by them, and the manner of working them. 

42. That the commission shall require reports to be 
made each month, or oftener if necessary, by the physi- 
cian or physicians employed by them, on the condition, 
health, and sanitary arrangement of the convicts, to- 
gether with any recommendations as to any change or 
changes necessary for the more humane treatment of 
the State and county convicts. 

43. That the commissioners, either by one of their 
number personally or by an inspector, shall visit at 
least once in two weeks, and oftener if necessary, the 
several places of confinement of all convicts; and the 
commissioner or other person making the inspection 
shall examine the food, clothes, quarters, bedding, pro- 
visions made for the sick and general treatment, and 
if he finds anything wrong, he shall point out the same 
to the officer in charge of the prison and immediately 
notify the president of the commission. That the pres- 
ident and each member of the commission shall file 
monthly in the office a statement of the work done by 
him, and the condition of the convicts at the places 
visited during the preceding month, but the Commis- 
sioners shall not be required to visit county convicts 
hired in the county where convicted, except when 
worked in mines or on railroads. 

44, That each contract prison or camp shall be under 
the control of a warden or such other person as may be 
necessary, who shall be employed and paid by the con- 
tractor, with the approval of the commission, and who 
may be discharged at any time by them. 

45. That the names of all convicts who, in the opin- 
ion of the prison physician in charge, have become in- 
sane, must be forthwith reported by him to the commis- 
sion, who shall immediately cause such convict to be 
removed to the insane hospitals. 

46. That all contracts for the hire of convicts shall 
be prepared by or under the direction of the attorney- 
general, and be executed in triplicate, each contractor 
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and the commission signing each of the triplicates; one 
of such parts shall be retained by the contractor, one 
shall be kept in the office of the commission, and the 
third filed in the office of the State auditor; and each 
contract must contain a provision that the commission 
may terminate the same at any time without assign- 
ing any reason. It is the duty of the commission to 
transmit to the Legislature immediately, if in session, 
or so soon thereafter as it may convene, printed copies 
of all contracts for hiring out convicts, together with 
copies of the bonds for the faithful performance of such 
contracts, and as a part of the quadrennial report. here- 
in required. 

47. That no convict must be worked at a different 
place or occupation than that expressed in the contract, 
nor shall any convict be rehired or placed in the keep- 
ing or control of any other person than the contractor, 
except by permission of the commission expressed in 
writing. 

48. That the commission may cause the convicts to 
be removed to such place of security within the State 
as they may deem expedient whenever the prevalence of 
epidemic, infections or contagious diseases, or any other 
urgent necessity may render such removal proper; tak- 
ing all necessary precautions to insure the safe-keep- 
ing of the convicts and to prevent escape. 

49. That all convicts must be clothed during their 
term of imprisonment in a comfortable manner in 
coarse and-cheap clothing; the number of suits, style, 
and material to be determined by the commission. 

50. That the diet of convicts, in quantity and qual- 
ity, must be such as may be directed by the commis- 
sion, and shall be sound and wholesome. 

51. That the commission shall provide a library for 
each prison, to be supplied with good and wholesome 
books and periodicals for the free use of all inmates, 
under such officials and regulations as may best con- 
serve the moral and intellectual improvement of the con- 
victs. A sufficient number of Bibles shall be purchased 
to supply the individual needs and wants of all con- 
victs, which Bibles are to be distributed by the chap- 
_ lain or by the assistant chaplains as may be directed 
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by the commission. The sum’ of twenty-five hundred 
dollars is hereby appropriated annually from the State 
treasury to carry out the provisions of this section. 

52. That no convict shall be required to perform any 
labor or task for which he has been declared unfit or 
incapable by a prison physician; nor must he be con- 
fined in barracks, cells, or compartments pronounced 
by any commissioner, or by any inspector to be un- 
healthy or unfit for occupancy. 

53. That shackles and chains shall be placed on and 
worn by convicts only by consent of the commission. 

54. That any contract for the hire of convicts may 
be terminated for cause or may be terminated at any 
time without assigning any reason therefor, by the com- 
mission; and upon notice of such termination the con- 
tractor must forthwith deliver all convicts held by him 
under such contract at such place as he may be ordered 
by the commission, or by the court of county commis- 
sioners, or their agents, as the case may be. 

55. That it shall be the duty of the commission, with- 
in sixty days after the approval hereof to compile or 
cause to be compiled, all laws, rules and regulations 
whatever in force in reference to the administration, 
control and management of the prisons, prisoners and 
business pertaining to convicts in this State, including 
this act such compilation to be printed in octavo pamph- 
let form, and in such numbers as to be at all times ayail- 
able for distribution. 

56. That the intent and purpose of this act is the es- 
tablishment of a new body or agency, known as the 
Alabama Prison Commission, to take the place and to 
perform all of the powers and duties of the board of 
convict inspectors, with such enlargement, modification 
and change as is herein set forth; that whatever duties 
and powers are now exercised or performed by the board 
of convict. inspectors, or by the president of the board, 
or by the physician inspector, shall devolve upon and 
be performed by the commission; that the board of con- 
vict inspectors is hereby abolished; and that all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict herewith are repealed. 

57. That this act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. 
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Mr. Rogers of Sumter offered the following amend- 
ment to the substitute: 

“Amend caption of substitute by inserting after aie 
word ‘commission’ in first line, these words, ‘to provide 
for its election and increase the salaries of such com- 
missioners.’

Whereas, the House of Representatives, 
by a resolution heretofore adopted, has referred to the 
House Committee on Privileges and Elections the state- 
ment of contest filed in the House by J. A. Carnley 
against F. P. Rainer, together with all papers in con- 
nection therewith, with instructions to said Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, to investigate the matters 
of said contest as speedily as possible, and report to the 
House who is entitled to be seated as a member of the 
House of Representatives.

Be it resolved by the Legislature of Alabama, that 
the following amendment to section 48 of the Consti- 
tution be proposed to the people of Alabama: 

Section 48. The Legislature shall meet biennially at 
the capitol in the Senate chamber and the hall of the 
House of Representatives, on the second Tuesday in 
January, 1919, next succeeding their election, and every 
two years thereafter, or on such other day as may be pre- 
scribed by law; and shall not remain in session longer 
than fifty days. If at any time it should from any cause 
become impossible or dangerous for the Legislature to 
meet or remain at the capitol, or for the Senate to meet 
or remain in the Senate chamber, or for the Representa- 
tives to meet or remain in the hall of the House of Rep- 
sentatives, the Governor may convene the Legislature 
or remove it after it has convened to some other place, 
or may designate some other place for the sitting of 
the respective houses, or either of them, as necessity 
may require. 

The above resolution was read a second time and 
placed upon the calendar.

of,” approved March 20th, 1911, substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the caption of said act as amended shall read 
as follows: 

To provide for the construction, repairing, working 
and maintaining of the public roads, bridges, buildings 
or property of Madison county, and to provide penalties 
for the violation thereof, and to provide for the work- 
ing of convicts on said roads, bridges, buildings, or 
property. 

That section 3 shall be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows, to wit: 

Sec. 3. That the supervisor of public roads shall re- 
ceive a salary for each year’s service of not less than 
$2,000.00 nor more than $2,400.00, to be determined 
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within said limit by the commissioners court and to be 
paid to him in monthly installments at the end of each 
month by warrant to be drawn by the judge of probate 
on the road fund of the county. 

That section 4 shall be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 4. That said supervisor shall have control and 
supervision of all the public roads of said county as to 
the manner of working, repairing and maintaining the 
same and to changes of old roads, and establishing of 
new roads when ordered established by the commission- 
er’s court, and of the execution of any contract that 
may be made for the working and repairing of roads, 
or of repairing and building bridges, culverts or cause- 
ways, and shall have control and management of all 
convicts when working under the provisions of section 
30 hereof, and shall have the power to appoint or dis- 
charge necessary overseers and guards for the proper 
management and supervision of said convicts, and shall 
supervise the purchase of food, clothing and other nec-

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, That, in order to have good roads in Marshall 
county, the court of county commissioners of Marshall 
county shall have the power after the passage of this 
act: 1. To require each person, firm or corporation who 
loans money in the county of Marshall to secure license 
each year from the probate judge, and the prescribed 
price for said license shall be one and one-half mills 
or fifteen cents on each one hundred loaned; 2. To re- 
quire any person or company operating a saw mill in 
said county, when the logs or lumber or any portion 
thereof is hauled over the public roads, shall secure a 
license each year from the probate judge, the prescribed 
price to be as follows: $5.00 for each four-horse or oxen 
team used by said person or corporation, $3.00 on each 
double team used by said person or corporation. 3. To 
require persons hauling lumber or logs over the public 
roads, or any part thereof, to secure license each year 
from the probate judge, the prescribed price for said 
license to be as follows: $5.00 for each four-horse or 
oxen team, $3.00 for each double team. 4. To require 
all persons or companies owning or operating livery sta- 
bles or persons using vehicles of any description for the 
transportation of freight or passengers over the pub- 
lic roads or any part thereof to secure license each year 
from the probate judge: For each automobile used, 
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$5.00; for each wagon or draw used, $4.00; for each 
double hack, $4.00 for each single hack or buggy, $2.00. 
The above applies only to those who charge for trans- 
portation. 5. To require oil companies doing business 
in Marshall county, who haul their goods over the pub- 
lic roads or any part thereof to secure license each year 
from the probate judge, the prescribed price to be $5.00 
for each. 6. To require all persons or companies who 
manufacture or sell soft drinks in the county and haul 
their goods over the public roads or any part thereof 
to secure license each year from the probate judge, the 
prescribed price to be as follows: On each four-horse 
or mule team used, $5.00; on each double team used, 
$4.00. 7. To require all persons or companies who 
own or operate automobiles that travel over the public 
roads, or any part thereof, and charge a fare for trans- 
portation of passage shall secure license each year from 
the probate judge, the prescribe price to be as follows: 
On a seven-passenger car, $7.00; on a five-passenger 
$5.00; on  two-passenger, $2.00. 8. All persons 
who own or operate automobiles for private use over 
the public roads or any part thereof to secure a license 
each year from the probate judge, the prescribed price 
to be $4.00 for each car, $2.00 for two-passenger car. 
9. To require each medical doctor who practices in 
the county and travels over the public roads or any part 
thereof to secure a license each year from the probate 
judge, the prescribed price to be as follows: $5.00 on 
each automobile used; $3.00 on each team used. All 
money collected under this section shall go into the road 
fund of said county; the probate judge is entitled to 
twenty-five cents (25c) for issuing each license, to be 
paid by the party for same. 

Sec. 2. The court of county commissioners of Mar- 
shall county may enter upon any order or decree that 
they deem wise for the public roads of the county, not 
inconsistent with the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama; said court shall employ or authorize the road 
supervisor or the overseer to employ such laborers in 
any manner as in their judgment they deem wise, and 
which said laborers shall be under the supervision and 
control of the supervisor or the overseer; the court of 
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couuty commissioners shall purchase the necessary 
teams and tools as in their judgment they deem wise 
and the financial condition of the road fund will war- 
rant. 

See. 3. That the court of county commissioners shall 
employ a road supervisor whenever in their judgment 
they deem proper and just, who shall be paid such com- 
pensation as said county commissioners shall deem 
proper and just. It shall be the duty of said county 
supervisor to lay off and survey the roads in the coun- 
ty under the instructions of the commissioners. The 
county supervisor shall examine all bridge in the coun- 
ty; furnish plans and specifications as to cost of bridges, 
grading roads, opening ditches, or other information 
concerning the working of the public roads of Marshall 
county that may be desired by the county commission- 
ers. Said supervisor shall review all roads in the coun- 
ty once each quarter during the year, and report the 
condition of said roads to the county commissioners.

That for the purpose of constructing, work- 
ing, improving and maintaining public roads and 
bridges in said county said court of county commis- 
sioners may employ contractors to do the work to be 
done under the supervision of the road supervisor and 
the county commissioners. 

That the court of county commissioners of 
Marshall county be and they are hereby authorized and 
empowered to appoint one or more overseers of pub- 
lic roads for each election precinct in said county who 
shall serve for one year from the time of his appoint- 
ment, and who shall, before entering upon the discharge 
of his duties as such, said overseer shall enter into bond 
in such sum as the court shall prescribe, and take an 
oath to discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon

They shall, within thirty days after their appointment, 
make out a list of all persons subject to road duty with- 
in their respective precincts; (2) they shall work and 
keep in repair the public roads in their respective pre- 
cincts under the general orders of the supervisor and 
county commissioners, and to this end the commission- 
ers shall have the power and authority to authorize 
the overseer or supervisor to employ hands and labor 
for this purpose when, in the judgment of said court

(5) to prosecute all defaulters for not working on roads 
as hereinafter provided; (6) they shall have power to 
dismiss from service any hand, whether working for 
himself or as hired labor, who shall fail or refuse to 
do good and faithful work, or who shall hinder or de- 
lay other hands, or who shall refuse to obey any reason- 
able orders, and any such person to the same punish- 
ment as if he had failed to obey the notice of the public 
road to which he was warned; (7) they shall take care 
of all teams, tools, and implements turned over to them 
by the commissioners or supervisor, and shall use the 
same only to work on the public roads, and shall de- 
liver them to their successors, or on the order of the 
county commissioners; (8) it shall be the duty of each 
precinct overseer to report to a justice of the peace 
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within his respective precinct all defaulters who have 
failed to attend after having been notified to do so; also 
all hands who have failed or refused to faithfully per- 
form their duty; also all persons who have interfered 
with others in the discharge of their duties, within 
ten days after such default, under oath, and such jus- 
tice shall set forth with issue a warrant of arrest for 
all so returned and cause them to be brought before 
him and proceed against them as in other criminal 
causes in which he has jurisdiction; (9) such overseers 
shall collect all money from persons who wish to pay 
rather than work out their time on the public roads, 
receipting them for same when these callections are 
made; he shall make a return of all the money collected 
to the probate judge and receive his receipt for the 
same; the probate judge shall place all money thus re- 
ceived into the county road fund; (10) such overseer 
shall discharge all such other duties as may be required 
of road overseer and by the general laws of Alabama.

Sec. 14. That all male inhabitants of Marshall coun- 
ty between the ages of twenty-one and fifty years and 
not exempt from road duty under the general laws of 
Alabama, shall be required to work on the public roads 
of said county ten days in each year, or instead, and 
before the first day of March of each year shall pay 
to the road overseer of his precinct, in commutation of 
said road service, the sum of $5.00, which shall be paid 
to the probate judge (or to the county treasurer if 
there be any) to be used exclusively for road fund, pro- 
vided, however, that the inhabitants of incorporated 
towns in Marshall county who pay street. incorporation 
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tax shall not be required to pay road tax. Any one sub- 
ject to road duty after January 1st of each year shall 
work a pro rata number of days or pay a pro rata com- 
mutation tax in lieu of said work at the rate of $6.00 
per annum. Ten hours shall constitute a day’s work 
from April 1st until September 30th, and eight hours 
shall constitute a day’s work from October 1st and 
March 31st of each year, one hour being allowed for 
noon. 

Sec. 15. That when a road hand listed by anv over- 
seer who has performed part of his road service moves 
from a’ precinct, it shall be the duty of the overseer to 
furnish him on demand a written certificate showing 
the time he has served during the calendar year, which 
certificate shall be an exemption for such hand to the 
extent of time worked, from road service in any other 
precinct in the county to which he may remove. 

See. 16. That it shall be unlawful for any person not 
a road hand in performance of road duty to plow or 
dig in, or across, or into any public road in said county, 
or to obstruct the roads or ditches on either side of 
said road, either by plowing in or across said ditches 
or placing therein brush, stones, logs or other obstruc- 
tions of any kind whatsoever. Any person who shall 
violate this section of this act shall be punished by a 
fine of not to exceed $50.00 or imprisonment in the 
county jail, one or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 17. That whenever any person or the agent of 
any person or corporation shall render any public road 
unfit for use or shall break or injure any bridge or 
obstruct ditches on any public road by hauling heavy 
loads of freight, timber, logs, or other articles of heavy 
weight or in any other way obstruct or injure any pub- 
lic road or bridge in Marshall county, it shall be the 
duty of such person or their agent to repair such pub- 
lic road or bridge within three days after being notified 
of the injury done, by any taxpayer or overseer or the 
road supervisor of the county, and any person or agent 
or any person or corporation who shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and may be tried and convicted for the 
same in any court having jurisdiction over the offense, 
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and all fines imposed for violation of any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall go into the road funds. 

Sec. 18. That all fund received by Marshall county 
from the hire of county convicts, and any funds that 
may be received from the state for the hire of. convicts 
shall be used only for the improvement and working 
of the public roads of Marshall county. 

Sec. 19. That all laws of a general or special char- 
acter in harmony with this act are unaffected by its 
provisions, but all laws of a general or special char- 
acter in conflict with its provisions are hereby repealed. ,

BILL ON THIRD READING. 


H. 762.. To prevent the working State and county con- 
victs in mines, turpentine camps, lumber camps and all 
other private employment under lease or contract. 

Was taken up. 

Mr. Rogers of Sumter offered the following substitute 
for the bill: 
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A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To require and regulate the working of convicts on 
the public roads in this State. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That from and after the passage of this act it shall 
be unlawful to work any person who is convicted for 
- any crime in the State of Alabama, who is under six- 
teen years of age, in the mines of Alabama. 

2. That it shall be unlawful for any male person, over 
the age of sixteen years, and not physically disabled, 
sentenced for one year or less, to be required to do any 
other work than on the public roads of this State, under 
such regulations as may now exist, or which may here- 
after be enacted. 

3. That the hard labor required under section two 
(2) hereof shall be under the superintendence and con- 
trol of the Alabama Prison Commission concurrently 
with the court of county commissioners, or boards of 
revenue, in the several counties respectively ; and in the 
event the convicts of any particular county are worked 
in another county, they shall be under the exclusive 
control and superintendence of the Alabama Prison 
Commission. The authority of the court of county com- 
missioners or boards of revenue in any given case shall 
not extend beyond the selection and designation of the 
roads to be opened up or repaired, or bridges to be 
built or repaired. The regulation of the hours of labor, 
character of machinery, the purchase of supplies, main- 
tenance and all other details would be under the con- 
trol and direction of the Alabama Prison Commission, 
as is now provided for the management of convicts in 
this State. 

4. That in the working of such convicts on the pub- 
lic roads, they shall not be confined in cages, compelled 
to wear stripes, or to be shackled. They shall be clothed 
in ordinary citizen’s garments of substantial quality ; 
they shall be housed in tents, cottages, or other build- 
ings as may be most economical; and shall be subsisted 
on wholesome food suitable for working men; and shall 
be directed by engineers, superintendents, or overseers, 
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selected by the Alabama Prison Commission. The com- 
mission shall have discretion to authorize any prisoner 
or prisoners to secure private board or lodging within 
convenient distance of the place or work along the line 
of road at his own expense. 

5. That should any convict attempt to escape, fail to 
perform his duty, attack a fellow prisoner, or attack 
any engineer, superintendent, overseer, or other person 
he shall at once be taken into custody by the superin- 
tendent or guard, and securely held, either in the coun- 
ty jail or any city prison, or other safe place, and imme- 
diate notice be given by telegraph, telephone or by let- 
ter to the office of the Alabama Prison Commission. On 
receipt of such notice the commission shall disptach 
either of its own members or an inspector or other agent 
to visit the point where such prisoner is detained, and 
after ascertaining all of the facts, the convict shall 
either be returned to the road where his service shall 
continue, or if the facts warrant, he shall at once be 
carried to the State penitentiary, where he shall be 
treated, for the remainder of his service, as prisoner 
not entitled to the benefit of this act. In the event a 
convict shall escape, on recapture he shall at once be 
sent to the State penitentiary, where he shall complete 
his term of sentence. 

6. That the object and purpose of this act is the in- 
auguration of a system of working convicts on the pub- 
lic roads, to test the practicability and advantage of 
such plan, and under a system which will have for its 
purpose, not only securing a maximum of labor, but 
will also bring about the inculcation of habits of regu- 
larity, diligence in the performance of duty, respect for 
authority and the reformation of the criminal, popu- 
larly known as the honor or merit system in the man- 
agement of convicts. To the end that such a system may 
be fully developed, the Alabama Prison Commission 
shall have full and ample authority to make all rules 
and regulations necessary to fully carry out the intent 
and purpose so expressed. 

7. That beginning the first day of January, 1918, the 
president of the board of convict inspectors, by and with 
the approval of the Governor, shall let to the counties 
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for working on the public roads, State convicts as they 
may be called for by said counties, on a basis and at 
a price which, figured in proportion to the whole num- 
ber of convicts, will make the convict department self- 
sustaining. In letting convicts to the counties the idle 
men shall first be furnished, and thereafter convicts 
shall be taken proportionately from the mines, turpen- 
tine camps, and other places where convicts are being 
worked under a contract or lease. 

8. That if the merit or honor system in the treatment 
of convicts shall prove unwise or impracticable, then 
the Alabama Prison Commission may adopt such means 
of restraint and other regulations as may be deemed 
best for the safety of the public and the control of the 
convicts.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as 
amended has passed, the following House bill: 

H. 880. To further prescribe the authority and du- 
ties of the attorney general and of solicitors; and to 
provide for the employment of assistants to the attor- 
ney general and of special counsel; to make an appro- 
priation for the conduct of the office of attorney gen- 
eral, for the better enforcement of the law, and to pre- 
scribe the method of its expenditure. 

And returns same herewith to the House.

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A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To further prescribe the authority and duties of the 
attorney general and of solicitors acting under his au- 
thority; and to provide for the employment of regular 
and special assistants to the attorney general; to make 
an appropriation for the conduct of the office of at- 
torney general for the better enforcement of the law, 
and to prescribe the method of its expenditure. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That the attorney general shall have the author- 
ity either in person or by assistant, to appear before 
any grand jury in this State, and to present any mat- 
ter or charge to them for investigation, and to prepare 
and present to the grand jury indictments for any vio- 
lation of the laws of this State, and issue subpoenas 
for witnesses to appear in the same manner and to the 
same extent as solicitors are now, or may hereafter be, 
authorized by law to do. 

2. That the attorney general, either in person or by 
one of his assistants, shall have the authority at any 
time he sees proper, either before or after indictment, 
to superintend and direct the prosecution of any crim- 
inal cause in any of the courts of this State; and it 
shall be the duty of the solicitor prosecuting in such 
court, to assist and act in connection with the attorney 
general, or his assistant in such cause. 

38. That the attorney general shall have the author- 
ity and it shall be his duty to give the solicitors of the 
several circuits any opinion, instruction or advice nec- 
essary or proper aid to them in the proper discharge 
of their duties either by circular or personal letter, 
and may direct any solicitor to aid and assist in the in- 
vestigation or prosecution of any cause in which the 
State is interested, in any other circuit, or county than 
that of the solicitor so directed. Such solicitor shall 
have and exercise in such other county or circuit all 
the powers and authority imposed by law upon the so- 
licitor of such other county or circuit; provided, that 
the authority contained in this section shall not be held 
to conflict with or abridge any authority which may 
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have been or which may be vested in the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court; provided further, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to authorize the 
attorney general, any assistant of the attorney general, 
or other person at the instance or request of the attor- 
ney general, to appear or in any way act in the name 
of the State in any civil suit or proceeding by or against 
any counly or county officer in which the State of Ala- 
bama has no direct financial interest. 

4. That whenever in his opinion the public interest 
requires it, by reason of the volume of work in his of- 
fice and the importance of the business and the inter- 
ests of the State in the matter, whether civil or crim- 
inal, the attorney general may retain and employ in 
the name of the State of Alabama such attorneys and 
counselors at law as he thinks necessary to the proper 
conduct of the public business, and shall stipulate in 
writing with such attorneys and counselors the amount 
of their compensation before employing them, and shall 
have supervision of their conduct and proceedings. 

Every attorney or counselor who is especially re- 
tained under the authority of the attorney general to 
assist in the trial of any case, or in any other matter 
in which the State is interested, shall reccive a commis- 
sion from the secretary of State as a special assistant 
to the attorney general, and shall take the oath required 
by law to be taken by the attorney general, and shall 
be subject to all the liabilities imposed upon them by 
law. 

The special assistants to the attorney general here- 
in authorized shall be paid upon the warrant of the 
auditor drawn upon the certificate of the attorney gen- 
eral that their services were actually rendered. that they 
were necessary for the efficient conduct of the public 
business and could not be performed by the officers reg- 
ularly provided by law. 

5. No head of any department or State official, shall 
employ attorneys or counsel at the expense of the State; 
but when in need of counsel or advice shall call upon 
the attorney general, who in person or by assistant 
shall attend to the same.

6. For the conduct of the office of attorney general, 
including the employment of such assistants as he may 
need in the performance of his duties whom he is here- 
by authorized to employ, who shall hold office at his 
pleasure and whose compensation he shall fix in writ- 
ing, the employment of special assistants, the necessary 
‘clerical and other assistance, the investigation of the 
violations of the criminal law and for the prosecution 
of crime, for the conduct, investigation and prosecu- 
tion of any civil cause in which the State is interested 
or the State’s revenues involved, the payment of the 
traveling expenses of the attorney general and assist- 
ants incurred in the performance of their duties and 
of the necessary expenses of solicitors traveling in obed- 
ience to the direction of the attorney general as here- 
in prescribed and for other necessary and incidental 
expenses of the office, there is hereby appropriated the 
sum of twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,- 
500.00) to be expended annually by warrant drawn by 
the State auditor upon the certificate of the attorney 
general of accounts properly itemized and sworn to; 
provided that regularly employed clerks and assistants 
shall be paid monthly out of this appropriation as other 
State officers and clerks are paid. Provided further, that 
this appropriation is not in addition to any salaries 
heretofore fixed by law for any assistant or employee 
in the office of the attorney general, but the compensa- 
tion of all assistants and clerical help shall be paid out 
of this appropriation and according to the terms of this 
act. . 

7. During the absence of the attorney general from 
the seat of government, or when so directed by him, the 
assistant attorneys general shall have the authority to 

render official opinions to such officers as the attorney 

general is required to advise and to perform such other 
duties as may be directed by the attorney general; pro- 
vided that during such absence such authority shall be 
vested in the senior assistant to be designated by the 
attorney general, and in the absence of the latter also, 
in the next ranking assistant. The performance of such 
duties by such assistant shall have the same force and 
effect as if performed by the attorney general. 
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8. That whenever it is shown to the reasonable sat- 
isfaction of the attorney general, that there is due to 
the State any debt or money, or that property of the 
State is unlawfully in the possession of any persons 
or corporation he must forthwith take such steps as 
may be necessary to recover the same. 

9. That if, for any reason, any section, provision or 
cause, or any part of this act shall be held to be uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, then that fact shall not affect or 
destroy the validity or constitutionality of any other 
section, provision, clause or part of this act, which is not 
in and of itself unconstitutional or invalid, and the re- 
maining portion of the act shall be held valid without 
regard to the section, provision, clause, or part so held 
to be invalid.

REPORT OF JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 


The following report from the Judiciary Committee 
was submitted, 500 copies were ordered printed, and 
ordered spread upon the Journal as follows: 


MAJORITY REPORT. 


To the House of Representatives : 

The undersigned, constituting a majority of the Com- 
inittee on Judiciary, to which committee was referred 
the duty of investigating and reporting on the matter 
of the impeachment of John Purifoy, Secretary of State, 
now, on behalf of said committee, herewith submit the 
following report: 

Your committee after hearing evidence, and after an 
examination of the laws and precedents relating to im- 
peachments, are herewith returning to the House of 
Representatives a resolution recommending the im- 
peachment of the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, 
on nine articles of impeachment. 
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Articles 1, 2 and 3 demand the impeachment of the 
said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, for offenses in- 
volving moral turpitude in connection with the office of 
Secretary of State. Section 173 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 provides that the Secretary of State 
may be removed from office “for any offense involving 
moral turpitude while in office, or committed under 
color thereof, or connected therewith, by the Senate sit- 
ting as a court of impeachment, under oath or affirma- 
tion, on articles or charges preferred by the House of 
Representatives.” Your Committee on Judiciary, after 
a careful investigation of the authorities and precedents, 
ere clearly of the opinion that the matters complained 
of in said articles 1, 2 and 3 constitute offenses involv- 
ing moral turpitude in connection with the office of Sec- 
retary of State. If the framers of the Constitution had 
intended to limit the offenses for which the officers 
enumerated in said section 173 thereof could be impeach- 
ed and removed from office to only those committed or 
perpetrated “while in office,’ then it would not have 
been necessary to go further, as they did go, and pro- 
vide “or committed under color thereof, or connected 
therewith ;” if the framers of the Constitution had in- 
tended that the officers named in said section of the Con- 
stitution had intended that the officers named in said 
section of the Constitution could be impeached and re- 
moved from office only on account of the offenses com- 
mitted or perpetrated “while in office, or committed un- 
der color thereof,” it would have been and was useless 
and unnecessary to go further, as they did go, and pro- 
vide “or connected therewith,” and it appears to us that 
the phrase “or connected therewith” was intended to 
have and does have some field of operation. We are of 
the opinion that it would be unfair and unwarranted 
to impute to the Constitution makers that degree of 
carelessness and laxity necessary to charge them with a 
complete disregard of the ordinary meaning of that 
phrase embraced in said section 173 of the Constitution, 
to-wit: “or connected therewith;” and likewise unfair 
and unwarranted to say that they were unmindful of 
the ordinary meaning of such language and of the pur- 
poses sought and the rights to be safeguarded by said 
section. We think it fair to assume that this section, 
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with the phrase included, was not inserted in the Con- 
stitution without a purpose. 

It was urged by the minority of this committee, and 
may be so urged in their report, that the offenses charg- 
ed in impeachment articles 1, 2 and 3 do not state of- 
fenses involving moral turpitude for which John Puri- 
foy, Secretary of State, could be impeached and removy- 
ed from office, basing their contention upon the assump- 
tion that the phrase “or connected therewith” does not 
refer and cannot refer to acts, conduct or offenses com- 
mitted by any of the officers therein enumerated, except 
when actually occupying said offices. We think such 
construction too narrow, and if followed, would fre- 
quently result in making of said section a shield of pro- 
tection in the perpetration of unlimited frauds and 
crimes in the procuring of such offices and would whol- 
iy emasculate this section which was intended, in our 
opinion, as a protection against such frauds and crimes 
which would constitute a bane against free government, 
and when unrestricted would destroy the fundamentals 
of a government by the people. We credit the Consti- 
tation makers with the high, laudable and praiseworthy 
intent and purpose to protect the people of the sovereign 
State against willful corruption in elections which de- 
stroys the confidence of the people, thwarts their will 
and undermines the true foundations of self-govern- 
inent. There can be no true self-government without a 
true expression of the will of the people. If you give this 
section of the Constitution that construction which 
would permit the perpetration of frauds and crimes in 
{he procurement of high official positions and render 
the perpetrators immune from the pains and penalties 
of the Constitution and Statutes, in our opinion, you 
would be doing violence to that section, and that which 
was not contemplated by its makers. If the one thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000.00) charged to have been paid by 
John Purifoy to J. H. Nunnelee did not have any con- 
nection with the office of Secretary of State, then we ask 
what connection did it have? If the money advanced 
made certain the nomination of John Purifoy, resulting 
in the practical certainty of his election, as it did, by 
what strain of imagination can it be said that the pay- 
ment of this money, in willful violation of the laws of 
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this State, did not have any connection with such office? 
We are clearly of the opinion that the payment of this 
money had a connection with the office of Secretary of 
State and had no other connection, and was an offense 
involving moral turpitude in connection with said of- 
fice, as contemplated by the Constitution makers, and 
if proven to the satisfaction of the Senate, affords a 
basis for the impeachment and removal of the said John 
Purifoy. To adopt the restricted construction contend- 
ed for by the minority of this committee would be equiv- 
alent to saying that no public officer could be removed 
from office for any crimes committed by him during, and 
connected with, his candidacy for said office, should the 
discovery of said crimes be delayed beyond the period 
prescribed by the statute for a contest of said election, 
and should remain hidden until after the person who 
committed said crimes had entered upon the discharge 
of the duties of such office. It would be equivalent to 
holding that, if the Lientenant-Governor of this State 
should have designs upon the office of Governor and 
should, while acting as such Lieutenant-Governor pro- 
cure, by secret conspiracy, the assassination of the Gov- 
ernor, resulting in a vacancy in the Governor’s office 
and a succession to the Governor’s office by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, if the discovery of this crime should not 
be made until after the Lieutenant-Governor had assum- 
ed the duties of the office of Governor and had entered 
upon their discharge, the House of Representatives 
would be impotent to prefer articles of impeachment 
and that the Senate would be impotent to remove him 
from office for the diabolical crime of having assassinat- 
ed the person who stood in the way of his ambitions and 
aspirations. Believing that the Constitution makers in- 
tended that this section should have a legitimate field of 
cperation, we are unwilling to say that in the case stat- 
ed the House of Representatives would be impotent to 
prefer charges, or that the Senate would be impotent to 
remove such officer. 

Section 54 of an act approved April 14, 1911, (see 
General Acts of 1911, p. 444), provides among other 
things, that “no candidate should promise to pay or 
reward another in any manner to induce such other per- 
son to refrain or cease from being a candidate in any 
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primary election.” Said act provides penalty for the 
infraction of its provisions. 

Section 6823 of the Code of Alabama of 1907 is as fol- 
lows: 

“6823. Hapense account of candidate must be made 
and filed—Any candidate for any office elected by the 
votes of more than one county except candidates for the 
cffice of state senate, shall file with the secretary of 
state, and every candidate for a county office and candi- 
date for the state senate shall file with the judge of pro- 
bate of the county or counties in which said election is 
held, a sworn statement, setting out and itemizing the 
expense of his canvass in such election within thirty 
days after such election, and any candidate who fails 
to so file and swear to such statement within said time, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, 
minust be fined not less than one hundred nor more than 
one thousand dollars.” ; 

A certified copy of the statement filed by John Puri- 
foy, now Secretary of State, under the provisions of 
the foregoing section, is herewith attached to this re- 
port as Exhibit “A.” 

Section 7547 of the Code of Alabama of 1967 is as 
follows: 

“7547. Hlections, perjury as to—Any person who 
shall falsely and corruptly make any sworn statement, 
oath, or affidavit as to any matters or facts required or 
authorized to be made under the election laws, general, 
primary, special, or local, of this state, shall be guilty 
of perjury, and upon conviction, shall be sentenced to 
the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than five 
years.” 

Perjury is an offense involving moral turpitude. If 
perjury was committed by John Purifoy in the filing 
of said statement, this was an offense committed “in 
connection” with the office of Secretary of State, and for 
such offense he should be impeached and removed. 

Articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 charge John Purifoy, Secretary 
of State, with embezzlement. 

Section 6838 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, as 
amended by act approved November 23, 1907, is as fol- 


lows: 
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“6838. (4668) (3808, 3805) (4275, 4389) (8724). 
Embezzlement by public officers—Any probate judge, 
clerk of a court of record, register in chancery, sheriff, 
coroner, tax collector, county treasurer, trustee of pub- 
lic schools, notary public, justice of the peace, constable, 
cr other public officer, who knowingly converts to his 
own use, or permits another to use any of the revenues 
ef the State, or of any county thereof, or any money 
paid into his office, or received by him in his official ca- 
pacity, is liable to indictment, and, on conviction, must 
be punished as if he had stolen it; provided, however, 
that none of the officers herein named shall be criminal- 
Jy liable under the provisions herein contained for de- 
positing the revenue of the State or county, or any 
money paid into his office or received by him in his of- 
ficial capacity, in a bank if the officer making the de- 
posit in good faith requires, and takes from the bank, 
at or before making the deposit, good and sufficient se- 
curity to secure the payment of the funds deposited.” 

The evidence before your Committee on Judiciary es- 
tablished that a portion, if not all, of the several sums 
of money enumerated in said articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 were 
embezzled either by the said John Purifoy, Secretary of 
State, or by J. L. Purifoy, a son of John Purifoy, and 
who was at the time an appointee of said John Purifoy 
in the office of Secretary of State, the said J. L. Purifoy 
being deputy insurance commissioner. The evidence 
further showed that the conversion of said funds was 
had and done under such circumstances which probably 
showed guilty knowledge or participation on the part of 
John Purifoy, Secretary of State, at the time, or a com- 
plete ratification of such misconduct, said evidence 
showing that despite the fact of such embezzlement 
either by John Purifoy directly or by the said J. L. 
Purifoy, the said John Purifoy still continues the said 
J. L. Purifoy in his official position in the office of Sec- 
retary of State, although section 4545 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1907, provides that he is “removable at the 
pleasure of the Insurance Commissioner,” the Secretary 
uf State being, under the provisions of said section, the 
insurance commissioner therein referred to. Said ar- 
ticles also charge “willful neglect of duty, or corrup- 
tion in office.” It occurs to us that, if, as is contended 
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by the minority of this committee, that only J. L. Puri- 
foy is guilty of misconduct in this connection, that the 
said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, is guilty of “will- 
ful neglect of duty, or corruption in office,” in contin- 
uing to retain the said J. L. Purifoy in his official ca- 
pacity in the office of Secretary of State, as provided 
in section 173 of the Constitution. 

Articles 8 and 9 charge the said John Purifoy with 
“willful neglect of duty, corruption in office, or, incom- 
petency,” and the evidence before your committee, with-° 
out contradiction, in our opinion, sustains these’ arti- 
cles of impeachment. It is necessary to an honest dis- 
charge of the duties of the office of Secretary of State 
that the moneys coming into his hands by virtue of his 
office should be properly and legally accounted for, 
and that the books of said office should be kept in such 
a reasonably intelligible condition that an examination 
of said books would disclose the receipt and proper dis- 
bursement of all such moneys. If such books have not 
been so kept, then the said John Purifoy, in our opinion, 
was and is guilty of that “willful neglect of duty, or 
corruption in office,” for which he should be impeached 
and removed, as provided for in section 173 of the Con- 
stitution. 

Although your committee have abundant judicial au- 
thority and impeachment precedents to sustain the con- 
tentions herein made, we do not. seek to here set forth 
such authorities and precedents, as it would unduly 
jengthen this report, but such will be presented to the 
House of Representatives upon the consideration of the 
resolution demanding the said impeachment of John 
Purifoy, Secretary of State.

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RESOLUTION. 


IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF 
ALABAMA. 


Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama, That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, be impeached for the reasons and 
upon the articles of impeachment hereinafter set out, 
and that said articles be and they hereby are adopted 
hy the House of Representatives of the State of Ala- 
Lama and that the same be exhibited to the Senate of 
Alabama, to be considered by the Senate of Alabama sit- 
ting as a court of impeachment, which said articles are 
in the following words and figures, hereto attached: 


Articles of impeachment of the House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Alabama, in the name of them- 
selves and of all the people of the State of Alabama, 
against John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama. 

ARTICLE 1. 


That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involving 
moral turpitude, in connection with the office of Secre- 
tary of State of the State of Alabama, in this: That 
John Purifoy and J. H. Nunnelee were the only duly 
announced and qualified candidates for the democratic 
nomination for the office of Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama before the democratic primary elec- 
tion which was duly and legally ordered to be held on, 
to-wit, the 11th day of May, 1914; that prior to the date 
ramed by the duly governing authority for the holding 
ef such primary election, at which either John Purifoy 
or J. H. Nunnelee would be nominated as the demo- 
cratic candidate for the office of Secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, and while both John Purifoy and 
. J. H. Nunnelee were qualified candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination for such office, on or about the 17th 
day of April, 1914, John Purifoy paid or caused to be 
paid to J. H. Nunnelee the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) in cash, which said sum of money was so 
paid to J. H. Nunnelee to induce him to cease or refrain 
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from being a candidate against John Purifoy in the 
primary election aforesaid. And, in consideration of 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) so paid to 
bim, as aforesaid, the said J. H. Nunnelee did cease or 
refrain from being a candidate against the said John 
Purifoy for the democratic nomination for the office of 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama, and there- 
upon, John Purifoy was left without opposition for the 
nomination for such office and was duly declared the 
rominee therefor, and by virtue of having been so de- 
clared, the democratic nominee for the office of Secre- 
tary of State of the State of Alabama, the said John 
Purifoy was thereafter duly elected to such office, and 
has qualified and is acting therein. 

Wherefore, John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involv- 
ing moral turpitude in connection with the office of Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, and has 
brought great scandal and reproach upon said office. 


ARTICLE 2. 


That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involving 
moral turpitude in connection with his office, in this: 
That John Purifoy and J. H. Nunnelee were the only 
duly qualified candidates for the democratic nomination 
for the office of Secretary of State of the State of Ala- 
bama before the democratic primary election which was 
duly and legally ordered to be held on, to-wit: the 11th 
day of May, 1914; that while both John Purifoy and 
J. H. Nunnelee were qualified candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination for the office of Secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, and prior to the date named, by 
the duly governing authority for the holding of the 
primary election, at which either John Purifoy or J. H. 
Nunnelee would be nominated as the democratic candi- 
date for the office of Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, on or about the 17th day of April, 1914, John 
Purifoy, in furthering his candidacy for such nomina- 
tion, paid, or caused to be paid, to J. H. Nunnelee the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) in cash to in- 
duce J. H. Nunnelee to cease or refrain from being a 
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candidate against John Purifoy in the primary election 
aforesaid, and on the receipt of said sum of one thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000.00) so paid to him, as aforesaid, 
and in consideration of the same, the said J. H. Nunne- 
Jee did cease or refrain from being a candidate against 
the said John Purifoy for the democratic nomination 
for such office as aforesaid, and thereupon the said John 
Purifoy was left without opposition in his candidacy 
for the nomination for such office, and was duly de- 
clared the nominee therefor, and by virtue of having 
been so declared the democratic nominee for such office, 
the said John Purifoy was thereafter duly elected Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, and is now act- 
ing as such. That under the laws then and now in 
force, John Purifoy was required to file in the office of 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama, an itemized 
statement in writing, sworn to by him before some com- 
petent officer, of all amounts expended by him in fur- 
thering his candidacy; that, being thus required to make 
and tile such statement, the said John Purifoy made and 
filed in the office of Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama a written statement, sworn to by him which 
purported to be a statement made in conformity to the 
laws of Alabama, and which is in words and figures, as 
follows: 

The following account of expenses is filed, as provided 
by section 6823, by John Purifoy, who was a candidate 
for nomination for Secretary of State in the Democratic 
Primary Election April 6, 1914:

the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) paid by 
John Purifoy to J. H. Nunnelee in furthering his candi- 
cacy as hereinabove set ont. 

Wherefore, John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involv- 
ing moral turpitude, in connection with his office, and 
has brought great scandal and reproach to the office of 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 3. 


That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, is guilty of and did commit an offense involv- 
ing moral turpitude, in connection with the office of Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, in this: That the 
said John Purifoy, while a candidate before the demo- 
cratic primary to be held on May 11, 1914, did by pay- 
ing the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) in cash 
to J. H. Nunnelee, purchase the nomination for said of- 
fice in said primary, the said John Purifoy and J. H. 
Nunnelee being the only persons who were qualified or 
could be qualified as candidates for such nomination 
under the rules and regulations governing such primary, 
and as a result thereof, was elected at the general elec- 
tion held in November, 1914, to the said office of Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, thereby bring- 
ing great scandal and reproach upon the office of Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE. 4. 
That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State of 


Alabama, was and is guilty of willful neglect of duty or 
corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
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turpitude while in office, or committed under color 
thereof, in this: That the said John Purifoy as such 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama, by virtue of 
his office, was and is also the chief officer of the depart- 
ment of insurance of the State of Alabama, and was and 
is styled “The Insurance Commissioner ex-officio,” and 
as such insurance commissioner ex-officio, the said John 
Purifoy knowingly converted to his own use, or know: 
ingly permitted another to use, the sum of six hundred 
and forty-six and 50/100 dollars ($646.50) of the rev- 
enues of the State of Alabama, which said sum of money 
had come into his possession by virtue of his said office, 
thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon the 
effice of Secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 5. 


That the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, is guilty of wilful neglect of duty or 
corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, in this: That he, the said 
John Purifoy, being then Secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, knowingly converted to his own use, or per- 
mitted another to use, revenues of the State of Ala- 
bama in about the sum of to-wit, six hundred and forty- 
six and 50/100 dollars ($646.50), belonging to the in- 
surance department of the State of Alabama, which 
came into his possession by virtue of his office as Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, in this: That 
the said John Purifoy paid out said sum of money to 
the treasurer of the State of Alabama to cover or make 
good a shortage in the account of the said John Purifoy 
as former State treasurer of the State of Alabama, 
which had been caused by the said John Purifoy while 
occupying the office of State treasurer of the State of 
Alabama, and for which he was liable, thereby bringing 
great scandal and reproach upon the office of Secretary 
of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 6. 


That the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, is guilty of wilful neglect of duty or 
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corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, in this: That he, the said John 
Purifoy did knowingly convert to his own use, or know- 
ingly permit another to use, revenues of the State of 
Alabama received by him as Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, said sums so converted by him to his 
own use, or so knowingly permitted to be used by an- 
other, being the following, to-wit: Three hundred and 
sixteen dollars ($316.00), two hundred and twelve and 
50/100 dollars ($212.50), fifteen dollars ($15.00), one 
hundred and forty-five dollars ($145.00, and twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00), which said sums amount to the total 
sum of seven hundred and thirteen and 50/100 dollars 
($713.50), which moneys were paid by Bradley G. 
Brown to the said John Purifoy as Secretary of State 
of the State of Alabama, as collections for automobile 
licenses for the license year beginning October 1, 1914, 
and being revenues belonging to the State of Alabama, 
thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon the 
office of Secretary of State of the State of Alabama 


ARTICLE 7. 


That the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, is, guilty of wilful neglect of duty, 
or corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, in this: That he, the said 
John Purifoy did on, to-wit, June 15, 1915, knowingly 
convert to his own use, or did knowingly permit another 
to use, the revenues of the State of Alabama in the sum 
of, to-wit, seventy-one and 35/100 dollars ($71.35), 
thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon the 
office of the Secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 8. 


That John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, was and is guilty of wilful neglect of duty, 
corruption in office, or incompetency, in this: That the 
said John Purifoy did receive from Bradley G. Brown 
the following sums of money, which were collected by 
the said Bradley G. Brown and paid by him to the said 
John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the State of Ala- 
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bama, for automobile licenses for the license year begin- 
ning October 1, 1914, to-wit:

That the said sums were so paid the said John Puri- 
foy, Secretary of State of the State of Alabama by the 
said Bradley G. Brown, as aforesaid, but the facts of 
payment and receipt of said sums of money were not en- 
tered or caused to be entered by the said John Purifoy, 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama, on the books 
or records of his office, as required by law and were not 
properly accounted for by the said John Purifoy as Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, thereby bring- 
ing great scandal and reproach upon the office of Sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 9. 


That the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of wilful neglect of 
duty, corruption in office, or incompetency, in this: 
That he, the said John Purifoy as such Secretary of 
State of the State of Alabama, did negligently permit 
the books and records of said office to be kept and re- 
main in such an unintelligible condition that the rev- 
cnues belonging to the State of Alabama, and which 
came into his hands by virtue of his office, are not prop- 
erly and lawfully accounted for, rendering it impossible 
to ascertain the true financial status of his said office, 
thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon the 
office of Secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 

AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
cr ALABAMA, saving to themselves by protestation, the 
liberty of exhibiting other articles of impeachment 
against the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, and also of replying to the answers 
which he may make to the impeachment aforesaid, and 
of offering proof of the said matters of impeachment, 
do demand that the said John Purifoy, Secretary of 
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State of the State of Alabama, be put to answer each 
and all matters herein contained, and that such pro- 
ceedings, trial and judgment may be thereunder had 
and given as are conformable to the Constitution and 
laws of the State of Alabama; and the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabama is ready to offer 
proof of matters herein contained at such time as the 
Honorable Court for the trial of impeachments may or- 
der and appoint, and the House of Representatives of 
the State of Alabama do now demand that the Senate 
of the State of Alabama take order for the appearance 
ef the said John Purifoy to answer to this impeachment. 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned members of the Committee on the 
Judiciary of the House, being unable to agree with the 
majority of the committee, upon the resolution recom- 
mending the impeachment of John Purifoy, as Secretary 
of State of Alabama, do herewith submit to the House of 
Representatives a resolution that, no proceedings to im- 
peach John Purifoy be had and recommend its adoption. 

We respectfully submit to the House of Representa- 
tives the reasons which impel us to dissent from the con- 
clusions reached by the majority of the committee. 

In section 173 of the Constitution is all the law gov- 
erning this proceeding and prescribing the offenses for 
which the Secretary of State may be impeached and re- 
moved from office: “for willful neglect of duty, corrup- 
tion in office, incompetency, or intemperance in the use 
of intoxicating liquors or narcotics to such an extent in 
view of the dignity of the office and importance of its 
duties, as unfits the officer for the discharge of such du- 
ties, or for any offense involving moral turpitude while 
in office, or committed under color thereof, or connected 
therewith.” 

If there ever was any doubt as to the proper meaning 
or construction of this fundamental law, it has been com- 
pletely dispelled by the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama, which are not only guides to every one, the 
true interpretation thereof, but are binding on the con- 
science of every legislator under his oath to support the 
Constitution. 


10 HI 
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The Supreme Court of Alabama has declared that this 
law is “highly penal in its nature” and before an officer 
can be convicted under it, the court trying the accused 
must be convinced beyond a reasonable doubt of his 
guilt. 

State v. Latham, 174 Ala. 281. 

Our Supreme Court has also declared,—“that in trials 
by impeachment the law differs not in essentials from 
the criminal proceedings before inferior courts. The 
same rules of evidence, the same legal notions of crimes 
and punishments prevail.” 

That part of section 173 of the Constitution, which 
governs this proceeding is word for word the same as 
section 1 of article VII of the Constitution of 1875, and 
in construing the latter our Supreme Court held: “After 
the adopton of our Constitution, impeachment save as 
therein provided for ceased to be a part of our jurispru- 
dence.” 

State v. Buckley, 54 Ala. 599. 

This simply means that the provisions of our Consti- 
tution prescribing the offenses for which officers therein 
named might be removed from office are the only law in 
force in this State and should be strictly followed, not 
only in form but in spirit and substance. The words 
while in office are words of limitation, and it requires 
but a moment’s thought to convince any one, that im- 
peachment proceedings cannot be brought, or enter- 
tained, against any person who is no longer in office. 

It is equally clear that impeachment proceedings 
should not be begun, nor maintained for any offense, 
committed before the officer was in office, for in neither 
case was the act done by the officer while in office. The 
parts of the sentence in section 173 of the Constitution— 
“or committed under color thereof, or connected there- 
with,” can have no meaning if severed from the words— 
“aphile in office,’ till a man is in office, and the words 
“connected therewith” is but a redundant expression 
and means no more than under color of office, which is 
very correctly defined by our Supreme Court in Mason 
yv. Crabtree, 71 Ala. 480, quoting the definition given in 
1 Bouvier, where it is said,—“Color of office is (where) 
a wrong is committed by an officer under the pretended 
authority of his office.” 
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In short, a man is never an officer till he is legally in- 
ducted into office and he ceases to be an officer when he 
ceases to perform the duties of the office, or vacates the 
office. 

This precise point was decided by our Supreme Court 
when it held that an officer could not be impeached” for 
acts committed during a previous term.” 

State v. Hasty, 184 Ala. 125. 

Applying these principles to the charges formulated 
by the committee it is manifest that John Purifoy can- 
not be impeached for paying Nunnellee the one thou- 
sand dollars, on a day prior to May 11, 1914, as he did 
not become Secretary of State till January ..., 1915, 
hence the act done in May, 1914, could not have been 
done by John Purifoy while in office of Secretary of 
State. 

ARTICLE 2. 


The specifications in article 2, of the charges pre- 
ferred against John Purifoy charge him with omitting 
to include in his statement of his expenses, the sum of 
one thousand dollars paid by him to Nunnelee on April 
1, 1914, and charge him with making on May 1, 1914, a 
statement which was wilful, knowingly and corruptly 
false. 

If it be conceded that the payment by John Purifov 
to Nunnelee on April 17, 1914, of the one thousand dol- 
jars, was an expense incurred in furthering his candi- 
dacy, within the meaning of section 54, page 444, Acts 
of 1911, and that he intentionally left it out of his sworn 
statement, this was a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of not less than five dollars nor more than five hun- 
dred doUars. Section 56 page 449, Acts of 1911. 

Whatever may have been the character of the action, 
it was not done by John Purifoy whtle in office, and 
therefore no attempt to impeach him therefor should 
be made. . 

ARTICLE 3. 


The charge made in Article 8 is based on the act of 
John Purifoy, in paying to Nunnelee prior to May 11, 
1914, one thousand dollars, and this act was not done by 
John Purifoy, while in office and therefore he cannot 
be impeached therefor. 
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This article charges that John Purifoy purchased of 
Nunnelee the nomination. This is manifestly errone- 
ous as Nunnelee did not have the nomination to sell and 
the act of John Purifoy was not done while in office. 


ARTICLE 4. 


This article charges the offense of “knowingly con- 
verting to his own use, or knowingly permitting another 
to use the sum of six hundred and forty-six and 50/100 
dollars of the revenue of the State of Alabama which 
had come into the possession of John Purifoy, by virtue 
of his office. 

If John Purifoy committed this offense he should be 
impeached, but the committee did not have any evidence 
hefore the committee which showed that John Purifoy 
was probably guilty thereof, but to the contrary there 
was positive evidence that the check by which the sum 
of six hundred and forty-six and 50/100 dollars was 
withdrawn from the funds of the State in the hands of 
John Purifoy, was signed by his clerk without the 
knowledge of John Purifoy and further, that when this 
transaction was disclosed to the Investigating Commit- 
tee, John Purifoy inquired of the clerk of the auditor 
for the details of the transaction and when they were 
shown to him, he said he had not been told about it by 
the clerk who drew the check. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Is substantially the same as article 4, and has no more 
to stand on than article 4. 


ARTICLE 6. 


There was no evidence before the committee tending 
to show that John Purifoy converted to his own use 
the several sums specified as making up the sum of seven 
hundred and thirteen and 50/100 dollars, on the contra- 
ry, it was stated by the clerk who was on April 29, 1915, 
the proper one to receive the money paid into the office 
of the Secretary of State, for licenses for motor vehi- 
cles, that the sum of twenty-five dollars was never paid 
by Bradley G. Brown as he alleged, and further that 
when a settlement was had between John Purifoy and 
Bradley G. Brown this sum of twenty-five dollars, was 
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deducted and entered on the statement used in making 
the settlement. 

The testimony before the sub-committee showed; with- 
out controversy that John Purifoy did not keep the 
books, or register, on which was entered the amounts 
received by the clerk who kept this book, for licenses 
for motor vehicles, and that this was the same book, that 
was kept for that purpose by the predecessor, and from 
the way in which it had always been kept, the clerk who 
examined it could not certainly tell whether the other 
sums included in the seven hundred and thirteen and 
50/100 dollars had been entered without seeing the pa- 
pers relating thereto held by Bradley G. Brown, and 
he refused to show these to the committee, or to testify 
in relation thereto. 

ARTICLE 8. 


Is based on the same supposed facts as article 6, and 
answer to the one is an answer to the other. 


ARTICLE 9. 


The worst that can be said against John Purifoy’s 
system of keeping books in which were entered the sums 
received for licenses for motor vehicles, is, that he kept 
the same books, in the same manner as his predecessor. 
That these books were kept by his clerks and that not 
one entry therein was made by John Purifoy in person, 
and that the only evidence to connect John Purifoy with 
eny wrong-doing is the fact that he signed the state- 
ment showing the settlement with Bradley G. Brown 
and on which he ordered Brown to be paid ten per cent. 
commission, and there was no evidence tending to show 
that John Purifoy has converted any money of the State 
to his own use, or permitted another to do so; wherefore 
we respectfully submit the following:

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and 
returns same herewith to the House: 

H. 868. To require the accurate keeping and safe 
preservation of all books, papers and documents of pub- 
lic officers and servants, and to provide the punishment 
for failure to comply with the terms of this act. 

H. 874. To prohibit clerks or employees in any de- 
partment of the State from receiving two separate sala- 
ries, or from holding two or more separate positions, at 
the same time. 

H. 899. To prohibit public officers from placing or 
allowing their names to be placed on the stationery, pa- 
pers, books, tags and stamps paid for out of the public 
funds or gotten out at the public expense. 

H. 893. To regulate clerical and other services in 
the several offices, departments, commissions, bureaus 
and boards of the State of Alabama. 

H. 930. To submit to the qualified electors of the 
State at the general election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1916, for 
their consideration, an amendmnet to the Constitution 
of Alabama repealing and striking out of the Consti- 
tution section 250 of article 13, which section is as fol- 
lows: “Holders of bank notes, and depositors who have 
not stipulated for interest, shall, for such notes and 
deposits be entitled in case of insolvency, to preference 
of payment over all other creditors, provided this scc- 
tion shall apply to all banks, whether incorporated or 
not.”

622. To divide Russell county in two judicial di- 
visions, and to provide for holding the circuit court of 
said county in both of said judicial divisions, to pre- 
seribe the jurisdiction of said court in each of said divi- 
sions, and to regulate the practice therein.

NOTICE. 


Notice is hereby given that the Legislature of Ala- 
bama at its next session will be asked to enact a law, the 
substance of which is as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to divide Russell county in two ju- 
dicial divisions, and to provide for holding the circuit 
court of said county in both of said judicial divisions, 
to prescribe the jurisdiction of said court in each of 
said divisions, and to regulate the practice therein. 

1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, That 
Russell county shall be and the same is hereby divided 
into two judicial divisions as follows: Commencing on 
the western boundary line of said county at a point 
equally distant from the northern boundary line and the 
southern boundary line of township 16, and running 
thence east along a line equally distant from the said 
northern boundary line and the said southern boundary 
line of said Township 16, to the big Uchee Creek, thence 
down the said big Uchee Creek to the western boundary 
line of Range 30, thence south along the western boun- 
dary line of Range 30 to the southern boundary line of 
Township 15, thence east to the Chattahoochee River.. 
All that territory lying north and east of the above de- 
scribed line shall be known and called the Northern Ju- 
dicial Division and all that territory lying south and 
west of said line shall be known and called the Southern 
Judicial Division, and in both of said divisions the civil 
and criminal business of the said circuit court shall be 
taken up and disposed of as provided by this act and as 
provided by law. 
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2. That the circuit court for the county of Russell 
shall be held in each year as follows: At Seale in the 
courthouse of said county on the 10th Monday after the 
2nd Monday in February, and on the 10th Monday after 
the 1st Monday in September and may continue two 
weeks at Girard in the court house to be provided by the 
county commissioners of said county on the last Monday 
in January and 8rd Monday in August of each year and 
may continue two weeks; provided that special or ad- 
journed terms of the circuit court of Russell county may 
be held either at Seale or Girard in said county, when 
notice of the holding of such special or adjourned term 
is given as provided by law. 

3. That all civil actions which arise in or where there 
is a single defendant who resides in that portion of Rus- 
sell county constituting the northern judicial division 
shall be cognizable, heard and determined at, by and in 
the circuit court of Russell county when sitting at 
Girard and all civil actions which. arise in or where 
there is a single defendant who resides in that portion of 
Russell county constituting the southern judicial di- 
vision shall be cognizable, heard and determined at, by 
and in the circuit court of Russell county when sitting 
at Seale, but if there are two or more defendants resid- 
ing in different divisions suit may be brought in either 
division; that all actions against non-residents of said 
county may be brought in either division of said court; 
that all defendants in criminal cases in said county shall 
be indicted and tried in the judicial division where the 
offense with which they are charged was committed. 

4, That all civil suits and proceedings now pending in 
the circuit court of Russell county which would after 
the passage of this act be required to be brought in the 
northern judicial division of said county, may be trans- 
ferred by consent of all parties or by order of the court 
to the said northern judicial division as constituted by 
this act and there disposed of in the same manner and 
with like effect as if the same had been instituted 
therein. 

5. That all appeals to the circuit court in said county 
shall be returnable to that division of said court wherein 
the justice of the peace or notary public with like juris- 
diction, who tries the same, resides, and the notice of the 
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appeal shall specify to what division of said court the 
same is returnable. 

6. That any person indicted or bound over to answer 
any criminal offense, if denied bail, or if unable to give 
bail for his appearance shall be confined in the jail sit- 
uated in the judicial division in which the offense with 
which he is-charged was committed; provided, however, 
that until a permanent jail is built at Girard, all pris- 
oners may be confined at the present county jail in 
Seale. 

7. That all summons or process issued in suits 
brought or pending in the division of the court to be 
held at Seale shall be returnable to the court at Seale, 
and it shall be so designated in said summons or process 
and in like manner all summons or process issued in 
suits brought or pending in the division of the court to 
be held at Girard shall be returnable to the court at 
Girard and it shall be so designated in said summons or 
process. i 

8. That all sales of land made by the sheriff of Russell 
county shall be made in front of the court house door of 
that judicial division wherein the land is situated, and 
if such land is situated partly in both divisions, then 
such sale shall be made in front of the court house door 
of that judicial division from which the execution or 
order of sale was issued. 

9. That both grand and petit jurors shall be drawn 
and summoned to serve in both divisions of said court in 
the same manner and by the same authority that grand 
and petit jurors are now summoned to serve in the cir- 
cuit court of Russell county, but the time and place of 
the service of such jurors shall be designated by officers 
drawing and summoning them. 

10. That the clerk of the circuit court of Russell 
county shall keep his office as now provided by law at 
Seale, but he shall attend the sittings of said court for 
both the northern and southern divisions, and the said 
clerk is authorized and required to open a branch office 
at Girard and to appoint a deputy clerk to conduct the 
same, and the said clerk or his deputy so appointed shall 
keep at Girard all of the records, dockets and papers 
pertaining to cases which are to be heard and deter- 
mined in the northern judicial division of said county. 
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The said deputy so appointed, shall in the name of such 
clerk have and exercise all the powers now or hereafter 
vested in the clerks of the circuit courts of this State, 
and the clerk of the circuit court shall be liable on his 
official bond for all the acts, defaults and omissions of 
such deputy. 

11. That the sheriff of Russell county shall keep his 
office as now provided by law at Seale, but he shall at- 
tend the sitting of the said court both for the northern 
and southern divisions, and the said sheriff is authorized 
and required to open a branch office at Girard, and to 
appoint a deputy sheriff to conduct the same and the 
said sheriff or his deputy so appointed shall keep at 
Girard all of the records, dockets and papers, which by 
law the sheriff is required to keep and which pertain 
to cases which are to be heard and determined in the 
northern judicial division of said county.

The question was upon the adoption 
of the substitute reported by the Standing Committee 
on County and County Boundaries, said substitute be- 
ing as follows: 

Substitute for House Bill No. 185 offered by Dr. Witt- 
meir : 

A BILL 


To be entitled an act to provide that all members of 
courts of county commissioners, or boards of revenue 
of the several counties in this State, shall be liable for 
all sums of money illegally appropriated by such 
courts or boards for which they may vote, to require 
the clerk of the court or board to keep an accurate 
and detailed vote by the names of members on all 
votes in which money is appropriated, and to require 
each member of such court or board to give bond for 
the faithful performance of their respective duties. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That every member of the courts of county commis- 
sioners, or boards of revenue of the counties in this 
State, shall be severally liable for all sums of money ille- 
gally appropriated by such courts or boards of which 
they are members, and for which appropriations they 
may cast their vote. 
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2. That the clerks of the courts of county commission- 
ers or boards of revenue are hereby required to keep as 
a part of the minutes and proceedings of their respective 
courts or boards, an accurate and detailed vote, giving 
the names of the several members voting, with the rec- 
ord of how they may vote, on all questions in which 
money is appropriated. 

3. That in all counties having fifty thousand inhabit- 
ants or more, according to the Federal census next pre- 
ceding the date of the giving of such bond, members of 
courts of county commissioners or boards of revenue 
therein, shall execute bond in the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars, and in all counties having less than 
fifty thousand inhabitants, according to the Federal cen- 
sus next preceding the date of the giving of such bond, 
shall execute bond, in the sum of five thousand dollars, ° 
such bonds to bear the names of two good and sufficient 
sureties, or to be made by some reputable guaranty com- 
pany, payable to the county for which they are elected 
or appointed, which bond shall be approved by the judge 
of probate of their respective counties and filed and re- 
corded in his office and conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties required of them by law, and 
also for the re-payment to the county treasury of any 
money unlawfully paid out on a warrant for the issu- 
ance of which the member may vote, and for the faith- 
‘ful compliance with the provisions of this act. 

4, That the premium on all bonds required in the pre- 
ceding section shall be paid by the respective counties of 
this State. 

5. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Mr. Weakley offered the following amendment to the 
substitute: 

Amend substitute for H. 185, Provided this act shall 
not apply to counties having a population of two hun- 
dred thousand or more. 

And the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Neely offered the following amendment to ‘the 
bill:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills: 

H. 224. To provide for the location, acquirement, 
ownership and operation by cities in Alabama which lie 
upon the navigable waters of the State of Alabama and 
which have, or which may hereafter have, a population 
of as many‘as fifty thousand and less than one hundred 
thousand, according to the last Federal census or any 
other Federal census which may hereafter be taken, or 
water terminals and other structures needful for the 
convenient use of same in aid of commerce; and to pro- 
vide, insofar as appurtenant to said water terminals and 
structures, for the establishing and collecting of charges 
for service, for the exercise of eminent domain, for the 
issuance of bonds and for the holding of elections to de- 
cide whether or not bonds shall be issued. 

H. 306. To prohibit county boards of education, 
county superintendents of education, school trustees, or 
teachers, from excluding any pupil from a school whose 
teacher is qualified to teach the pupil who is qualified 
to attend a high school within three miles of the pupil. 

H. 576. To appropriate the sum of sixty-two and fif- 
ty one-hundredth dollars ($62.50) to be paid to A.

To provide for the acquirement, location, 
building, construction and operation by cities in Ala- 
bama which now have, or which may hereafter have a 
population of as many as fifty thousand and less than 
one hundred thousand according to the last Federal 
census or any other Federal census which may here- 
after be taken, of terminal railroads, and as appurte- 
nant thereto, of equipment for such terminal railroads 
and facilities for accumulating, storing and handling 
goods, wares and merchandise transported or to be 
transported over the same and to further provide inso- 
far as appurtenant to said terminal railroads and facili- 
ties, for establishing and collecting charges for service, 
for the connection with or crossing of other railroads, 
for the laying of tracks in streets or roads, for the exer- 
cise of eminent domain, for the issuance of bonds, for 
the construction and maintenance of structures over 
lands of the State and for the holding of elections to 
decide whether or not bonds shall be issued.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Welch, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Privileges, made the following report, which was adopt- 
ed: 

Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to which 
was referred the matter of contest between J. A. Carn- 
ley and Frank P. Rainer, for a seat in this House, from 
Coffee county, having considered and acted upon the 
same in session, report thereon as follows: That your 
committee sent a sub-committee to Coffee county to take 
testimony. This committee submits herewith steno- 
graphic report of the testimony taken and proceedings 
had before said sub-committee, including all document- 
ary evidence. Following the taking of this testimony, 
and the giving of additional testimony, the contestant 
and contestee filed with your committee the agreement 
herewith submitted, which agreement concedes the con- 
test and the seat in this House to the contestant, J. A. 
Carnley. 

We, therefore find, and report that J. A. Carnely was 
legally elected at said election as representative in this 
House from Coffee county, and is entitled to his seat 
herein. And that the Clerk of this House be directed 
by the House to certify the result of said contest to the 
clerk of the eircuit court of Coffee county, wherein the 
said contest was filed, and that, in addition to the costs 
accruing in said proceedings, record of which is in the 
said circuit clerk’s office, the sum of $126.45. expense in- 
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curred by this committee in said proceeding for steno- 
graphic work and other necessary expense incident to 
said contest be certified to said circuit clerk, and that 
the whole of said costs of said contest, and the said ex- 
penses thereof, be taxed against the said Frank P. Rain- 
er, and collected by said clerk of the circuit court of 
Coffee county as provided by law, for the collection of 
such costs. 

Your committee exonerates each of the parties to said 
contest from any part of the frauds, forgeries, and 
wrongs charged in said contest. We recommend further, 
that the stenographic report herewith submitted, togeth- 
er with the documentary evidence, be filed with the 
department of history.

sioners in said county and by the municipal authori- 
ties in the cities and towns thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

1. That, at the option of the county board of educa- 
tion, or boards of education of cities and towns, in 
Walker county, Alabama, within their respective juris- 
diction, there may be established, organized and main- 
tained, in the public, elementary and high schools, there- 
of, vocational and industrial departments as hereinafter - 
provided in this act. 

2. That said boards of education, in their respective 
jurisdiction, shall have full and plenary power, not to 
conflict with the provisions of this act for the accom- 
plishment of the purposes thereof, viz: The instruction 
in practical agriculture, mechanics, forestry, carpentry, 
metal work, basketry, mechanics, road building, animal 
industry, poultry raising, physical training, which shall 
include the intelligent direction in recreation, sanitation 
and any and all the industrial arts and sciences, whereby 
the youth may become healthful, intelligent workers and 
adequate producers. Said boards of education shall pre- 
scribe the courses of study, having in view the co-operat- 
ing with any and all State and federal forces employed 
in corresponding efforts, which course must include at 
least two full scholastic months of practical work and 
instructions on the farm, or in the garden, shop, mines, 
factory, or on the public road or some place other than 
the school room, where the pupils will be in direct and 
vital contact with the industry pursued, and said voca- 
tional work required shall be performed between May 
ist and July 15th of each year. 
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3. That the principal of every school under the oper- 
ation of this act shall be and is required to keep a full 
and accurate record of each pupil’s life, both in the 
school room, at home and in the shop, on the farm, or 
wherever he or she may be engaged in industrial work, 
which record or a certified copy thereof shall be filed 
by the principal or supervisor, at the end of the scholas- 
tie year, in the office of the county superintendent of 
education. The said records of all pupils in branches 
of instruction shall be consolidated as much as prac- 
ticable. In all cases the total earnings shall be recorded 
and reported fully and definitely, and shall be bound 
in permanent form and preserved as a permanent record 
for each year in the office of said county superintendent. 

4. That the supervisor, principal or teacher of every 
school under the operation of this act, shall, before 
planting season, arrange, when practical, with ‘the par- 
ents or ouardian of pupils who are to engage in the study 
of agriculture, or other study which requires the use of 
land for a suitable plot of ground not less than one acre 
for boys and one-half acre for girls, and shall also pro- 
vide, as far as practical, for each of said pupils, a map 
or diagram of such ground, with schedule and specifica- 
tions for cultivation, and proper blanks for recording 
the routine of work and results. 

5. That each pupil engaged in agriculture, shall be 
required to produce for home consumption or for the 
market, products which will in value represent at cur- 
rent prices according to their respective ages, as fol- 
‘lows: 

Boys from ten to twelve years of DGC aki it ces acces $10.00 
Boys from twelve to fourteen years of age... $20.00 
Boys from fourteen to sixteen years of age 
All over Sixteen years Of ACen eecccecccecccceeecsececcesctnesteed 
Girls from ten to twelve years of age.................

Girls from fourteen to sixteen years of age................... $20.00 
Girls over sixteen years Of AGC. cece $25.00 

Where the course of study elected is other than agri- 
culture, the work shall be done under the direction and 
supervision of the teacher or supervisor, and said teach- 
er or supervisor shall grade said work according to the 
fidelity, energy, perseverance and accomplishment of the 
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student, and the teacher or supervisor, when practicable 
to do so, shall estimate the value of the services so per- 
formed by each pupil. And it shall be a condition of 
graduation from any school operating under this act, 
that the pupil shall have accomplished the result above 
prescribed in the agriculture course or grade fixed by the 
teacher or supervisor in some other industrial course of 
‘study and work, herein provided for. Provided, the 
teacher or supervisor, with approval of the board of 
education, may, for good cause, to be judged of by him, 
exempt any pupils from vocational work herein required, 
and provided that he shall exempt any pupil from voca- 
tional work, who is physically unable to perform it. 

6. That said board of education shall have full power - 
to group school districts and adopt such rules and reg- 
ulations as in their judgment seems best for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act. 

7. To provide for the promotion of the purposes of 
this act, the court of county commissioners in said coun- 
ty, and the municipal authorities in the respective cities 
and towns thereof, may from time to time, appropriate 
from the general fund of the county or municipality the 
sums necessary for the carrying on of said vocational 
education, which appropriations when made, shall be 
set apart and kept as a special fund by the treasurer or 

‘depository of the county, city or town, and distributed 
and expended by direction and under authority of the 
board of education. 

8. That upon the exercise of the option to establish 
vocational training, as herein provided, by the board of 
education of the county, it shall be and continue for a 
term of five years. 

9. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act, shall be and the same are hereby repealed.

Mr. Carmichael offered the following substitute for 
the bill: 

Substitute for H. 762. 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to prevent the working of State 
and county convicts in mines, turpentine camps, lum- 
ber camps and all other private employment under lease 
or contract. 

Whereas it is the policy of the State to improve the 
conditions under which convicts are worked as rapidly 
as possible. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That, on and after January first, nineteen hun- 
dred and eighteen, it shall be unlawful to work, or cause 
to be worked any State or county convict who is under 
a sentence of imprisonment for a term of five years or 
less in any mine, turpentine camp, lumber camp, or 
other employment under lease or contract. 

2. That on and after January ist, 1920, it shall be’ 
unlawful to work or cause to be worked any State or 
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county convict in any mine, turpentine camp, lumber 
camp, or other employment under lease or contract. 
Provided nothing herein contained shall affect existing 
contracts. 

3. That any person violating any of the provisions 
of this act shall be guilty of a felony, and on conviction 
therefor, be fined not less than fifty, nor more than one 
thousand dollars, and at the discretion of the court try- 
ing the case, may be imprisoned in the county jail, or 
sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than 
six months. 

Mr. John offered the following amendment to the 
substitute: 

Amend section 3 of the substitute by striking out the 
word “misdemeanor” and write in place the word “fel- 
ony.” Strike out all after the word therefore, in section 
3, and write in place the words, “must be sentenced to 
the penitentiary for not less than two years. 

And the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Tunstall moved to indefinitely postpone the bill 
and pending amendment, and the motion was lost. 

And the substitute as amended was adopted.

A RESOLUTION. 


By Mr. Davis: 

H. J. R. 132. A resolution of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama proposing to the people an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State allowing the voters of the respect- 
ive towns and cities of the State which are now by the 
Constitution limited to a rate of taxation of one-half of 
one per centum to authorize such cities and towns to in- 
crease the rate of taxation on all property in the city to 
an amount not exceeding one per cent of the value 
thereof. 
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It is hereby resolved by the Legislature of Alabama : 

That the folowing amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed to the qualified electors of 
the State, to be held at the next general election, in No- 
vember, 1916, to-wit: 

The cities and towns of the State which are now by 
the Constitution limited to a rate of taxation of one-half 
of one percentum may increase the rate of taxation now 
authorized by law on the property situated therein, to 
an amount not exceeding in the total in any one year, of 
one per cent of the value of such property, assessed as 
provided by the Constitution and laws thereunder, pro- 
vided that the total rate of taxation levied by any such 
city or town shall not in any one year exceed one-half of 
one per centum, unless the rate in excess of one-half of 
one per centum shall have been submitted by the govern- 
ing body of that city or town to the qualified voters 
therein, at an election held within such year, or within 
three years next prior to the beginning of the year, and 
shall have been authorized for such year by a majority 
vote of the qualified electors of the city or town voting 
upon the proposition. 

An increase in the rate of taxation in excess of one- 
half of one per centum may be authorized at one election 
for one year, or for two, or three successive years, and if 
for more than one year at the same or different excess 
rates for the respective years. In the event an excessive 
rate submitted for any one year or years, shal] not be au- 
thorized at any election, a new lower excess rate for 
such year or years may be submitted by the governing 
body of the city or town to the qualified voters thereof 
for like authorization at a subsequent election or elec- 
tions held at any time or times thereafter. 

Every election held under the provisions hereof shall 
be held, canvassed and contested in the same manner as 
is or may be provided by law applicable to that city or 
town for elections to authorize the issuance of municipal 
bonds. Ballots used at such elections shall contain the 
words “FOP. excess rate of taxation for the year 
OL VOCALS. eeeeeccerenceeeee ” and “Against... excess rate of 
taxation for the year or yeafs...............-+ 

The rate of taxation proposed in excess of the rate of 
one-half of one per centum to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor, and the year or years, in which 
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the proposed rate is to apply, to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor, and in the event different excess 
rates are proposed for different years, the words men- 
tioned shall be repeated as often as may be necessary to 
show separately the different excess rates proposed to be 
applied to the respective years. The voter shall record 
his choice, whether for or against excess rates shown by 
placing a cross mark before or after the word expressing 
his desire. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise 
change or effect the rights of any holder of bonds here- 
tofore issued. 
A RESOLUTION. 

By Mr. Davis: 

H. J. R. 133. A resolution of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama proposing to the people an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State authorizing and empowering a 
majority of the members of the Senate and a majority 
of the House of Representatives, when not in session to 
convene themselves in extra session as a Legislature. 

It is hereby resolved by the Legislature of Alabama 
that the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed to the qualified electors of 
the State, viz.: 

Add to section 122 of the Constitution the following: 

“Tf at any time when the Legislature is not in session, 
a majority of all the members elected to the House of 
Representatives and a majority of all the members elect- 
ed to the Senate shall certify in writing to the secretary 
of State their desire to meet in extraordinary session to 
consider matters pertaining to the general welfare of 
the State he shall immediately certify a copy of such 
writing to the Governor who shall within five days there- 
after issue his proclamation convening the Legislature 
in extraordinary session at a day and place to be named 
by him not less than ten nor more than thirty days there- 
after. Should the Governor refuse or fail to issue his 
proclamation within the five days, then it shall be the 
duty of the secretary of State to immediately notify the 
Lieutenant Governor who shall within five days issue a 
proclamation convening the Legislature at a place and 
on a day not more than twenty days thereafter to be des- 
ignated by him. Should the Lieutenant Governor not 
issue proclamation convening the Legislature within five 
days, then the secretary of State shall certify these facts 
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to the President pro tem of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House and they or either of them shaii issue a 
proclamation convening the Legislature at a day not 
more than fifteen days thereafter and place named by 
them. 

The Legislature may, when so convened, remain in ses- 
sion not Jonger than fifty legislative days and may con. 
sider any matter of a public nature except that no local 
or private bills of any character shall be considered. 
The Legislature shall have the same power and receive 
the same compensation as when in regular session, ex 
cept as herein otherwise provided. 

The above resolutions were severally read a second 
time and placed upon the calendar.

NOTICE 


Is hereby given that the following road bill will be 
introduced in the Legislature for passage: 


A BILL 


To be entitled: an act to provide for the more efficient 
working, construction and repair of the public roads 
and bridges in Fayette county, Alabama; to provide 
for a county engineer, fix his compensation and define 
his duties; to provide for the appointment of road 
overseers in the several precincts in the county, and 
to fix their compensation and define their duties and 
powers; to authorize the purchase of necessary tools, 
teams, road machines and other implements; to pro- 
vide for a commutation fee in lieu of working the 
roads; to provide for the levy of a special tax of one- 
fourth of one per centum for public roads and bridges; 
to provide funds, regulations and penalties to carry 
the provisions and purposes of this act into effect, and 
to prevent obstruction and damage to the public roads 
and bridges of said county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, that the court of county commissioners of Fay- 
ette county shall on or before the Ist day of January, 
1916, after the approval of this act elect a county engi- 
neer who shall be the superintendent of public roads 
of said county; he shall be provided with a properly 
furnished office in the county court house or elsewhere 
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in the county seat, and shall hold his office subject to 
the pleasure of the court of county commissioners. The 
said county engineer shall have charge of the location, 
construction, improvement and maintenance of the pub- 
lic road, and bridges of the county ,subject to the gen- 
eral direction of the court of county commissioners; he 
shall be the custodian of the records of the county con- 
concerning roads and bridges, except as herein provid- 
ed; he shall select all of his subordinate employees, sub- 
ject to approval of the county commissioners; he shall 
prepare and approve all plans and specifications; and 
none of his plans and specifications, orders or directions 
shall be countermanded or changed, except by specific 
resolution of the court of county commissioners dyly 
entered on the minutes showing reasons in full for coun- 
termanding the plans, specifications, orders or direc- 
tions. The county engineer shall devote his entire time 
to the duties of his office designated herein and such 
other duties as shall be assigned to him by the court of 
county commissioners. The salary of the county engi- 
neer shall be fixed by the court of county commissioners, 
provided that the salary shall not be more than $1,500.00 
per annum payable monthly. Said engineer before tak- 
ing office shall furnish bond with some reliable surety 
company payable to Fayette county, Alabama, in the 
sum of three thousand dollars conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of the said office. 

- Section 2. That no person shall be eligible to hold the 
office of county engineer unles he is a competent civil 
engineer and experienced in the construction and main- 
tenance of public roads. 

Section 3. That before any work is done in the con- 
struction or improvement of any road or bridge, except 
necessary maintenance work, the engineer shall make 
such surveys as may be necessary, shall prepare definite 
plans, specifications and an estimate of the cost of the 
work and shall submit said plans, specifications and 
estimate of cost for the approval of the court of county 
commissioners with a recommendation as to the best 
method of doing work. The court of county commis- 
sioners shall pass upon said plans, specifications and 
estimates and when said plans and specifications are 
approved, the county engineer shall be authorized to

proceed wit hthe work by contract or by force account 
as court of county commissioners shall direct. 

If the court of county commissioners determine to do 
such work by contract, the county engineer shall adver- 
tise not less than ten days for bids in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the county, in a daily paper of general circula- 
tion in the State of Alabama, and by posting a copy of 
the advertisement at the court house. The said adver- 
tisement shall state the general character of the work 
to be done, the amount of certified check required, and 
the time and place at which bids will be opened. The 
court of county commissioners shall require all bids to 
be sealed and to be accompanied by a certified check 
which shall bind the bidder to enter into a contract in 
the event of his being awarded the work. If reasonable 
bids are received for doing the work, the contract shall 
be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, provided 
that the court of county commissioners may rejest all 
bids or they may reject the bid of any contractor who is 
inexperienced or incompetent or who is known to have a 
bad record in the performance of public works. 

In precincts or districts where the roads are let by 
contract, the contractor shall warn and work the hands 
in the said district who are subject to road duty and who 
have not paid their commutation fee after the 1st day of 
March, each year, and such road hands shall be required 
to work under the contractor as other hands are re- 
quired to work under the overseers, as heretofore pro- 
vided for in this act, and such contractors shall pay 
into the county treasury as ocmpensation for the work 
of such: hands apportioned to them such sums as agreed 
upon by the contractor and the county commissioners 
of said couny. 

Section 4. That the court of county commissioners 
may enter into a contract with the contractor for the 
construction, repair or maintenance of any road -or 
bridge after plans, specifications and an estimate of the 
cost have been prepared as provided for in the preceding 
sections of this act, provided that all contracts for con- 
struction work be let under the preceding provisions of 
this act. 

Section 5. That any contractor employed to con- 
struct or maintain any road or bridge, shall before en- 
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tering upon the exeention of such work execute a bond 
payable to the county of Fayette for twice the amount of 
the contract price; said bond to be made by a surety 
company approved by the court of county commission- 
ers and conditioned upon the faithful performance of 
the contract, and discharge of his duties thereunder, 
provided that twenty per centum of the contract price 
be held back until work is completed and accepted. 

Section 6. That if the county, any municipality, cor- 
poration, or person is injured or damaged by the failure 
of such contractor to faithfully perform his contract 
and discharge his duties thereunder, an action may be 
maintained, under such bond, to recover such damages 
as they may have suffered. 

Section 7. That the county engineer shall require all 
bills, including estimates allowed contractors and allow- 
ances for salaries and expenses be made in duplicate. 
He shall certify as to the correctness of each bill, and 
shall file the duplicate of each bill in his office and will 
issue a warrant on the county treasurer for the amount 
of each bill certified by him, the bill and warrant to bear 
the same serial number. Before a warrant issued by 
the county engineer shall be payable it shall have been 
previously authorized and approved by the court of 
county commissioners and shall be presented, with its 
corresponding original bill, to the chairman of the court 
of county commissioners, who shall countersign said 
warrant and file the original bill in his office. This file 
and that in the county engineer’s office shall be pre- 
served as public records and they shall be delivered by 
the county engineer and the chairman of the court of 
county commissioners to their respective successors in 
office. The warrants issued by the county engineer in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, when counter- 
signed by the chairman of the court of county commis- 
sioners, shall be paid by the county treasurer and 
charged to the county roads and bridge fund, subject to 
the provisions and limitations of section 28 of this act. 

Section 8. That the county engineer shall prepare a 
map of the county showing the location of all public 
roads and indicating the character of improvements 
which have been made on each road. This map shall be 
revised and brought up-to-date annually. A tracing of 
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such map shall be made and deposited for safekeeping 
in the vault of the probate office. 

Section 9. That when a new road is to be constructed 
or the location of an existing road to be changed, the 
court of county commissioners shall pass a resolution 
directing the county engineer to make a preliminary 
survey for said road, describing the terminal points of 
the said survey and apopinting a time at which the 
court of county commissioners will meet to hear objec- 
tions to the location of said road. As soon as practical 
after the passage of such resolution, the county engineer 
shall stake out said road and prepare a map and profile 
of the same. The map shall show all buildings and 
fences within two hundred feet of said road, and any 
other improvements which may affect the amount of 
damages which may be caused to property by the con- 
struction of said road. It shall also be the duty of the 
engineer to publish a notice to the effect that he has 
made surveys for said road; that the map and profile 
are on file in his office and subject to public inspection, 
and giving the time when the court of county commis- — 
sioners will meet to hear objections to the location of 
said road. Such notice shall be given by publication 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the county, by 
posting a copy at the court house, and by posting a copy 
at each terminal point of the survey. 

The court of county commissioners shall meet at the 
court house at the time named in the said notice and 
after hearing objections to the location of said road, 
the said commissioners may confirm said location, order 
it amended or abandoned; and said action shall be 
shown on its minutes. 

Section 10. That the court of county commissioners 
may secure the right of way for roads by donations, pur- 
chase or by condemnation as provided by the laws of 
Alabama, and may secure or accept by donation, lease 
or purchase, or may proceed by condemnation in the 
name of Fayette county under the laws of condemnation 
proceeding in the State of Alabama all necessary gravel 
beds, sand, clay or chert or other materials for road pur- 
poses. 

Section 11. That the court of county commissioners 
shall have the right, authority and power to condemn 
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land for road purposes under the provisions of article 1, 
chapter 79, of the Code of Alabama, 1907, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that there may be other modes of proceeding 
by law for the condemnation of land for the establish- 
ment of land for the establishment or change of roads; 
and such proceedings shall be conducted in the name of 
the county as petitioner, and the county shall provide 
for the payment of all charges in connection with the 
condemnation of said land. 

Section 12. That the court of county commissioners 
shall have authority to purchase such materials, sup- 
plies, teams and other equipment as may be necessary 
for properly carrying on the work of construction and 
maintenance of the public roads and bridges of the 
county as hereinafter provided. 

The county engineer shall prepare requisitions for 
such materials and supplies as will be needed for roads 
and bridges and shall obtain quotations from at least 
two dealers on each class of articles required, and shall 
submit said requisition to the court of county commis- 
* sioners. When such requisition is approved by the court 
of county commissioners, the county engineer shall be 
authorized to purchase such aproved articles at prices 
not exceeding those specified in the requisition. 

The county engineer with the approval of the court of 
county commissioners shall be authorized to employ 
such overseers, laborers and teams and to rent such 
equipment as may be necessary for properly carrying on 
the work of construction and maintenance of the public 
roads and bridges of the county. 

The county engineer shall employ a sufficient number 
of persons to systematically drag the public dirt roads 
of the county, as directed by the county engineer and 
the court of county commissioners, shall fix a price for 
dragging so as to allow reasonable wages for the men. 
and teams performing such service. 

Section 13. That for the purpose of maintaining the 
public roads the court of county commissioners shall 
from time to time divide the county into a convenient 
number of road precincts or distincts and require the 
county engineer to appoint one or more overseers for 
each precinct or distinct not let by contract. The term 
of office of the said overseers shal be one year; but he 
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may be discharged for neglect of duty or inefficiency. 
When a vacancy occurs in the office of overseers, the 
county engineer shall appoint some person to fill out the 
unexpired term. ; 

Section 14. That it shall be the duty of each over- 
seer during the month of January in each year to make a 
census of the persons within the area assigned to him 
who are subject to road duty, giving the age and color 
of each such person, the farm or plantation on which 
he resides, and the name of the road nearest to which 
he resides, and turn a list of such persons in to the 
county engineer. Tach overseer shall keep an accurate 
statement of the names of all persons who pay commuta- 
tion fee in lieu of working the road and report the same 
to the county engineer. He shall report to the engi- 
neer, at such times as required all commutation fees col- 
lected and shall account for all unused or mutilated 
reecipts and the stubs for receipts issued ; he shall report 
to the engineer by itemized account and correct dates 
all money expended and for what purpose and the name, 
date and number of hours worked per day of all road 
hands on the public roads; he shall report to the engi- 
neer at such times as he may be directed the condition 
of the roads in his precinct and name of all defaulters. 
Before entering upon his duties, each overseer shall 
subscribe to the statutory oath to faithfully perform 
his duties, which oath may be administered by the coun- 
ty engineer. 

Each overseer shall execute bond with sufficient sure- 
ty in the sum of not less than double the probable amount 
to be collected by such foreman or overseer payable to 
Fayette county, Alabama, conditional for the faithful 
discharge of his duty and to promptly account for all 
money coming into his hands belonging to the road fund 
and for tools or other property coming into his posses- 
sion belonging to the county. 

Section 15. That each male person who is over the 
age of eighteen and under the age of forty-five years, not 
exempt by law, shall be subject to road duty in said 
county and shall be compelled to work on the public 
roads for ten days in each year and nine hours actual 
work each day, provided any person subject to road duty 
may be relieved from working on the roads by paying a 
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fee of five dollars to the overseer of his precinct or the 
probate judge of the county on or befure March first 
of each year, which shall constitute a part of the road 
fund for said county, and failing so to do, he shall be 
compelled to work on the public roads of said county, 
and provided further, that all persons subject to road 
duty moving into said county after March first in any 
year, shal lbe liable to road duty for the remainder of 
the year at the rate of ten days work for twelve months, 
and shall have the option of commuting said work by 
paying to tthe road overseer or other person designated 
by the commissioners court for his district in discharge 
of such liability at the rate of #5 for ten days work. 

The road year shall be the same as the calendar year. 

Road foremen or overseers liable to road duty shall 
not be exempt from road duty, except by payment of the 
commutation fee. 

Section 16. The probate judge of the county shall 
have authority to collect and receipt for commutation 
fees from hands in any precinct in the county and shall 
keep an accurate account of all money collected in the 
various precincts in said county, and a list by precincts 
of the names, amount and date of those who have paid 
a commutation fee, and his books shall, during office 
hours, be subject to public inspection and shall be exam- 
ined and audited by each grand jury of said county. 
The probate judge shall furnish the county engineer 
with a list of persons who pay the commutation tax to 
county treasurer, to the credit of the precinct wherein 
him in lieu of personal service, and he shall turn into the 
the tax payer resides, all such taxes so collected by him. 

Section 17. That it shall be the duty of all persons 
and of the manager or foreman of all firms or corpora- 
tions having three men or more working under them 
subject to road duty to furnish a list of the same, and 
the residence of each to the foreman of their precinct, 
and failing or refusing so to do within ten days after 
notice in writing shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction fined not less than five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Section 18. That the county engineer will enter the 
names of all persons who are subject to road duty in a 
suitable ledger which shall have appropriate columns 
for credits of money or labor. 
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Section 19. That the county engineer shall apportion 
such hands as do not pay the per capita tax to the roads 
nearest their places of residence, provided that no per- 
son shall be required to work on any public road the 
nearest portion of which road is located more than six 
miles from his residence. He shall employ a sufficient 
number of overseers, at a rate not to exceed two dollars 
per diem. The county engineer shall go with each over- 
seer over the road apportioned to him and point out the 
work to be done and will furnish him with a list of 
road hands who will work under his direction. 

Section 20. That all male inhabitants of the county | 
between the ages of twenty-one and sixty-five years are 
subject to road duty under this act as overseers. 

Section 21. That each precinct foreman or overseer 
shall report the condition of the roads and bridges in his 
precinct to each grand jury of said county, and submit 
his books and accounts for inspection. 

Section 22. That the engineer shall submit to the 
grand jury at each term for inspection all his books, ac- 
counts and vouchers, together with a general report of 
the condition of the roads in the county, the work he 
has performed, and the funds expended and for what 
purposes. 

Section 23. The mode of marning of hands is for the 
overseer, or some other person appointed by him, to give 
two days’ notice, in person or in writing, to be left at 
the residence, to all persons liable to work, to meet at 
such time and place as the overseerr of the road may ap- 
point, and with such tools, implements or property liable 
to road duty as he may direct. 

Section 24. If any person warned fails to attend, or 
send a substitute, with the property tools, agreeable to 
the notice, or fails faithfully to perform his duty, such 
person must pay for each day’s default not less than 
one nor more than three dollars, which fine, when col- 
lected, shall be paid over to the county treasurer as a 
part of the road fund, to be recovered before any justice 
of the election precinct in which such road is, in the 
name of Fayette county. 

Section 25. Any person liable to road duty, who fails 
or refuses, after legal notice, to work the public roads, 
either in person or by substitute, without a sufficient 
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excuse therefor, must, on conviction be fined not less 
than one dollar, nor more than three dollars for each 
day for which he is so in default, and may also be im- 
prisoned in the county jail, or put to hard labor for the 
county for not more than twenty days. 

Section 26. Persons hauling logs, lumber or timber 
over the roads of the county to sell or for another for 
hire and not for their own use or for improvement of 
their farms, and persons regularly engaged in the busi- 
ness of hauling over the roads of the county shall pay a 
license of not more than two and one-half dollars per 
month for each two-horse wagon, and five dollars per 
month for each four-horse or large wagon or traction 
engine, or road engine, or heavy vehicle used for like 
purposes, the amount to be fixed by the commissioners’ 
court. It is not intended hereby to require a license for 
private hauling connected with or usual to the ordinary 
operation of a farm, or anyone hauling cord or stove 
wood, whether for sale or not. It shall be unlawful to 
do any hauling herein forbidden without first producing 
such license. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction fined not les than ten nor more than fifty dol- 
lars, to be paid in lawful money, which fine, when col- 
lected, shall be paid over to the county treasurer as a 
part of the road fund. It shall be the duty of the county 
engineer and the overseers of the county to report all 
violations of the provisions of this section, which may 
come under their observations, to the grand jury of said 
county. 

Section 27. That alil money received by the county 
from license taxes on automobiles shall be paid into the 
county road and bridge fund and used only for the con- 
struction and maintenance of public roads and bridges. 

Section 28. That the court of county commissioners 
of Fayette county, shall at the time of making the an- 
nual levy of taxes for general and county purposes levy 
special tax for roads and bridges on all the taxable prop- 
erty of the county of one-fourth of one per centum on 
the assessed value of such taxable property, which shall 
be collected as other taxes, and when paid into the 
treasury of said county shal be kept separate and apart 
from other funds, and used only for the maintenance or 
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building of the public roads and bridges of said county. 
Provided, however, that if the general fund of the county 
is insufficient to pay the county engineer, overseers, 
laborers and teams, they may be paid out of the one- 
fourth of the one per centum tax above provided for, 
when so ordered by the court of county commissioners 
of said county. 

Section 29. That the county engineer provided for in 
this act, or overseer, or other office on whom any duty is 
imposed as to public roads, who neglects to perform the 
same, in case no other provisions has been made for the 
punishment of such neglect, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction, must be fined not less than ten nor 
more than fifty dollars, and also be imprisoned in the 
county jail, or put to hard labor for the county, for not 
more than twenty days. 

Section 30. That the county commissioners shall ap- 
propriate from the general fund of said county such 
sums as may he spared to the special road fund for use 
as herein provided and may borrow money for such pur- 
pose, interest not to exceed eight per centum per annum. 

Section 31. That when the citizens of anv community 
shall raise by donation or otherwise, money or labor to 
be expended for construction or improving any particu- 
lar roads, it shall be the dutv of county commissioners 
to render such assistance as they may be able, in money 
or with county machinery, as they may deem best, hav- 
ing regard for the importance of the work and the funds 
in hand for that purpose. 

Section 32. That the funds annually expended under 
the provisions of this act in each precinct for road and 
bridge improvement shall be equal to the commutation 
fees in said precinct, and shall be in proportion as near 
as possible to the funds raised by taxes and commuta- 
tion fees therein for road purposes. 

Section 33. That the convicts of the county may be 
worked upon the public roads or bridges of the county or 
they may be worked under the direction of the court of 
county commissioners in quarries, gravel pits or any 
plant owned by the county and used for the production 
of road materials, although said quarry, pit or plant 
may be located in another county or said convicts may 
be hired to another county or hired and worked as for 
or hereafter provided by laws of Alabama. 
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Section 34. That the county commissioners shall be 
authorized to make such rules and reguiations ag ta 
road improvement, not inconsistent with this act, as may 
be necessary to comply with any law of the State extend- 
ing State aid. 

Section 35. That the provisions of this act shall be- 
come effective on January ist, 1916. 

Section 36. That none of the provisions of the gen- 
eral laws of Alabama regarding public roads are re- 
pealed by the provisions of this act, except in so far as 
they conflict with the terms of this act. All laws and 
parts of laws, local and general, that conflict with the 
terms of this act are hereby repealed. —

Mr. Welch, chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, reported that said committee, 
in session, had acted on the following bill and ordered 
the same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with amendment:

The Committee on Engrossed Bills have examined 
the following House bills:

REPORT FROM COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it 
has examined the following House bills: 

H. 422. To amend section 4695 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, 1907. 

H. 1049. To divide the county of Chambers into four 
commissioner districts, and to provide for the election 
of a commissioner for each district. 

H. 1061. To tax all dogs in the county of Morgan and 
to provide for the collection and disposal of said fund, 
and to declare all dogs outlaws running at large unac- 
companied by their owners. 

H. 495. To establish an inferior court in precincts 
2 and 33 in Jefferson county, Alabama, said precincts 
lying within or partly within the city of Bessemer, in 
lieu of all justices of the peace in said precincts, and to 
define the jurisdiction and power of the said court, and 
of the judge, clerk and other officers thereof, and to 
provide for a place for holding the same. 
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H. 677. For the relief of W. E. Jones, J. E. Fore, C. 
J. Jackson, W. R. Blackwell, William B. Green, and 
M. McFountain. 

H. 748. To authorize the court of county commis- 
sioners of Escambia county to purchase blood hounds, 
or dogs that have been trained to track humans, to pay 
for the same out of the general funds of the county and 
to make monthly appropriations out of the county funds 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of keeping 
said dogs.

H. 424. To amend section 4906 of the Code of Ala- 
bama. 

H. 1875. To repeal an act entitled An act to amend 
section 1 of an act entitled “An act to authorize and re- 
quire the commissioners court of Marion county to set 
apart and appropriate money from the general fund of 
said county, with which to pay and discharge certificates 
of State witnesses issued by the foreman of the grand 
jury and by the clerk of the circuit court of said county, 
fees, which by law become a good claim against the fine 
and forfeiture fund of said county, after the approval of 
this act, and to regulate the manner of said payments, 
and fixing the amounts of said witness fees, and also to 
fix the fees of witnesses in the circuit court of said coun- 
ty,” approved March 2, 1901—-said amended act being 
approved March 24, 1915. 

To appropriate one hundred thousand ¢col- 
lars ($100,000) annualiy for a period of four years te 
be used by the Governor in and about the payment of in- 
terest on State warrants, and for the purpose of making 
such final arrangements as may be necessary to protect 
the credit of the State.

read by the clerk, the reading at length having been dis- 
pensed with by a two-thirds vote of a quorum present, 
signed the bills, the titles to which are set out in the 
above and foregoing report from the Standing Commit- 
tee on Enrolled Bills. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 


The House proceeded to the consideration of the spe- 
cial order, which was the reports of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on the proceedings of the impeachment of Hon. 
John Purifoy, secretary of State, said reports being as 
follows: 


To the House of Representatives: 

The undersigned, constituting a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, to which committee was referred 
the duty of investigating and reporting on the matter 
of the impeachment of John Purifoy, Secretary of State, 
now, on behalf of said committee, herewith submit the 
following report: 

Your committee after hearing evidence, and after an 
examination of the laws and precedents relating to im- 
peachments, are herewith returning to the House of 
Representatives a resolution recommending the im- 
peachment of the said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, 
on nine articles of impeachment. 

Articles 1, 2 and 3 demand the impeachment of the 
said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, for offenses in- 
volving moral turpitude in connection with the office of 
Secretary of State. Section 173 of the Constitution of 
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Alabama of 1901 provides that the Secretary of State 
may be removed from office “for any offense involving 
moral turpitude while in office, or committed under 
color thereof, or connected therewith, by the Senate sit- 
ting as a court of impeachment, under oath or affirma- 
tion, on articles or charges preferred by the House of 
Representatives.” Your Committee on Judiciary, after 
a careful investigation of the authorities and precedents, 
ere clearly of-the opinion that the matters complained 
of in said articles 1, 2 and 3 constitute offenses involv- 
ing moral turpitude in connection with the office of Sec- 
retary of State. If the framers of the Constitution had 
intended to limit the offenses for which the officers 
enumerate in said section 173 thereof could be impeach- 
ed and removed from office to only those committed or 
perpetrated “while in office,’ then it would not have 
been necessary to go further, as they did go, and pro- 
vide “or committed under color thereof, or connected 
therewith ;” if the framers of the Constitution had in- 
. tended that the officers named in said section of the Con- . 
stitution had intended that the officers named in said 
section of the Constitution could be impeached and re- 
moved from office only on account of the offenses com- 
mitted or perpetrated “while in office, or committed un- 
der color thereof,” it would have been and was useless 
.and unnecessary to go further, as they did go, and pro- 
vide “or connected therewith,” and it appears to us that 
the phrase “or connected therewith” was intended to 
have and does have some field of operation. We are of 
the opinion that it would be unfair and unwarranted 
to impute to the Constitution makers that degree of 
carelessness and laxity necessary to charge them with a 
complete disregard of the ordinary meaning of that 
phrase embraced in said section 173 of the Constitution, 
to-wit: “or connected therewith;”’ and likewise unfair 
and unwarranted to say that they were unmindful of 
the ordinary meaning of such language and of the pur- 
poses sought and the rights to be safeguarded by said 
section. We think it fair to assume that this section, 
with the phrase included, was not inserted in the Con- 
stitution without a purpose. 

It was urged by the minority of this committee, and 
may be so urged in their report, that the offenses charg- 
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ed in impeachment articles 1, 2 and 3 do not state of- 

fenses involving moral turpitude for which John Puri- 

foy, Secretary of State, could be impeached and remov- 
ed from office, basing their contention upon the assump- 
tion that the phrase “or connected therewith” does not 
refer and cannot refer to acts, conduct or offenses com- 

mitted by any of the officers therein enumerated, except 
when actually occupying sald offices... We think such 
construction too narrow, and if followed, would fre- 

quently result in making of said section a shield of pro- 
tection in the perpetration of unlimited frauds and 
crimes in the procuring of such offices and would whol- 
iy emasculate this section which was intended, in our 
opinion, as a protection against such frauds and crimes 
which would constitute a bane against free government, 
and when unrestricted would destroy the fundamentals 
of a government by the people. We credit the Consti- 
tution makers with the high, laudable and praiseworthy 
intent and purpose to protect the people of the sovereign 
’ State against willful corruption in elections which de-- 
stroys the confidence of the people, thwarts their will 
and undermines the true foundations of self-govern- 
ment. ‘There can be no true self-government without a 
true expression of the will of the people. If you give this 
section of the Constitution that construction which 
would permit the perpetration of frauds and crimes in 
the procurement of high official positions and render 
the perpetrators immune from the pains and penalties 
of the Constitution and Statutes, in our opinion, you 
would be doing violence to that section, and that which 
was not contemplated by its makers. If the one thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000.00) charged to have been paid by 
John Purifoy to J. H. Nunnelee did not have any con- 
nection with the office of Secretary of State, then we ask 
what connection did it have? If the money advanced 

made certain the nomination of John Purifoy, resulting 
in the practical certainty of his election, as it did, by 
what strain of imagination can it be said that the pay- 
ment of this money, in willful violation of the laws of 
this State, did not have any connection with such office? 
We are clearly of the opinion that the payment of this 
money had a connection with the office of Secretary of 
State and had no other connection, and was an offense 
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involving moral turpitude in connection with said of- 
fice, as contemplated by the Constitution makers, and 
if proven to the satisfaction of the Senate, affords a 
basis for the impeachment and removal of the said John 
Purifoy. To adopt the restricted construction contend- 
ed for by the minority of this committee would be equiv- 
alent to saying that no public officer could be removed 
from office for any crimes committed by him during, and 
connected with, his candidacy for said office, should the 
discovery of said crimes be delayed beyond the period 
prescribed by the statute for a contest of said election, 
and should remain hidden until after the person who 
committed said crimes had entered upon the discharge 
of the duties of such office. It would be equivalent to 
holding that, if the Lieutenant-Governor of this State 
should have designs upon the office of Governor and 
should, while acting as such Lieutenant-Governor pro- 
cure, by secret conspiracy, the assassination of the Gov- 
ernor, resulting in a vacancy in the Governor’s office 
and a succession to the Governor’s office by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, if the discovery of this crime should not 
be made until after the Lieutenant-Governor had assum- 
ed the duties of the office of Governor and had entered 
upon their discharge, the House of Representatives 
would be impotent to prefer articles of impeachment 
and that the Senate would be impotent to remove him 
from office for the diabolical crime of having assassinat- 
ed the person who stood in the way of his ambitions and 
aspirations. Believing that the Constitution makers in- 
tended that this section should have a legitimate field of 
operation, we are unwilling to say that in the case stat- 
ed the House of Representatives would be impotent to 
prefer charges, or that the Senate would be impotent to 
remove such officer. 

Section 54 of an act approved April 14, 1911, (see 
General Acts of 1911, p. 444), provides among other 
things, that “no candidate should promise to pay or 
reward another in any manner to induce such other per- 
gon to refrain or cease from being a candidate in any 
primary election.” Said act provides penalty for the 
infraction of its provisions. 

Section 6823 of the Code of Alabama of 1907 is as fol- 


lows: 
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“G222. Hapense account of candidate must be made 
and filed—Any candidate for any office elected by the 
votes of more than one county except candidates for the 
cffice of state senate, shall file with the secretary of 
state, and every candidate for a county office and candi- 
date for the state senate shall file with the judge of pro- 
bate of the county or counties in which said election is 
held, a Sworn statement, setting out and itemizing the 
expense of his canvass in such election within thirty 
days after such election, and any candidate who fails 
to so file and swear to such statement within said time, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, 
inust be fined not less than one hundred nor more than 
one thousand dollars.” 

A certified copy of the statement filed by John Puri- 
foy, now Secretary of State, under the provisions of 
the foregoing section, is herewith attached .to this re- 
port as Exhibit “A.” 

Section 7547 of the Code of Alabama of 1907 is as 
follows: 

“7547. Hlections, perjury as to.—Any person who 
shall falsely and corruptly make any sworn statement, 
oath, or affidavit as to any matters or facts required or 
authorized to be made under the election laws, general, 
primary, special, or local, of this state, shall be guilty 
of perjury, and upon conviction, shall be sentenced to 
the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than five 
years.” 

Perjury is an offense involving moral turpitude. If 
perjury was committed by John Purifoy in the filing 
of said statement, this was an offense committed “in 
connection” with the office of Secretary of State, and for 
such offense he should be impeached and removed. 

Articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 charge John Purifoy, Secretary 
of State, with embezzlement. 

Section 6838 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, as 
amended by act approved November 23, 1907, is as fol- 
lows: 

“6838. (4668) (3803, 3805) (4275, 4389) (38724). 
Embezzlement by public officers—Any probate judge, 
clerk of a court of record, register in chancery, sheriff, 
coroner, tax collector, county treasurer, trustee of pub- 
lie schools, notary public, justice of the peace, constable, 
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or other public officer, who knowingly converts to his 
own use, or permits another to use any of the revenues 
ef the State, or of any county thereof, or any money 
paid into his office, or received by him in his official ca- 
pacity, is liable to indictment, and, on conviction, must 
be punished as if he had stolen it; provided, however, 
that none of the officers herein named shall be criminal- 
Jy liable under the provisions herein contained for de- 
positing the revenue of the State or county, or any 
money paid into his office or received by him in his of- 
ficial capacity, in a bank if the officer making the de- 
posit in good faith requires, and takes from the bank, 
at or before making the deposit, good and sufficient se- 
curity to secure the payment of the funds deposited.” 
The evidence before your Committee on Judiciary es- 
tablished that a portion, if not all, of the several sums 
of money enumerated in said articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 were 
embezzled either by the said John Purifoy, Secretary of 
State, or by J. L. Purifoy, a son of John Purifoy, and 
who was at the time an appointee of said John Purifoy 
in the office of Secretary of State, the said J. L. Purifoy 
being deputy insurance commissioner. The evidence 
further showed that the conversion of said funds was 
had and done under such circumstances which probably 
showed guilty knowledge or participation on the part of 
John Purifoy, Secretary of State, at the time, or a com- 
plete ratification of such misconduct, said evidence 
showing that despite the fact of such embezzlement 
either by John Purifoy directly or by the said J. L. 
Purifoy, the said John Purifoy still continues the said 
J. L. Purifoy in his official position in the office of Sec- 
retary of State, although section 4545 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1907, provides that he is “removable at the 
pleasure of the Insurance Commissioner,” the Secretary 
of State being, under the provisions of said section, the 
insurance commissioner therein referred- to. Said ar- 
ticles also charge “willful neglect of duty, or corrup- 
tion in office.” It occurs to us that, if, as is contended 
by the minority of. this committee, that only J. L. Puri- 
foy is guilty of misconduct in this connection, that the 
said John Purifoy, Secretary of State, is guilty of “will- 
ful neglect of duty, or corruption in office,” in contin- 
uing to retain the said J. L. Purifoy in his official ca- 
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pacity in the office of Secretary of State, as provided 
in section 173 of the Constitution. 

Articles 8 and 9 charge the said John Purifoy with 
“willful neglect of duty, corruption in office, or incom- 
petency,” and the evidence before your committee, with- 
out contradiction, in our opinion, sustains these arti- 
cles, of impeachment. It is necessary to an honest dis- 
charge of the duties of the office of Secretary of State 
that the moneys coming into his hands by virtue of his 
office should be properly and legally accounted for, 
and that the books of said office should be kept in such 
a reasonably intelligible condition that an examination ° 
of said books would disclose the receipt and proper dis- 
bursement of all such moneys. If such books have not 
been so kept, then the said John Purifoy, in our opinion, 
was and is guilty of that “willful neglect of duty, or 
corruption in office,” for which he should be impeached 
and removed, as provided for in section 173 of the Con- 
stitution. 

Although your committee have abundant judicial au- 
thority and impeachment precedents to sustain the con- 
tentions herein made, we do not seek to here set forth 
such authorities and precedents, as it would unduly 
lengthen this report, but such will be presented to the 
House of Representatives upon the consideration of the 
resolution demanding the said impeachment of John 
Purifoy, Secretary of State. Respectfully submitted,

RESOLUTION IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
STATE OF ALABAMA. 


Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama, that John Purifoy, secretary of State of 


. 
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the State of Alabama, be impeached for the reasons and 
upon the articles of impeachment hereinafter set out, 
and that said articles be and they hereby are adopted 
by the House of Representatives of the State of Ala- 
bama and that the same be exhibited to the Senate of 
Alabama, to be considered by the Senate of Alabama 
sitting as a Court of Impeachment, which said articles 
dre in the following words and figures, hereto attached: 


Articles of Impeachment of the House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Alabama, in the Name of 
Themselves and of all. the People of the State of 
Alabama, against John Purifoy, Secretary of State 
of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 1. 


That John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involving 
moral turpitude, in connection with the office of sec- 
retary of State of the State of Alabama, in this: That 
John Purifoy and J. H. Nunnelee were the only duly 
announced and qualified candidates for the democratic 
nomination for the office of secretary of State of Ala- 
bama before the democratic primary election which was 
duly and legally ordered to be held on, to wit, the 11th 
day of May, 1914; that prior to the date named by the 
duly governing authority for the holding of such pri- 
mary election, at which either John Purifoy or J. H. 
Nunnelee would be nominated as the democratic can- 
didate for the office of secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, and while both John Purifoy and J. H. 
Nunnelee were qualified candidates for the democratic 
nomination for such office, on or about the 17th day 
of April, 1914, John Purifoy paid or caused to be paid 
to J. H. Nunnelee the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,- 
000.00) in cash, which said sum of money was so paid 
to J. H. Nunnelee to induce him to cease or refrain from 
being a candidate against John Purifoy in the primary 
election aforesaid. And, in consideration of the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) so paid to him, as 
aforesaid, the said J. H. Nunnelee did cease or refrain 
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from being a candidate against the said John Pur- 
ifoy for the democratic nomination for the office 
of secretary of State of the State of Alabama, and there- 
upon John Purifoy was left without opposition for the 
nomination for such office and was duly declared the 
nominee therefor, and by virtue of having been so de- 
clared, the democratic nominee for the office of secre- 
tary of State of the State of Alabama, the said John 
Purifoy was thereafter duly elected to such office, and 
qualified and is acting therein. 

Wherefore, John Purifoy, secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense in- 
volving moral turpitude in connection with the office 
of secretary of State of the State of Alabama, and has 
brought great scandal and reproach upon said office. 


ARTICLE 2. 


That John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense involving 
moral turpitude in connection with his office, in this: 
That John Purifoy and J. H. Nunnelee were the only 
duly qualified candidates for the democratic nomina- 
tion for the office of secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama before the democratic primary election which 
was duly and legally ordered to be held on, to wit: the 
11th day of May, 1914; that while both John Purifoy 
and J. H. Nunnelee were qualified candidates for the 
democratic nomination for the office of secretary of 
State of the State of Alabama, and prior to the date 
~ named, by the duly governing authority for the holding 
of the primary election, at which either John Purifoy 
or J. H. Nunnelee would be nominated as the demo- 
cratic candidate for the office of secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, on or about the 17th day of April, 
1914, John Purifoy, in furthering his candidacy for 
such nomination, paid, or caused to be paid, to J. H. 
Nunnelee the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
in cash to induce J. H. Nunnelee to cease or refrain 
from being a candidate against John Purifoy in the 
primary election aforesaid, and on the receipt of said 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) so paid to him, 
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as aforesaid, and in consideration of the same, the said 
J. H. Nunnelee did cease or refrain from being a can- 
didate against the said John Purifoy for the democrat- 
ic nomination for such office as aforesaid, and there- 
upon the said John Purifoy was left without opposi- 
tion in his candidacy for the nomination for such of- 
fice, and was duly declared the nominee therefor, and 
by virtue of having been so declared: the demacratic 
nominee for such office, the said John Purifoy was 
thereafter duly elected secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, and is now acting as such. That under the 
laws then and now in force, John Purifoy was required 
to file in the office of secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, an itemized statement in writing, sworn to 
by him before some competent officer, of all amounts 
expended by him in furthering his candidacy; that, 
being thus required to make and file such statement, 
the said John Purifoy made and filed in the office of 
secretary of State of the State of Alabama a written 
statement, sworn to by him which purported to be a 
statement made in conformity to the laws of Alabama, 
and which is in words and figures, as follows: 

“The following account of expenses is filed, as pro- 
vided by section 6823, by John Purifoy, who was a can- 
didate for nomination for secretary of State in the dem- 
ocratic primary election April 6, 1914:

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That said statement so duly made and filed by the 
said John Purifoy was false, and the same was wil- 
fully; knowingly and corruptly made and filed by him, 
and was false in the following particular, among oth- 
ers, to wit: Said statement did not contain, itemize or 
set out the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), 
paid by John Purifoy to J. H. Nunnelee in furthering 
his candidacy as hereinabove set out. 

Wherefore, John Purifoy, secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of an offense in- 
volving moral turpitude in connection with his office, 
and has brought great scandal and reproach to the of- 
fice of secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 3. 


That John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, is guilty of and did commit an offense in- 
volving moral turpitude, in connection with the office 
of secretary of State of the State of Alabama, in this: 
That the said John Purifoy, while a candidate before 
the democratic primary to be held on May 11, 1914, 
did by paying the sum of one thousand dollars. ($1,- 
000.00) in cash to J. H. Nunnelee, purchase the nomin- 
ation for said office in said primary, the said John Puri- 
foy and J. H. Nunnelee being the only persons who 
were qualified or could be qualified as candidates for 
such nomination under the rules and regulations gov- 
erning such primary, and as a result thereof, was elect- 
ed at the general election held in November, 1914, to 
the said office of secretary of State of the State of Ala- 
bama, thereby bringing great scandal and reproach 
upon the office of secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama. 

ARTICLE 4. 


That John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, was and is guilty of wilful neglect of duty 
or corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, or committed under color 
thereof, in this: That the said John Purifoy as such 
secretary of State of the State of Alabama, by virtue of 
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his office, was and is also the chief officer of the De- 
partment of Insurance of the State of Alabama, and was 
and is styled “The Insurance Commissioner Ex-officio,” 
and as such insurance commissioner ex-officio, the said 
John Purifoy knowingly converted to his own use, or 
knowingly permitted another to use, the sum of six hun- 
dred and forty-six and 50/100 dollars ($646.50) of the 
revenues of the State of Alabama, which said sum of 
money had come into his possession by virtue of his 
said office, thereby bringing great scandal and reproach 
upon the office of secretary of State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 5. 


That the said John Purifoy, secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, is guilty of wilful neglect of duty 
or corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, in this: That. he, the said John 
Purifoy, being then secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama, knowingly converted to his own use, or per- 
mitted another to use, revenues of the State of Alabama 
in about the sum of to-wit, six hundred and forty-six 
- and 50/100 dollars ($646.50), belonging to the Insur- 
ance Department of the State of Alabama, which came 
into his possession by virtue of his office as secretary 
of State of the State of Alabama, in this: That the said 
John Purifoy paid out said sum of money to the treas- 
urer of the State of Alabama to cover or make good a 
shortage in the account of the said John Purifoy as 
former State treasurer of the State of Alabama, which 
had been caused by the said John Purifoy while occu- 
pying the office of State treasurer of the State of Ala- 
bama, and for which he was liable, thereby bringing 
great scandal and reproach upon the office of secretary 
of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 6. 


That the said John Purifoy, secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, is guilty of wilful neglect of duty 
or corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
turpitude while in office, in this: That he, the said John 
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Purifoy, did knowingly convert to his own use, or know- 
ingly permit another to use, revenues of the State of 
Alabama received by him as secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, said sums so converted by him to 
his own use, or so knowingly permitted to be used by an- 
other, being the following, to wit: Three hundred and 
sixteen dollars ($316.00), two hundred and twelve and 
50/100 dollars ($212.50), fifteen dollars ($15.00), one 
hundred and forty-five dollars ($145.00), and twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00), which said sums amounted to 
the total sum of seven hundred and thirteen and 50/100 
dollars ($713.50), which moneys were paid by Bradley 
G. Brown to the said John Purifoy as secretary of 
State of the State of Alabama, as collections for auto- 
mobile licenses for the license year beginning October 
1, 1914, and being revenues belonging to the State of 
Alabama, thereby bringing great scandal and reproach 
upon the office of secretary of State of the State of Ala- 
bama. 
ARTICLE 7. 


That the said John Purifoy, secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, is guilty of wilful neglect of duty, 
or corruption in office, or of an offense involving moral 
’ turpitude while in office in this: That he, the said John 
Purifoy, did on, to wit, June 15, 1915, knowingly con- 
vert to his own use, or did knowingly permit another 
to use, the revenues of the State of Alabama in the sum 
of, to wit, seventy-one and 35/100 dollars ($71.35), 
thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon the 
office of the secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 8. 


That John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State 
of Alabama, was and is guilty of wilful neglect of duty, 
corruption in office, or incompetency, in this. That the 
said John Purifoy did receive from Bradley G. Brown 
the following sums of money, which were collected by 
the said Bradley G. Brown and paid by him to the said 
John Purifoy, secretary of State of the State of Ala- 
bama, for automobile licenses for the license year be- 
ginning October 1, 1914, to wit: 
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Mebruary Lj: 1955 ccc se ee ee $316.00 
Bebruary 9, 1915 . 212.50 
February 26, 1915. ae 15.00 
March 15, 1915 145.00 
April 295) VOU eco ee tee al Aacsteenee eae 25.00 


That the said sums were so paid the said John Puri- 
foy, secretary of State of ihe State of Alabama, by the 
said Bradley G. Brown, as aforesaid, but the facts of 
payment and receipt of said sums of money were not 
entered or caused to be entered by the said John Puri- 
foy, secretary of State of the State of Alabama, on the 
books or records of his office, as required by law and 
were not properly accounted for by the said John Puri- 
foy as secretary of State of the State of Alabama, there- 
by bringing great scandal and reproach upon the office 
of secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


ARTICLE 9. 


That the said John Purifoy, secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama, was and is guilty of wilful neglect 
of duty, corruption in office, or incompetency, in this: 
That he, the said John Purifoy, as such secretary of 
State of the State of Alabama, did negligently permit 
the books and records of said office to be kept and re- 
main in such an unintelligible condition that the reve- 
nues belonging to the State of Alabama, and which 
_came into his hands by virtue of his office, are not prop- 
erly and lawfully accounted for, rendering it impossi- 
ble to ascertain the true financial status of his said of- 
fice, thereby bringing great scandal and reproach upon 
the office of secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
or ALABAMA, saving to themselves by protestation, the 
liberty of exhibiting other articles of impeachment 
against the said John Purifoy, secretary of State of 
the State of Alabama, and also of replying to the an- 
swers which he may make to the impeachment afore- 
said, and of offering proof of the said matters of im- 
peachment, do demand that the said John Purifoy, sec- 
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retary of State of the State of Alabama, be put to an- 
swer each and all matters herein contained, and that 
such proceedings, trial and judgment may be thereun- 
der had and given as are conformable to the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of the State of Alabama; and the House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama is ready to 
offer proof of matters herein contained at such time 
as the Honorable Court for the trial of impeachments 
may order and appoint, and the House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Alabama do now demand that the 
Senate of the State of Alabama take order for the ap- 
pearance of the said John Purifoy to answer to this im- 
peachment. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The undersigned members of the Committee on the 
Judiciary of the House, being unable to agree with the 
majority of the committee upon the resolution recom- 
mending the impeachment of John Purifoy, as secre- 
tary of State of Alabama, do herewith submit to the 
House of Representatives a resolution that, no proceed- 
ings to impeach John Purifoy be had, and recommend 
its adoption. 

We respectfully submit to the House of Representa: 
tives the reasons which impel us to dissent from the 
conclusions reached by the majority of the committee. 

In section 173 of the Constitution is all the law gov- 
erning this proceeding and prescribing the offenses for 
which the secretary of State may be impeached and 
removed from office: “For wilful neglect of duty, cor- 
ruption in office, incompetency, or intemperance in the 
use of intoxicating liquors or narcotics to such an ex- 
tent in view of the dignity of the office and importance 
of its duties, as unfits the officer for the discharge of 
such duties, or for any offense involving moral turpi- 
tude while in office, or committed under color thereof, 
or connected therewith.” 

If there ever was any doubt as to the proper meaning 
or construction of this fundamental law, it has been 
completely dispelled by the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, which are not only guides to every 
one, the true interpretation thereof, but are binding on 
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the conscience of every legislator acting under his oath 
to support the Constitution. 

The Supreme Court of Alabama has declared that 
this law is “highly penal in its nature,” and before an 
officer can be convicted under it, the court trying the 
accused must be convinced beyond a reasonable doubt 
of his guilt. 

State v. Latham, 174 Ala. 281. 

Our Supreme Court has also declared “ ‘that - in trials 
by impeachment the law differs not in essentials from 
the criminal proceedings before inferior courts. The 
same rules of evidence, the same legal notions of crimes 
and punishments prevail.” 

That part of section 173 of the Constitution, which 
governs this proceeding is word for word the same as 
section 1 of article VII of the Constitution of 1875, 
and in construing the latter our Supreme Court held: 
“After the adoption of our Constitution, impeachment, 
Save as therein provided for, ceased to be a part of our 
jurisprudence.” 

State v. Buckley, 54 Ala. 599. 

This simply means that the provisions of our Con- 
stitution prescribing the offense for which officers there- 
in named might be removed from office are the only law 
in force in this State and should be strictly followed, 
not only in form, but in spirit and substance. The 
words whtle in office are words of limitation, and it 
requires but a moment’s thought to convince any one 
that impeachment proceedings cannot be brought, or 
entertained against any person who is no longer in of- 
fice. 

It is. equally clear that impeachment proceedings 
should not be begun, nor maintained, for any offense 
committed before the officer was in office, for in neither 
case was the act done by the officer while in office. The 
parts of the sentence in section 173 of the Constitu- 
tion, “or committed under color thereof, or connected 
therewith,” can have no meaning if severed from the 
words “while m office,’ till a man is in office, and the 
words “connected therewith” is but a redundant ex- 
pression and means no more, than under color of of- 
fice, which is very correctly defined by our Supreme 
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Court in Mason v. Crabtree, 71 Ala. 410, quoting the 
definition given in 1 Bouvier, where it is said: “Color 
of office is (where) a wrong is committed by an offi- 
cer under the pretended authority of his office.” 

In short, a man is never an officer till he is legally 
inducted into office, and he ceases to be an officer when 
he ceases to perform the duties of the office, or vacates 
the office. 

This precise point was decided by our Supreme Court 
when it held that an officer could not be impeached “for 
acts committed during a previous term.” 

State v. Hasty, 184 Ala. 125. 

Applying these principles to the charges formulated 
by the committee it is manifest that John Purifoy 
cannot be impeached for paying Nunnelee the one thou- 
sand dollars, on a day prior to May 11, 1914, as he did 
not become secretary of State till January ........ , 1915, 
hence the act done in May, 1914, could not have been 
done by John Purifoy while in office of secretary of 
State. 

ARTICLE 2. 


The specifications in article 2, of the charges pre- 
‘ferred against John Purifoy charge him with omitting 
to include in his statement of his expenses the sum of 
one thousand dollars paid by him to Nunnelee on April 
1, 1914, and charge him with making on May 1, 1914, 
a statement which was wilful, knowingly and corrupt- 
ly false. 

If it be conceded that the payment by John Purifoy 
to Nunnelee on April 17, 1914, of the one thousand dol- 
lars, was an expense incurred in furthering his candi- 
dacy, within the meaning of section 54, page 444, Acts 
of 1911, and that he intentionally left it out of his 
sworn statement, this was a misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars.—Section 56, page 449, Acts of 
1911. 

Whatever may have been the character of the action, 
it was not done by John Purifoy while in office, and 
therefore no attempt to impeach him therefor should 
be made. 
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ARTICLE 3. 


The charge made in Article 3 is based on the act of 
John Purifoy in paying to Nunnelee prior to May 11, 
1914, one thousand dollars, and this act was not done 
by John Purifoy, while in office, and therefore he can- 
not be impeached therefor. 

This, article charge that John Purifoy pirehased of 
Nunnelee the nomination. This is manifestly erroneous 
- as Nunnelee did not have the nomination to sell, and 
the act of John Purifoy was not done while in office. 


ARTICLE 4. 


This article charges the offense of “knowingly con- 
verting to his own use, or knowingly permitting anoth- 
er to use, the sum of six hundred and forty-six and 
50/100 dollars of the revenue of the State of Alabama 
which had come into the possession of John Burifoy, 
by virtue of his office. 

If John Purifoy committed this offense he should be 
impeached, but the committee did not have any evidence 
before the committee which showed that John Purifoy 
was probably guilty thereof, but to the contrary there 
was positive evidence that the check by which the sum 
of six hundred and forty-six and 50/100 dollars was 
withdrawn from the funds of the State in the hands of 
John Purifoy, was signed by his clerk without the 
knowledge of John Purifoy and further, that when this 
transaction was disclosed to the Investigating Com- 
mittee, John Purifoy inquired of the clerk of the audi- 
tor for the details of the transaction, and when they 
were shown to him he said he had not been told about 
it by the clerk who drew the check. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Is substantially the same as Article 4, and has no 
more to stand on than: Article 4. 


ARTICLE 6. 


There was no evidence before the committee tending 
to show that John Purifoy converted to his own use

the several sums specified as making up the sum of 
seven hundred and thirteen and 50/100 dollars; on the 
contrary, it was stated by the clerk who was on April 
29, 1915, the proper one to receive the money paid into 
the office of the secretary of State, for licenses for 
motor vehicles, that the sum of twenty-five dollars was 
never paid by Bradley G. Brown as he alleged, and fur- 
ther that when a settlement was had between John Pur- 
ifoy and Bradley G. Brown, this sum of twenty-five 
dollars was deducted and entered on the statement used 
in making the settlement. 

The testimony before the subcommittee showed, with- 
out controversy, that John Purifoy did not keep the 
books, or register, on which was entered the amounts 
received by the clerk who kept this book, for licenses 
for motor vehicles, and that this was the same book, 
that was kept for that purpose by the predecessor, and 
from the way in which it had always been kept, the 
clerk who examined it could not certainly tell whether 
the other sums included in the seven hundred and thir- 
teen and 50/100 dollars had been entered without see- 
ing the papers relating thereto held by Bradley G. 
Brown, and he refused to show these to the committee 
or to testify in relation thereto. . 


ARTICLE 8. 


Is based on the same supposed facts as Article 6, 
and answer to the one is an answer to the other. 


ARTICLE 9. 


The worst that can be said against John Purifoy’s 
system of keeping books in which were entered the sums 
received for licenses for motor vehicles is, that he kept 
the same books, in the same manner as his predecessor. 
That these books were kept by his clerks and that not 
one entry therein was made by John Purifoy in person, 
and that the only evidence to connect John Purifoy 
with any wrong-doing is the fact that he signed the 
statement showing the settlement with Bradley G. 
Brown and on.which he ordered Brown to be paid ten 
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per cent. commissions, and there was no evidence tend- 
ing to show that John Purifoy has converted any money 
of the State to his own use, or permitted another to do 
so; wherefore we respectfully submit the following:

REPORT FROM COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills: 

H. 595. To provide for the punishment of violations 
of rules, regulations, or laws made by the court of 
county revenues of Dallas county, Alabama, relating to 
public roads and bridges. 

H. 728. To validate and confirm all ordinances and 
resolutions of the mayor and town council of the town 
of Monroeville, Alabama, relating to the issue of bonds 
by said town to aid in the location and construction of 
buildings for the county high school of Monroe county, 
and to make it mandatory upon the part of the munici- 
pal authorities of said town to levy a special tax to pay 
the interest on said bonds and to create a sinking fund 
to redeem said bonds at maturity. 
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H. 766. To regulate the payment of claims against 
the fine and forfeiture fund of Morgan county, Alabama. 

H. 857. To authorize and direct the court of county 
commissioners, or board of revenue, or governing board 
or court of like jurisdiction in Bibb county to pay for 
advertising the notice and substance of local bills to be 
introduced in the Legislature for said county, at the 
lawful rate of sdvertising in said county, out of any 
money in the county treasury not otherwise appropri- 
- ated, when the bills apply to the entire county, and 
this act shall apply to and include the notice and sub- 
stance of bills advertised to be introduced at and during 
the present, 1915, session of the Legislature.

To authorize the treasurer of Bibb county, 
Alabama, to pay interest on money borrowed by the 
court of county commissioners of Bibb county, Ala- 
bama, to defray the general expenses of said county. 

H. 1098. To establish a legal holiday in Alabama, to 
be known as Fraternal Day. 

H. 1124. To impose a tax of one dollar a year on 
each male and two and one-half dollars on every female 
dog in Limestone county, State of Alabama, over four 
months of age, and to provide for the collection of such 
tax and to provide that all live stock killed or injured 
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and all damages done thereto shall be paid for out of 
the dog tax fund, and to provide that the surplus left 
in the dog tax fund on the first day of March of each 
year shall be paid into the public school funds of said 
county. 

H. 1145. To re-arrange and re-district the commis- 
sioner’s court districts of Pickens county, Alabama. 

H. 1175. To ratify and make legal certain claims and 
script registered against. the fine and forfeiture fund of 
Tallapoosa county and to authorize and empower the 
treasurer of said county to pay same. 

H. 1177. To dissolve the corporation of the town of 
Joppa, Cullman county, Alabama. 

H. 1275. To authorize the board of revenue and road 
comiissioners of Mobile county to provide telephones 
and other conveniences and necessaries for the courts 
of Mobile county.

T. Kaylor. 

S. 645. An act to provide for the better building, 
maintenance and protection of the public roads and 
bridges of Cleburne county, Alabama; to provide funds, 
regulations and penalties to carry the provisions and 
purposes of this act into effect. 

S. 409. To prohibit the holding of meetings in execu- 
tive or secret session by the railroad commission of Ala- 
bama, the high school commission of Alabama, the 
State board of purchase, board of compromise of Ala- 
bama, State board of convict inspectors, State tax com- 
mission, board of trustees of the Alabama insane hos- 
pital, board of trustees of any schools or colleges in Ala- 
bama, any court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue, any city commission or municipal council, or 
any other body, board or commission in the State 
charged with the duty of disbursing any funds belong- 
ing to the State, county or municipality, except where 
some question involving the character or good name of 
a woman or man is involved; and to provide penalties 
for a violation of this act.

RECOMMITTAL OF BILL. 


On motion of Mr. Yarbrough: 

S. 54. To regulate the testing of any dairy cow or 
cattle in incorporated towns and cities in the State of 
Alabama for tuberculosis or other infectious or trans- 
missible disease, having a population of 100,000 or more 
according to the last federal census and according to 
any federal census hereafter taken. Providing for the 
giving of notice of the time and place of such testing to 
the owner, and of the time and place of slaughtering said 
cattle when condemned to be slaughtered by authority 
of such towns and cities. To provide for the assess- 
ment of the value of any such cattle condemned and 
slaughtered and the method of assessing same: To fix 
the liability of such cities or towns to the owner of any 
such cattle so slaughtered and providing for the pres- 
entation by any such owner of his claim to the city and 
the payment by such cities thereof: To provide for the 
disposal of the bodies or carcasses of such cattle after 
slaughter and making it unlawful to dispose of for food 
or otherwise the bodies or carcasses of any such cattle 
slaughtered by reason of being infected with tubercu- 
losis or other infectious or transmissible disease and to 
provide for the conviction and punishment of any per- 
son, firm or corporation unlawfully disposing of any 
‘such body or carcass.

The Committee on Engrossed Bills has examined the 
follewing House bills: 

H. 1261. To abolish the office of clerk of the inferior 
court of Ensley. 

H. 1246. For the relief of William M. Adams, of 
Chilton county, Alabama, for funds expended by the 
said William M. Adams, during his term as deputy solic- 
itor of Chilton county, Alabama, in enforcing the pro- 
hibition law, which funds were refunded to said Wil- 
liam M. Adams by the court of county commissioners 
subsequently and for which funds, amounting to one 
hundred and thirty-one and 5/100 ($131.05) dollars, 
Chilton county, Alabama, is suing to recover. 
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H. 879. To appropriate the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars to Reuben A. J. Cumbee, of Etowah county, Ala- 
bama, an ex-Confederate soldier, as a pension for the 
year 1913, and to direct the State auditor to draw his 
warrant therefor in favor of Reuben A. J. Cumbee, and 
to direct the State treasurer to pay the same. 

H. 1262. To create the office of recording clerk of the 
inferior court of Ensley.

Sec. 1. That section 24 of the Code of Alabama of 
1907 be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 24 (878) (179). To regulate the registration, 
branding, tagging, sale and analysis of fertilizer. 
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Thai all manufacturers, iobhers and manipulators. of 
cemmercial fertilizer and fertilizer materials to be used 
in the manufacture of same who may desire to sell or 
offer for sale in the State of Alabama, such fertilizers 
and fertilizer materials, shall first file with the com- 
missioner of agriculture and industries in the State of 
Alabama upon forms furnished by said commission, the 
name of each brand of fertilizer, acid phosphte, fertil- 
izer materials or chemicals, which they may desire to 
sell in said State either by themselves or their agent, 
together with the name and address of manufacturer or 
manipulator, also the guaranteed analysis thereof, stat- 
ing the source from which the phosphoric acid, nitro- 
gen, and potash is derived, the amount of filler con- 
tained therein and of what material said filler is com- 
posed. It shall be the duty of every person, firm or 
corporation to notify the commissioner of agriculture 
and industries in writing by mail or otherwise, as may 
be most convenient. at the close of each week or twen- 
ty-four hours thereafter of each and all shipments and 
deliveries made during each week, such notice to state 
the brand, name and number of sacks, total amount of 
pounds, and to whom shipped, delivered or addressed. 


Amend section two to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. That section 36 of the Code of Alabama of 
1907 be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

All persons, companies, manufacturers, dealer, or 
agents before selling or offering for sale in the State 
any commercial fertilizer or fertilizer material shall 
print, brand or attach to each bag, barrel, package, the 
brand name of the fertilizer, the weight of the pack- 
age, the name and address of the manufacturer and 
the guaranteed analysis of the fertilizer, giving the val- 
uable constituents of the fertilizer in minimum per cent- 
age only. These items only shall be branded, printed or 
tagged on the package in the following order: 

1. Weight of each package in pounds. 

9. Rrand name, and, or trade mark. 

3. Guaranteed analysis. 

4, Available phosphoric acid per cent. 
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5. Nitrogen per cent. and source or sources from 
which obtained. 

6. Potash per cent. and source from which obtained. 

7. Name and address of manufacturer. 

8. Total number of pounds of available plant food. 

9. In bone meal, tankage, or other products, where 
the phosphoric acid is not available to laboratory meth- 
ods, but becomes available on the decomposition of the 
products of the soil, the phosphoric acid shall be claimed 
as total phosphoric acid unless it be desired to claim 
available phosphoric acid also, in which latter case, the 
guarantee must take the form above set forth. In the 
case of bone meal and tankage, manufacturers may 
brand on the bag, information showing the fineness of 
the product; provided, it takes a form approved by the 
commissioner of agriculture and industries. The term 
“available phosphoric acid,” as used in this act, shall 
be held to consist of the sum of the “water soluble” and 
“citrate soluble” phosphoric acid. 


Amend section three to read as follows: 

Sec. 38. Section 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1907 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

If any commercial fertilizer or fertilizer material sold 
in this State shall prove 10% deficient by official analy- 
cis in any one of its ingredients as guaranteed or brand- 
ed on the sack, bags, or packages containing the same, 
then any note or obligation of the consumer given in pay- 
ment. therefor shall be credited with twice the amount 
of said deficiency of said ingredient, said amount to be 
caleulated and ascertained upon the unit value of said 
ineredient fixed by the commissioner of agriculture and 
industries in his tables of commercial values; provided, 
further, that any person, firm or corporation who sells 
any fertilizer or fertilizer materials that shall prove 
twenty-five per cent. deficient in any one of its ingred- 
ients as guaranteed or branded on the sacks, bags or 
packages containing the same, with intention to de- 
fraud, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars 
nor more than one thousand dollars. 


Amend section four to read as follows: 
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Sec. 4. That section 38 of the Code of Alabama be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 88. Elements which constitute “high grade” fer- 
tilizers. A complete fertilizer as manufactured and sold 
in this State shall consist of all the vital elements of 
plant food, viz.: Phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash. 
The standard of such complete fertilizer shall consist 
of available phosphorie acid, eight per cent.; nitrogen, 
two and forty-seven and one-half per cent, equivalent 
te three per cent. ammonia and potash three per cent. 
A complete fertilizer containing four per cent. or more 
each of ammonia and potash shall be termed “high 
grade,” and one containing not less than two or more 
than two and one-half per cent. of ammonia and potash 
each, shall be termed “medium grade,” and all com- 
plete fertilizer manufactured, sold or exchanged in this 
State shall be branded on each bag, barrel, or package 
the word “high grade,” “standard,” or “medium,” as 
the case may be. The ammonia contents of a standard 
or medium grade fertilizer, where such ingredients are 
used in its formula, shall be composed of not more than 
one-sixth of nitrate or soda, nor more than one-third 
of blood meal. The purpose of this section being to 
standardize a guano best. adapted for general use and 
one that will from application at the time of planting, 
sustain the plant from its beginning to maturity; pro- 
vided, that no complete fertilizer registered under this 
act shall contain less than eight per cent. of available 
phosphoric acid, one and sixty-five one-hundredths per 
cent. of nitrogen, and two per cent. of potash. Nothing 
in this act shall be construed to prevent any fertilizer 
manufacturer, mixer, or dealer from selling partial or 
special mixtures, such special mixtures to be branded 
“special,” together with the guaranteed analysis of each 
ingredient. Provided, that no special mixture shall con- 
tain less than one and sixty-five one-hundredths per 
cent of nitrogen. Provided, further, that as to mixtures 
sold as top dresser or for second or third application, 
there shall be no restriction as to the quantity of nitrate 
of soda or other ammoniates used in this formula there- 


of.

A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To provide for the better building, maintenance and 
protection of the public roads and bridges of Limestone 
county; to provide funds, regulations and penalties to 
carry the provisions and purpose of this act into effect; 
to provide for the appointment of a county engineer and 
for the examination of applicants of such position. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, that the court of county commissioners of Lime- 
stone county shall, within six months after the approval 
of this act, elect a county engineer who shall be the su- 
perintendent of public roads of said county; he shail 
be provided with a properly furnished office in the coun- 
ty court house or elsewhere in the county seat, and shall 
hold his office subject to the pleasure of the court of 
county commissioners. The said county engineer shall 
have charge of the location, construction, improvement 
and maintenance of the public roads, bridges and fer- 
ries of the county, subject to the general direction of 
the court of county commissioners; he shall be the cus- 
todian of the records of the county concerning roads 
and bridges, except as herein provided; he shall select 
all of his subordinate employees subject to approval of 
the county commissioners; he shall prepare and approve 
all plans and specifications; and none of his plans and 
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specifications, orders or directions shall be counter- 
manded or changed, except by a specific resolution of 
the court of county commissioners duly entered on the 
minutes. The county engineer shall devote his entire 
time to the duties of his office designated herein. and 
such other duties as. shall be assigned to him -by. the 
court of county commissioners; provided, that he may, 
with the consent of the county. commissioners, do. sur- 
veying or engineering work for private parties for which 
. Services he shall charge such fees as the court of. coun- 
ty commissioners shall direct and shall pay such fees 
into the county road and bridge fund. The salary of 
county engineer shall be fixed by the court of county 
commissioners, provided that the salary shall not be 
less than $1,500.00 per annum, payable monthly. Said 
engineer, before taking office, shall furnish the county 
with surety bond in the sum of ($2,000.00) two thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sec. 2. That no person shall be eligible to hold the 
office of county engineer unless he is a competent civil 
engineer and experienced in the construction of roads, 
and unless he shall pass satisfactorily an examination 
designed to test his fitness for such office. Said examin- 
ation shall be held under the direction of the State high- 
way commission and under such regulations as it may 
prescribe. 

Sec. 3. That before any work is done in the construc- 
tion or improvement of any road or bridge, except nec- 
essary maintenance work, the engineer shall make such 
survey as may be necessary, shall prepare definite plans, 
specifications and an estimate of the cost of the work, 
and shall submit said plans, specifications and estimate 
of cost for the approval of the court of county commis- 
sioners with a recommendation as to the best method 
of doing the work. The court of county commissioners 
shall pass upon said plans, specifications and estimates 
and when said plans and specifications are approved, 
the county engineer shall be authorized to proceed with 
the work by contract or by force account as the court 
of county commissioners shall direct. 

If the court of county commissioners determine to do 
such work by contract, the county engineer shall adver- 
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tise for bids in a newspaper published in the county, in 
a daily newspaper of general circulation in the State 
of Alabama, and by posting a copy of the advertisement 
at the court house. The said advertisement shall state 
the general character of the work to be done, the amount 
of certified check required, and the time and place at 
which bids will be opened. The court of county com- 
missioners shall requiré alt bids to-be sealed and to be 
accompanied by a certified check which shall bind the 
bidder to enter into a contract in the event of his being © 
awarded the work. If reasonable bids are received for 
doing the work, the contract shall be awarded to the 
lowest bidder, provided that the court of county com- 
missioners may reject all binds or they may reject the 
bid of any contractor who is inexperienced or incompe- 
tent or who is known to have a bad record in the per- 
formance of public work. 

Sec. 4. That the court of county commissioners may 
enter into a contract with a contractor for the construc- 
tion, repair or maintenance of any road, bridge or ferry, 
or any appurtenance thereto, provided that all contracts 
for construction work be let under the preceding provi- 
sions of this act. 

Sec. 5. That any contractor employed to construct or 
maintain any road, bridge, ferry or any appurtenance 
thereto shall, before entering upon the execution of such 
work, execute a bond payable to the county of Lime- 
stone for twice the amount of the contract price; said 
bond to be made by a surety company, approved by the 
court of county commissioners, and conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of the contract and the dis- 
charge of his duties thereunder. 

Sec. 6. That: if the county, any municipality, corpor- 
ation or person is injured or damaged by the failure of 
such contractor to faithfully perform his contract and 
discharge his duties thereunder, an action may be main- 
tained, under such bond, to recover such damages as they 
may have suffered. 

Sec. 7. That the court of county commissioners shall 
have authority to purchase such materials, supplies, 
teams and other equipment as may be necessary in the 
office or field for properly carrying on the work of con- 
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struction and maintenance of the public roads, bridges 
and ferries of the county. 

The county engineer shall prepare requisitions for 
such materials and supplies as will be needed for roads 
and bridges and shall obtain quotations from at least 
two dealers on each class of article required, and shall 
submit said requisition to the court of county commis- 
sioners.’ When such requisition is approved by the court 
of county commissioners, the county engineer shall be 
authorized to purchase such approved articles at prices 
not exceeding those specified in the requisition.. 

The county engineer, with the approval of the court 
of county commissioners, shall be authorized to employ 
such assistant engineers, inspectors, rodmen, foremen, 
overseers, labors, artizans, and teams and to rent such 
equipment as may be necessary for properly carrying 
on the work of construction and maintenance of the pub- 
lie roads and bridges of the county. 

The county engineer shall employ a sufficient num- 
ber of persons to systematically drag each public dirt 
road in the county as directed by the county engineer 
and the court of county commissioners; shall fix the 
price for dragging so as to allow reasonable wages for 
the men and teams performing such service. 

Sec. 8. That the county engineer shall require all 
bills, including estimates allowed contractors and allow- 
ances for salaries and expenses, be made in duplicate. 
He shall certify as to the correctness of each bill and 
shall file the duplicate of each bill in his office, and will 
issue a warrant on the county treasurer for the amount 
of each bill certified by him, the bill and warrant to 
bear the same serial number. Before a warrant issued 
by the county engineer shall be payable it shall have 
been previously authorized and approved by the court of 
county commissioners and shall be presented, with its 
corresponding original bill, to the chairman of the court 
of county commissioners, who shall countersign said 
warrant, stamp same approved by the court of county 
commissioners and file the original bill in his office. 
This file and that in the county engineer’s office shall 
be preserved as public records and they shall be deliy- 
ered by the county engineer and the chairman of the 
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court of county commissioners to their respective suc- 
cessors in office. The warrants issued by the county en- 
gineer in accordance with the provisions of this act, 
when countersigned by the chairman of and stamped 
approved by the court of county commissioners, shall 
be ‘paid by the county Greasute? end charged to the coun- 

Sec. 9. That the court of Sounty commissioners, if 
they deem it advisable, may call upon the State high- 
way engineer for advice upon any question connected 
with their road work, and such advice shall be furnished 
free of charge, and the said court of county commission- 
ers shall have authority to employ a special engineer 
to advise them upon any special problem when in their 
judgment, the best interests of the public renders such 
advice necessary, and when a bridge of unusual size or 
type of construction is to be built the court of county 
commissioners are authorized to employ a special engi- 
neer to design and supervise its construction. 

Sec. 10. That the county engineer shall prepare a 
map of the county showing the location of all public 
roads and indicating the character of improvements 
which have been made on each road. This map shall be 
revised and brought up to date monthly. A tracing of 
such map shall be made and deposited for safe keeping 
in the vault of the probate office; and said tracing shall 
be brought up to date monthly. 

Sec. 11. That the court of county commissioners shall, 
with the advice of the county engineer, classify all the 
public roads of the county into classes designated as 
first class, second class and third class roads. The law- 
ful widths of rights of way of the several classes of roads 
shall be as follows: First class road, 50 feet.; second class 
roads, 40 feet; third class roads, 30 feet. The widths of 
traveled ways, the grades and character of improvement 
of each road shall be determined by the court of county 
commissioners in view of the requirements of traffic on 
each road; and the court of county commissioners may 
change the classification of any roads or any specified 
part of a road at any time. 

Sec. 12. That when a new road is to be constructed 
or the location of an existing road to be changed, the 
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court of county commissioners shall pass a resolution 
directing the county engineer to make a preliminary sur- 
vey for said road, describing the terminal points of the 
said survey and appointing a time at which the court 
of county commissioners will meet to hear objections 
to location of said road or its classification. As soon 
as practical after the passage of such resolution, the 
county engineer shall stake out said road and prepare 
a map and profile of the same. The map shall show all 
buildings and fences within 200 feet of said road, and 
any other improvement which may affect the amount 
of damages which may be caused to property by the 
construction of said road. It shall also be the duty of 
the engineer to publish a notice to the effect that he has 
made surveys for said road, that the map and profile 
are on file in his office and subject to public inspection, 
and giving the time when the court of county commis- 
sioners will meet to hear objections to the location of 
said road or its classification. Such notice shall be given 
by publication in a newspaper of general circulation 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the county, by 
posting a copy at the court house, and by posting one 
copy at each terminal point of the survey. 

The court of county commissioners shall meet at the 
court house at the time named in the said notice, and 
after hearing objections to the location of said road or 
its classification, the said court of county commission- 
ers may confirm said location, order it amended or aban- 
doned, and said action shall be shown on the minutes. 

Section 18. That the court of county commissioners 
may secure the right of way for roads by donations, pur- © 
chase or by condemnation. 

Sec. 14. That the court of county commissioners shall 
have the right, authority, and power to condemn land 
for road purposes under the provisions of article 1, chap- 
ter 79, of the Code of Alabama, 1907, notwithstanding 
the fact that there may be other modes of proceeding by 
law for the condemnation of land for the establishment 
or change of roads; and such proceedings shall be con- 
ducted in the name of the county as petitioner, and the 
county shall provide for the payment of all charges in 
connection with the condemnation of said land. 
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Sec. 15. That the convicts of the county may be work- 
ed upon the public roads, bridges or ferries of the counb- 
ty, or they may be worked under the direction of the 
court of county commissioners in quarries, gravel pits 
or any plant owned by the county and used for the pro- 
duction of road materials, although said quarry, pit or 


“plant’trey be.located in another county or said convicts

may be hired to or froii atrother. county or from the 
State, or to contractors under applied exclusively te the 
pur- such contractors and the court of county commis- 
sioners or other county or the State. 


Sec. 16. That convicts shall not be worked in squads 
or companies with other persons required by law to per- 
form road duty. 

Sec. 17. That the court of county commissioners of 
the county may enter into a joint agreement with the 
road authorities of one or more adjoining counties where- 
by the convicts of the several counties may be combined 
in one gang, provided that an equitable division of the 
time of the gang between the several counties shall be 
arranged. The several counties entering into such agree- 
ment may invest jointly in such equipment as may be 
necessary for properly working and caring for such joint 
convict gang. 

Sec. 18. The court of county commissioners of Lime- 
stone county shall at the time of making the annual levy 
of taxes for general county purposes, levy a special tax 
on all the taxable property of the county of one-fourth 
of one per centum on the assessed value of such tax- 
able property. Such tax shall be levied and collected 
for the purpose of paying any debt or liability now ex- 
isting or that may hereafter be created for the erection, 
construction or maintenance of necessary public build- 
ings, bridges or roads, and such tax shall be levied and 
collected as other county taxes, which tax so levied and 
collected shall be applied exclusively to the purposes for 
which the same is so levied and collected. 

Sec. 19. That all money received by the county from 
license taxes on automobiles shall be paid into the coun- 
ty road and bridge fund and used only for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of public roads and bridges. 
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Sec. 20. That all male inhabitants of the county not 
under eighteen and not over forty-five years of age ex- 
cept those exempted by the following section shall be 
required to work on the public roads of the county dur- 
ing each year for ten days of eight hour each; provided 
that he may pay in lieu of such personal service the 
sum of $5.00 per year, to be paid to the judge of pro- 
bate not later than the 15th day of July, said money 
to go into the county road and bridge fund, and shall be 
used only for the construction and maintenance of roads 
and bridges. The judge of probate shall furnish the coun- 
ty engineer with a list of persons who pay the per capita 
tax in lieu of personal service. 

Sec. 21. That the following persons shall be exempt 
from road duty: All women and all men under the age 
of eighteen and over the age of forty-five years; any 
person who has Jost an arm or leg; and all persons who 
by nature or disease, are rendered incapable of perform- 
ing hard labor, who shall procure a certificate of such 
capacity from the county board of health sitting as a 
board. 

Sec. 22. No person or hand is liable to work on any 
public road at a point on said road more than six miles 
from his residence, provided. within this limit, he may 
be required to work in any beat or precinct. 

Sec. 23. That for the purpose of maintaining the pub- 
lice roads the court of county commissioners shall from 
time to time divide the county into a convenient num- 
ber of road precincts and require the county engineer 
to appoint one or more overseers for each precinct. The 
term of office of said overseers shall be one year; but he 
may be discharged for neglect of duty or inefficiency. 
When a vacancy occurs in the office of overseer, the 
county engineer shall appoint some person to fill out 
the unexpired term. 

Sec. 24. That it shall be the duty of each overseer 
to take a census of the persons within the area assigned 
to him who are subject to road duty, giving the age and 

‘color of each such person and the quarter section, farm 
or plantation on which he resides and to turn a list of 
such persons in to the county engineer. Before enter- 
ing upon his duties. each overseer shall subscribe to the

statutory oath to faithfully perform his duties, which 
oath may be administered by the county engineer. The 
satisfactory performance of these duties shall exempt 
said overseer from road work or service for the length 
of time he serves. 

Sec. 25. That the county engineer will enter the 
names of all persons who are subject to road duty in 
a suitable ledge ‘whitch‘shall have appropriate columns 
for credits of money or labor. a ie 

Sec. 26. That the county engineer shall apportion 
such hands as do not pay the per capita tax to the roads 
nearest their places of residence. He shall employ a 
sufficient number of overseers at a rate not to exceed 
$2.00 per diem. The county engineer shall go with each 
overseer over the road apportioned to him and point out 
the work to be done and will furnish him with a list of 
road hands who will work under his direction. 

- Sec. 27. Persons hauling logs, lumber or timber over 
the roads of the county to sell or for another for hire 
and not for their own use or for the improvement of 
their farms, and persons regularly engaged in the bus- 
iness of hauling over the roads of the county shall pay 
a license of one and one-half dollars per month for each 
two-horse wagon and three dollars per month for each 
four-horse wagon so used in such hauling. It is not in- 
tended hereby to require a license for private hauling 
connected with or usual to the ordinary operation of 
a farm, or any one hauling cord or stove wood, whether 
for sale or not. It shall be unlawful to do any hauling 
hereby forbidden without first procuring such license.. 
Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction fined not 
less than ten nor more than ($50.00) fifty dollars, to 
be paid in lawful money, which fine when collected, shall 
be paid over to the road fund. 

Sec. 29. That all male inhabitants of the county be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and fifty years are sub- 
ject to road duty under this act as overseers. 

Sec. 30. All horses, mules, oxen, wagons, scrapers, 
plows and all other implements and machinery, suitable 
for use and work on the public roads belonging to any 
individual or corporation in the county, or which be- 
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long to any non-resident of the county, but are in the 
county at the time notice is given to parties warning 
them to work the roads, are subject to road duty in 
Limestone county, to be used in the precinet where the 
owner resides or where such are kept for use. But if 
the owner is a non-resident of the county, to be used 
in the precinct where they are temporarily located; and 
they shall be subject to such duty for a time to be pre- 
scribed by the overseer. Provided, no wagon or team, 
horse or mule or oxen shall be subject to road duty 
for more than three days during any year; provided, 
further, that all wagons and teams, horses, mules and 
oxen shall work an equal number of days. 

Sec. 31. The mode of securing horses, mules, oxen, 
wagons, scrapers, plows and all other implements and 
machinery is for the overseer to give two days notice 
in person or in writing to be left at- the residence, to 
the owner thereof, but if there be no owner in the pre- 
cinct, then to the manager, to have on the road stich 
wagon and team or horses or mules or oxen or wagons 
or scrapers, or plows, or implements, or machinery, as 
he may designate and at the stated time and place. 

Sec. 32. That in lieu of the work mentioned in sec- 
tion 30 of this act, any person may pay for day for 
each wagon and team, one and 25/100 dollars; for each 
single horse and wagon, 75 cents each; single horse, 50 
cents; and each wagon, 25 cents; and when so paid by 
the owner they shall be exempt from further road duty 
for the time so paid for; provided, such sums shall be 
paid to the judge of probate not later than the 15th day 
of July, said money to go into the county road and 
bridge fund. Said probate judge shall furnish a list of 
the persons so paying to the county road engineer not 
later than August Ist. 

Sec. 383. That any overseer who fails to perform his 
duty as such under the provisions of this act shall be 
liable to prosecution and fined on conviction not less 
than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 34. It shall be the duty of every person, firm 
or corporation, land owner or agent, employing hands 
to furnish the overseer upon his application a list of 
male hands in their employ or living on their lands, 
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and failing so to do, such person, firm, corporation .or 
land owner shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be fined not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 34144. Any apportioner, overseer, or other per- 
son who fails to perform any duty required of him by 
this act, or by the general laws of the state not in con- 
‘flict with this act shall be guilty of a misdenieanor, 
and on conviction must be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3434. A county road and bridge fad: is hereby 
created for Limestone county, Alabama, into which fund 
shall be paid all moneys derived for roads and bridges 
in said county. 

Sec. 85. That it shall be the duty of the court of 
county commissioners of Limestone county to have this 
act printed for use of said court and other courts of the 
county and for the officers herein named. 

Sec. 36. That as soon as practicable the court of coun-- 
ty commissioners shall prepare and adopt such rules 
and regulations, not in conflict with this law, for the 
construction, improvement, and maintenance of roads 
and bridges as they shall deem most suitable for the 
requirements of and bring the most practicable results 
to the county. 

Sec. 37. That within one year after the approval of 
this act the court of county commissioners shall cause 
to be erected at the intersection and crossing points of 
all roads, substantial sign boards with suitable device 
and lettering thereon to indicate the direction and dis- 
tance to the nearest town or city.- 

Sec. 38. That all laws and parts of laws not in con- 
flict with this act shall remain in full force and effect, 
and all laws and parts of laws, general and special. in 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed.

To establish a board of revenue for TaHipoesa. coun: 
ty; to regulate the selection and election of the members 
thereof and their term of office; to fix the powers, du- 
ties and compensation of said board and to abolish the 
court of county commissioners of said county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and estab- 
lished a board consisting of three persons who shall be 
known and called the board of revenue of Talla- 
poosa county. One member of said board shall be 
known as the president thereof. 

Sec. 2. That the first members of said board of rev- 
enue shall be appointed by the Governor within thirty 
days after the passage of this act: one of whom shall 
hold office until the first Monday in November, 1916, 
another shall hold office until the first Monday in No- 
vember, 1918, and another shall hold office until the 
first Monday in November, 1920, the term of each ap- 
pointee to be designated by the Governor, and all of 
whom shall hold office until their successors have been 
elected and shall have qualified. The Governor in mak- 
ing such appointments shall designate the member of 
said board who shall be the first president thereof, and 
the person so designated shall hold office as president for 
two years, at the expiration of which time and every 
two years thereafter, said board shall elect one of their 
members president.

Sec. 3. That at the general election held in said coun- 
ty in the years 1916, 1918, and 1920, and every four 
years thereafter, there shall be elected. one member of 
said board from the county at large as successor to the 
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person appointed under the provisions of section two 
of this act; the persons so elected shall hold office for 
four years and until their successors have been elected 
and shall have qualified. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the board of revenue, be- 
fore entering into the discharge of his duties, shall qual- 
ify by taking the statutory oath of office and executing 
a bond in the sum of $5,000.00, with good and sufficient. 
sureties to be approved by the judge of probate of said 
county, conditioned that he will faithfully and honest- 
ly discharge all of the duties of his office in the man- 
ner provided by law, which bond shall be recorded in 
the office of the judge of probate as other official bonds 
are recorded. 

Sec. 5. That such board of revenue shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property 
of said county according to law in the manner it may 
deem best; to levy a general tax for general, and a spe- 
cial tax for particular county purposes, according to 
the laws of Alabama; to examine, settle and allow ac- 
counts and claims against the county; to examine and 
audit the accounts of all officers having the care, col- 
lection and disbursement of moneys belonging to the 
county; and the sole right and authority to bind the 
county in any contract which would require the pay- 
ment of money out of the county treasury.

are required by law of the members of the court ‘of 
county commissioners of Tallapoosa county. 

Sec. 7. That the court of county commissioners of 
Tallapoosa county be and the same is hereby abolished 
and the judge of probate of said county is hereby re- 
lieved of all duties in connection with said court; which 
duties, except as herein otherwise provided, shall be per- 
formed by the president of the board of revenue. 

Sec. 8. That the president. of said board of revenue 
shall be its presiding officer, and he shall have the same 
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power and authority as cther members of the board 
with the right to vote upon all questions before said 
board; he shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of 
said board and all warrants drawn on the county treas- 
ury and contracts made by said board. 

Sec. 9. That said board shall elect a clerk, who shall 
not be:a: member of said board and who may be removed 
by it at will, and shall fix his compensation; whieh shall 
not exceed $300.00 per annum, payable monthly. 

Sec. 10. That said board shall have an office in the 
court house of said county at Dadeville wherein all 
of its records and minutes shall be kept, and same shall 
be open for the inspection of the public at all times. 
It shall also publish the minutes of each of its meetings 
in some newspaper of general circulation in said coun- 
ty. The cost of publication shall be paid out of the 
county treasury. 

Sec. 11. That said board shall meet in regular ses- 
sion at such times and for such purposes as the laws of 
Alabama require the court of county commissioners to 
be in session, and in addition thereto shall hold reg- 
ular meeting on Saturday of each week, alternating 
weekly as to the place of said meeting between the court 
house at Dadeville and Alexander City. 

Sec. 12. That said board may hold special meetings 
at any time or place in said county whenever it is 
deemed best to so do, and the actions of said board at 
such special meetings shall be as regular and legal as 
if they were performed while said board was in regu- 
lar session, 

Sec. 13. That a majority of said board shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business, and no 
funds belonging to the county shall be paid out except 
as authorized by said board while in session, and a com- 
plete list and registry of all claims presented, and all 
sums paid out, together with the nature of the claim, 
shall be kept by the clerk of said board. No contract for 
the purchase of anything which is to be paid for out of 
the county treasury shall be made except by said board 
of revenue while in session.

The question was upon the adoption of the amend- 
ment reported by the Standing Committee on Judici- 
ary, said amendment being as follows: 

Amendments offered by the committee to House Bill 
No. 2: 


Amend section 2 by making same read as follows: 

Sec. 2. That the place of electrocutions of all per- 
sons, in this State, shall be within the confines of the 
county jail premises of Montgomery county, in the 
city of Montgomery, Alabama, within the death cham- 
ber especially prepared for that purpose, and all elec- 
trecutions shall take place by noon of the day set for 
the electrocution. 

Amend said bill at all places in which any act is re- 
quired to be done within the confines of the walls of 
the State penitentiary at or near Wetumpka, Alabama, 
by striking out same, and inserting therefor: “Within 
the confines of the county jail premises of Montgom- 
ery county, in the city of Montgomery, Alabama.” 


Amend section 12 so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 12. That it shall be the duty of the clerk where 
the cause was tried and determined, within ten days 
after the death sentence is passed, to make out a certi- 
fied transcript of the indictment, the court’s written 
charges, the judgment of the court and the sentence pro- 
nounced by the court on the convict or felon, under the 
seal of his office, and forward same to the Governor of 
Alabama by registered United States mail, postage pre- 
paid. The Governor may direct the reporter of the trial 
court to make a transcript of all the evidence in the 
cause, certify to same, and transmit to him within ten 
days after such direction or request of the said Gov- 
ernor.

Section 2: Amend section 2 by striking out the words 
“sun rise,’ and substitute therefor the word “noon.” 

Section 4: Amend section 4 by adding at the end 
thereof the following: “The warden shall install] all the 
necessary electrical indicating and recording instru- 
ments for the purpose of determining the value, inten- 
sity or power of the current to be applied.” 

Section 5: Amend section 5 by adding the following 
at the end thereof: “The said warden shall employ for 
each electrocution a skillful and reputable electrician 
who shall understand the application of the electric 
current sufficient to cause or produce immediate death, 
and the current must be so regulated to cause imme- 
diate death; and it shall be the duty of said electri- 
cian within one hour before the electrocution to ex- 
amine or test all appliances and the current of electric- 
ity and ascertain that all the appliances are in good 
order and the current of electricity is of sufficient in- 
tensity or value to cause immediate death, of which he 
shall make a record, and again immediately after the 
electrocution said electrician shall again make a test 
of the current and record its value or intensity or pow- 
er; and said electrician shall after each electrocution 
make a certificate under oath stating the name of the 
person electrocuted, the time and place of same, and 
the value, power, or intensity of the current before and 
after the electrocution, as provided in this section, one 
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of which certificates shall be mailed to the Governor 
and one to the clerk of the trial court, which must be 
sent by registered mail, postage prepaid, and the clerk 
shall file said certificate on the date he received same 
and record same with the other papers in the cause. The 
warden shall pay the electrician for his services. 

Mr. Darden offered the following substitute for the 
bill and pending amendment: 

The following is offered as a substitute for House 
Bill No. 2 and amendments thereto: 


A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To establish electrocution as the means of inflicting 
the death sentence in Alabama, to regulate same, and 
to provide for an appropriation to carry this act into 
effect. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That on and after the approval of this act that 
in all cases where the death sentence is imposed for the 
commission and conviction of any crime, the sentence 
of death shall be executed by the application and con- 
tinuance of the passage of a current of electricity of 
sufficient value, power or intensity through the body 
of the convicted felon or convict to cause the immediate 
death of such convict or felon. 

2. That the place of electrocution of all convicts or 
felons sentenced to death, in this State, shall be with- 
in the walls of the State penitentiary, at or near We- 
tumpka, Alabama, within the death chamber to be es- 
pecially prepared for that purpose, which chamber shall 
be so constructed as to exclude public view. All elec- 
trocutions shall take place during a certain week be- 
ginning on some certain Monday of a certain month 
of a certain year, to be determined by the trial court 
in pronouncing the death sentence upon the convicted 
person or felon. The electrocution must be carried out 
by noon of the day the electrocution takes place. 

3. That the warden of the State penitentiary, at or 
near Wetumpka, Alabama, shall electrocute all persons 
sentenced to death, in this State, in the manner here- 
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inafter provided; but in case of the sickness, absence, 
inability, or death of the said warden, a deputy war- 
den shall exercise the duties of the warden provided in 
this act, and shall receive the compensation therefor. 

4. That the warden at the penitentiary, at or near 
Wetumpka, Alabama, shall immediately after the pas- 
Sage and approval of this act, cause to be erected, con- 
structed or arranged for a suitabletteath chamber. and 
death cell, within the confines of the walls of the said 
State penitentiary, at or near Wteumpka, Alabama, 
and supply the death chamber with a current of elec- 
tricity of sufficient value, power, or intensity to cause 
immediate death of a human being, and to supply said 
death chamber with all the modern and necessary fix- 
tures and appliances, including a modern electric chair, 
to carry the provisions of this act into effect. The war- 
den shall install: all the necessary electrical indicat- 
ing and recording instruments for the purposes of de- 
termining the value, intensity or power of the current 
to be applied. 

5. That the warden, or his deputy, when discharg- 
ing the duty herein of the warden, shall receive twenty- 
five dollars for each electrocution, to be paid by the 
warrant of the State auditor on the State treasurer, 
payable to the warden or deputy warden as the case 
may be. The said warden shall employ for each elec- 
trocution a skillful and reputable electrician who shall 
understand the application of an electric current suf- 
ficiently to cause or produce immediate death; and it 
shall be the duty of said electrician within one hour 
before the electrocution, to examine or test all the ap- 
pliances and the current of electricity to be applied and 
ascertain that all the appliances are in good order and 
the current of electricity is of sufficient intensity, value 
or power to cause immediate death when applied, of 
which he shall make a record at least one hour before 
the electrocution, and again immediately after the elec- 
trocution said electrician shall again make a test of the 
current and record its value, power or intensity, both 
of which he shall after each electrocution make a cer- 
tificate under oath stating the name of the person elec- 
trocuted, the time and place of same, and the value, 
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power or intensity of the current applied before and 
after the electrocution, one of which certifieates he 
shall send to the Governor, and one to the trial court 
clerk by registered mail, postage prepaid; and the clerk 
shall file said certificate on the date he receives same 
and record it with the other papers in the cause. The 
warden shall pay the electrician for his services. 

6. That the warden, or his deputy, shall on the ap- 
plication of any relative or friend or the person to be 
electrocuted, received before the day of the electrocu- 
tion, deliver the body of the person electrocuted to such 
relative or friend for burial, but if no application is 
made for that purpose, then the burial must be at the 
expense of the State under the direction of the war- 
den at the place where convicts are buried at the State 
penitentiary, near Wetumpka, Alabama. 

7. That the electrocution shall be attended only by 
the warden, or his deputy when discharging the duty 
of the warden, the prison physician or surgeon, the elec- 
trician, three attendants selected by the warden, or his 
deputy, two spiritual advisers selected by the person 
to be electrocuted, the lawyers of the convicted person 
if they desire to attend, and not exceeding ten reput- 
able persons selected by the warden or his deputy. 

8. The electrocution shall be excluded from public 
view, and no person attending the electrocution shall 
give out and no newspaper shall publish the details of 
the electrocution, but may publish the fact of such elec- 
trocution. 

9. That it shall be the duty of the attending surgeon 
or physician to ascertain when life is extinct, and to 
hold immediately thereafter a post mortem examina- 
tion and make a certificate hereafter required. 

10. That immediately following each electrocution 
the said warden or his deputy, and the electrician and 
the said physician or surgeon shall each make a cer- 
tificate under oath stating the name of the person elec- 
trocuted, the time when it ocurred, the manner of same 
and the place of electrocution as provided in this act, 
and each of them shall send a certificate to the Gov- 
ernor and to the clerk of the trial court by registered 
United States mail, postage prepaid; and the clerk of 
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said court shali file such certificates on the date he re- 
ceives same and record them along with the other pa- 
pers in said cause. 

11. That it is hereby made the duty of all trial courts 
or judges when a person has been tried and convicted 
of a capital offense and death penalty is imposed, to 
sentence such.person to death by electrocution as pro- 
vided in this act, and shall commit such sentence to 
writing and cause same to be filed by the clerk of the 
court with the other papers in the cause, and which 
shall be recorded by the clerk and thereby becomes a 
part of the record. 

12. That it shall be the duty of the clerk where the 
cause was tried and determined, within ten days after 
the death sentence is passed, to make out a certified 
transcript of the indictment, the court’s written charges, © 
the judgment of the court and the sentence pronounced 
by the court on the convict or felon, under the seal of 
his office, and foward the same to the Governor of Ala- 
bama by registered United States mail, postage pre- 
paid. The Governor may direct the reporter of the trial 
court to make a transcript of all the evidence in the 
cause, certify the same, and transmit to him within 
ten days after such direction or request of the Gov- 
ernor. ‘ 

' 13. That it shall be the duty of all trial courts or 

judges in all causes where the death penalty is imposed 
to sentence such person to death by electrocution, in 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty days after the 
date of the sentence. The trial court shall fix the date 
of electrocution to take place during some certain week 
after a certain Monday in a certain month; and the 
electrocution may take place at the discretion of the 
warden or his deputy when discharging the duty of 
the warden at any time during said week except on 
Sunday. 

14. That the Governor of Alabama, within ten days 
after the receipt of certified copy of the record from 
the clerk of the trial court as provided in section 12 
of this act, shall, if there is no legal reason why the 
sentence should not. be carried out, issue and cause 
to be delivered to the warden of the penitentiary at 
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or near Wetumpka, Alabama, a death warrant, direct- 
ing him to carry out the sentence of the court as pro- 
vided in this act. 

15. That when an appeal is taken to the Supreme 
Court by a person convicted and sentenced to death, 
and the cause is affirmed, and the date set for the elec- 
trocution has passed, it shall be the duty of the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court to set another date for 
the electrocution, which shall not be less than twenty 
days nor more than forty days thereafter. It shall be 
the duty of the clerk of the Supreme Court to certify 
such affirmance and the day set for the electrocution 
within three days after such affirmance to the Govern- 
or, whereupon the Governor shall issue another death 
warrant and cause same to be delivered to the warden 
within five days thereafter, directing the warden to 
carry out the sentence on the date set by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Alabama. 

16. That when a person has been sentenced to death 
and appeals his cause to the Supreme Court of Alabama 
and said court reverses and remands the cause, the clerk 
of the Supreme Court shall, within three days after 
such reversal and remandment, certify such fact to the 
Governor and to the clerk of the trial court, whereupon 
the Governor shall immediately notify the warden of 
penitentiary of such reversal and remandment and to 
refrain from the execution of the sentence, if the date of 
the electrocution has not passed, and the warden shall be 
governed accordingly. The clerk of the trial court shall, 
on the receipt of such notice of the reversal and remand- 
ment by the Supreme Court, issue notice to the sheriff of 
- the county within five days thereafter and deliver to him 
the same, to have the person of the defendant at the 
place of trial as provided in this act for another trial, 
and such notice from the clerk of the trial court, under 
the seal of his office shall be the authority for the war- 
den of the penitentiary to deliver the prisoner named 
therein to the sheriff of the county where the trial is 
to be had. 

‘17. That whenever the person convicted and sen- 
tenced to death shall appeal to the Supreme Court, or 
when the execution of the sentence is for any reason 
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suspended, a respite granted or commutation to life im- 
prisonment granted, or when a pardon is granted, or 
should the execution of the sentence be stayed by any 
competent judicial proceeding, the Governor of Ala- 
bama and the clerk of the trial court shall each imme- 
diately notify the warden of the penitentiary of such 
action, and also cause such notice to be served on the 
condemned persul, and in such event the said warden 
shall yield obedience to the notice of the Governor and 
the clerk. The clerk of the trial court shall, as soon 
as an appeal is taken to the Supreme Court, issue no- 
tice of such appeal under the seal of his office and cause 
same to be served upon the Governor of Alabama. 

18. That when a woman is sentenced to death and 
the trial court has reason to believe that she is preg- 
nant and that such pregnancy has advanced so far as 
to be quick with child, he shall make an order suspend- 
ing the execution of the sentence until a reasonable time 
after the birth of said child, not less than six nor more 
than twelve months after the birth of the child. The 
trial court, to determine whether any woman so con- 
demned, is quick with child, is empowered to appoint 
two reputable physicians to make the necessary exam- 
ination of such woman and report to him under oath 
the results of their investigations, which report shall 
be filed with the clerk of the court and becomes a part 
of the record in the cause. It shall be a misdemeanor 
for any physician to refuse or fail to obey the orders 
of the trial court, and on conviction shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 19. That the sheriff of the county where the trial 
and conviction of the person sentenced to death were - 
had, shall deliver the condemned person to the warden 
of the penitentiary at Wetumpka, Alabama, at least ten 
days before the date set for the electrocution, except 
in cases of rape, or other causes in which there is a 
reasonable apprehension that ‘the condemned person 
may be lynched, in which case he must, as soon as prac- 
tical after the sentence is pronounced, deliver the con- 
demned person or felon to the said warden for his cus- 
tody. The sheriff is hereby empowered to deputize a 
sufficient number of persons to assist him in safely 
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transporting and delivering the condemned person to 
the said warden at the place of execution. The sher- 
iff shall, when any cause has been appealed and the 
cause is reversed and remanded, have the person back 
at the place of trial as provided in this act, and may 
deputize any person or persons to assist him in safely 
returning the prisoner to the place of trial at least ten 
days before the trial is had, if there is that length of 
time after he has received notice, and if he shall do 
so immediately after receiving the notice, except in case 
of rape, or where there are reasonable apprehensions 
of violence being committed on the person of the pris- 
oner, if he be returned for that length of time, but must 
have the prisoner at the place of trial for at least 
three days before the time set for the trial of the cause. 
The sheriff, for the services rendered herein, shall re- 
ceive the same compensation as he now receives for car- 
rying prisoners to jail, and his actual expenses in car- 
rying and returning the prisoner to the place of execu- 
tion and returning him for trial. 

Sec. 20. The sum of two thousand dollars, or as much 
thereof as is necessary, is hereby appropriated for the 
purposes to carry the provisions of this act into effect 
in preparing, erecting, constructing or arranging the 
death cell and death chamber, and for the purpose of 
purchasing the necessary and modern fixtures and ap- 
pliances and providing for a sufficient current of elec- 
tricity as provided in this act, and same to be paid by 
a warrant drawn by the auditor on the State treasurer, 
payable to the warden of the penitentiary when the 
work is completed and approved by the Governor. 

Sec. 21. That all persons or officials charged with 
any duty under the provisions of this act, and who fails 
or refuses to discharge same, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction shall be fined not less than 
five hundred dollars, and be subject to removal from of- 
fice by the Governor. 

Sec. 22. That nothing in this act shall affect the 
mode of punishment of all crimes committed before the 
approval of this ‘act, as now provided by law. 

Sec. 23. That the provisions of this act shall go into 
effect on its approval. 
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See. 24. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this aci te, and the same are, 
hereby repealed. 

Mr. Justice offered the following amendment to the 
substitute: 

Amend substitute by striking out the word “Wetump- 
ka,” and insert in lieu thereof “Goodwater.” 

On motion of Mr. Darden the amendment offered by 
Mr. Justice was laid upon the table. 

Mr. Carnley offered the following substitute for the 
bill and substitute offered by Mr. Darden: 

Substitute for House Bill No. 2. 


A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To abolish capital punishment in Alabama and to 
provide life imprisonment in all cases where death pen- 
alty is now provided by law. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That capital punishment is hereby abol- 
ished within this State as a punishment for crime, and 
in all cases where the death penalty is now provided 
by law, the punishment shall be life imprisonment in 
the State penitentiary.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has originated and passed the following 
bill: 

By Mr. Bell: 

S. 800. To provide a more efficient system for open- 
ing, building, changing, constructing and working the 
public roads of Pickens county, a board of highway com- 
missioners provided for, how provided, vacancies, how 
filled, organized of such board, duties of the chair- 
man, duties of the secretary and treasurer, itemized ac- 
counts of receipts and disbursements to be published, 
oath of office, and bond to be given, salaries provided 
for, impeachment of the members of the board, how 
done, authority, duties and powers of the board of laws, 
rules and regulations concerning the public road com- 
missioners, meetings when and where held, adoption of 
new laws, rules and regulations concerning the public 
roads and publications of same provided for, per capita 
tax and method of collecting same may be discharged by 
working under direction of the board. Misdemeanor to 
fail to pay such tax or work ten full days, penalties pro- 
vided for, courts of county treasurer may be transferred 
to the board. All rights, powers, duties, etc., of com- 
missioners court with reference to public roads, etc., now 
conferred by the general laws of the State, available and 
applicable to such board of road commissioners. 

With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith 


exhibited as follows: 
AN ACT 


To provide a more efficient system for opening, build- 
ing, changing, constructing and working the public 
roads of Pickens county. A board of highway commis- 
sioners provided for, how provided, vacancies, how 
filled, organized of such board, duties of the chair- 
man, duties of the secretary and treasurer, itemized ac- 
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counts of receipts and disbursements to be published, 
oath of office and bond to be given, salaries provided 
for. Impeachment of the members of the board, how 
done, authority, duties and powers of the board of laws, 
rules and regulations concerning the public road com- 
missioners; meetings, when and where held; adoption 
of new laws, rules and regulations concerning the pub- 
lic roads and publication of same provided for. Per 
capita tax and method of collecting same. May be dis- 
charged by working under direction of the board. Mis- 
demeanor to fail to pay such tax or work ten full days, 
penalties provided for, court of county treasurer may 
be transferred to the board. All rights, powers, duties, 
etc., on commissioners court with reference to public 
roads, etc., now conferred by the general laws of the 
State, available and applicable to such board of road 
commissioners. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, that there be and is hereby created a highway 
commission for Pickens county to consist of S. J. Spark- 
man, whose term of office shall be four years and till 
his successor is appointed and qualified; Chas. R. Hor- 
ton, whose term of office shall be two years and till 
his successor is appointed and qualified; and the pro- 
bate judge of Pickens county, who shall be ex-officio 
chairman of such board. Said board shall assume the 
duties of their respective offices within thirty days after 
the approval of this act. 

Sec. 2. That in the event one or both of the commis- 
sioners should fail to qualify within the specified time, 
or in case of a vacancy on such board caused by death, 
resignation or removal of any member of such board, it 
shall. be and is hereby made the duty of the Governor 
to fill such vacancies by the appointment of some suit- 
able and competent person to fill the unexpired term. 

And at the expiration of the two years and every two 
years hereafter it is hereby made the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to appoint one highway commissioner for Pick- 
ens county, whose term of office shall be four years 
and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be and is hereby made the duty 
of the probate judge of said county, within thirty days 
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>the approval of this act, to call a meeting of such 
board for the purpose of organization. 

Sec. 4. Such board shall elect one of their members 
as secretary and treasurer, or they may elect a compe- 
tent, practical road engineer upon whom they may place 
the duties of secretary in addition to such other duties 
as the highway commission may prescribe for him. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the probate judge 
as chairman of such board to preside over the meetings 
thereof, to call such special meetings when in his judg- 
ment occasion or necessity requires, and in case of a 
tie to cast the deciding vote on any matter under con- 
sideration by such board, and to perform such other 
duties as may be determined by the board. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be the duty of the secretary and 
treasurer of such board to attend the meetings there- 
of, to keep in a well-bound book a record of the proceed- 
ings of such regular or special meetings of such board, 
to conduct the correspondence of such board, to receive 
and keep a correct account of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the funds arising from taxation and otherwise 
and coming into the hands of the board and to pay the 
same out in the manner hereinafter provided, that the 
books of the board so to be kept shall be at all reason- 
able hours open to the inspection of the public and sub- 
ject to examination by the State accountants. 

Sec. 7. That it is hereby made the duty of the sec- 
retary and treasurer of such board, semi-annually on 
the first day of July and January of each year to pub- 
lish in some newspaper published in the county or to 
post at the voting places in each precinct in said coun- 
ty an itemized account of the receipts and expenditures 
of such board for the preceding six months. 

Sec. 8. That before entering upon the duties of their 
respective offices, the members of such board shall take 
and prescribe the oaths prescribed by the Constitution 
of the State to be taken by other county officers. 

Sec. 9. That before entering upon the duties of his 
office the secretary and treasurer of such board, he shall 
take and subscribe the same oath above provided for 
the members of such board and shall also make and file 
in the office of the probate judge of Pickens county a 
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good and sufficient bond payable to the highway com- 
missioners of Pickens county, to be approved by such 
probate judge and conditioned to faithfully account for 
all the monies coming into his hands as such secretary 
and treasurer. 

Sec. 10. That said commissioners shall receive sal- 
ary of. four ($4.00) per day and actual expense for 
each and every day they are actually engaged in the 
duties of their respective offices, but in no case are the 
members to be paid for more than fifty days in any one 
year. 

Sec. 11. That said highway commissioners, or any 
one of them, may be impeached and removed from of- 
fice by proceedings instituted in the circuit court or 
court of like jurisdiction of Pickens county, for the fol- 
lowing causes, to wit: Wilful neglect of duty; corrup- 
tion in office, incompetency or intemperance in the use 
of intoxicating liquors, to such an extent as to unfit 
such commissioner for the discharge of his or their du- 
ties. 

Sec. 12. The impeachment proceedings shall be in- 
stituted in such circuit court in the name of the State 
of Alabama, by the solicitor of the judicial circuit or 
court of like jurisdiction in which the county is located, 
or by twelve bona fide resident taxpayers of the coun- 
ty or by such solicitors on the report of any grand jury 
of the county recommending the impeachment of such 
commissioners or commissioner, and all such proceed- 
ings shall be conducted and all processes issued in the 
name of the State of Alabama. 

Sec. 18. That when such impeachment proceedings 
are commenced by twelve bona fide resident taxpayers 
of the county, they shall give bond with approved se- 
curity, payable to the members or member of the board 
sought to be impeached, conditioned to prosecute the 
impeachment to effect and failing therein to pay all 
such cost as may be incurred, which bond shall be taken 
and approved by the clerk of the circuit court. 

Sec. 14. That in any impeachment proceedings in- 
stituted, commenced and prosecuted under the provision 
of law now regulating the institution, commencement 
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and prosecution of impeachment against other officials 
shall apply so far as the same are applicable. 

Sec. 15. That said board of road commissioners of 
Pickens county shall be and they are hereby invested 
with exclusive control of the road funds of Pickens 
county and exclusive superintendence of the public 
roads and bridges of Pickens county, and may establish 
new, change and discontinue old roads and bridges in 
the manner hereinafter provided, and shall improve and 
maintain such public roads and bridges of Pickens coun- 
ty so as to render travel over the same as safe and con- 
venient as practicable, and to this end they are here- ' 
by authorized to establish, promulgate and enforce new 
rules, regulations and laws not inconsistent with the 
general Jaws of the State which may be necessary to 
make, improve and maintain a good system of public 
roads and bridges in Pickens county, provided that said 
board of highway commissioners shall adopt a uniform 
system for the county for the building of bridges. That 
they shall have and are hereby given full and exclu- 
sive control of the work of opening, building, changing, 
repairing, working, ete., of said roads, and to that end 
shall have authority to employ a practical road engi- 
neer whose salary shall not be less than twelve hundred 
($1,200.00) nor more than two thousand ($2,000.00) 
dollars per year, and in case such engineer is employed 
it shall be the duty of the highway commission to define 
his duties. 

Sec. 16. That said highway commission shall have 
authority to have said work done either by contract to 
the lowest responsible bidder at public letting, or to 
have the same done by hired labor or by the use of hard 
labor convicts of said county or by all such methods as 
may seem in their judgment to the best interest of the 
county. They shall have authority to purchase all nec- 
essary road machinery, tools, and stock necessary, and 
from time to time to dispose of same and purchase new 
or additional machinery, tools, stock, ete. 

Sec. 17. That said highway commission shall meet 
“at the courthouse at Carrollton on the first Mondays 
in January, April, July, and October of each year, and 
special meetings of such board may be held at any time 
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on the call of the chairman; provided, that at such spe- 
cial meetings no business other than matters pertaining 
to transacted. 

Sec. 18. That all laws, rules, ordinances and regula- 
tions made and adopted by the highway commission 
under the provisions of this act shall be made and 
adopted at regular meetings of the board as provided 
for under the terms of this act, and when so made and 
adopted shall forthwith be spread at length in the min- 
utes of the proceedings of such board and a copy of 
the same shall be posted by the secretary at the court- 
house door for ten days before the same shall be en 
ten days before the same shall be en- rule, ordinance or 
regulation; or it may be published in a county paper; 
that all such laws, rules, regulations, and ordinances 
on their adoption shall be forthwith enrolled in a well 
bound book to be kept by the secretary of the board; 
that all male inhabitants of the county over the age of 
eighteen and under fifty and who are not exempt by 
the general statutes shall be subject to road duty for 
ten full days of nine hours each for each year under 
the direction of the highway commission, provided that 
no road hand shall be forced to go more than six miles . 
from his place of residence to work on the public road 
and bridges, and provided further that they may pay 
in lieu of the ten days’ work a per capita tax of five 
($5.00) dollars to the tax collector on or before the 
first day of February of each year, and if not by Feb- 
ruary first, he shall be warned out for the full ten days 
on public road; and after being warned out he may 
discharge same by paying to the tax collector within 
three days after being warned the sum of $5.50; and 
provided, further, that all persons who are exempt from 
road duty under general laws of the State are exempt 
from road duties under the provisions of this act. That 
all persons who are between the age of forty-five and 
fifty when this act goes into effect and have become 
road free shall not be required to work under the pro- 
vision of this act, but that all men who become forty- 
five years of age after this act goes into effect shall 
be subject to road duty till they are fifty years of age. 
That all per capita tax or an equal amount thereof

shall be expended in the beat from which it was col- 
lected. a 

Sec. 19. That it shall be the duty of such board of 
highway commission to keep an alphabetical list of 
persons by beats who are subject to such road duty, and 
to correct such list annually, and to this end may em- 
ploy such enumerators as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 20. That any person so. liable to road duty under 
the provisions of this act who fail to pay the per cap- 
ita or refuses to demand to work in lieu thereof the 
ten full days shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
must, on conviction, be fined not less than ten dollars 
nor more than twenty dollars and may -be sentenced 
to hard labor for the county for thirty days, such fine 
to be paid into the road and bridge funds of the county. 

Sec. 21. That all automobile license tax paid back to 
the county by the State shall be placed to the credit of 
the road and bridge fund of the county. 

Sec. 22. That any man subject to road duty and who 
fails to do satisfactory work under the overseer may 
be discharged by said overseer and proceeded against 
as though he refused to work. 

Sec. 23. That it be and is hereby made the duty of 
county commissioners of said county at the time of 
levying other taxes for county purposes to levy a special 
tax of one-fourth of one per cent. to be assessed and 
collected as other taxes are assessed and collected and 
placed to the credit of the road and bridge funds for 
the use of said highway commission. 

Sec. 24. That whenever there is a surplus in the 
county treasury of said county to the credit of the gen- 
eral fund of the county, said surplus may be transferred 
to the road and bridge funds for the use of the high- — 
way commission when in the judgment of the court of 
county commissioners it is to the interest of the county 
that such transfer be made. 

Sec. 25. That the highway commission may appor- 
tion such hands as do not pay their per capita tax to 
any road or roads within six miles of his residence, and 
shall employ a sufficient number of overseers at a rate 
not to exceed $2.00 per day and furnish each overseer 
with a list of hands who will work under his direction, 
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and in case they have an engineer, it shall be his duty 
to go over the road with and instruct each overseer 
and point out the work to be done. 

Sec. 26. That all male inhabitants of the county be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and sixty-five years are 
‘subject to road duty under this act as overseers. 

Sec. 27. That any overseer who fails to perform his 
duty as such under the provisions of this act shall be 
liable to prosecution and fined on conviction not less 
than $10.00 nor more than $50.00. 

Sec. 28. That it shall be the duty of every person, 
firm or corporation, land owner or agent, employing 
hands to furnish to the highway commission, their en- 
gineer or overseers upon application, a list of all male 
hands in their employ or living on their lands, and fail- 
ing so to do, such person, firm, corporation or land 
owner shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$50.00. 

Sec. 29. That the funds in the hands of the treasurer 
of such board shall be by him deposited as fast as re- 
ceived in some bank of good financial standing and 
shall be subject to check signed “The Highway Com- 
mission of Pickens County,” by its chairman and at- 
tested to by the secretary and treasurer of such board. 

Sec. 80. That the highway commission may enter into 
a contract with a contractor for the construction, re- 
pair or maintenance of any road or roads, bridges, and 
let such contract at public letting to the lowest respon- . 
sible bidder; and they may require each bidder to put 
up a certified check; and provided, further, that the 
highway commission may reject the bid of any contrac- 
tor who is inexperienced, incompetent, or who is known 
to have a bad record in the performance of public work. 

Sec. 31. That any contractor employed to construct or 
maintain any road or bridge shall, before entering upon 
the execution of such work, execute a bond by some 
surety company, payable to the county of Pickens for 
twice the amount of the contract price and approved by 
the highway commission and conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance to the contract and the discharge of 
his duties thereunder. 
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Sec. 32. That if any section or part of this act is de- 
clared unconstitutionally it shall not effect the other 
parts or sections thereof. 

Sec. 33. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed in 
so far as they relate to Pickens county.

AN ACT 


To regulate and provide for the payment of claims 
against the fine and forfeiture fund of Autauga county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this 
act, all persons owning outstanding claims commonly 
known as “witness’ certificates and officers’ script,” ei- 
ther or both, against the fine and forfeiture fund of 
Autauga county, whether the same has heretofore been 
filed and registered or not, must within six months 
from the first day of August, 1915, or by February ist, 
1916, file the same with the county treasurer, or the 
person acting in his stead, for the purpose of register- 
ing and renumbering the same. All such claims so filed, 
re-registered and re-numbered shall be forever barred: 
provided, that all such claims so filed and marked reg- 
istered shall at the time of filing the same constitute 
under the law prior to this enactment and be an ac- 
crued claim or charge against said fund. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that the said treasurer, 
or person acting in his stead, shall register said claims 
or debts presented to him for registration, under this 
act, which registration shall show the name of the 
claimant, the character of the claim, the number of the 
claim, the amount claimed and the time when said 
claim accrued; provided, however, that when such 
claims are presented to the treasurer of the said coun- 
ty, he shall endorse upon such claims the name of the 
owner of such claims or claim, and the date on which 
such claim or claims were presented for registration, 
and such treasurer, or person acting in his stead, shall 
give the owner of such claim or claims a receipt for 
the same and shall keep such claim or claims in his pos- 
session until six months after the first day of August, 
1915, or until the first day of February, 1916, after 
which time he shall immediately register all such claims 
in the order in which they occurred and shall so num- 
ber them in the order of their priority, giving the old- 
est claims preference in numbering; and after which 
registration said claim or claims shall be returned to 
the owner thereof.

The 
expense of such publication shall be paid by the said 
county. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, ‘iat: all claims accru- 
ing after the passage of this act shall be registered by 
such treasurer in the order in which they accrue, with- 
in six months after the same shall accrue, and if not 
so registered, shall be forever barred. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that such claims so 
registered as hereinbefore provided, shall be paid in 
the order in which they are registered. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, that the provisions of 
this act shall apply to claims which have heretofore 
been registered as well as those which have not been 
registered. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, that all valid claims 
against the said funds of the said county after the pas- 
sage of this act be paid in their numerical order with- 
out regard to the kind or character of the claim. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, that all claims regis- 
tered against the fine and forfeiture funds of Autauga 
county shall be accepted by the county treasurer, or 
any official of said county authorized by law to receive 
said fines and forfeitures, registered claims, regardless 
of their kind or character in payment or liquidation 
of any fine imposed by any court of said county or for 
the payment or liquidation of any forfeiture or judg- 
ment. entered up in the courts of said county against 
sureties or parties against whom criminal charges are 
pending when said parties have failed to appear at: the 
court on the day or at the time set for trial of any 
party or parties as required by the provisions of the 
bond upon which they were released on bail.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives: 

I am herewith returning to you House Bill No. 893, 
without my approval. 

The various heads of departments of the several State 
offices are elected by the people, hold their commissions 
direct from the people and are responsible to the peo- 
ple for failure to perform their duties. The clerks and 
employees under such officers are not even appointed 
with the approval of the Governor, but are appointed 
by and and should be responsible to the head of the 
particular department to which he belongs, and it was 
never intended that he or his chief should be penalized 
by the Governor for failure to perform the duties which 
they have sworn to perform. 

It is a well-known fact that the public schools and 
State institutions of learning in general have a maxi- 
mum term of nine months. Many of those employed 
in these schools receive their salaries in twelve month- 
ly installments, although they are engaged in actual 
service for only nine months in the year. It is unjust 
and unfair to the educational interests of the State, as 
well as to the teachers themselves, for the Legislature 
to prohibit teachers from receiving compensation from 
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any services they may render during their vacation 
months in summer schools, teachers’ institutes, cam- 
paigns in the interest of removing illiteracy and the 
like. On the contrary, such work on the part of the 
teachers, even though they receive pay for it, should 
be encouraged, as the State of Alabama needs to util- 
ize to the fullest degree the services of her best and 
most skilled teachers who otherwise would not be avail- 
able. Should section 3 of this bill be enforced, it would 
be absolutely necessary, in order to carry on our sum- 
mer schools, teachers’ institutes, campaigns for the re- 
moval of illiteracy and the like in Alabama, to employ 
persons residing outside of the State, thereby discount- 
ing the worth of our best teachers and removing a pow- 
erful incentive for their professional advancement. 
There are many cases where Alabama has been able to 
retain teachers of talent because they were permitted 
without neglecting or in any way failing to come up 
to the full measure of the responsibilities in their reg- 
ular positions, to supplement their salaries during their 
vacation months by extra work in the interests of edu- 
cation. 

The departments of State have from the beginning 
of the government, been largely independent of each 
other in the management and control of their official 
acts, and I do not think it a wise step to put under 
the supervision of the Governor the right to regulate 
the details of the State offices, the hours of service and 
the coming and going of the heads of the departments.

I suppose that this bill was enacted to prevent waste 
in stationery and supplies of the different departments. 

This could be accomplished by placing the matter 
in the hands of the executive department and requiring 
requisitions made upon this department by the various 
other departments of the State for stationery, papers 
and other supplies that may be needed by them. 

I am not in possession of the arguments made in 
support of the passage of this bill, and without them 
I confess my inability to discern the necessity for the 
measures and the reasons for its passage. Instead of 
being improper, I think it is highly proper that the 
name of each State officer and the heads of the various 
State institutions and municipal governments should 
be placed upon the stationery used by them. 

I further think it advisable that all papers or books 
that issue out of or from any particular department 
or State institution, municipal or county office should 
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bear the name of the author or compiler. The heads 
of departments are required under law to make an- 
nual reports to the Governor. In doing so it becomes 
necessary to reprint these reports for circulation and 
the signatures must be printed on account of the thou- 
sands of issues that are required each year for distri- 
bution.

The House proceeded to the consideration of the spe- 
cial order, which was: 
By Mr. Welch: 

H. J. R. 89. Be it resolved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate concurring, that there shall be 
and there is hereby proposed by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, the following Amendment to the Constitution of 
the State, so as to create and establish a new County, to 
be called Pettus, out of a part of the territory now in- 
cluded in the County of Jefferson, to-wit: That there 
shall be and there is hereby created and established, out 
of a part of the territory now included in the County of 
Jefferson, a new county which shall be called Pettus, 
and with its boundary lines, until otherwise provided 
by law, as follows: 

Commencing at a point w here the range line divid- 
ing ranges one and two west crosses the Cahaba river 
on the county line dividing the counties of Shelby and 
Jefferson, and run thence north along the said range 
line to the township line dividing townships 17 and 
18 south; thence west three miles along said township 
line to the southwest corner of section 34; thence south 
one mile to the southwest cornér of section 3; thence 
west one mile to the southwest corner of section 4; 
thence south one mile to the southwest corner of sec- 
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tion 9; thence west two miles to the line between ranges 
2 and 3 west; thence south along said range line one 
mile to the southeast corner of section 13, township 
18 south, range 3 west; thence west. 7 miles to the south- 
west corner of section 13, township 18 south, range 4 
west; thence north one mile to the northeast corner 
of section 14; thence west one mile to the southwest 
_ corner of section 11; thence north 3 miles to the north- 
west corner of section 35, township 17 south, range 4 — 
west; thence east one mile to the southwest corner of 
section 25; thence north seven miles to the northeast 
corner of section 26, township 16 south, range 4 west; 
thence west to the county line diviidng the counties 
of Walker and Jefferson; thence west with and along 
said Walker county line and turning with and contin- 
uing along the same to its intersection with the War- 
rior river; thence down with and along the meander- 
ings of said river to the point where the county line of 
Tuscaloosa county coming from the east or southeast 
of said river intersects with it; thence with the varia- 
tions of and along the county line of Tuscaloosa coun- 
ty in a general southeasterly direction from said river 
to the point where it intersects with the county line 
of Bibb county; thence in a general northeasterly di- 
rection with and along said Bibb county line as it di- 
vides said county of Bibb from the county of Jefferson 
to the point where it intersects the county line of Shel- 
by county; thence with and along said Shelby county 
line as it. divides the said counties of Shelby and Jef- 
ferson to the point of beginning. 

That the city court of Bessemer, a court of record 
now existing at the city of Bessemer, within the ter- 
ritory included in said county of Pettus, shall con- 
tinue to exist and shall constitute a court of Pettus 
county with all the jurisdiction, powers and authority 
that it now has, or that may be hereafter conferred, 
until otherwise provided by law, and its jurisdiction, 
powers and authority shall hereafter extend over and 
be co-extensive with the limits of said county of Pettus 
until otherwise provided by law.

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and 
returns same herewith to the House: 

H. 958. To provide for the better building, mainte- 
nance and protection of the public roads and bridges of 
Bibb county; to provide funds, regulations and penal- 
ties to carry the provisions and purposes of this act 
into effect; to provide for the appointment of a county 
engineer, and for the examination of applicants for 
such position; to abolish the office of road supervisor 
for Bibb county. 

H. 1144. To authorize and direct the commissioners’ 
court of Morgan county, Alabama, to audit and allow all 
officers’ and witnesses’ claims and fees for costs taxed 
against defendants who have been sentenced in criniinal 
cases to perform hard labor on the county roads of Mor- 
gan county, Alabama, where such costs and fees are 
actually worked out on said roads by such defendants, 
and to certify the same to the county treasurer of Mor- 
gan county, Alabama. 

H. 1164. To alter and re-arrange the boundary lines 
of the town of Northport, Alabama. 

H. 1174. To define the boundaries and corporate 
limits of the town of Rogersville, Lauderdale county, 
Alabama. 

H. 1248. To require the commissioners’ court to ad- 
vertise for competitive bids for stationery and _ office 
supplies for Blount county. 

H. 1117. To vacate and annul the charter and dis- 
solve the corporation of the town of Adamsville. 

H. 1286. To better provide for the working of the 
public roads of Pike county; to require the court of 
county commissioners of said county to employ a civil 
engineer who shall be learned in the art and science of 
road and bridge building; to fix the salary of such en- 
gineer and say how the same shall be paid; to prescribe 
the duties of such engineer and to provide a conveyance 
to be used by him in connection with such duties; to

To authorize the court of county commis- 
sioners of Bullock county, Alabama, to pay to the First 
National Bank of Union Springs, Alabama, out of the 
funds of said county the sum of two hundred ninety-two 
and 20/100 dollars, with interest thereon from January 
20, 1912, repaid ‘by said bank into the treasury of Bul- 
lock county, Alabama, on the demand of J. T. Gorman,

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives: 

I am herewith returning to you House Bill 380, with- 
out my approval, but with amendments. 

There are several features embodied in this bill which 
I cannot approve. 

First and foremost, the effects of the bill will be to 
take away from the Governor the only machinery that 
may at times exist for providing that the laws be exe- 
‘cuted. If it is the desire of the Legislature to have 
another branch of the government share in this respon- 
sibility there will be no objection on my part, but when 
you undertake to deprive the Governor of the means 
which at times may be his only recourse to see that the 
laws are executed and supplant inherent authority by 
transferring the power to another department, then I 
differ with you, and call your attention to the provision 
of the Constitution which says “the Governor shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed.” 

The increase in the expense of this department which 
this bill provides is another vital reason as to why it 
should not become a law. The expense of the attorney 
general’s office up to the beginning of the year 1907 had 
never exceeded forty-one hundred dollars. During the 
period above mentioned the attorney general was able 
to handle and did properly care for the State’s legal 
interests. Commencing with 1907 there was a large 
increase in the expenses of this department. The at- 
torney general was given two assistants and the appro- 
priations to the department were increased from forty- 
one hundred to seventy-two hundred dollars. In addi- 
tion to this, large sums were expended by the two ad- 
ministrations previous to the present one for the hire 
of attorneys in special litigation. This administration 
had determined that there should not be a repetition of 
this extravagance, and so far had conducted the affairs 
of the State in such manner that none has been in- 
curred. It appears to me that there is no good reason 
why the attorney general with two assistants should 
not be able to properly look after the State’s interests 
in the courts. 
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This act carries an appropriation that will increase 
the expenses of the legal department over eight thou- 
sand dollars per annum amounting to about thirty-three 
thousand dollars in the course of four years to be ex- 
pended as the attorney general may propose along lines 
suggested in this bill. We have been attempting to get 
away from that feature of our State government which 
provides contingent funds for the different departments 
to be expended by the heads of these departments with- 
out reference to the executive head of the State govern- 
ment. Instead of accomplishing this purpose, this bill 
increases and widens the latitude of extravagance over 
that which has heretofore existed. It is my observation 
and experience that when contingent funds are left at 
the disposal of departments unrestricted they are al- 
ways consumed. 

I cannot understand why the present machinery of 
the legal department is not sufficient to protect the 
State’s interests. It accomplished that purpose up to 
1907; we have trebled the working force in the office, 
and the business of the State has not increased in the 
same proportion, and I consider it an extravagance to 
undertake to increase the funds available for this of- 
fice to the extent that this bill provides. 

The amendments which I submit are as follows: 

“Strike out sections 4, 5, and 6, and substitute there- 
for section 4, to read as follows: 

“Sec. 4. That the attorney general, when in his opin- 
ion he deems it necessary or proper, may direct any 
solicitor to assist in the investigation or prosecution 
of any cause in which the State or county is interested 
in any other circuit or county than that of the solicitor 
so directed, or to take charge of any such investigation 
or prosecution; and the solicitor so directed shall have 
and exercise in such other county or circuit all the pow- 
ers and authority imposed by law upon the solicitor of 
such other county or circuit.” 

If the amendments proposed above should be adopted 
the bill will have my approval.

the method of its expenditure.

of, vocational and industrial departments as hereinaf- 
ter provided in this act. 

2. That said boards of education, in their respective 
jurisdiction, shal! have full and plenary power, not to 
conflict with the provisions of this act for the accom- 
plishment. of the purposes thereof, viz.: The instruc- 
tion in practical agriculture; mechanics, forestry, car- 
pentry, metal work, basketry, mechanics, road building, 
animal industry, poultry raising, physical training, 
which shall include the intelligent direction in recrea- 
tion, sanitation and any and all the industrial arts and 
sciences, whereby the youth may become healthful, in- 
telligent workers and adequate producers. Said boards 
of education shall prescribe the courses of study, hav- 
ing in view the co-operating with any and all State and 
Federal forces employed in corresponding efforts, which 
course must include at least two full scholastic months 
of practical work and instructions on the farm, or in 
the garden, shop, mines, factory, or on the public road 
or some place other than the school room, where the 
pupils will be in direct and vital contact with the in- 
dustry pursued, the said vocational work required shall 
be performed between May 1st and July 15th of each 
year. 

3. That the principal of every school under the oper- 
ation of this act shall be and is required to keep a full 
and accurate record of each pupil’s life, both in the 
school room, at home and in the shop, on the farm, or 
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wherever he or she may be engaged in industrial work, 
which record or a certified copy thereof shali be filed 
by the principal or supervisor, at the end of the schol- 
astic year in the office of the county superintendent of 
’ education. The said records of all pupils in branches 
of instruction shall be consolidated as much as prac- 
ticable. In all cases the total earnings shall be record- 
ed and reported fully and definitely, and shall be bound 
in permanent form and preserved as a permanent rec- 
ord for each year in the office of said county superin- 
tendent. 

4. That the supervisor, principal or teacher of every 
school under the operation of this act shall, before 
planting season, arrange, when practical, with the par- 
ents or guardian of pupils who are to engage in the 
study of agriculture or other study which requires the 
use of land for a suitable plot of ground not less than 
ore acre for boys and one-half acre for girls, and shall 
also provide, as far as practical, for each of said pu- 
pils a map or diagram of such. ground with schedule 
and specifications for cultivation, and proper blanks 
for recording the routine of work and results. 

5. That each pupil engaged in agriculture shall be 
required to produce for home consumption or for the 
market, products which will in value represent at cur- 
rent prices according to their respective ages, as fol- 
lows:

Where the course of study elected is other than agri- 
culture, the work shall be done under the direction and 
supervision of the teacher or supervisor, and said teach- 
er or supervisor shall grade said work according to the 
fidelity, energy, perseverance and accomplishment of 
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the student, and the teacher or supervisor, when prac- 
ticable to do so, shall estimate the value of the services 
so performed by each pupil. And it shall be a condi- 
tion of graduation from any school operating under 
this act, that the pupil shall have accomplished the re- 
sult above prescribed in the agriculture course or grade 
fixed by the teacher or supervisor in some other indus- 
trial course of study and work herein provided for. 
Provided, the teacher or supervisor, with approval of 
the board of education may, for good cause to be judged 
by him, exempt any pupils from vocational work here- 
in required; and provided that he shall exempt any pu- 
pil from vocational work who is physically unable to 
perform it. 

6. That said board of education shall have full pow- 
er to group school districts and adopt such rules and 
regulations as in their judgment seems best for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of this act. 

7. To provide for the promotion of the purposes of 
this act the court of county commissioners in said coun- 
ty, and the municipal authorities in the respective cities 
and towns thereof may, from time to time, appropri- 
ate from the general fund of the county or municipal- 
ity the sums necessary for the carrying on of said voca- 
tional education, which appropriations, when made, 
shall be set apart and kept as a special fund by the 
county treasurer or depository of the county, city or 
town and distributed and expended by direction and 
under authority of the board of education. 

8. That upon the exercise of the option to establish 
vocational training, as herein provided by the board of 
education of the county, it shall be and continue for a 
term of five years. , 

9. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act shall be, and the same are, hereby repealed.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it 
has examined the following House bill: 

H. 483. To submit to the qualified voters of the State, 
at the general election to be held on the next regular 
general election day in November, 1916, for their con- 
sideration, an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, in substance and to the effect that the city of 
Selma, in addition to the taxes it is now authorized and 
empowered to levy and collect, shall levy and collect 
annually an additional tax of two-tenths of one per 
centum upon the value of the property therein as fixed 
for State taxation, to be applied exclusively to the main- 
tenance of public schools therein, and shall levy and 
collect annually a further additional tax of one-tenth of 
one per centum upon the value of the property therein 
as fixed for State taxation, to be applied exclusively to 
public school buildings therein and improvements and 
repairs thereon, or to the payment of indebtedness con- 
tracted for the same by the city of Selma, or to the 
maintenance of public schools therein or to any one or 
more of these; provided that these taxes shall be in lieu 
of all other city taxes now required to be levied or ap- 
propriated by the city of Selma for the support of 
schools or for school purposes.

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as 
amended has passed, the following House bills: 
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H. 525. To amend an act entitled “An act to create 
and establish the juvenile court of Jefferson county, 
Alabama; to create and define it jurisdiction; and con- 
ferring power on said court to adjudicate on all cases 
of children under sixteen years of age, who are delin- 
quent, indigent, neglected, or otherwise subject to disci- 
pline, or in need of the care and protection of the State 
and regulating the procedure in such cases, ineluding 
_ the establishment and maintenance of a detention home 

and probation system, and the appointment of guardians 
for such children, and providing for the welfare of indi- 
gent children as objects of charity, for the public good; 
to provide for the officers of said court, and define their 
powers and duties and provide for their compensation.” 
Approved, April 22, 1911. 

H. 1128. To authorize and direct the court of county 
commissioners of Marengo county, to pay for advertis- 
ing the notice and substance of local bills introduced in 
the Legislature for said county, out of any money in the 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, when the bill ap 
plies to the entire county, or any political subdivision 
of the said county, and when said bill has been ordered 
published by the senator or any representative of the 
county of Marengo, and this act shall be held to apply 
only to and include notices and substance of bills adver- 
tised for the July session of the Alabama Legislature, 
in year 1915.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


_ On motion of Mr. Griffin, the House non-concurred 
in the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 1128, said Sen- 
ate amendment being as follows: 
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Amend said bill by striking from its caption the 
words “and direct,” in line one of said caption. Also. 
by striking from line two of section one of said bill 
as engrossed the words “and directed.” Also by sub- 
stituting the word “may” for the word “shall,” where 
same appears in line five of section one of said bill as 
engrossed. 


On motion of Mr. Weakley, the House concurred in 
and adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 525, 
said amendment being as follows: 

To amend section one so that said section shall read 
as follows: 

-Section 1. That there be and is hereby created and 
established in and for the county of Jefferson, State 
of Alabama, a juvenile court, which court shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, functions, and powers 
which are hereby, or which may hereafter be, conferred 
by law on said court. Said court shall have the power to 
devise a seal; and the judge and clerk of said court 
shall have power and authority to administer oaths and 
affidavits. 

To amend section four so that said section shall read 
as follows: 

Sec. 4. There shall be appointed by the Governor 
of Alabama a judge of said court, whose term of office’ 
shall be for six years from the date of said appoint- 
ment and until his successor is appointed and qualified, 
said successor in each case being appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama. The said judge shall have been a 
citizen of the United States and Jefferson county, Ala- 
bama, for at least three (3) years preceding his ap- 
pointment, shall be learned in the law, and shall not 
be less than thirty (30) years of age; and during the 
term for which he is appointed shall not engage in any 
other gainful occupation, or calling, but shall devote 
all of his time to the duties of his said office. He shall 
be a man of high moral character, of clean life, and 
shall be selected for his special fitness, by training, 
education, and experience, to deal with delinquent and 
neglected children generally such as are described in 
this act. The salary of said judge shall be twenty-five 
hundred ($2,500.00) dollars per year, payable monthly

out of the generai funds of Jefferson county, Alabama. 

To amend section eight so that said section shall read 
as follows: 

See. 8. Service of such summons within the county 
of Jefferson shall be made personally by delivering to 
and leaving with the person summoned a true copy 
thereof. When the person named in the summons, other 
than the child, is present in court, or is a non-resident. 
of the county, or cannot be found, or when said child 
is in court by reason of the violation of any law of the 
State, or of any municipality, service of a summons 
upon such other person named in the summons shall 
not be necessary to give the court jurisdiction; but if 
’ such other person be not present in court, and if for 
any of the reasons set out above has not been served 
with a summons, the court must appoint a probation 
officer, or some other person, to act as guardian ad 
litem to represent the interest of such child, and such 
guardian ad litem shall be present at the hearing of 
said case to represent said child. It shall be sufficient 
to confer jurisdiction after its service is affected, at 
any time before the time fixed in the summons for the 
return thereof, but the court shall not proceed with 
the hearing earlier than the next day after the date of 
service, if objection be made by the parties served, or 
a guardian ad litem appointed to represent interest of 
such child. Proof of service may be made by the affi- 
davit of the person who delivers a copy of said sum- 
mons to the person summoned, if the summons be not 
served by an officer, but if served by a State, county, 
or municipal officer, his return shall be sufficient with- 
out oath other than his official oath already taken. The 
summons shall be considered a mandate of the court, 
and wilful failure to obey its requirements shall sub- 
ject any person guilty thereof to liability for punish- 
ment as for a contempt as hereinafter provided. The 
court may, in its discretion, call upon the solicitor of 
said county or of the judicial district, to assist the court 
in any proceeding under this act, and said solicitor 
shall represent the county in all cases appealed from 
the juvenile court to other courts; and the sheriff of 
said county shall serve all papers directed by the court, 
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or judge thereof, to be served by him, but all papers, 
summons and process issued from said court in such 
proceedings may be served by any person selected by 
the court, or the judge thereof for that purpose. When 
the sheriff serves the papers directed to him under the 
terms of this act, a suitable allowance shall be made 
to him by the board of revenue of said county for his 
actual disbursements in effecting such service. 

To amend section ten so that said section shall read 
as follows: 

Sec. 10. Nothing in this act shall be construed as for- 
bidding the arrest, with or without warrant, of any 
child as is now or may hereafter be provided by law, 
or as forbidding the issuance of warrants by a magis- 
trate as provided by law. Whenever a male child un- 
der sixteen (16) years of age or a female child under 
eighteen (18) years of age, and who otherwise comes 
under the provisions of this act, is brought before any 
other magistrate or court in said county, such magis- 
trate or court shall, if such child be under sixteen (16) 
' years of age, forthwith transfer the case to the juvenile 
court of Jefferson county, by an order directing that 
said child be taken to the shelter hereinafter mentioned ; 
and if such child be a female over sixteen (16) years 
of age and under eighteen (18) years of age, such mag- 
istrate or court may, in his or its discretion, if it be 
for the public good, and for the interest of such female 
child, transfer said child to the juvenile court of Jef- 
ferson county as provided in this section. When such 
female child over sixteen (16) years of age and under 
eighteen (18) years of age is not so transferred by said 
magistrate or court, said magistrate or court before 
whom such child has been brought shall have full power 
and authority and shall proceed with the trial of such 
female child as in the case of adults. Said magistrate 
or court may, however, by order, admit such transferred 
child to bail, or release such child into the custody of 
some suitable and proper person to appear before said 
court at a time designated in said order. All informa- 
tion, depositions, warrants and other processes in the 
hands of such magistrate or court shall be by him forth- 
with transmitted to the said juvenile court of Jefferson 
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eounty, and shall become part of its records. The ju- 
venile court of Jefferson county shall thereupon pro- 
ceed to hear and dispose of said case in the same man- 
ner as if the proeeedings had been instituted in said 
court upon petition as provided for herein. In all cases 
the nature of the proceedings shall be explained to the 
child, and if the parents appear, to the parents also, 
and to the cuslodian or guardian of sach child, and if, 
after the arrest of such child with or without a war- 
rant, and before the appearance of such child befor 
the juvenile court of Jefferson county, if said child be 
not paroled or otherwise released it shall be detained in 
the shelter where it shall be received, cared for and pro- 
vided for according to and subject to the order and di- 
rection of said court. 

To amend section eleven so that said section shall 
read as follows: 

Sec. 11. An appeal may be taken by any party ag- 
grieved from any final order or judgment of said court, 
to any court of Jefferson county, Alabama, having equi- 
ty jurisdiction within ten days after the entering of 
said order or judgment in said cause, but an appeal 
bond may, in the discretion of the court, be required, 
which said bond shall be payable to Jefferson county, 
Alabama, and conditioned for the child’s appearance 
to answer such judgment as may be rendered on ap- 
peal, as well as to secure all the costs that may be ac- 
crued on such appeal; and if such appeal be taken by 
a guardian ad litem appointed for the child by said 
court, this court may, in its discretion, grant an order 
allowing said guardian ad litem the actual expense in- 
curred on said appeal, and the amount so allowed shall 
be a valid charge against Jefferson county when ap- 
proved by the judge of said court. An appeal with or 
without the bond required in this act shall not suspend 
the judgment appealed from, nor shall it discharge the 
child from the custody of the court or the officer of the 
court, or the person into whose care the court may 
place the child, if the judge of said court shall enter 
an order that to suspend said judgment would endan- 
ger the welfare of said child. All appeals under this act 
shall take precedence over all other business of the 
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court to which appeal is had. Upon said appeal, said - 
equity court shall try said case de novo, and shall pro- 
ceed under and in pursuance of the terms of this act 
to render such judgment as the said juvenile court 
should have rendered, for the welfare of such child. 
Upon the rendition of said judgment, said equity court 
shall cause to be filed with said juvenile court a copy 
of its said judgment, which shall thereupon become 
the judgment of said juvenile court. In the event said 
equity court does not dismiss said petition, and does 
not discharge said child, said equity court shall remand 
said child to the jurisdiction of said juvenile court for 
its supervision and care, under the terms of said order; 
and thereafter said child shall be and remain under 
the jurisdiction of said juvenile court in the same man- 
ner as if said juvenile court had rendered said judg- 
ment in the first instance. 

To amend section twelve so that said section shall 
read as follows: 

Sec. 12. The judge of the juvenile court of Jefferson 
county may arrange with any incorporated or unin- 
corporated society or association that maintains a shel- 
ter or suitable place of detention for children in said 
county for the use of such place as a shelter or tempor- 
ary detention home for children coming within the pro- 
. Visions of this act, and may make and enter an order 
which shall be effectual for that purpose, and a rea- 
sonable appropriation shall be made by the board of 
revenue of Jefferson county out of the proper fund of 
said county towards the expense incurred by said so- 
ciety or association for the care of said child (or chil- 
dren). If, however, the judge of said court shall cer- 
tify that a suitable arrangement for such use cannot 
be made or obtained, the board of revenue of said coun- 
ty shall immediately establish, equip, and maintain, 
on any property which said Jefferson county now owns 
or which said board of revenue may see fit to acquire 
by lease or purchase, a home for the temporary deten- 
tion of such children, separated entirely from any place 
of confinement of adults, or criminals convicted or held 
by order of any other court, to be called the “County 
Shelter,”’ which shall be conducted as an agency of the 
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juvenile court of Jefferson county for the purpose of 
this act, and shali be as far as possible furnished and 
carried on as a family home, and shall be as far as pos- 
sible furnished and carried on as a family home, and 
shall be in charge of a superintendent and matron, one 
or both as becomes necessary, who must reside therein. 

The judge of the juvenile court of Jefferson county 
shall have authority to appoint said snperintendent and 
matron, either or both, and other employees of said 
County Shelter in the same manner in which the pro- 
bation officers are appointed under this act. 

The said judge may appoint as such superintendent 
a probation officer, with or without additional salary. 
The necessary expenses incurred in maintaining said 
County Shelter, including the necessary salary of the 
superintendent and matron of the detention home, shall 
become a charge against the proper fund of Jefferson 
county and shall be paid by said county. The judge of 
the juvenile court of Jefferson county may appoint with 
the consent and upon the recommendation of the advis- 
ory board of the juvenile court of Jefferson county, Ala- 
bama, hereinafter provided for, a chief probation offi- 
cer, and such deputy probation officers as are necessary 
to properly carry out the spirit and intent of this act, 
whose duties it shall be to act under the direction of 
said court in cases arising under this act. Said proba- 
tion officers may be either men or women. The said 
chief probation officer shall also act as clerk of said 
court in cases arising under this act, and the chief pro- 
bation officer so appointed shall receive a salary not ex- 
ceeding eighteen hundred ($1,800.00) dollars per year, 
and said deputy probation officers shall each receive 
a salary not exceeding twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dol- 
lars per year. The amount of the respective salaries 
to be received by said probation officers, within said 
limits shall be fixed and regulated as occasion may re- 
quire, by the judge of said juvenile court, with the con- 
sent and upon the approval of said advistory board of 
the juvenile court of Jefferson county, Alabama, here- 
inafter provided for; which said respective salaries shall 
be payable monthly out of the general funds of Jeffer- 
son county, Alabama. Said judge may also, if found 
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necessary for the adequate care and protection of the 
children under the jurisdiction of the court, appoint 
one or more volunteer probation officers who shall 
serve without compensation from the county treasury, 
upon such conditions as the judge may prescribe. For 
the successful operation of this act, and the adminis- 
tration of said shelter, the court may devise and fix 
such rules of procedure and methods as in the judg- 
ment of the court will conduce to the beneficial pur- 
poses of this act, and said judge may at pleasure re- 
move said officers, or either of them and salaried pro- 
bation officers, shall have all the powers of a peace 
officer anywhere within the State for the purpose of 
this act, and may make arrests in the execution of pro- 
cess issued from this court; and the said court is here- 
by authorized to seek the co-operation of any society 
or incorporation, public or private, having for their ob- 
ject the protection or aid of indigent or neglected, aban- 
doned or deserted children, to the end that the court 
may assist in every reasonable way to give all such 
children care and protection which will conserve to the 
welfare of such children and the public in general. And 
it is hereby made the duty of every county, town or 
municipal officer or department in said county to ren- 
der such assistance and co-operation within his or its 
jurisdictional power to further the objects of this act; 
and all institutions, associations or other custodial 
agencies in which any child may be, coming within the 
provisions of this act, are hereby required to give infor- 
mation to the court of any of said officers appointed 
by the court, as said court or officers may require, to 
further the purpose of this act. 

To amend section twenty (b) (20b) so that said sec- 
tion shall read as follows: 

Section 20 (b). The judge of the juvenile court of 
Jefferson county, Alabama, shall appoint a board of not 
less than ten nor more than fifteen citizens of Jeffer- 
son county, Alabama, known for their interest in the 
welfare of the dependant, neglected, and delinquent 
children of said county, who shall serve without com- 
pensation, to be called the advisory board of the juve- 
nile court of Jefferson county, Alabama. Said advis- 
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ory board at its first meeting shall organize by electing 
such officers, and adopting such by-laws and rules and 
regulations for its government as it may deem best for 
the purpose herein set forth. Said board shall hold of- 
fice during the pleasure of the court or the judge there- 
of. Women shall be eligible to appointment on said 
board. The duties of the board shall be as follows: 

(1) To advise and co-operate with.the judge of said 
court in the appointment of its probation officers, and 
in fixing and regulating the amount of the salaries to 
be paid said officers; and to advise and co-operate with 
the court upon all other matters affecting the workings 
of the act creating the court, and to recommend to the 
court any and all needful measures for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions and intent of the law cre- 
ating said court. 

(2) To visit as often as they conveniently can all in- 
stitutions or associations receiving children under this 
act and to report to the court from time to time the 
condition and surroundings of the children received by 
or in charge of any such persons, institutions or asso- 
ciations. 

(3) To make themselves familiar with the work of 
the court under this act, and to make an annual re- 
port to the public of the work of said court. 

To amend section twenty (d) (20d) so that said sec- 
tion shall read as follows: 

Sec. 20d. Whenever in the course of any proceedings 
instituted under this act, or when in any other man- 
ner, it shall appear to the said court that a parent, 
guardian, or person. having the custody, control or su- 
pervision of any delinquent, neglected, or dependant 
child, or that any other person has knowingly or wil- 
fully encouraged, aided, abetted, or caused or connived 
at such state of delinquency, neglect, or dependency, 
or has knowingly or wilfully done any act, or acts, to 
directly produce, promote or contribute to the condi- 
tions which render such child delinquent, neglected, or 
dependant, the said court shall have jurisdiction in 
such matters, and shall cause such parent, guardian 
or other person, as the case may be, to be brought be- 
fore it upon either a summons or a warrant, affidavit, 
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or probable cause having first been made, for such order 
in the premises as the court may see fit to make in ac- 
cordance with this section. In case of bringing of such 
person into court under the summons or warrant above 
provided for, such accused person shall have the right 
to bail in such sum as may be named by the court, the 
same to be approved as to amount and sureties by the 
judge of said court; and in default of said bail, the 
person so accused shall be committed to the county jail, 
there to wait trial or other disposition of said cause 
by the court. The court shall have full power and au- 
thority to hear and determine such charge so brought 
against such parent, guardian, or other person, and to 
determine the guilt or innocence of such accused per- 
son, parent of guardian. And in the event that said 
parent, guardian, or other person shall be found guilty 
by the court, the court shall have the power to impose 
a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, and in 
addition thereto may impose a sentence to hard labor 
for the county, for not more than six months, or to 
a term of imprisonment in the county jail for not more 
than six months. In the trial of such cases said court 
shall have and exercise all the power, jurisdiction and 
authority. now possessed or which may hereafter be con- 
ferred upon county courts; and the institution and trial 
of such cases shall, except as is herein otherwise pro- 
vided, be had and conducted as other misdemeanor cases 
are begun and tried in such county courts. In the trial 
of such cases, said juvenile court shall determine both 
the law and facts, without the intervention of a jury, 
and shall award such judgment, under the terms of this 
section, as shall seem just. 

The judge of said court shall have authority, in his 
discretion, to suspend the payment of any fine, or the 
serving of any term of imprisonment, whether in jail 
or at hard labor, and to place such accused person on 
probation for such period of time, not to exceed six 
months, and upon such terms and conditions as to the 
said judge may seem proper; the judge of said court 
may, further, in his discretion, as a part of the judg- 
ment, require such person to enter into a bond, with 
or without surety, in such terms as the court may di- 
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rect, to comply with the orders of the court; and said 
judge shail have authority to revoke such suspension 
of said fine, or imprisonment upon a violation by the 
probationer of the conditions and terms upon which 
such suspension was made. Such revocation by said 
judge shall immediately put into effect the original fine 
or term of imprisonment originally imposed. 

The defendant, if. convicted, shall have the right to 
appeal to the next ensuing term of the circuit court of 
the county, where he may have a trial by jury. Pend- 
ing said appeal, upon his entering into bond, with suffi- 
cient sureties, in such sum as the court may require, 
conditioned that he will appear at said circuit court, 
until discharged, by due corsue of law, he shall be re- 
leased from custody. If the defendant fails to make the 
required bond, he shall be confined in the county jail 
till tried. Upon the making of such appeal, the clerk 
of the said court shall at once certify to the clerk of 
the circuit court of said county, all papers in the cause 
affecting the person appealed, together with a trans- 
cript of all proceedings had in said court, in said mat- 
ter. The clerk of the said circuit court of said county 
shall set all cases appealed from this court as preferred 
cases in said circuit court, to the end that said cases 
may have a speedy hearing in said circuit court. 

Upon said appeal, said circuit court shall try said 
case de novo and shall proceed under and in pursuance 
of the terms of this act to render such judgment as 
said juvenile court should have rendered. If, upon the 
rendition of its said judgment, the said circuit court 
shall suspend the payment of any fine, or the serving 
of any term of imprisonment, whether in jail or at hard 
labor, and place such convicted person upon probation, 
under the terms of this section, said circuit court shall 
cause to be filed with said juvenile court a copy of its 
said judgment, which shall thereupon become the judg- 
ment of said juvenile court in said case; and upon the 
rendition by said circuit court of such suspended sen- 
tence, said circuit court shall remand said convicted 
person to the jurisdiction of said juvenile court for its 
supervision and care under the terms of said judgment ; 
and thereafter said convicted person shall be and re- 
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main under the jurisdiction of said juvenile court in 
the same manner as if said juvenile court had rendered 
said judgment in the first instance.

To alter and change the boundaries of the 
city of Birmingham, so as to exclude and eliminate all 
that territory embraced within the southwest quarter of 
section nineteen, and the northwest quarter and the 
north half of the southwest quarter of section thirty, all 
in township seventeen, range three, west of the Hunts- 
ville meridian. 

To abolish the corporation of the town of 
Coal City, in St. Clair county, Alabama. 

H. 1015. To establish in precinct one in Morgan coun- 
ty, Alabama, an inferior court in lieu of all justices of 
the peace and notaries public with the powers of a jus- 
tice of the pence in the said precinct, to be known as the 
inferior court of Decatur, to define the jurisdiction and 
powers of said court and the judge thereof. 

H. 1017. To create and establish the Uniontown

AN ACT 


To authorize the county board of education, or other 
school governing body by whatever name called, in all 
counties having a population of not less than eighty 
thousand (80;000) nor more than eighty-two thousand 
(82,000) according to the last or any succeeding Fed- 
eral census to pay pensions to aged and indigent teach- 
ers out of the school funds of said counties. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: .- - 

Section 1. That whenever any person in this State 
has taught continuously in any of the public schools 
thereof for thirty years and has reached the age of sixty 
years, and his or her record as a teacher is without 
reproach, and by reason of physical inability or men- 
tal infirmity is unable to teach longer, and who is with- 
out thé’ means‘ of ‘confortable support, stich tcacher 
may lay his or her case before the county board of 
education, or other school governing body by whatever 
name called in all counties having a population of not 
less than eighty thousand nor more than eighty-two 
thousand according to the last or any succeeding Fed- 
eral census, and the said board shall proceed to con- 
sider the same, and if the facts are found as stated 
above, the teacher shall be placed on the “Retired List,” 
a record of which shall be kept by the said board and 
known as the “Retired List,” and every person placed 
on said list shall be entitled to receive a pension from 
the public school funds of the county of two hundred 
and forty ($240.00) dollars per year, to be paid quar- 
terly by the county treasurer of public school funds of 
the said county or counties in which the teacher mak- 
ing said application lives, as other teachers are paid; 
- provided, that said payment will be made as above au- 
thorized so long as said teacher is without means of 
comfortable support and until authorities of such coun- 
ty or counties may for any reason which they deem suf- 
ficient, discontinue the payment of said sum; provid- 
ed, further, that this act shall not become inoperative 
in any of said counties except upon a majority vote of 
the county board of education, or other school govern- 
ing body by whatever name called, of said counties.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as 
amended has passed: 

H. 850. To provide for the assessment, valuation and 
equalization of values of real and personal property for 
taxation, and for this purpose to create a State board of 
equalization, to prescribe the powers and duties of said 
board, to create a board of equalization for each county, 
and to prescribe the powers and duties of said boards, to 
provide for the collection of taxes, the sale of property 
for taxes, the redemption from such sales, to further 
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provide for the general revenues and to repeal all laws 
in conflict with this act. 
. And returns same herewith to the House. 
J. A. Kyle, 
Secretary. 


SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Tunstall, the House non-concurred 
in the Senate amendments to the bill, H. 850, said Sen- 
ate amendments being as follows: 

Proposed amendments to H. 850 offered by the Com- 
mnittee on Finance and Taxation. 

After the words “general revenues,” in the caption, 
insert the following words: “Abolish the State tax com- 
mission, and to transfer all its powers, authority and 
jurisdiction, and all proceedings pending for assess- 
ment and collection of taxes.” 

Also strike out of subdivision 1 of section 2 the fol- 
lowing words: “And all other property now exempt by 
law.” 

Also by inserting in subdivision 7 of section 2, after 
the word “oxen,” the words: “Or one mule or one horse 
used for farm purposes.” 

Also by striking out of subdivision 7 the word “stock” 
before the word “hogs.” 

Also by inserting after the words “within this State,” 
where it first appears in section 138, the following: “All 
other property of every character in this.State not here- 
in expressly exempted shall be subject to taxation,” 

Amendment to section 14: 

Amend said act by adding at the end of subdivision 
2 of section 14, on page 4, of the bill, the following: 
“And street railroads, printing presses and materials.” 

Insert at the end of subdivision 1 of section 14, after 
the word “soil,” the following words: “Except growing 
crops.” 

By adding to the end of subdivision 3 of section 14, 
the following words, “regardless of where such vessel 
may be registered;” by striking out of subdivision 6 
of section 14, the following: “All solvent credits or 
credits of value from which money loaned or credits, 
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the indebtedness of the tax payer shall be deducted, 
and the excess only shall be taxed.” 

Amend the bill further by adding after the word 
“value,” at the end of section 16, the following: “Pro- 
vided, however, that whenever in the opinion of the Gov- 
ernor, the said sixty per cent. is more than necessary 
to defray the expenses of the State government for any 
year, he shall by proclamation reduce said per centage 
of value to a per centage that in his judgment is only 
necessary to defray the expenses of the State govern- 
ment, and such per centage so fixed by the Governor 
shall be the basis of taxation for said year for the State, 
county and municipality.” 

Add section 1214 by inserting in section 19 after the 
word “share” and before the words “shall constitute,” 
in line 14, from bottom of section “issued.” 

Also amend section 21 by striking out the following 
words: “To the person in whose name such shares stand 
on the books of the corporation and not.” Further 
amend by inserting in section 21, after the word “cor- 
poration” and before the words “and sixty per cent.,” 
the following words, “assessed for taxation;” and by 
inserting after the word “shares” and before the words 
“shall constitute,” where next appearing after the last 
amendment, the word “issued ;” and by striking out of 
said section the following, “and the amount so paid 
for any shareholder shall be a lien on any interest 
which such shareholder may have in any property owned 
by the corporation ;” and by striking out of said sec- 
tion the following, “it shall be no ground for objec- 
tion to such assessment of shares that the same is en- 
tered upon the assessment books in the name of the 
corporation.” And also by striking out from said sec- 
tion the words ‘under the laws of Alabama,” in the 
fifth line from the botton of section 21, after the word 
“assessed value of,” and before the words “property 
owned,” insert the word “real.” 

Further amend by striking out all of section 22, and 
insert in lieu thereof exhibit “A.” 

Further amend by striking out the word “stub,” in 
section 24, line 5, and insert in lieu thereof the word 
“duplicate.” 
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Amend said act by striking out section 33 in the bill 
and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“Sec. 33. The tax assessor shall be entitled to receive 
from the tax collector out of the first money collected 
for the State, giving him duplicate receipts therefor; 
one of the receipts shall be forwarded to the State au- 
ditor by the tax collector; the following commissions 
on State taxes, whether general or special (but not on 
each separately), regularly assessed, carried up, or ex- 
tended on the assessment lists or book, to wit: 

“In counties where the State taxes assessed does not 
exceed ten thousand dollars, the rate of commissions 
shall be four per cent. In counties where the State 
taxes assessed is over ten thousand dollars and does 
not exceed fifty thousand dollars, the commissions shall 
be the same up to ten thousand dollars and one and 
one-half per cent. on the remainder. In counties where 
the State taxes assessed is over fifty thousand dollars 
and does not exceed one hundred thousand dollars, the 
commissions shall be the same up to fifty thousand dol- 
lars and one per cent on the remainder. In counties 
where the State taxes assessed is over one hundred 
thousand dollars and does not exceed two hundred 
thousand dollars, the commissions shall be the same up 
to one hundred thousand dollars and three-fourths of 
one per cent. on the remainder. In counties where the . 
State taxes assessed is over two hundred thousand dol- 
lars, the commissions shall be the same up to two hun- 
dred thousand dollars and one-half of one per cent. on 
the remainder. He shall also be entitled to receive from 
the tax collector the same rate of commissions on the 
amount of county taxes, whether general or special 
(but not on each separately). He shall also receive five 
per cent. of the amount of all taxes upon property as- 
sessed by him which has escaped taxation in any prev- 
ious year, such previous assessment not having been 
made while he was tax assessor. Provided, that after 
the expiration of the present terms of tax assessors, 
no commissions shall be allowed or received on any as- 
sessment of any local, special school tax. Provided, 
further, that this section shall not apply to any tax 
assessor now in office.” 
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Amend section 41 by striking out the following: Be- 
gin with “when a taxpayer,” ete., down to and inciud- 
ing “woman, such,” and insert the word “any” before 
the word “taxpayer.” 

Amend section 42 by striking out the first “or” there- 
in, and insert a comma, and by adding after “deputy” 
the words “or other officer administering the oath to 
the taxpayer.” Further amend sectien 42:-by striking 
out the word “receiving” before ‘his returns,” and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the word “making.” Amend said 
section 42 further by inserting after the words “of 
which” and before the words “were trustees,” in line 
5, the word “you;” and amend further by inserting 
after the words “insurance thereon” and before the 
words “so help you God,” in line 7, the words “and this 
return is made upon your personal knowledge.” 

Amend section 48 by inserting after the word ‘“asses- 
sor” and before the words “shall particularly,” in line 
1, the following, “his deputy or other officer.” Amend 
said section further by inserting after the words “tax 
assessor,” and before the words “shall require,” in line 
6, the following, “his deputy or other officer adminis- 
tering the oath.” 

Amend section 44, subdivision 4, by inserting after 
the words “of the county” and before the words “and 
- if,” in line 2, the words “or if a plat is accessible.” 

Amend section 46, line 4, by inserting after the words 
“sent postpaid,” the words “by registered mail with 
return receipt demanded,” and strike out the words 
“through the mail.” 

By striking out of section 47 these words, “and net 
solvent credits so.” 

Amend section 48, line 1, by inserting after the word 
“taxpayer,” where appearing the second time, “having 
authority to make tax returns.” And amend said sec- 
tion further by striking out the following, beginning 
with “which misdemeanor,” down to the end of the sec- 
tion. 

Amend section 49 by striking out the word “fifty,” 
where it occurs in the next to the last line from the bot- 
tom, and insert the word “ten.” 

Amend section 54 by striking out after the word “ap-

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actual amount of capital employed in this State, if it 
is a corporation at the time of the statement authorized 
to do business in this State, or the actual amount of 
capital it is proposed shall be employed in this State 
if it is a corporation not then qualified to do business 
_ in this State. 

B. The judge of probate with whom any such state- 
ment is filed may summon before him any of the offi- 
cers of the corporation, or any other witness, and swear 
and examine them, and inspect any of the books, pa- 
pers or documents of the corporation, and for that pur- 
pose may compel their production as courts of equity 
might do; and if he is satisfied from the evidence thus . 
obtained that the amount of capital of any domestic 
corporation is placed in the statement at a less amount 
than it should be, or if it is a foreign corporation, and 
he is satisfied from the evidence thus obtained that 
the amount of capital actually employed or to be em- 
ployed, as the case may be, in this State, is placed in 
the statement at a less amount than it should be, he 
shall demand payment of the tax upon the amount of 
capital stock of domestic corporations which he finds 
is actually due, and he shall demand from foreign cor- 
porations payment of the tax upon the amount of cap- 
ital which he finds is actually employed, or to be em- 
ployed in this State. 

C. From the findings of the probate judge, either 
party may appeal within ten days to the next term of 
the circuit court, or other court of like jurisdiction, 
where the cause shall be tried de novo, but a bond in 
double the amount of the tax as ascertained by the 
judge of probate to be due, and probable cost shall be 
required of the corporation, conditioned to prosecute 
such appeal to effect and pay such judgment as the 
court may render. 

D. No foreign corporation required to pay a tax 
under this act shall do any business in the State of Ala- 
bama not constituting interstate commerce, or main- 
tain or demand any action in any of the courts of this 
State upon a contract made in this State other than 
contracts based upon interstate commerce, unless such 
corporation shall have paid such tax within sixty days 
after the same became due. 
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E. The payment of the franchise tax required by this 
act in any one county shall be sufficient, notwithstand- 
ing the said corporation may do business or have a 
resident agent in more than one county.

REPORT FROM COMMITTEE ON ENGROSSED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Committee on Engrossed bills have examined the 
following House bills: 

H. 1135. To amend the game ines of the State of 
Alabama in so far as they apply to the county of Mo- 
bile, State of Alabama. 

H. 1349. For the relief of S. Y. Lamberth, former 
clerk of the circuit and county courts of Clay. 

H. 500. To regulate appeals in criminal cases, from 
inferior criminal courts and municipal courts and to 
provide for the trial of same in the appellate court. 

H. 101. To require ali county solicitors, all circuit 
solicitors, any solicitors of any court of record to give 
opinions to all county officials on all matters connected 
with their offices, except in suits against official bonds. 

H. 1447. To amend an act to establish the Warrior 
Agricultural District in Tuscaloosa county, to provide 
for the securing of the same and the management of its 
affairs and to levy taxes for maintaining the same, ap- 
proved March 5th, 1901. 

H. 1434. To prevent any person from hauling logs 
or timber on a two-wheel vehicle over the improved high- 
ways of Mobile county, making the violation of such 
act a misdemeanor, and providing that the act take 
effect from and after its passage and approval by the 
Governor. 

H. 1233. To provide for the trials of misdemeanors in 
the county court of Lamar county, and the transfer of 
all cases now pending in the circuit court of said county, 
to said county court, to provide for the fees in said coun- 
ty court of the clerk, deputy solicitor, and the sheriff of 
said county.

Mr. Harvey of Marshall, speaking for woman suf- 
frage, twitted Mr. Blount on his change of front, and 
charged Mr. Blount of being afraid that if he disobeyed 
his wife she would put him on bread alone. To this 
Mr. Blount replied that as a married man he had early 
learned that “obedience is better than sacrifice.” This 
remark was greeted by the House with long, repeated 
and continued applause. 

Believing that the colloquy between these gentlemen 
which brought ou the reply of Mr. Blount, a reply 
which ranks with the best repartee of Burke and Sher- 
idan, should be preserved to future generations, I ask 
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that this incident of the debate on woman suffrage be 
spread on the Journal of the House.

The books of every person, firm or cor- 
poration operating any bottling plant shall be at all 
times open to the inspection of the State board of equal- 
ization and license inspector of the county, and said 
books shall contain the number of bottles bottled or 
sold during the year. Any person, firm or corporation 
failing to make such sworn statement, or wilfully mak- 
ing a false statement of the number of bottles of said 
drinks bottled during the preceding year, shall be guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction therefor shall 
be fined not exceeding five hundred dollars, and shall

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


August 31, 1915. 
Mr. Speaker: 
I am directed by the Governor to deliver to the House 
a message in writing. 
Respectfully, 
W. E. Henderson, 
Private Secretary. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
You have previously passed a joint resolution suibnnit: 

ting to the qualified electors of the State the question 

as to whether or not short term bonds shall be issued. 
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for the purpose of partly providing for the deficit in the 
State’s finances. 

The time fixed in this resolution for the holding of 
said election was on December 20th next. If the joint 
resolution submitting this question of a temporary 
bond issue is effective it will be necessary for the Leg- 
islature to adjourn sine die during the third week of 
the present month in order that the constitutional re- 
quirement of ninety days shall intervene between the 
final adjournment of the Legislature and the submis- 
soin of the constitutional amendment to the people. 

I understand that there is a disposition of some to 
change the time of this election from December 20th 
to the next regular election under the plea that the 
expense of the election will be saved to the State. While 
it is true elections are expensive, it is also of interest 
to the people to known that the obligations of the State 
will be promptly provided for and the delay of this 
election will not only jeopardize the ability of the State 
to provide for its obligations, but it will also bring this 
election at a period when many other questions of ab- 
sorbing interest to the voters of the State are before 
them, and possibly they will not exercise the same ma- 
ture thought in their actions. 

At the end of the present fiscal year, September 30th,. 
the State will have issued two and one-half million dol- 
lars of warrants more than it has funds to liquidate, 
and which will have been provided for by the executive. 
On October 1st the State will be due between four and 
five hundred thousand dollars to two sources alone—the 
old soldiers and the schools, for which the taxes have al- 
ready been paid in and the greater part of the amount 
under a constitutional provision levying a special tax for 
these two purposes. Through an act of a former Legisla- 
ture and by custom in force from a scarcity of funds 
in the State treasury, these trust funds have been min- 
gled with other funds of the State and used for paying 
other obligations. Consequently there will be no funds 
on hand at the time the obligations above referred to 
mature and become payable. This deficit continues to 
increase during October, November and December, tak- 
ing former tax years as a criterion, until we reach the 
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first of the new calendar year, January 1, 1917, when 
the taxes become delinquent and bear interest from that 
period. In fact the increase in the deficit during these 
three months are likely to reach one million dollars 
or more, and the beneficiaries of the appropriations that 
are payable at that time by force of circumstances will 
have to indulge the State until it can receive funds from 
its tax-gatherers. To meet the obligations incurred by 
the executive in providing funds for taking care of the 
warrants of the State it will become necessary to make 
new loans, because there will never be sufficient funds 
in the hands of the treasurer to pay these obligations 
and to meet the appropriations as they are falling due. 
Therefore, you can see the necessity of prompt action 
on these bonds measures if the State is to protect its 
obligations as they mature.

power the board of revenue of Barbour county to ap- 
point a clerk of said board, to prescribe his duties, fix 
his term of office and fix his salary and repeal all con- 
flicting laws. 

Be it_enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the board of revenue of Barbour 
county shall elect a clerk of said board, fix his salary 
and term of office, and they shall have the right to dis- 
charge said clerk at any time, with or without cause. 

Sec. 2. That said clerk shall meet with said board at 
all of its general and special meetings or sessions; he 
shall receive and prepare business and obtain informa- 
tion for the session of said board, and see to the exe- 
eution of all orders thereof, to report to the board all 
infractions of the revenue law in said county of which 
he can obtain authentic information; under the direc- 
tion of said board, to keep the minutes and records of 
the proceedings of said board in well bound volumes ~ 
provided for that purpose, which shall always be open 
to the inspection of the citizens of said county, and gen- 
erally do and perform such duties and matters as may 
be required of him by said board. 
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Sec. 3. That the clerk of said board must keep road 
books containing a complete list of all public roads in 
Barbour county, their names grades and road precincts, 
so that an easy reference may at all times be had.

all road apportioners appointed by the board as now 
or hereafter prescribed by law, and the copy of the 
order appointing said apportioners must be accompan- 
ied with a statement signed by said clerk of the road 
overseers on any road precinct, within their election 
precinct; a description of such road precinct, with the 
names and grades of the road assigned to such overseer.

Mr. Speaker: 


Your Committe on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills: 
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H. 766. To regulate the payment of claims against 
the fine and forfeiture fund of Morgan county, Alabama. 

H. 256. To prevent and punish the desecration, mu- 
tilation or improper use of the flag of the United States 
of America or the State of Alabama or the Confeder- 
ate flag or ensign. 

H. 304. To re-arrange and fix the boundary line and 
show the lands included in the town of Mignon, Talla- 
dega county, Alabama. 

H. 747. To regulate the county court of Colbert coun- 
ty; to prescribe its jurisdiction and powers, and to pro- 
vide for solicitor fees in said court; and to repeal con- 
flicting laws. 

H. 758. To establish an inferior court in precinct 11, 
Talladega county, Alabama, in lieu of all justices of the 
peace in said precinct, and to define the jurisdiction 
and powers of said court and the judge thereof, to pro- 
vide for the execution of processes of said court and the 
operation thereof, to provide for the appointment, elec- 
tion, term of office, qualifications and compensation of 
the judge thereof, and to abolish the offices of all jus- 
tices of the peace in said precinct.

When the ordinance is published in the news- 
paper it shall take effect from and after the time it shall 
first appear in said publication and when published by 
posting it shall take effect five days thereafter, except 
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as herein otherwise provided. Immediately following 
the record of any ordinance the clerk shall append .a 
certificate stating therein the time and manner of pub- 
lication thereof, which certificate shall be presumptive 
of the facts stated therein. All ordinances granting a 
franchise shall be published at the expense of the party 
or parties to whom the franchise is to be granted. Pro- 
vided, that in cilies or towns having.a population of less 
than three thousand inhabitants as shown by the last 
or any subsequent Federal census, publication may be 
either by posting as herein provided in case of no news- 
paper being published in the town or by publication in 
a newspaper, at the option of the governing body of 
such city or town.

mined by them. Said bill will prescribe the duties of 
said enumerators, and provide that immediately after 
the first day of January in each year, they shall make a 
thorough and complete house to house canvass of said 
county, or such specified number of precincts thereof as 
he shall have been so appointed enumerator of, listing 
the names and ages of all male residents thereof over 
eighteen and under fifty-five years of age—and enter 
them upon a book to be kept for that purpose, and oppo- 
site to each name so enrolled the name or location of the 
house in or farm on which he resides, and the name and 
the number of the public road near his dwelling place, 
and the names so enrolled on said enumerator’s book 
shall be written in a plain, legible hand, with ink, and 
upon completion of such book it shall be filed in the 
office of the judge of probate of said county. 

The bill will further provide for the compensation of 
such enumerator to be fixed by said court of county 
commissioners, and will further provide that all male 
inhabitants of said county between the ages of eighteen 
and fifty-five, not exempt from road duty under the gen- 
eral laws of the State, shall be required to work upon the 
public roads of said county for ten days in each calendar 
year ten hours each day. 

Said bill will provide that the court of county commis- 
sioners may accept a money compensation to be fixed by 
them not to exceed $7.50 per capita, per annum, for those 
liable to road duty, in lieu of the labor required by the 
laws upon public roads, said money to go into the “road 
fund” of said county. The said court of county commis- 
sioners may make provisions that if said tax is not paid 
before the first day of March in each year, it shall be in- 
creased fifty cents per month until it reaches the sum of 
$7.50, but said tax shall not exceed $7.50 in any one year, 
provided that if the person becomes of age after the first 
day of March, or moves into the county after that date, 
he shall have the privilege of paving that amount which 
he would have had to pay on the first day of March, if he 
had been liable to road duty at that time.

That the court of county commissioners shall, if it se 
determines, employ the misdemeanants sentenced to 
hard labor in the county, for work on the public roads 
thereof, or let them be hired under any road contractor 
in the county, under such rules and regulations as it 
may adopt as to feeding, clothing, housing and medical 
attention and guarding, but no female convict shall be 
worked upon the public roads, but may be hired out to 
contractors for service for cooking, washing, sewing and 
such like employments in camps, stockades or prisons un- 
der the direction of the commissioners’ court, but noth- 
ing in this act contained shall prevent the commission- 
ers’ court from hiring out any and all convicts sen- 
tenced to hard labor in the county, as now provided by 
general law. 

The court of county commissioners shall also be au- 
thorized and empowered to hire convicts from the State 
or any other county, or from any incorporated town in 
Sumter county, if they see proper to do so. In the event 
the convicts of said county are hired out as now provided 
by law, the proceeds of the hire of said convicts shall be 
paid into the road fund of said county. 

That. said court of county commissioners shall have 
full power and authority to make and establish such 
rules and regulations not in conflict with this act as it 
may deem necessary for the proper establishing, work- 
ing, maintaining and repairing of the public roads, 
bridges and culverts of said county, and for requiring all 
persons charged with any duty, power or liability under 
this act a rigid performance thereof. Said commission- 
ers court will be authorized by said bill to employ a pur- 
chasing agent for matters relating to roads, bridges and 
culverts, if they see proper, may fix his compensation 
and duties and may combine his duties with engineer or 
agent to collect road taxes if they see proper. Said bill 
will make it the duty of every person, firm or corpora- 
tion employing hands to furnish the court of county 
commissioners with a list of all male hands in their em- 
ploy, and will provide a penalty for failure to do so.

A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To regulate and provide for payment of claims 
against the fine and forfeiture fund of Autanga county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
Alabama, that from and after the passage of this act, 
all persons owning outstanding claims, commonly 
known as witness certificates and officers’ script, either 
or both, against a fine and forfeiture fund of Autauga 
county, whether the same has heretofore been filed and 
registered or not, must within six months from the 1st 
day of August, 1915, file the same with the county treas- 
urer for the purpose of re-registering and renumbering 
the same.

claims shall be returned to the owner thereof.

Be it further enacted, that the provisions of 
this act shall apply to claims which have heretofore 
been registered as well as to those which have not been 
registered. 

Be it further enactd, that all valid claims 
against the said funds of said county hereafter be paid 
in their numerical order without regard to the kind or 
character of the claim. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, that all claims regis- 
tered against the fine and forfeiture funds of Autauga 
county shall be accepted by the county treasurer, or 
any official of said county, authorized by law to receive 
said fines and forfeitures registered claims regardless 
of their kind or character in payment or liquidation of 
any fine imposed by any court of said county or for the 
payment or liquidation of any forfeiture or judgment 
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entered up in the courts of said county against sureties 
or parties against whom criniinal charges are pending 
when said parties have failed to appear at the court on 
the day or at the time set for trial of any party or par- 
ties as required by the provisions of the bond under 
which they were released on bail.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


September 3, 1915. 
Mr. Speaker: 
I am directed by the Governor to convey to the House 
a message in writing.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

There being only nine legislative days ahead of you, it 
becomes advisable that you should, without delay, get 
under headway such measures as you think would result 
beneficially to the State. 

There is no one particular feature of government that 
is subject to more abuse and from which more dissatis- 
faction and complaint arises than from our financial sys- 
tem. We are now experiencing the effects of the lack of 
wisdom and discernment displayed by past legislatures 
in a deficit in our State’s affairs that is preventing your 
body from displaying a substantial interest in the insti- 
tutions of the State by way of appropriations. 

During the first part of your session I brought to your 
attention the advisability of finally bringing the State’s 
affairs on a sound financial basis by having you take 
steps that would place the State upon the budget sys- 
tem. This cannot be done by legislative enactment 
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alone, because the tendency of each succeeding legisla- 
tive body is to discredit its predecessors and to show a 
marked unwillingness to be bound by actions of those 
who have previously occupied similar positions and who 
were clothed with similar power and responsibility. Our 
fundamental law should require this system, and it 
should be sufficiently rigid as to require each Legisla- 
ture to give and appropriate the funds only in keeping 
with the annual revenues of the State. The measure pro- 
posed to bring about this result was a constitutional 
amendment and it was the intention that it should be 
submitted at the same time the proposed amendment au- 
thorizing the issuance of one and one-half million dol- 
lars of bonds for the purpose of paying the current obli- 
gations of the State. This proposed measure placing 
Alabama irrevocably upon the budget system would give 
confidence to the people in the belief that their funds 
would be intelligently and efficiently handled hereafter, 
and they would readily and willingly vote authorizing 
the bond issue and provide for the State’s past due obli- 
gations. 

If this system had been in vogue during the present 
session of the Legislature it would have saved the State 
practically half the expense of the present session by re- 
lieving it of a great amount of investigation which it has 
undertaken. It would be of greater value to the State 
than the total amount of the bond issue that the present 
Legislature has authorized and which is to be voted on 
at the same time that this proposed amendment should 
be submitted. It would protect the revenues of the State 
before they come into the hands of the Legislature in- 
stead of waiting until they are dissipated and causing 
the Legislature to quarrel over them after they have 
been expended. 

We cannot lay too much stress upon this one feature 
of our present government, because it is at the bottom 
of the greater part of our financial necessities and trou- 
bles. No action of this Legislature would receive greater 
commendation from the people of the State than an act 
that would permanently place the financial affairs of the 
State upon the budget system.

Sec. 18. That this act, for the purposes of the elec- 
tion herein provided for, and none other, shall become 
effective on its passage and approval; the other provi- 
sions thereof, shall go into effect only and when ratified 
by the qualified electors of Walker county, Alabama, 
in the election herein provided for. 

Sec. 14. That upon the application of twenty per 
cent. of the qualified voters of Walker county, Ala- 
baina, by petition in writing signed by such qualified 
voters, addressed to and filed with the probate judge of 
said county, asking that an election be held in such 
county, for the purpose of submitting to the qualified 
electors thereof, the question of whether or not. all the 
provisions of this act hereinafter designated as the 
“county highway commission act,” shall become effec- 
tive, such probate judge shall, within five days after 
the presentation of such petition, order an election to 
be held in said county within twenty days from the time 
of making such order to determine the question wheth- 
er or not this act shall become effective. 

Sec. 15. That such election shall be held throughout 
the county at the various voting precincts thereof on 
the date named in such order, and there shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of said county at such 
election a ballot on which shall be printed two lines. 

The first line shall consist of the following words: 
“For county highway commission act.” 

And the second line shall consist of the following 
words: “Against. county highway commission act.” 
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Every qualified elector participating in such election 
and desiring to vote for said county highway commis- 
sion act, and to make the provisions thereof effective, 
shall indicate his choice by placing a cross-mark upon 
the first printed line upon such ballot, and in front 
of the words “For county highway commission act ;” 
and every qualified elector participating in such elec- 
tion and desiring to vote against the provisions of this 
act. becoming effective shall indicate his choice by plac- 
ing a cross-mark on the second line as printed upon 
such ballot, and in front of the words “Against county 
highway commission act.” 

Sec. 16. That the qualifications of electors voting in 
such election shall be the same as those required for 
persons voting for county officers in said county, and 
the returns as to the question involved shall be made, 
and the results declared in the same manner and time 
as provided for ascertaining the results of elections for 
county officers in said county. The officers for holding 
said election shall be appointed and paid as officers are 
paid for holding general elections. 

Sec. 17. That if the majority of the votes cast at such 
election shall be in favor of the county highway com- 
mission act, then all the provisions of this act shall 
immediately upon the declaration of the result of such 
election become effective; otherwise, this act shall be 
of no effect. 

Sec. 18. That the election herein provided for may 
be held on the same day, and in connection with any 
election for State and county officers, or on a separate 
day, as the probate judge of said county may order.

To the House of Representatives: 

I am herewith returning to you H. 899, without my 
approval. 

I suppose that this bill was enacted to prevent waste 
in stationery and supplies of the different departments. 
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This could be accomplished bv placing the matter in 
the hands of the executive department and requiring 
requisitions made upon this department by the various 
other departments of the State for stationery, papers 
and other supplies that may be needed by them. 

I am not in possession of the arguments made in sup- 
port. of the passage of this bill, and without them I con- 
fess my inability to discern the necessity for the meas- 
ure and the reason for its passage. Instead of being 
improper, I think it is highly proper that the name of 
each State officer and the heads of the various State 
institutions and municipal governments should be 
placed upon the stationery used by them. 

I further think it advisable that all papers or books 
that issue out of or from any particular department or 
State institution, municipal or county office should bear 
the name of the author or compiler. The heads of depart- 
ments are required under the law to make annual re- 
ports to the Governor. In doing so it becomes neces- 
sary to reprint these reports for circulation and the 
signatures must be printed on account of the thousands 
of issues that are required each year for distribution.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee of Conference on the disagreement of 
the two Houses to the Senate amendments to the bill, 
H. 850, made the following report: 

Your Committee on Conference, having under consid- 
eration House bill No. 850, beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate recede from all 
amendments adopted by it. 

2. We further recommend the adoption by the Senate 
of the following amendments: 

Amend by adding after the words “general revenues” 
in the caption the following words: “Abolish the State 
tax commission, and to transfer all its powers, authority 
and jurisdiction, and all proceedings pending for assess- 
ment and collection of taxes.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 1 of section 
2, the following words: “And all other property now 
exempt by law.” 

Also amend by inserting in subdivision 7 of section 2, 
after the word “oxen” the words “or one mule, or one 
horse used for farm purposes.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 7, the word 
“stock” before the word “hogs.” 

Also amend said bill by striking out sections 8, 5, 6, 7, 
7B, TY, 8, 9, and 11. 
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Also amend by inserting at the end of subdivision 1 of 
section 14, after the word “soil,” the following words: 
“except growing crops.” 

Also amend said act by adding at the end of subdivis- 
ion 2 of section 14, on page 4 of the bill, the following: 
“And street railroads, printing presses and materials.” 

Also amend by adding to the end of subdivision 3 of 
section 14, the following words: “regardless of where 
such vessel may be registered.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 6 of section 
14, the following: “all solvent credits, or credits of value 
from which money loaned or credits, the indebtedness of 
the taxpayer shall be deducted, and the excess only shall 
be taxed.” 

Also amend by inserting in section 19 after the word 
“share” and before the words “shall constitute” in line 
14 from bottom of section, the word “issued.” 

. Amend section 22 so as to read as follows: 

Section 22. Every corporation organized under the 
laws of this State, except strictly benevolent, educa- 
tional or religious corporations, or banks or banking in- 
stitutions, or building and loan associations regularly 
organized under the laws of this State or any other 
State, shall pay annually to the State an annual fran- 
chise tax of forty cents on each one thousand dollars of 
its paid up capital stock. 

Every corporation organized under the laws of any 
other state, nation or territory and doing business in 
this State, except strictly benevolent, educational or re- 
ligious corporations, or banks or banking institutions, 
or building and loan associations, shall pay annually to 
the State an annual franchise tax of forty cents on each 
one thousand dollars on the amount of capital actually 
employed in this State. 

Subdivision 1. The President or any executive officer 
or the secretary of every corporation subject to a fran- 
chise tax under this section shall make a written state- 
ment under oath to the probate judge showing the name 
of the corporation, the state or country under whose 
laws incorporated, its principal place of business in this 
State; if a domestic corporation, the amount of its capi- 
tal stock; if a foreign corporation, the actual amount of 
capital employed in this State, if it is a corporation -at 
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the time of the statement authorized to do business in 
this State, or the actual amount of capital it is proposed 
shall be employed in this State, if it is a corporation not 
then qualified to do business in this State. 

Subdivision 2. The judge of probate with whom any 
such statement is filed may summon before him any of 
the officers of the corporation, or any other witness, and 
swear and examine them, and inspect any of the books, 
papers, or documents of the corporation, and for that 
purpose may compel their production as courts of equity 
might do; and if he is satisfied from the evidence thus 
obtained that the amount of the capital of the corpora- 
tion is less than stated, and in the case of a foreign cor- 
poration (than the amount of the capital actually em- 
ployed or to be employed), as the case may be, in this 
State is placed in the statement at a less amount than it 
should be, he shall demand payment of the tax upon the 
amount of capital which he finds is actually employed or 
to be employed in this State. 

Subdivision 8. Hither the State or the corporation 
may appeal from the finding of the probate judge to the 
circuit court in the same manner as may be done when 
any court of county commissioners passes upon a con- 
tested assessment of property for taxation, and the pro- 
ceeding subsequent to the appeal shall be the same as in 
such cases. 

Subdivision 4. No foreign corporation required to 
pay a tax under this article shall do any business in the 
State of Alabama not constituting interstate commerce, 
or maintain or demand any action in any of the courts 
of this State upon a contract made in this State other 
than contracts based upon interstate commerce, unless 
such corporation shall have paid such tax within sixty 
days after the same became due. 

Subdivision 5. The payment of the franchise tax re- 
quired by this article in any one county shall be suffi- 
cient, notwithstanding the said corporation may do busi- 
ness or have a resident agent in more than one county. 

Subdivision 6. The payment of the franchise tax re- 
quired by this article shall not exempt any corporation 
paying the same from the payment of the regular license 
or privilege tax specified or required for engaging in or 
carrying on any business for the engaging in or carrying 
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on of which a license is required of individuals, firms, or 
corporations. 

Subdivision 7. In addition to the amount of franchise 
tax required by this section to be paid to the State, the 
courts of county commissioners or other courts of like 
jurisdiction may, at any regular or special term, levy a 
county franchise tax in such amount, not exceeding fifty 
per cent of the State franchise tax, for county purposes 
as in its judgment may be necessary ; provided, that pay- 
ment in one county only shall be required. 

Subdivision 8. In ascertaining the amount of the an- 
nual franchise tax which shall be paid by any foreign 
corporation doing business in this State under this sec- 
tion, there shall be deducted from the amount of the cap- 
ital employed by such corporation in this State the ag- 
gregate amount of loans of money made by such cor- 
porations in this State, and which shall be secured by 
existing mortgage or mortgages to it on real estate in 
this State, and upon which mortgages there shall have 
been paid the recording privilege tax provided by law.

“less than three” the words “nor more than six dollars 
except that in counties of more than seventy-five thou- 
sand population they may be paid not more than ten.” 

Also amend section 82 by adding at the end thereof 
the following, “provided that in the event the value of 
the real or personal property of any taxpayer is increas- 
ed by the board of equalization over the assessed value 
thereof for the preceding year, the taxpayer shall be fur- 
nished by mail or in person with a statement showing 
separately the valuation of his personal property and his 
real property and also that the board will convene to 
hear objections to the valuation and to correct errors on 
the third Monday in June, which notice shall be given on 
or before the second Monday in June; but the failure to 
receive or to give such notice shall not affect the assess- 
ment.” 

Also amend section 82 by adding the following: “The 
expense of postage incurred by the tax assessor in car- 
rying out the provisions of this section shall be paid in 
equal proportions by the county and State upon certified 
statement thereof by such assessor filed with the court 
of county commissioners and the auditor of Alabama.”

formance of his duties, which bond shall be approved by 
the Governor.”

Section 10614. Whenever the county board of equali- 
zation shall have completed its work of revaluing and re- 
equalizing any class or classes of property, by order of 
the State board of equalization, as provided in section 
106 of this act, the said county board of equalization 
shall certify under their signatures to the correctness 
thereof, and shall deliver said reassessment or re-equali- 
zation to the tax assessor of the county as their report, 
and the tax assessor shall hold them in his office subject 
to public inspection. The tax assessor shall then give 
notice by publication once a week for three consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper published in the county, if any be 
published in the county ; if no newspaper be published in 
the county, by posting notice in at least three public 
places in the county, that the county board of equaliza- 
tion has returned its report, and that the same is open to 
inspection, and that the said board will convene at the 
court house in the county on a day to be named and fixed 
in said notice, to correct any errors in their valuation; 
and shall also give a like notice in person or by mail. It 
shall be the duty of the board to see that such notice is 
given, and to convene at the court house in their respect- 
ive counties on the day named and fixed in said notice, 
and remain in session as long as may be necessary for 
the purpose of hearing objections, if any, made against 
said revaluation and re-equalization so fixed by said 
county board, and that at such meeting any property 
owner may appear in person or by attorney and make his 
objections to the values made by the county board of 
equalization, and produce evidence in support thereof. 
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And it shall be the duty of the county board of equaliza- 
tion to examine the complainant under oath, and to ex- 
amine any other witnesses under oath, as to the reasona- 
ble cash value of the property of said owner, and if they 
find from the evidence that the re-values placed by them 
on the property was not sixty per cent of the reasonable 
cash value of such property, then they shall correct the 
valuation upon the tax returns as their report of said re- 
valuation and re-equalization, so that it will show sixty 
per cent of the reasonable cash value, and such corrected 
amount so entered by the board shall constitute the tax- 
able value of said property; but if the board shall find 
from all the evidence that the re-valuation placed by 
them on the property was sixty per cent of the reason- 
able cash value thereof, then said re-valuation shall re- 
main and stand as the taxable value of said property. 

The revised and corrected property valuation thus 
made shall be fixed as the legal valuation of property for 
the payment of taxes, and it shall be the duty of the tax 
payer to pay his taxes thereon accordingly.

All proceedings for the assessment or 
collection of any taxes now pending before any board or 
officer whose authority, power or jurisdiction is termi- 
nated by this act, shall be and is immediately transferr- 
ed from such officer, court or board, to the officer, court 
or board having authority and jurisdiction under this 
act, and shall be prosecuted and proceeded with as if 
originally commenced by or before such board or officer.

Section 293. All laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed; provided, that all pro- 
visions of existing laws relating to taxation and rev- 
enues, which are not in conflict. with the provisions of 
this act are not hereby repealed. 

Also amend section 33, page 22, by inserting the word 
“county” after the word “special” in line 6, page 22. 

Also amend subdivision 7 of section 97, page 48, by 
striking out the words “and the several sheriffs shall re- 
ceive the same fees for subpoenas served in civil cases.” 
Also amend said subdivision of said section by adding 
after the word witness in line 11 the words “with return 
receipt demanded.” 

Also amend subdivision 9 of section 97, page 48, by in- 
serting after the word “visit” the words “in a body or 
separately.” 

Also amend section 148 by striking out the words 
“chief justice of the supreme court” in line 7 of said sec- 
tion, and insert in lieu thereof the word “Governor.”

To repeal an act entitled an act to establish 
a criminal court for the county of Pike with criminal 
jurisdiction in misdemeanor cases, approved February 
25, 1889, local acts of-Alabama, page 631, and all subse- 
quent and amendatory acts relating to said court, to- 
wit: The act approved the 17th day of September, 
1908, and the act approved the first day of October, 
1903, and all other acts relating to said court investing 
said court with civil as well as criminal jurisdiction, and 
to transfer all the civil and criminal proceedings therein 
pending and undisposed of, together with all dockets, 
papers and books relating to said cases in said law 
court or criminal court of Pike county, to the circuit 
court of said county, wherein said circuit court now 
have or may have jurisdiction of said cases, and to trans- 
fer all the papers and documents pending and undis- 
posed of in said law court or criminal court to the jus- 
tices of the peace of the different precincts of said county 
who now have or may have jurisdiction to try and dis- 
pose of said cases; and to transfer all criminal cases 
pending and undisposed of in said court, begun by affi- 
davit and warrant of arrest charging the commission of

from vessels and carriers, and to use the riparian land 
in connection therewith, and to dredge out and deepen 
the approaches thereto and to charge and collect rea- 
sonable charges for the use thereof and to provide for 
the right to regulate such charges and to provide for 
the exercise of the right of eminent domain. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That any owner of riparian lands upon navigable 
waters in the State of Alabama shall have the right and 
privilege of installing in front of their respective ripa- 
rian lands, wharves, docks, warehouses, sheds, tipples, 
chutes, elevators, conveyors, and the like for receiving, 
discharging, storing, protecting, transferring, loading 
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and unloading freight aid commodities of commerce 
to and from vessels and carriers, and shall have the 
further right to use their riparian lands in connection 
therewith, and to dredge out and deepen the approaches 
thereto, and to charge and collect reasonable tolls for 
the use thereof; provided, however, that all such struc- 
tures are to be subject to such lines and limitations as 
may at the time of making such improvements be laid 
or placed by any authority of the United States, or of 
the State of Alabama, who may have authority to con- 
trol harbor and pier lines. 

Provided, further, that no such structure shall be 
built or maintained upon or over the lands of the State 
or lands underlying the navigable waters of the State, 
so as to in any wise unreasonably obstruct navigation, 
or the freedom of the use of the navigable water of the 
State for commerce and navigation, or for harbor pur-. 
poses; nor shall any charge be exacted of any vessel, 
barge, boat, or raft, either singly or in fleets, for an- 
choring, mooring, or tying up or remaining on the nav- 
igable waters, presumptive or established, either or both 
of them, or alongside of or on the lands of the State, 
abutting thereon or thereunder, not then occupied by 
the structures and improvements placed thereon or 
therein pursuant hereto; or in the waters in front of 
said wharves and other structures so long as the reason- 
able use of said wharves and other structures occupy- 
ing the lands of the State, or the aforesaid navigable 
waters of the State or the use of the approaches to said 
wharves and other structures, or the cealing of vessels 
using same, is not unreasonably restricted, interefered 
with or prevented thereby. Subject, however, to the fur- 
ther reservation and right of the Legislature or other 
authority constituted by it for such purpose, to vacate 
cr cause to be vacated and repossess or cause to be re- 
possessed by the State o much of said riparian lands 
belonging to it, as may be at any time necessary for 
use by the State or Federal government, in aid of nav- 
igation and commerce or for harbor purposes, or to in- 
sure the freedom and safety of navigation or the pub- 
lic or the property abutting upon the navigable waters 
of the State, but not otherwise, and to that end 
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may proceed under its right of eminent domain as to 
any structures thereon, so that the rights of the State 
and the public may be preserved and insured under sec- 
tion 24 of article 1 of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Provided, further, that all tolls, imposts, charges and 
duties authorized hereunder for the use of said wharves 
and other structures occupying the lands of the State 
or connected therewith, at all times hereafter be subject 
to regulation and revision by the Legislature or other 
authority now existing or hereafter created by it for 
such purpose, together with the right and authority of 
the Legislature to fix and define or to delegate to an 
authority constituted by it the right and power to fix, 
define, and prescribe reasonable tolls, imposts, charges 
and duties for the use of said wharves, and other struc- 
tures, and to prevent unjust discriminations with re- 
spect thereto.

Sec. 704. There shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama at the general election held 
in the year 1916, and at the general election held each 
six years thereafter, a State health officer whose term 
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of office shall be for six years, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified; and said health officer shall 
draw a salary of five thousand dollars per annum, pay- 
able out of the State treasury as the salaries of other 
State officers are now paid. 

The State health officer so elected shall exercise gen- 
eral supervision over all other health officers in this 
State, whether district, county, municipal or commun- 
ity, and shall promptly report to all such health offi- 
cers, and hold them accountable for any delinquencies 
of official duty that may come to his knowledge. He 
shall keep himself informed in regard to all infectious, 
contagious, and pestilential disease which may be in 
danger of invading the State, and shall, so far as au- 
thorized by law, take prompt measures to prevent such 
invasion. He shall also keep the Governor informed as 
’ to the health conditions prevailing in the State, espe- 
cially as to the outbreak of any of.the diseases enum- 
erated in section 716 of the Printed Code of 1907, and 
shall submit to the Governor such recommendations as 
he deems proper to control such outbreaks. 

In the event of a vacancy in the office of State health 
officer, the same shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor; such appointee to hold office for the same 
term, and his successor to be elected at the same time 
and in the same manner as is now provided for in such 
contingencies as to judges of the Supreme Court, and 
the State health officer shall be subject to impeachment 
in the same manner and on the same grounds as is now 
provided for the impeachment of probate judges in this 
State.

7. That it shall be the duty of the board of revenue 
of Dallas county to provide a proper place for holding 
said court, and to provide for the comforts and neces- 
sary accommodations therefor, and to provide said court 
with all necessary books, blanks, and office supplies. 

That said court shall be open for business at all 
times. 

9. That the sheriff of said county shall, himself or by 
deputy, attend said court whenever required by the 
judge thereof, and all process of whatever kind or na- 
ture issuing out of said court shall be addressed to the 
sheriff of said county, who shall execute the same. 

10. That all cases pending in the courts of justices 
of the peace in said precinct shall be forthwith trans- 
ferred to the court herein established, and said court 
shall proceed with such cases in all respects as though 
they had been originally instituted in said court.

subsequent Federal census, any person shall have the 
right to keep and sell fresh meats in such localities - 
in any grocery store, green grocery store, or other store 
of similar nature and subject to the ordinances of the 
city regulating the slaughtering, inspecting and keep- 
ing and selling of such meats; and this right shall not 
be restrained or denied by the imposition of unneces- 
sary, unreasonable or discriminatory regulations or ex- 
cessive licenses; and provided, further, that in the ter- 
ritory outside of the corporate limits and inside of the 
police jurisdiction of a municipality of the size above 
mentioned, any person shall have the right to sell fresh

A Bill to be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To grant the city of Mobile the right to use certain 
lands in the Bay of Mobile, and authority to improve 
the same, and extend wharves and terminals therefrom 
into the adjacent waters and to collect charges for the 
use of said improvements; and to provide for the reg- 
ulation of such charges; and to provide for the exer- 
cise of the right of eminent domain. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That, whereas the land heretofore covered by the 
waters of Mobile Bay have devolved upon the State of 
Alabama; and 

Whereas, in the northwestern portion of the Bay of 
Mobile, within the police jurisdiction of the city of 
Mobile, certain islands have been raised upon the said 
bottom of the said Bay in the course of the dredging 
operations of the United States government in the im- 
provement of the ship channel in Mobile Bay in the 
interest of navigation; and 

Whereas, the said islands with their shallows and ad- 
jacent bottom afford a convenient site for the building 
up and improvement of publicly owned terminals and 
for other public uses in the aid of commerce and naviga- 
tion and the city of Mobile which is already possessed of 
some public terminals, contemplates a further exten- 
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sion of same in. the interest of commerce and naviga- 
tion ; 

Now, therefore, the right and privilege is hereby 
granted unto the city of Mobile of creating, installing, 
erecting, and maintaining public terminals, wharves, 
docks, quays, warehouses, sheds, tipples, chutes, eleva- 
tors, conveyors and other adjuncts of commerce for re- 
ceiving, discharging, storing, protecting, reducing in 
bulk, transferring, loading and unloading freight and 
commodities of commerce to and from vessels and car- 
riers, and all other purposes in aid of commerce and 
navigation, on, over and across said island lying with- 
in the space of two miles measured southwardly, from 
the mouth of Mobile river on its west side, and the 
shallows intervening between the same, together with 
the right to dredge out and deepen the approaches 
thereto and the harbors connected therewith, and to 
charge and collect reasonable tolls for the use thereof; 
and full power and authority is hereby granted to the 
city of Mobile to enter upon and place upon said islands 
and shallows so described above, and within the waters 
lying on each side of said islands, and of the shallows 
between the same, wharves, docks, piers and all struc- 
tures aforesaid or needful for the convenient use of the 
same in the aid of commerce; but, however, the same 
shall not be extended or maintained into the water be- 
yond such reasonable distance as may be needful for 
such improvements and all such structures shall be 
restricted to within such lines or limitations as may 
be at the time of construction thereof laid or placed 
by any authority of the United States, or of the State 
of Alabama, having control of harbor lines. 

Provided, further that no such structure shall be 
built, maintained upon or over the lands of the State 
aforesaid or lands underlying the navigable waters of 
the State, so as to in any wise unreasonably obstruct 
navigation, or the freedom of the use of the navigable 
waters of the State for commerce and navigation, or 
for harbor purposes, nor so as to unreasonably inter- 
fere with the navigation of the cove made by said is- 
lands or of the channel on the side of said islands; nor 
shall any charge be exacted by the city of Mobile of 
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any vessel, barge, boat or raft, singly or in fleets, for 
anchoring, mooring, or tying up or remaining on such 
of the navigable waters, presumptive or established, ei- 
ther or both of them, or alongside of or on the lands 
of the State abutting thereon, or thereunder‘as are here- 
inabove described not then occupied by structures and 
improvements placed thereon or therein pursuant here- 
to; or in the cove made by said islands or in the chan- 
nel on the side of said islands so long as the reasonable 
use of said wharves or structures occupying the lands. 
of the state, or the aforesaid navigable waters of the 
State, or the use of the approaches to said wharves and 
other structures, or the coaling of vessels using the 
same is not unreasonably restricted, interfered with or 
prevented thereby. This grant is made subject, how- 
ever, to the further reservation and right of the Legis- 
lature or authority constituted by it for such purpose, 
to vacate or cause to be vacated and re-possess or cause 
to be re-possessed, by the State, as much of said islands 
and shallows intervening between the same and lands 
belonging to the State as may be at any time necessary 
for use by the State or the Federal government, in aid 
of navigation and commerce or for harbor purposes, or 
to insure the freedom and safety of navigation or the 
public or the property abutting upon the navigable wa- 
ters of the State, but not otherwise; and to that end 
may proceed under its right of eminent domain as to 
the removal of all or any of said structures and the like 
placed thereon hereunder, all or any part thereof, so 
that the rights of the State and the public may be pre- 
served and insured under section 24 of article 1 of the 
Constitution of Alabama.

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REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


On motion of Mr. Weakley, the House concurred in 
and adopted the second report of the Committee of 
Conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on 
the Senate amendments to the bill, H. 850, said second 
conference report being as follows: 

Your Committee on Conference, having under consid- 
eration House bill No. 850, beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate recede from all 
amendments adopted by it. 

2. We further recommend the adoption by the Senate 
of the following amendments: 

Amend by adding after the words “general revenues” 
in the caption the following words: ‘Abolish the State 
tax commission, and to transfer all its powers, authority 
and jurisdiction, and all proceedings pending for assess- 
ment and collection of taxes.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 1 of section 
2, the following words: “And all other property now 
exempt by law.” 

Also amend by inserting in subdivision 7 of section 2, 
after the word “oxen” the words “or one mule, or one 
horse used for farm purposes.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 7, the word 
“stock” before the word “hogs.” 

Also amend said bill by striking out sections 3, 5, 6, 7, 
TB, 71, 8, 9, and 11. 

‘Also amend by inserting at the end of subdivision 1 of 
section 14, after the word “soil,” the following words: 
“except growing crops.” 

Also amend said act by adding at the end of subdivis- 
ion 2 of section 14, on page 4 of the bill, the following: 
“And street railroads, printing presses and materials.” 

Also amend by adding to the end of subdivision 3 of 
section 14, the following words: “regardless of where 
such vessel may be registered.” 

Also amend by striking out of subdivision 6 of section 
14, the following: “all solvent credits, or credits of value 
from which money loaned or credits, the indebtedness of 
the taxpayer shall be deducted, and the excess only shall 


be taxed.” 
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Also amend by inserting in section 19 after the word 
“share” and before the words “shall constitute” in line 
14 from bottom of section, the word “issued.” 

Amend section 22 so as to read as follows: 

Section 22. Every corporation organized under the 
Jaws of this State, except strictly benevolent, educa- 
tional or religious corporations, or banks or banking in- 
stitutions, or building and loan associations regularly 
organized under the laws of this State or any other 
State, shall pay annually to the State an annual fran- 
chise tax of forty cents on each one thousand dollars of 
its paid up capital stock. 

Every corporation organized under the laws of any 
other state, nation or territory and doing business in 
this State, except strictly benevolent, educational or re- 
ligious corporations, or banks or banking institutions, 
or building and loan associations, shall pay annually to 
the State an annual franchise tax of forty cents on each 
one thousand dollars on the amount of capital actually 
employed in this State. 

Subdivision 1. The President or any executive officer 
or the secretary of every corporation subject to a fran- 
chise tax under this section shall make a written state- 
ment under oath to the probate judge showing the name 
of the corporation, the state or country under whose 
laws incorporated, its principal place of business in this 
State; if a domestic corporation, the amount of its capi- 
tal stock; if a foreign corporation, the actual amount of 
capital employed in this State, if it is a corporation at 
the time of the statement authorized to do business in 
this State, or the actual amount of capital it is proposed 
shall be employed in this State, if it is a corporation not 
then qualified to do business in this State. 

Subdivision 2. The judge of probate with whom any 
such statement is filed may summon before him any of 
the officers of the corporation, or any other witness, and 
swear and examine them, and inspect any of the books, 
papers, or documents of the corporation, and for that 
purpose may compe! their production as courts of equity 
might do; and if he is satisfied from the evidence thus 
obtained that the amount of the capital of the corpora- 
tion is less than stated, and in the case of a foreign cor- 
poration (than the amount of the capital actually em- 
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ployed or to be employed), as the case may be, in this 
State is placed in the statement at a Jess amount than it 
should be, he shall demand payment of the tax upon the 
amount of capital which he finds is actually employed or 
to be employed in this State. 

Subdivision 8. Either the State or the corporation 
may appeal from the finding of the probate judge to the 
circuit court in the same manner as may be done when 
any court of county commissioners passes upon a con- 
tested assessment of property for taxation, and the pro- 
ceeding subsequent to the appeal shall be the same as in 
such cases. 

Subdivision 4. No foreign corporation required to 
pay a tax under this article shall do any business in the 
State of Alabama not constituting interstate commerce, 
or maintain or demand any action in any of the courts 
of this State upon a contract made in this State other 
than contracts based upon interstate commerce, unless 
such corporation shall have paid such tax within sixty 
days after the same became due. 

Subdivision 5. The payment of the franchise tax re- 
quired by this article in any one county shall be suffi- 
cient, notwithstanding the said corporation may do busi- 
ness or have a resident agent in more than one county. 

Subdivision 6. The payment of the franchise tax re- 
quired by this article shall not exempt any corporation 
paying the same from the payment of the regular license 
or privilege tax specified or required for engaging in or 
carrying on any business for the engaging in or carrying 
on of which a license is required of individuals, firms, or 
corporations. 

Subdivision 7. In addition to the amount of franchise 
tax required by this section to be paid to the State, the 
courts of county commissioners or other courts of like 
jurisdiction may, at any regular or special term, levy a 
county franchise tax in such amount, not exceeding fifty 
per cent of the State franchise tax, for county purposes 
as in its judgment may be necessary ; provided, that pay- 
ment in one county only shall be required. 

Subdivision 8. In ascertaining the amount of the an- 
nual franchise tax which shall be paid by any foreign 
corporation doing business in this State under this sec- 
tion, there shall be deducted from the amount of the cap-

gregate amount of loans of money made by such cor- 
porations in this State, and which shall be secured by 
existing mortgage or mortgages to it on real estate in 
this State, and upon which mortgages there shall have 
been paid the recording privilege tax provided by law.

“twenty-one where they appear, and insert in lieu there- 
of “thirty.” 

Also amend section 74 further by inserting after the 
words “without fear,” the words “or favor” and amend 
said section further by inserting after the words “valua- 
tion of property” the words listed for taxation, or sub- 
mitted to me for valuation.” 

Also amend section 78 by inserting after the words 
“less than three” the words “nor more than six dollars 
except that in counties of more than seventy-five thou- 
sand population they may be paid not more than ten.” 

Also amend section 82 by adding at the end thereof 
the following, “provided that in the event the value of 
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the real or personal property of any taxpayer is increas- 
ed by the board of equalization over the assessed value 
thereof for the preceding year, the taxpayer shall be fur- 
nished by mail or in person with a statement showing 
separately the valuation of his personal property and his 
real property and also that the board will convene to 
hear objections to the valuation and to correct errors on 
the third Monday in June, which notice shall be given on 
or before the second Monday in June; but the failure to 
receive or to give such notice shall not affect the assess- 
ment.” 

Also amend section 82 by adding the following: “The 
expense of postage incurred by the tax assessor in car- 
rying out the provisions of this section shall be paid in 
equal proportions by the county and State upon certified 
statement thereof by such assessor filed with the court 
of county commissioners and the auditor of Alabama.” 

Also amend section 90 by adding at the end thereof, 
“the duty of the county board of equalization to visit, 
inspect and examine each piece and parcel of real prop- 
erty in the several counties is directory and a failure to 
do so shall not invalidate the assessment made by such 
county board of equalization.” 

Also amend section 91 by striking out all of said sec- 
tion after the word “provided” in line 3 of said section. 

Also amend by adding to section 93, “and shall have 
been a citizen of Alabama for a period of five years, and 
shall be over thirty years of age, and shall be a free- 
holder.” 

Also amend section 94 by inserting after the word 
“duties” line 2, the following: “shall enter into bond in 
the sum of five thousand dollars for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, which bond shall be approved by 
the Governor.” 

Amend said section further by striking out all of the 
words after the word “advantage” in line 8, down to and 
including the word “office” in line 9. 

Also amend said section 94 by striking out the words 
“rigidly” and “truly” in line 5 thereof. 

Also amend section 106 by striking out all of the 
words after the word “equalization” on line 6, from the 
bottom of page 24, down to and including the word “ac- 
cordingly” on line 4, from the bottom of said page. 
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Also amend by adding the following section 10614: 

Seetien 10614. Whenever the county board of equali- 
zation shall have completed its work of revaluing and re- 
equalizing any class or classes of property, by order of 
the State board of equalization, as provided in section 
106 of this act, the said county board of equalization 
shall certify under their signatures to the correctness 
thereof, and shall deliver said reassessment or re-equali- 
zation to the tax assessor of the county as their report, 
and the tax assessor shall hold them in his office subject 
to public inspection. The tax assessor shall then give 
notice by publication once a week for three consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper published in the county, if any be 
published in the county ; if no newspaper be published in 
the county, by posting notice in at least three public 
places in the county, that the county board of equaliza- 
tion has returned its report, and that the same is open to 
inspection, and that the said board will convene at the 
court house in the county on a day to be named and fixed 
in said notice, to correct any errors in their valuation; 
and shall also give a like notice in person or by mail. It 
shall be the duty of the board to see that such notice is 
given, and to convene at the court house in their respect- 
ive counties on the day named and fixed in said notice, 
and remain in session as long as may be necessary for 
the purpose of hearing objections, if any, made against 
said revaluation and re-equalization so fixed by said 
county board, and that at such meeting any property 
owner may appear in person or by attorney and make his 
objections to the values made by the county board of 
equalization, and produce evidence in support thereof. 
And it shall be the duty of the county board of equaliza- 
tion to examine the complainant under oath, and to ex- 
amine any other witnesses under oath, as to the reasona- 
ble cash value of the property of said owner, and if they 
find from the evidence that the re-values placed by them 
on the property was not sixty per cent of the reasonable 
cash value of such property, then they shall correct the 
valuation upon the tax returns as their report of said re- 
valuation and re-equalization, so that it will show sixty 
per cent of the reasonable cash value, and such corrected 
amount so entered by the board shall constitute the tax- 
able value of said property; but if the board shall find 
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from all the evidence that the re-valuation placed by 
them on the property was sixty per cent of the reason- 
able cash value thereof, then said re-valuation shall re- 
main and stand as the taxable value of said property. 

The revised and corrected property valuation thus 
made shall be fixed as the legal valuation of property for 
the payment of taxes, and it shall be the duty of the tax 
piyer to pay his taxes thereon accordingly.

“If any section, clause or provision of this act shall be 
held to be void or ineffective for any cause, it*shall not 
affect any other section, clause or provision of this act.” 

Also amend said bill by adding section 296, which said 
section 296 shall read as follows, to-wit: 

Section 296. All proceedings for the assessment or 
collection of any taxes now. pending before any board or 
officer whose authority, power or jurisdiction is termi- 
nated by this act, shall be and is immediately transferr- 
ed from such officer, court or board, to the officer, court 
or board having authority and jurisdiction under this 
act, and shall be prosecuted and proceeded with as if 
originally commenced by or before such board or officer.

That all officers provided for in this act 
may be impeached in the same manner and for the same 
cause provided for in the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama, or as provided for in chapter 232 of the Code 
of Alabama, and may be tried as therein provided 
for other officers: 

Also amend section 293 so as to read as follows: 

Section 293. All laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed; provided, that all pro- 
visions of existing laws relating to taxation and rey- 
enues, which are not in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are not hereby repealed. 
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Also amend section 33, page 22, by inserting the word 
“county” after the word “special” in line 6, page 22. 

Aliso amend subdivision 7 of section 97, page 48, by 
striking out the words “and the several sheriffs shall re- 
ceive the same fees for subpoenas served in civil cases.” 
Also amend said subdivision of said section by adding 
after the word witness in line 11 the words “with return 
receipt demanded.” 

Also amend subdivision 9 of section 97, page 48, by in- 
serting after the word “visit” the words “in a body or 
separately.” 

Also amend section 148 by striking out the words 
“chief justice of the supreme court” in line 7 of said sec- 
tion, and insert in lieu thereof the word “Governor.” 
And also amend by striking out the words in said line 
“chief justice” and insert in lieu thereof the word “Gov- 
ernor.” 

Also amend section 156, page 74, by inserting the word 
“county” after the word “special” in line 20, page 74. 

Also amend by adding an additional section and num- 
bering the same in proper consecutive order: 

Section ....... Wherever and whenever any taxpayer is 
given under the preceding sections hereof the right to 
demand an arbitration of the assessment of his or its 
property, the owner may either demand said arbi- 
tration or may appeal to the circuit court of the county 
in which the property lies, and in case the property 
lies in more than one county, the owner may appeal to 
the circuit court of any county in which any of the 
property lies. All such appeals may be taken within 
thirty days after the date of the assessment or after the 
date of the final decision of the officer, board or tribun- 
al making such assessment, upon the owner giving bond 
with sureties to be approved by the judge or clerk of 
the court to which the appeal is taken and payable to 
the State of Alabama in double the amount of the State 
and county taxes and local or special school taxes law- 
fully due on such assessment or valuation as fixed by 
said officer, board or tribunal, conditioned to prosecute 
said appeal to effect and to pay all lawful taxes held 
by the court to be or to become due on said property 
according to such valuation as may be determined by 
the court, provided however, that in the event the as-

sessment or valuation is upon real property then no 
bond shall be required as a condition precedent to the 
taking of such appeal. The trial upon such appeal shall 
be de novo and by and with the jury unless jury is waiv- 
ed by owner, and the court shall render judgment 
against the appellant for such taxes as may be or be- 
come lawfully due on said property. 

All such appeals shall be preferred cases and shall 
be set for trial at the first succeeding term of the court 
after the appeal is taken, unless the court shall be in 
session at the time the appeal is taken, in which event 
the case shall be set for trial during the term then in 
session; provided, however, that no such appeal shall 
suspend the right of the State and counties to collect 
from the appellant taxes upon his property at the val- 
uation fixed for assessment for the preceding tax year, 
and the appellant shall when taxes are due pay all taxes 
due at the assessed valuation for such preceding year. 
If the judgment of the court shall be rendered after the 
appellant shall have paid taxes based upon the assessed 
valuation for such preceding year, the court shall as- 
certain and determine the amount of taxes so paid, and 
render judgment only for the difference, if any, due 
upon the assessed valuation for such preceding year and 
the valuation as fixed by the court. From the judgment 
of the trial court either party may appeal to the Su- 
preme Court within thirty days from the rendition of 
the judgment. 

Provided, that if the jury or court trying the case 
shall find that the value of the property is less than 
the assessed value on which such taxpayer has paid 
taxes for the year in question, such fact shall be cer- 
tified by the clerk of the court to the commissioners 
court and the taxpayer shall be entitled to be paid 
back the amount in excess of his taxes actually due 
by the tax collector, and the tax collector shall have 
credit therefor as an error in assessment on his settle- 
ment with the State and county authorities. 

Also amend the bill by re-numbering the sections, be- 
ginning with section No. 1. 

And that the House concur in the foregoing Senate 
amendments.

To amend an act entitled “An act to regulate the sale 
of cotten seed meal,” approved November 22, 1907. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That section one be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. That any person, firm or corporation of- 
fering for sale any cotton seed meal in this State shall 
have tags attached to each bag with a guaranteed anal- 
ysis of such meal printed thereon, and, in case of a 
sale in bulk, shall have such analysis set forth in the 
contract of sale, stating the per cent. of ammonia, phos- 
phoric acid, potash, and fiber contained therein; and 
no cotton seed meal containing less than seven and one- 
half per cent. of ammonia shall be sold as fertilizers in 
this State. 

Sec. 2. That all cotton seed meal containing eight 
per cent. of ammonia and not more than eight per cent. 
of fiber shall have plainly stamped or printed in large 
capital letters upon the sacks, bags or other packages 
or parcels containing the same the words “High Grade,” 
and all cotton seed meal offered for sale in sacks, bags 
or other packages or parcels which contain not less 
than seven and one-half per cent. ammonia, nor more 
than ten per cent. of fiber, shall have plainly stamped 
or printed in capital letters upon sacks, bags, or 
other packages or parcels containing the same, the 
words “Low Grade;” all cotton seed meal offered for 
sale in sacks, bags or other packages or parcels which 
contain more than ten per cent. of fiber and less than 
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seven per cent. of ammonia shall be classed cr branded 
as “Meal and Hull Mixture.” Should any manufactur- 
er of meal increase the per cent. of ammonia by adding 
nitrate of soda or sulphate of ammonia he shall be guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall, in the 
discretion of the court, forfeit their contracts of sale.

Amend section 1 to read as follows: 

Section 1. That section 24 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1907 be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Sec. 24 (378) (179). To regulate the registration, 
branding, tagging, sale and analysis of fertilizer. 

That all manufacturers, jobbers and manipulators of 
commercial fertilizer and fertilizer materials to be used 
in the manufacture of same who may desire to sell or 
offer for sale in the State of Alabama, such fertilizers 
and fertilizer materials, shall first file with the com- 
missioner of agriculture and industries in the State of 
Alabama, upon forms furnished by said commission, 
the name of each brand of fertilizer, acid phosphate, 
fertilizer materials or chemicals, which they may de- 
sire to sell in said State either by themselves or their 
agent, together with the name and address of manufac- 
turer or manipulator, also the guaranteed analysis 
thereof, stating the source from which the phosphoric 
acid, nitrogen and potash is derived; the amount of 
filler contained therein and of what material said fill- 
er is composed. It shall be the duty of every person, 
firm or corporation to notify the commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries in writing by mail or otherwise 
as may be most convenient at the close of each week 
or twenty-four hours thereafter of each and all ship- 
ments and deliveries made during each week, such no- 
tice to state the brand, name and number of sacks, to- 
tal amount of pounds and to whom shipped, delivered 
or addressed. 

Amend section 3 to read as follows: 

Sec. 3. Section 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1907 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

If any commercial fertilizer or fertilizer material 
sold in this State shall prove ten per cent. deficient by 
official analysis in any one of its ingredients as guar- 
anteed or branded on the sack, bags or packages con- 
taining the same, then any note or obligation of the 
consumer given in payment therefor shall be credited

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with twice the amount of said deficiency of said ingred- 
ient, said amount to be caicuiated and ascertained upon 
the unit value of said ingredient fixed by the commis- 
sioner of agriculture and industries in his tables of 
commercial values; provided, further, that any person, 
firm or corporation who sells any fertilizer or fertil- 
izer materials that shall prove twenty-five per cent. de- 
ficient in any one of its ingredients as guaranteed or 
branded on the sacks, bags, or packages containing the 
same, with intention to defraud, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than-one hundred nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars. 

Amend section four to read as follows: 

Sec. 4. That section 38 of the Code of Alabama be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 38. Elements which constitute “high grade” fer- 
tilizers. A complete fertilizer as manufactured: and 
sold in this State shall consist of all the vital elements 
of plant food, viz.: Phosphoric acid, nitrogen and pot- 
ash. The standard of such complete fertilizer shall con- 
sist of available phosphoric acid, eight per cent.; nitro- 
gen, two and forty-seven and one-half per cent., equiv- 
alent to three per cent. ammonia and potash three per 
cent. A complete fertilizer containing four per cent or 
more each of ammonia and potash shall be termed “high 
grade ;” and one containing not less than two or more 
than two and one-half per cent of ammonia and _ pot- 
ash each, shall be termed “medium grade;” and all com- 
plete fertilizer manufactured, sold or exchanged in this 
State shall be branded on each bag, barrel or package 
the words “high grade,” “standard,” or “medium,” as 
the case may be. The ammonia contents of a standard 
of medium-grade fertilizer, where such ingredients are 
used in its formula, shall be composed of not more than 
one-third of blood meal. The purpose of this section be- 
ing to standardize a guano best adapted for general 
use and one that will from application at the time of 
planting, sustain the plant from its beginning to ma- 
turity; provided, that no complete fertilizer registered 
under this ‘act. shall contain less than eight per cent. 
of available phosphoric acid, one and sixty-five one-hun- 
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dredths per cent. of nitrogen and two per cent. of pot- 
ash. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent 
any fertilizer manufacturer, mixer, or dealer from sell- 
ing partial or special mixtures, such special mixtures 
to be branded “special,” together with the guaranteed 
analysis of each ingredient. Provided, that no special 
mixture shall contain less than one and sixty-five one- 
hundredths per cent. of nitrogen. Provided, further, 
that as to mixtures sold as top dresser or for second 
or third application, there shall be no restriction as to 
the quantity of nitrate of soda or other ammoniates 
used in the formula thereof. ;

giving the members thereof not less than ten nor more 
than fifteen days’ notice of the date of the meeting, and 
also giving them information that the object of the meet- 
ing is to provide for a health officer of the county, who 
shall devote his entire time to the prevention of dis- — 
ease, and the improvement of health. Provided, that 
the provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to suck 
counties as have already employed health officers for all 
of their time. 

2. By adding to paragraph 28 of the bill where the 
same appears on page six the following: Provided, that 
the court of county commissioners or board of revenue 
may at any time on the recommendation of the State 
health officers suspend payment of salary of the county 
health officer, or remove him from office for incompe- 
tency, neglect of duty, misfeasance or malfeasance in 
office. :

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


September 8, 1915.

To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

One of the issues presented to the people of Alabama 
during the last campaign was the placing of public 
utility plants, such as street railways, water works com- 
panies, gas and steam heating companies, telegraph and 
telephone companies and electric and water-power ¢om- 
panies, under the supervision of a public utility com- 
mission. The people indorsed this idea of regulating 
the rates, charges and facilities of such public utility 
companies in the State. 

The idea is not at all new but has been adopted by 
most of the States and has been pronounced highly 
successful and satisfactory both to the people of the 
communities served and to the utilities of the State. 
This method of determining the rates, charges and facil- 
ities is not only just to the community directly served, 
but places them under the control of an impartial body 
which in and of itself insures a constant and economi- 
cal: service and removes them from the influence of local 
politics. 

Many of the utilities such as I have mentioned are 
operating in two or more municipalities, thereby sub- 
jecting them to regulation by different governmental 
agencies, which can only result in its last analysis to 
the detriment alike to the people of the communities 
and to the utilities. 

The capital invested in these utilities and the com- 
munities served should both receive our reasonable con- 
sideration. No agency is so well calculated and fitted 
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to show this as a tribunal set apart and removed from 
local issues and having no personal or political ends to 
accomplish, but one entrusted with the sole idea of pro- 
moting the welfare and the interest of the State. 

As railroads were constructed from one city to an- 
other and from one county to another it became evi- 
dent that it was both just and expedient that a single 
governmental agency fix and control their rates and 
charges, and the Legislature, responding to the wishes 
of the people, created the railroad commission and en- 
trusted to it this responsible duty. No one now ques- 
tions the wisdom of this action. The populations of cit- 
ies and towns throughout the State have increased so 
rapidly that the question relating to the rates, charges 
and facilities of the utilities operating therein are be- 
coming more complex of solution, and more important 
alike to the individual citizens and the interest of the 
State. Street railways, gas companies, water works and 
water power companies, telephone and telegraph com- 
panies which formerly operated in a single town or 
city are now being operated in several towns or cities, 
and their rates, charges and facilities under the present 
laws are subject to regulation by the several munici- 
palities in which and through which they operate. 

It is apparent that a change in the method and agen- 
cy of determining the rates and the charges of public 
utilities is necessary, and I therefore recommend that 
before you adjourn you pass the necessary laws con- 
stituting the railroad commission a public utility com- 
mission, and in addition to the power and authority 
now conferred by statute that such public utility com- 
mission be placed in jurisdiction over the rates and 
charges of all utilities within the State, whether oper- 
ated by individuals, corporations or municipalities.

RECOMMITTAL OF BILL.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Through acts passed by your bodies, which have come 
to my desk, increasing largely the appropriation for 
feeding prisoners confined within the jails of the State, 
my attention has been directed to the failure of your 
bodies to investigate the real causes necessitating such 
large increase in the appropriations. 

The increased appropriations referred to are neces- 
sary to meet the obligations of the State which have al- 
ready been incurred because of the insufficiency of the 
appropriations made by your predecessors to liquidate 
the elaims which have accrued against the State for the 
feeding of prisoners confined in the jails. 

The price paid by the State for feeding these prison- 
ers is on the following schedule: 
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“When the number of prisoners does not exceed ten, 
for each prisoner, 60 cents per day; when the number 
of prisoners exceeds ten and does not exceed twenty, 
for each prisoner, 50 cents per day; when the number 
of prisoners exceeds twenty and does not exceed forty, 
for each prisoner, 40 cents per day; and when the num- 
ber of prisoners exceeds forty, for each prisoner, 30 
cents per day.” 

Doubtless you all have observed, from time to time, 
the food that is given to jail prisoners. This food, in 
the generality of cases, is furnished only twice a day; 
the prisoners do not take any exercise, therefore the 
quantity consumed by them is not in the same propor- 
tion as a working man. The government feeds its sol- 
diers at a cost of 25 cents per day, with which the food 
furnished the jail prisoners is not to be compared. No 
doubt, the same class of food with which our prisoners 
are nourished, both as to quantity and quality, could 
be furnished by the government to its soldiers, under 
their system, at a cost of 10 cents per day. 

It was never intended that the sheriffs should make 
any money from the feeding of the prisoners in his 
charge. His perquisites were to come from other 
sources. In substantiation of this, I have on my desk 
at this time an act fixing the salary of a sheriff of the 
most densely populated county of the State. The charge 
for feeding the prisoners, however, will go to the coun- 
ty and the State will not be relieved of the enormous 
cost of feeding these prisoners, unless by virtue of di- 
vorcing the interest. of the sheriff of the county any in- 
terest in these fees, it will have a tendency to decrease 
the number of prisoners confined in the jail. 

I understand that it is the purpose of your body to 

‘increase the appropriations for the feeding of prisoners 
to the amount of $200,000.00 a year. This is an increase 
of about. $70,000.00 per annum, and under the present 
schedule of prices allowed for this purpose, it is likely 
to consume this amount. 

It is easy to pass resolutions or an act increasing 
the amount of approprinations for any purpose, but 
when it comes to obtaining money whereby these claims 
shall be satisfied, an entirely different proposition is 
presented. 
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The total number of prisoners confined in the jails 
during the last fiscal year were 23,613; of these, only 
916 were turned over to the State as convicts, and the 
balance, 22,967, were either released, sentenced in the 
counties or still confined in the jails. The amount which 
the State was called upon to pay for feeding these pris- 
oners was $175,928.90, or an average of $7.45 for each 
prisoner. 

The recess committees should have given some atten- 
tion, not only to the great cost that is placed upon the 
State for feeding these derelicts, but also some atten- 
tion to the mill that is annually producing and grind- 
ing out the convicts of which we have heard so much 
said, and for whose welfare so much anxiety has been 
expressed during the present session of your bodies. If 
the price proposed to be paid by the State for feeding 
its prisoners is reduced only ten cents per day, accord- 
ing to the number of prisoners that were confined in 
the jails during the past fiscal year, there would be 
saved to the State $43,057.10 annually, and there is not 
one of your bodies, I am sure, that would take the posi- 
tion that there would not be a margin left to the offi- 
cer who would undertake the contract of feeding the 
prisoners of the State, and giving them the same fare 
they receive at present. You should either make this 
reduction, or the State should undertake the feeding 
of its prisoners under a well-ordered system, especial- 
ly in the larger counties. 

The position is taken that the State should not re- 
ceive a profit from the labor of its convicts, but how 
much worse it is for the State to permit this specula- 
tion upon the food that is furnished the enormous num- 
ber of prisoners that are annually confined within its 
jails. 

In approaching these important questions, we should 
commence at the beginning and ascertain from the start 
how the prisoner, before he becomes a convict, is cared 
for, and whether the State is doing its duty to all con- 
cerned. 

You have but a few more days, but there is no one 
question that is presented to you that should receive 
more serious attention than this. You yet have time to 
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regulate it and to let it go as it is, means an annually 
ers that largely goes into the pockets of those whom it 
was. never contemplated should receive benefits from 
the performance of this part of their public duties.

The President and presiding officer of the Senate hav- 
ing signed the following Senate bills, your signature 
thereto is requested :

Section 1. That the board of revenue of Jefferson 
county is hereby authorized from time to time, as it 
may deem fit, to accept tenders for the sale of claims 
against the fine and forfeiture fund of said county; to 
fix the date upon which payment shall be made for all 
claims so tendered and accepted. A1l such tenders shall 
be in writing, shall state the amount of claims offered, 
and the lowest price at which the party offering the 
same will sell to the county, and all such tenders shall 
be open to public inspection, and shall not be accepted 
by the said board of revenue except in sessions open 
to the public, and at the lowest. price offered, and may 
reject all bids. 

Sec. 2. That the board of revenue of Jefferson coun-

H. 1071. To amend sections 706 and 707 of the print- 
ed Code of Alabama of 1907 (relates to public health). 

Was taken up. Mr. Davis offered the following. sub- 
stitute for the bill H. 1071: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL 1071. 
A BILL 


To be entitled an act to amend sections 706 and 707 
of the Code of Alabama of 1907. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That section 706 of the Code of 1907 be and the 
same hereby is amended so as to read: 

706. Duties of county health officers. 

Subdivision 1. It shall be the duty of a county health 
officer who devotes only a part of his time to the duties 
of his office, : 

1. To keep, under regulations prescribed by the 
State board of health, a book to be styled, The Register 
of births, in which book he shall register, so far as 
reported to him, the sex and color of every child born. 
in the county, the date of such birth, the name or names, 
age or ages, race, color, and occupation of the parent 
or parents, together with such other details as said 
regulations may require; also, a book to be styled, The 
Register of Deaths, in which he shall register the name, 
so far as reported to him, of all persons who die in the 
county, specifying the date, place, and cause of death, 
also, the sex, color, race, occupation and, so far as can 
be ascertained, the ages of such deceased persons, to- 
gether with such other details as may be required by 
said regulation; also, a book to be styled The Register of 
Infectious Diseases, in which book he shall register, so 
far as reported to him, the name, age, sex, color, race, 
occupation, and place of residence with such other 
details as may be required by said regulation, of all 
persons who may be attacked by any of the diseases 
enumerated in section 716 of this Code; all of which 
Registers shall be furnished by the court of county com- 
missioners or other like board, and when filled said reg- 
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isters siall be filed by the county health officer in the 
office of the judge of probate of the county, who shali 
receipt therefor and which receipt shall be forwarded by 
the county health officer to the State health officer for 
permanent filing. 

2. To exercise, subject to the advice of the committee 
of public health and in accordance with the health laws 
of the State, general supervision over the sanitary in- 
terests of the county, and should he discover any cause 
of disease, or the existence of any condition detrimental 
to the health of the people, he shall, so far as author- 
ized by law, compel the removal or abatement of the 
same, and should no authority for such removal or 
abatement exist, he shall report the fact to the county 
board of health, adding such recommendations as to 
special action as he may deem proper. 

3. To make personal and thorough investigation of 
the first case, or early cases, of any diseases suspected 
of being, or known to be, any one of those enumerated 
in section 716 of this Code that may come to his know]l- 
edge, or be reported to him, and should he decide such 
case, or cases, to be one of those enumerated in said sec- 
tion, and in imminent danger of spreading, he shall in 
accordance with the law institute immediate measures 
to prevent the spread of such disease and shall forthwith 
report the facts in writing to the judge of probate of the 
county, to the chairman of the committee of public 
health of the county board of health and to the State 
health officer. 

4. To obtain as needed at the expense of the county 
a sufficient supply of vaccine virus, with which to vac- 
cinate, without charge, all indigent persons of the coun- 
ty who may apply at his office, or at the offices of such 
physicians throughout the county as may be supplied 
with vaccine virus for the purpose of assisting him in 
the vaccination of such persons. 

5. To visit the county jail, all convict camps where 
any county convicts are worked, and the county alms- 
house, at least once each month and to make careful in- 
vestigation as respects the drinking-water, the food, the 
clothing, and bedding supplied to the prisoners of the 
former and the inmates of the latter; also, as to the 
ventilation, air space, heating and bathing facilities, - 
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closets, drainage, etc., of these institutions, and when 
any of said supplies are found to be inadequate in quan- 
tity or deficient in quality, or any of said conditions 
unsanitary, it shall be the duty of the county health 
officer to make in writing a circumstantial report there- 
of to the judge of probate and court of county commis- 
sioners or other like board, whereupon, it shall be the 
duty of said judge of probate and court of county com- 
missioners to carry out whatever recommendations are 
made by the county health officer as respects the county 
jail and county almshouse, and said health officer shall 
forward duplicates of his reports to the county board of 
health and to the State health officer. He shall likewise 
visit the county court-house and any other public build- 
ing belonging to the county once each month and make 
investigations corresponding with those laid down in 
this section as applying to the jail and almshouse and 
should he find unsanitary conditions existing he shall 
report the same to the court of county commissioners or 
other like board, whereupon, it shall be the duty of said 
court of county commissioners to remedy the unsani- 
tary conditions in accordance with the recommendations 
of the county health officer. 

6. To make to the State board of health by or before 
the 10th day of each calendar month a full report, so far 
as the facts reach him, of all cases of infectious diseases 
and of all births and deaths, specifying the causes of 
the latter that occur in the county, including all munici- 
palities therein, for the preceding month. 

7. To make to the judge of probate and court of 
county commissioners or other like board and to the 
county and State boards of health by or before the 1st 
day of March of each year an annual report of all public 
health and sanitary work done in the county during the 
preceding year, which report shall include the vital 
and mortuary statistics of the county and of all munici- 
palities therein, together with such information, sug- 
gestions, and recommendations in regard to the protec- 
tion of the health of the people as he may deem proper. 

8. To make to the State health officer prompt report 
of the presence in the county, so far as is reported to 
him, or as comes to his knowledge, of any of the dis- 
eases enumerated in section 716 of this Code, furnish- 
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ing such information and at such intervals as the State 
health may require. 

9. To make to the county board of health such re- 
ports and at such time as said board may require. 

10. To appear before the grand jury at each of its 
sittings and to report all violations of the health laws 
of the State, especially any failures on the part of the 
physicians of the county, including all municipalities 
therein, to report the births, deaths, and infectious dis- 
eases that occur in their practice; also, to report all 
failures on the part of midwives to report the births and 
the deaths that occur in their practice; also, to report 
failures on the part of dealers in coffins to report all 
sales of coffins made by them. 

11. To authorize in writing any member of the coun- 
ty board of health to act for him in case of a contem- 
plated absence from the county of such duration, or in 
case of a disability from any cause of such character, 
as would interfere with the discharge of his official duty, 
provided that such member accepts in writing such dele- 
gation of authority, and provided further that he shall 
notify the chairman of the committee of public health 
of the county, the judge of probate of the county and the 
State health officer of such arrangement. 

12. Tobe present at all meetings of the county board 
of health for the purpose of keeping that body fully in- 
formed as to health conditions prevailing in the county 
and to likewise keep the court of county commissioners 
or other like board informed on such matters as said 
board may deem proper. 

18. To attend all conferences of county and munici- 
pal health officers which may be called by the State 
health officer. 

14. To discharge such other health functions as are, 
or may be required of him by law. 

Subdivision II. Whenever the court of county com- 
missioners or board of revenue of any county shall deem 
it wise to provide a county health officer who shall de- 
vote all of his time to the duties of his office, and so de- 
clare by order entered on the minutes of such court or 
board, it shall be the duty of the president of the county 
board of health, except of such counties as have already 
employed a health officer for all of his time, to issue 
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a call for a meeting of said board, giving the members 
thereof not less than ten nor more than fifteen days’ 
notice of the meeting and further informing them that 
the object of the meeting is to provide for a county 
health officer who shall devote his entire time to official 
work. When the county board of health meets as above 
provided for, not less than a majority of the members 
thereof being present, said board shall proceed to re- 
move the incumbent county health officer from office 
and to declare the office vacant, the officer so removed 
being eligible for election to the new office. The county 
board of health shall then proceed to elect a county 
health officer who shall devote his entire time to the 
duties of his office. The county board of health shail 
then instruct the secretary thereof to notify the court 
of county commissioners or board of revenue that a 
health officer has been elected for the county for a term 
of three years, giving the name and address of the officer 
so elected, such officer to devote his entire time in pro- 
moting the health of the people of the county. 

Subdivision III. It shall be the duty of all county 
health officers elected under the preceding subdivision 
II to devote all of their time to official work and to per- 
form all of the duties above prescribed in this section, 
and in addition thereto the following: 

1. To devote their entire time to the public health 
interests of the county and under no circumstances to 
engage in private practice. 

2. To occupy an office in the courthouse of the coun- 
ty, to be assigned by the court of county commissioners 
or board of revenue, and in the event of an office in the 
county courthouse not being available the said court or 
board shall provide an office for said county health 
officer conveniently located with reference to the court- 
house. ; 

3. To visit, so far as lies in their power, all cases o 
infectious or contagious diseases that occur in the coun- 
ty, for the purpose of seeing that all proper measures 
are enforced to prevent their spread, and to repeat 
these visits from time to time as may be necessary. 

4. To make a special effort to locate all cases of 
tuberculosis and pellagra in the county, especially incip- 
ient cases, with a view of not only urging prompt treat- 
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ment thereof but also the adoption of such precautions 
as are deemed necessary to protect others. 

5. To inspect the schools of the county at least once 
annually with the view of seeing that they are supplied 
with pure drinking-water and surrounded by sanitary 
conditions in all respects, especially to investigate 
whether or not said schools are equipped with sanitary 
closets; further, to examine the pupils of the schools 
at least once annually for the purpose of ascertaining 
any defects of sight or of hearing that may exist, or of 
ascertaining the presence of adenoids, enlarged tonsils, 
skin diseases, spinal curvature, hookworm disease, etc., 
that may interfere with progress in their studies, and 
whenever any of the above named diseases or defects are 
discovered the county health officer shall so notify the 
parents of the child affected. 

6. To teach the proprietors of slaughter-houses, 
dairies, grocery-houses, hotels, lunch-stands, etc., the im- 
portance of protecting all food products from dust and 
insects of every kind; also, to impress upon the people of 
the county the importance of similar protection in their 
own homes. 

7. To teach the people of the county by lectures, news- 
paper articles, and demonstrations the causes, modes 
of propagation, and of prevention of diseases, with spe- 
cial reference to the spread of disease by flies, mosqui- 
toes, rats, fleas, ticks, and other vermin, also the impor- 
tance of screening their houses against the purveyors of 
disease, 

8. To teach the people of the county how to maintain 
sanitary conditions in and around their homes, especial- 
ly how to supply themselves with pure drinking-water 
and pure milk, and also how to provide sanitary closets. 

9. To make such reports as may be required of them 
to the county board of health, to the court of county 
commissioners and to the State health officer, said re- 
ports to be made on such blanks and forms as may be 
prescribed by the State board of health. 

10. To attend meetings of the court of county com- 
missioners or board of revenue from time to time, or 
whenever so requested for the purpose of giving said 
court or board all desired information as respects the 
public health interests of the county. 
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11. To discharge such other health functions as are, 
or may be, required of him by law. 

II. That section 707 of the Code of 1907 be and the 
same hereby is amended so as to read: 

707. Salary of county health officer ; how paid.—The 
salary of the health officer of a county shall be fixed by 
the court of county commissioners, or board of revenue, 
provided that in counties of ten thousand inhabitants, 
or less, the salary shall not be fixed at a lower rate than 
tw enty dollars per thousand of population, and in coun- 
ties of more than ten thousand inhabitants the decrease 
in the above rate shall not exceed ten cents per thousand 
of population up to a population of one hundred thou- 
sand, beyond which no further decrease shall be made. 
The salary for the health officer of a county shall be 
computed upon the basis of the last United States cen- 
sus, and shall be paid quarterly from the county treas- 
ury by the officer legally authorized to draw warrants 
on said treasury. 

The salary of health officers commonly known as 
“all-time health officers” who are to devote their entire 
time to official work shall be determined and paid as 
follows: In counties of less than twenty thousand in- 
habitants the salary shall be not less than one thousand 
dollars and not more than eighteen hundred dollars per 
annum; in counties of from twenty thousand to thirty 
thousand inhabitants the salary shall be not less than 
fifteen hundred dollars and not more than twenty-five 
hundred dollars per annum; in counties of from thirty 
thousand to forty thousand inhabitants the salary shall 
be not less than eighteen hundred dollars and not more 
than three thousand dollars per annum; in counties 
of from forty thousand to eighty thousand inhabitants 
the salary shall be not less than twenty-five hundred 
dollars and not more than thirty-five hundred dollars 
per annum; in counties of more than eighty thousand 
inhabitants the salary shall be not less than three thou- 
sand dollars and not more than five thousand dollars 
per annum, all salaries to be based on population as 
shown by the latest Federal census, and to be paid 
monthly from the county treasury on warrants of the 
officer legally authorized to draw warrants on said 
treasury.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


The House concurred in and adopted the amendment 
proposed by the Governor to the bill S. 76, said Gov- 
ernor’s amendment being as follows: 

To the Senate: 

T am herewith returning to you Senate bill 76 without 
my approval, but with amendments. 

The bill in question contemplates the abolishment of 
the office of county treasurer throughout the State in all 
counties of less than fifty thousand population, and 
there seems to be a general desire for the abolishment of 
this position, and many local acts have passed during 
your session to that effect. 

It seems to be the idea that the banks in the several 
counties shall be constituted the depositories and that 
the boards of revenue shall perform all the duties of the 
treasurer except the care and the paying out of the 
funds under the order of the boards of revenue. 

The caption of Senate bill 76 contemplates the abol- 
ishment of the office of county treasurer, and section 5 
in effect re-establishes that office by constituting such 
bank as may be selected by the board of revenue the 
county treasurer. While a State bank organized under 
the laws of the State can assume any duties that the law 
imposes upon them, you have not altogether the same 
authority over national banks, and if the act as it reads 
at present should become a law, it is very doubtful as to 
whether the county could recover from the corporation, 
funds deposited in such institutions, because the na- 
tional banking law does not provide that the national 
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banks shall act in the official capacity of an individual. 
In addition to this no corporation can take the oath of 
office required of officers. 

There may be such conditions in some of the counties 
of the State that no bank would desire the business un- 
der the conditions named, and for that reason some pro- 
vision should be made for the care of the funds in such 
anemergency. I have, therefore, presented amendments 
to meet my objections to the bill, and if adopted the bill 
shall have my approval. 

The amendments are as follows: 

By striking out section 5 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: ; 

Section 5. The bank or banks so designated as deposi- 
tories for county funds shall be charged with all the 
duties and subject to the same liabilities in so far as the 
safe keeping and paying out of the funds of the several 
counties are concerned, as are now imposed by law upon 
county treasurers. The banks or bank acting as county 
depository shall not receive any compensation or com- 
mission or other allowance for services as county deposi- 
tories, provided that in all counties under fifty thousand 
population where the county treasurer is now required 
by law to collect and receipt for a road tax from persons 
liable for road duty in such county, the judge of probate 
in such county shall be charged with the duty of collect- 
ing and receipting for such road tax and perform such 
other duties in connection therewith as are now required 
by law of county treasurers. All warrants drawn upon 
the depository must be signed by the probate judge of 
said county or the president of the board of revenue or 
court of county commissioners of the different counties 
at the election of such board of revenue or court of coun- 
ty commissioners, expressed in a resolution which must 
be spread upon the minutes and given to such deposito- 
ries that may be selected. Such officer signing such 
warrants to be liable for the amount of any warrant 
drawn and paid by such depositories without the author- 
ity of law. Provided, however, that if the board of rey- 
enue or court of county commissioners are unable to 
designate any depository for the county funds in their 
county by reason of their inability to secure from any 
bank within its limits terms for the handling of the

regulations for the conduct and operation of such offices 
made necessary by changing the method and basis of 
compensation of such officers, and to prescribe when 
said act shall go into effect. 

H. 850. To provide for the assessment, valuation and 
equalization of values of real and personal property for 
taxation, and for this purpose to create a State board 
of equalization, to prescribe the powers and duties of 
said board, to create a board of equalization for each 
county, and to prescribe the powers and duties of said 
boards, to provide for the collection of taxes, the sale 
of property for taxes, the redemption from such sales, 
to further provide for the general revenues, abolish the 
State tax commission, and to transfer all its powers, 
authority and jurisdiction, and all proceedings pending 
for assessment and collection of taxes, and repeal all 
laws in conflict with this act. 

And find the same correctly enrolled.

Mr. Weakley, from the Committee of Conference on 
H. 851, made the following report: : 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

Your Committee on Conference having under consid- 
eration H. 851, beg leave to report as follows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate recede from all 
amendments adopted by it. 

2. We further recommend the adoption by the Senate 
of the following amendments: 

Amend section 1, subdivision 6, of the bill by adding 
the word “five” after the word ‘twenty,’ where it oc- 
curs in lines three and four of page three of the printed 
bill: 

Amend section 1, subdivision 8, by inserting after the 
words “sixty dollars,” in line 5, the following: “Pro- 
vided, that automobiles or motor cars running between 
towns or cities ten miles or more apart, shall pay a li- 
cense tax of forty dollars in lieu of the sixty Gate 
provided in this section.” 

. Also amend subdivision 8, line 18, by striking ait 
from the printed bill the words, “and such license 
shall.” 

Amend by striking out all of subdivision 9, section 
1, after the word “purchase,” in line 11, from top of 
page 6., down to and including the word “collection” 
in line 13, from top of page 6 of the bill. 

Amend section 1, subdivision 9, by striking out the 
word “sheriffs,” in line 9, page 5, and insert in lieu 
thereof the words, “judge of probate.” 

Amend.-section 1, subdivision 15, by inserting in line

to any license inspector or come to his knowledge that 
any person, persons, firms or corporations have 
failed or refused to take out licenses as required 
by law, the license inspector shall report the same 
to the judge of probate, who shall forthwith cite 
such delinquent to appear before him and take out li- 
cense. If such delinquent shall fail or refuse to take out 
license, the license inspector shall institute or cause to 
be instituted criminal proceedings against such delin- 
quent, before any court having jurisdiction of such of- 
fense. In case of emergency, the license inspector must 
commence the criminal proceedings in the first place. 
For performing the duties required by this section, the 
license inspectors are entitled for each case so brought 
before the probate judges, to be paid by the delinquent, 
in addition to the license, fifteen per cent. of the amount 
of the license so collected from each delinquent. And 
if a criminal prosecution shall be commenced, either 
by information or indictment, the license inspector shall 
be paid fifteen per cent, of the penalty prescribed in 
such case, all cost and penalty to be paid in money, but 
in all proceedings under this section, the license shall 
not be delinquent before the first day of November of 
each year; provided, that such license inspector shall, 
before entering upon his duties, be required to enter 
into bond in a sum to be fixed by the State board of 
equalization, payable to the State of Alabama, condi- 
tioned as bonds of other State officers. 

Also amend the bill by renumbering the sections in 
consecutive order, beginning with section No. 1. 

Also by renumbering the subdivisions of each section, 
where there are subdivision, and one or more of such 
subdivisions have been stricken out. 

And that the House concur in the foregoing Senate 
amendments, all of which is respectfully submitted.

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To the House of Representatives : 

I am herewith returning to you House bill 1663 with- 
out my approval. 

This is a bill to pay T. H. Pearson one thousand dol- 
lars for loss of cattle shipped from Florida and Georgia 
into Alabama which died at the quarantine station in 
Montgomery or after being removed from such station. 

From the. facts ascertained after an investigation I 
have determined that the shipment of these cattle into 
Alabama in the manner in which it was done was in vio- 
lation of the law. They were shipped from other States 
under interstate regulation, and were billed. to be 
slaughtered immediately upon arrival at destination, 
which was Montgomery. If the billing had been adhered 
to they would not have been required to be dipped in 
Montgomery, but after arriving here a second person 
acquires the cattle, and to ship them to another part of 
the State where tick-eradication was in progress it was 
necessarv that they comply with the State’s regulations 
of dipping these cattle before reshipment. The State 
does not provide these vats at quarantine stations but 
only exercises such supervision as will restrain the eat- 
tle from roaming to pens where immune cattle are herd- 
ed. The railroads see that the regulations are observed 
and to do this dipping vats have to be provided. This 
can be done either by the railroads or outside individu- 
als, and the only part played by the State inspector was 
to see that these cattle did not move into pens where 
ticky cattle were not permitted. 

While it is unfortunate for.such a loss to fall upon 
any individual, no doubt a considerable number of these 
cattle would have died in the due course of transporta: 
tion. That is the history of cattle shipments where the. 
cattle are taken from the woods or brush. I look upon 
this simply as sympathetic gratuity and do not believe 
the State can afford to set such a precedent i in its work 
of tick eradication.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I desire to call your attention to the condition of 
our material interests and to the state of the public 
mind one year ago in reference to our custom and laws 
regulating the handling of our products. 

The condition at that time was simply a repetition 
of what we have periodically, except that it was in a 
more aggravated form. Whenever there is a material 
decline in the staple product of the farms, there is a 
disruption in the whole commercial and industrial fab- 
ric of the State. In 1912 there was a heavy decline in 
the price of cotton. Meetings were held throughout the 
State, and suggestions advanced as to what could and 
should be done towards protecting the agricultural in- 
terests of the State as a whole. When an advance in 
the price of this product comes, the situation is relieved 
and agitation ceases. In the midst of prosperity, we 
forget our troubles of yesterday. At the commencement 
of the European war. there was absolutely no market 
for our cotton, and although we had a magnificent crop, 
the largest within the history of the State, there was 
depression and uncertainty throughout the land. Sug- 
gestions were made and. mass meetings were held to 
consider the different propositions advanced for relief. 
Large petitions were gotten up and great pressure was. 
brought to bear upon the executive of the State to call 
the Legislature in extraordinary session to enact laws 
and adopt some plan that might give relief by facili- 
tating commerce and protecting the interest of those 
who were dependent upon securing a fair price for their 
product to meet their obligations. As time passed and 
with a fifty per cent. advance in the price of the prod- 
uct, agitation again ceased, and it seems as if we have. 
forgotten our past troubles so soon as we have tempora-. 
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other States that any one’ who desires to buy the re- 
ceipt and thereby gain possession of the property rep- 
resented by that receipt may have full and ready knowl- 
edge of the laws of the State governing the storage of 
wares and products in Alabama. This alone is of lit- 
tle advantage in the complex situation pertaining to 
economic handling of our great staple. Many members 
of your body joined with those who were clamoring 
for legislation, a little less than twelve months ago. 
Is it possible that the self-denial practiced by your con- 
stituency, thereby enabling them to weather the storm, 
have caused you to so soon forget their desires and 
needs? We will have a recurrence of depression, pos- 
sibly modified in its severity, but you can aid greatly 
the material interest and future prosperity of your peo- 
ple. You should not lay aside this important question 
for others of doubtful advantage and perhaps of little 
concern, to the people generally. In the early stages 
of your session bills were introduced looking to bring- 
ing about an improvement along the lines referred to, 
but it seems they have received but little attention from 
your bodies. Some of these measures were introduced 
at the first part of your session, some six or seven 
months since. Your bodies appointed committees to 
take up proposed legislation during your long recess, 
study them over and discuss the needs of the varied in- 
terests of the State, but not once has any reference 
been made to this most important question. The bills 
that have been introduced may not meet your views and 
according to your ideas may not be equal to the emer- 
gency, but it is your duty to consider them and what- 
ever they lack in constructive ideas you should supply, 
and not ignore the question altogether. Have you made 
efforts to improve upon them, or is it that you do not 
feel any concern in the distant future? The great body 
of the people who are dependent upon tilling the soil 
for a livelihood have been looking to you to present 
and enact laws to meet future emergencies, and shall 
it be said that the Alabama lawmakers have not suffi- 
cient interest or initiative in the matter to give it ser- 
ious consideration?

Be it enacted by the coisa nares of Alabama: 

1. That in addition to the free treatment for rabies of 
residents of the State, at the Pasteur Institute in Mont- 
gomery, it shall be the duty of the State Board of Health 
to provide for free treatment, in the counties of their res- 
idence, of all persons in this State, under the regulations 
hereinafter prescribed. 

2. That any person bitten by a rabid animal, shall 
have the right. to all necessary free. treatment in or by 
the Pasteur Institute at Montgomery, or shall have the 
right to a full course of free treatment by the county 
health officer, of the county of their residence, or by 
such other physician, physicians or institutions as may 
be designated in such county, by the State Board of 
Health. 

3. That the county health officer, or other physician 
or institution, in case any physician or institution may 
be designated in addition to the county health officer, 
shall, immediately. on application for treatment by any 
person or persons bitten by any rabid animal, wire or 
telephone, at the expense of the county, the State Pasteur

Institute in Montgomery, advising it that the patient or 
patients have applied for ireatment, whereupon the Par. 
teur Institute shall by first mail, following the receipt 
of the application of the county health officer, forward 
to him a sufficient quantity of serum necessary for a full 
course of treatment, or for such time as such serum may 
continue in healthy condition. It shall be the duty of 
the county health officer to administer such treatment 
in all respects as fully and carefully as the State Pas- 
teur Institute, and free of cost to the patient, 

4. That any officer or other person charged with any 
duties under this act, who shall fail, neglect or refuse to 
perform such duties, shall, on conviction, be fined not 
less than twenty-five nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each offense.

To be entitled an act to prevent the fraudulent issue, 
sale, promotion, negotiation or distribution of any 
stocks, bonds, notes or other securities in the State of 
Alabama, and to provide for the punishment of any 
violation ‘of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. If any person, including a corporation or 
association, and the officers or agents thereof, alone, or 
in common with others, having devised or intending to 
devise any scheme or artifice to defraud by the issuance, 
sale, promotion, negotiation or distribution of any 
stocks, bonds, notes or other securities shall, in or for 
executing such scheme or artifice or in attempting to do 
so, commit any overt act within the State, such person 
shall, upon conviction, be punishable by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars, and may also be im- 
prisoned in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for 
the county for not more than twelve months, or by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not more than two 
vears at the discretion of the jury trying the case. 

Sec. 2. No person, partnership, corporation or asso- 
ciation, hereinafter called the promoter, shall, as princi- 
pal or agent, promote by advertisement, circular, pros- 
pectus or by any other form of public or general offering 
or through agents, the sale of any speculative securities 
in this State, except to banks, bankers, trust companies, 
dealers or brokers in securities, unless prior thereto 
there shall have been filed with the superintendent of 
banks: 

(1) A true copy of the securities so to be promoted. 

(2) A statement in substantial detail of the assets 
and liabilities of the person or company issuing such 
securities and of any person or company guaranteeing 
the same, including specifically the total amount of such 
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securities, and of any securities prior thereto in interest 
or lien, authorized or issued by any such person or com- 
pany. 

(3) If such securities are secured by mortgage or 
other lien, a copy of such mortgage or of the instrument 
ceating such lien, and a competent appraisal or valua- 
tion of the property covered thereby, with a specific 
statement of all prior liens thereon, if any. 

(4) A full statement of facts showing the gross and 
net earnings, actual or estimated, of any person or com- 
pany issuing or guaranteeing such securities, or of any 
property covered by any such mortgage or lien. 

(5) All knowledge or information in the possession 
of such promoter relative to the character or value of 
such securities, or of the property or earning power of 
the person or company issuing or guaranteeing the 
same, including a statement that such promoter has 
fully investigated the same and believes the knowledge 
or information so stated to be reliable and true, with 
such exceptions, if any, as may be stated. 

(6) A copy of any prospectus or advertising matter 
which is to be used in connection with such promotion, 
and no such prospectus or advertising matter shall be 
used unless the same has been filed hereunder. 

(7) The names, addresses and selling territory in the 
State or any agents by or through whom any such secur- 
ities are to be sold, and no such agents shall be em- 
ployed unless such statement, with respect to them, has 
been filed hereunder. 

(8) The name and address of such promoter, inelud- 
ing the names and addresses of all partners, if the pro- 
moter be a partnership, and the names and addresses of 
the directors or trustees (and of any person owning ten 
per centum, or more of the capital stock) if the pro- 
moter be a corporation or association. 

(9) If such promoter be a non-resident of the State, 
a designation in writing of an attorney having an office 
in the State, upon whom service may be made in any 
action or proceedings against such promoter growing 
out of the sale of any such securities in this State. 

(10) A filing fee of ten dollars. 

Sec. 3. The term “speculative securities,” as used in 
the preceding section, shall include any stocks, bonds, 
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notes or other securities which, according to the terms 
thereof, yield or promise to yield more than ten per cen- 
tum per annum on the price at which they are offered or 
sold, or which are offered or sold with any representa- 
tion or inducement that they will yield more than such 
per centum, or that they are or will be worth twice or 
more than twice the price at which they are offered or 
sold. ; 

Sec. 4. The provisions of section 2 shall not apply to 
the offering or sale of any securities on any recognized 
stock exchange in this State, nor to the advertisement 
or sale thereof at public auction or pursuant to the order 
of any court, nor shall the provisions of this act extend 
to any seller of stock, bonds or other securities, who 
has purchased the same in good faith for value, and who 
is the bona fide owner of such stocks, bonds or other se- 
curity at time of such sale. 

‘Sec. 5. Such superintendent of banks may also make 
special investigation as may be deemed necessary, in 
connection with the promotion of any securities under 
this act, to determine whether the same constitutes a 
violation of this act by any individual, corporation or 
association, and such superintendent of banks shall have 
the power to issue subpoenas and process compelling the 
attendance of any person and the production of any pa- 
pers and books for the purpose of such investigation and 
examination, and shall have power to administer an 
oath to any person whose testimony may be required on 
such examination or investigation. 

Sec. 6. If such superintendent of banks shall deter- 
mine that any such promotion constitutes a violation of 
this act, he shall immediately take such steps as may be 
necessary to cause the arrest and prosecution of all per- 
sons deemed guilty thereof.

Sec. 8. Every dealer in securities, including every 
person, firm, corporation or association engaged in the 
business of selling stocks, bonds, notes or other securi- 
ties, having a place of business in this State, shall an- 
nually on the first day of October file with the superin- 
tendent of banks a statement showing the name and bus- 
iness address in the State of such dealer and if the prin- 
cipal office of such dealer is out of the State, the address 
of such principal office, and if such dealer is a corpora- 
tion or association organized under the laws of another 
State, the address of the principal office of such corpora- 
tion in such State. Such statement shall be accompa- 
nied by a filing fee of five dollars.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE, 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has originated and passed the following 
bills: 

By Mr. Denson: 

S. 874. To further prescribe the authority and duties 
of the attorney general and of solicitors acting under his 
authority ; and to provide for the employment of special 
assistants to the attorney general; to provide for the 
conduct of the office of attorney general, to make an ap- 
propriation therefor, and to prescribe the method of its 
expenditure. 

By Mr. Judge: 

S. 779. To provide for the payment during each of 
the years 1915 and 1916, out of the general fund of the 
county by the respective boards of revenue or courts 
of county commissioners of the counties in which there 
is situated any city which may now have or which may 
hereafter have as much as 100,000 people according to 
the last Federal census, or any such census which may 
hereafter be taken, to each such city the sum of sixty 
thousand dollars ($60,000.00) of the moneys collected 
from taxation for general purposes on property situ- 
ated in such city, for the maintenance by said city of 
its police force and the public highways and bridges 
within its limits.

(7) To exercise general supervision and control over 
county boards of health and over county and municipal 
health officers in the enforcement of the public health 
laws of the State in their respective counties and mu- 
nicipalities ; 

(8) To notify the court of county commissioners, or 
board of like character, of any county, or the mayor 
and council of any municipality, whenever it appears 
that the health officer of such county or municipality 
is negligent, or inattentive to his official duties, where- 
upon it shall be the duty of said county or municipal 
officials to suspend the payment of the salary of their 
health officer until such time as an investigation of the 
alleged negligence and inattention can be procured in 
accordance with subsection 703 of this Code. At the 
end of such investigation it shall be the duty of the

stitutions, it shall be the duty of the executive officer, 
or other official, of the State board of health, to order 
the county or municipal health officer under whose jur- 
isdiction the unsanitary condition is found to use all 
authority in his power to have the same abated;

(7) To elect physicians to attend the inmates of the 
county poor house and jail and to fix the terms of of- 
fice of such physicians, provided that they be not fixed 
for shorter periods than three years, and provided fur- 
ther, that both of said positions may be filled by the 
same physician or by the county health officer. The 
court of county commissioners or other board of like 
character shall fix fair salaries for such physicians as 
may be elected to fill said positions, or for the county 
health officer should he be elected to fill said position, 
or any one of them; 

(8) To require the county health officer to submit to 
the judge of probate and county commissioners or other 
board of like character monthly reports, and also an 
annual report, on blank forms to be supplied by the 
State board of health, giving a full and complete ac- 
count of all public health and sanitary work done in 
the county, together with such other information, sug- 
gestions and recommendations in regard to the protec- 
tion of the health of the people as said board may deem 
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health officer, against whom charges and specifications 
are submitted, and the board of censors to which they 
were referred, certified copies thereof. The board of 
censors shall then appoint a time and place for inves- 
tigating the charges and specifications and shall notify 
the health officer concerned and the party or parties 
making the charges and specifications of the time and 
place for the hearing; and shall further notify said par- 
ties that they will be accorded the privilege of being 
heard in person or by counsel, or both, and of introduc- 
ing such witnesses and written testimony as may be 
germane to the question at issue. When the investiga- 
tion has been completed and the board of censors is 
ready to report, it shall notify the president of the coun- 
ty medical society of that fact, whereupon the presi- 
dent shall call a meeting of the society, unless the time 
for a regular meeting be near at hand, giving the mem- 
bers not less than five full days notice thereof and ex- 
plaining to them the object of the meeting. When the 
county medical society meets in accordance with such 
notice, the board of censors shall submit a complete and 
circumstantial report of the investigation with which 
it was charged. After hearing the report and after such 
discussion thereof as may be deemed proper by the pre- 
siding officer, the society may take action in either of 
the following ways: 

(a) It may entirely exonerate the health officer ; 

(b) It may censure him; 

(c) It may impose a for feiture of salary for such pe- 
riod of time as the society may deem just and proper; 

(d) It may remove the health officer from his posi- 
tion to take effect in not less than ten nor more than 
fifteen days; all ballots being taken by ayes and noes 
and recorded in the minutes of the meeting. When the 
verdict rendered is removal from office, it shall be the 
duty of the county society to hold another meeting be- 
fore the time arrives for the health officer to retire from 
office for the purpose of electing a successor, provided 
that the officer just removed shall not be eligible to 
- succeed himself. - 

3. That subdivisions (a), (e), (bh) and (j) of sec- 
tion 710 of the Code be amended so as to read: 
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ty, incorporated city or town under such conditions 
and surroundings as to render it imperative that prompt 
and immediate measures to prevent its spread be en- 
forced, the health officer of such county, in corporat- 
ed city or town as the case may be, shall have the right 
to institute and enforce such measures, subject to the 
approval of the committee of public health of the coun- 
ty board of health. , 

Likewise, when any cause of disease, or any condition 
likely to become a cause, exists in a county, or in a 
municipality, the board of county commissioners or 
other like board, or the mayor and council, according to 
the location of said cause or condition, shall on the rec- 
ommendation of the county health officer, or on that of 
the municipal health officer, as the case may be, possess, 
and at their discretion may exercise, the right of ap- 
propriating and expending such funds as may be nec- 
essary to remove or abate said cause or condition. If, 
however, the cause or condition due to neglect or inat- 
tention on the part of one or more persons, the cost. of 
abatement shall be taxed against the party or parties 
responsibile therefor and collected as other taxes are 
collected. 

6. That section 723 of the Code be amended so as 
to read: 

723. Inspection of places where food is sold.—The 
State board of health shall prescribe rules for the in- 
—spection of all public grocery houses, markets, restaur- 
ants, lunch stands, eating places, public dining rooms, 
together with pantries, kitchens, and yards belonging 
thereto, and shall furnish copies of said rules to coun- 
ty boards of health and to county and municipal health 
officers, whereupon, it shall be the duty of said coun- 
ty boards of health, county and municipal health offi- 
cers, to enforce such rules.

To prescribe the qualifications, duties and compen- 
sation of coroners, in counties of this State of two hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants or more, according to the 
last preceding Federal census or any subsequent Fed- 
eral census.

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Bill No. 851 containing more than one hundred and 
twenty sections, with many subdivisions. It has been a 
physical impossibility to study these. measures in the 
short time allotted to me; only one day, which is hardly 
sufficient time to read them over. This I have done, and 
is about the extent of the consideration I have been able 
to give them. According to my view, there are quite a 
number of features in the bills that could be changed to 
advantage, but without the opportunity of discussing 
personally these features with the advocates of them and 
having been accepted by you after the protracted treat- 
ment you have given to them, I would hesitate to submit 
amendments from simply a hurried reading. This is 
your forty-fourth legislative day, and is the only day re- 
maining to you in which you could give consideration to 
any suggestions that I might offer to these bills. 

From the long and tedious work that you have devoted 
to these measures, and the many divisions that have oc- 
curred between the members of your body as to the dif- 
ferent provisions contained in them, I am led to the con- 
clusion that should I present any suggestions in the way 
of amendments to meet my objections, it would likely 
result in the failure of your bodies to complete the pass- 
age of these acts today, which is the last day under the 
Constitution to do so. In the event of such an occurr- 
ence, the State would be deprived of a revenue measure 
embodying any complete form or principle. 

During your session, the present revenue measures 
have been shorn of certain important features. Acts 
have been passed by you, curtailing or doing away with 
parts of the old revenue laws that have existed for a long 
number of years, and for this reason, we cannot make a 
safe estimate upon them. 

‘We cannot run the State government without rev- 
enues, and to secure these, we must have creative and 
empowering acts for that purpose, and these should be 
such as will cause all classes of property, individuals 
and every interest to carry their just share of the bur- 
dens of the State. The present revenue bill, after having 
been deprived of certain features, is not one to justify us 
in expecting these results, therefore, I do not consider it 
the part of wisdom that chances be taken which might 
force the State to rely upon uncompleted machinery for 
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our heretofore centralized taxing power, were not pro- 
portionately in excess of the increase obtained in this 
State during those same years. Then, why should we 
expect greater results from a system we have obtained 
from other states than has been produced in those states 
from its use. If the workings of these laws extract the 
great amount that is claimed for them, would you really 
favor them? Did you not tell your people before com- 
ing to the Legislature, that it was not more taxes, but 
less expense that would be your slogan? 

It will be surprising to you to learn that the revenues 
of Alabama are greater than the revenues of the State in 
which the tax law exists from which you have patterned 
this act, and yet, that State has an income amounting to 
$900,000.00 from sources that are not available to Ala- 
bama; this, in the face of the fact, that the State referred 
to has a great deal more acreage, 20% more population, 
larger cities and towns and much more wealth than Ala- 
bama. These facts are presented that you may know 
that it has not been on account of our taxing machinery 
that a deficiency exists in the State treasury ; it seems to 
have been diligent at all-times. We really need a reor- 
ganization of our system of appropriations more than a 
new tax system. I do not consider that our receipts, un- 
der the revenue bill, will be greater than they have been 
in the previous year; if equal it speaks well for this 
measure. 

House Bill No. 850 should be looked upon, not as a 
revenue extractor alone, but a measure that was drawn 
for the purpose of bringing about an equalization of the 
expenses of government; if it accomplishes this, and 
some have to pay more than they are paying at present 
in order to equalize themselves with their neighbors or 
one county with another, you will never have complaint 
from those whose payments have been thus increased, 
provided they are satisfied that the money which they pay 
into their State government is honestly, economically 
and efficiently used. It is upon this idea that I acquiesce 
in what has been done, with the expectation that you 
will cooperate with me in the few remaining days that 
you are here, to see that every appropriation made is ap- 
plied either to the payment of just obligations or is nec- 
essary for the maintenance of institutions of the State 
in an efficient and economical manner.

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quantity consumed by them is not in the same propor- 
tion as a working man. The government feeds its sol- 
diers at a cost of 5 cents per day, with which the food 
furnished the jail prisoners is not to be compared. No 
doubt, the same class of food, with which our prisoners 
are nourished, both as to quantity and quality, could 
be furnished by the government to its soldiers, under 
their system, at a cost of 10 cents per day. 

It was never intended that the sheriffs should make 
any money from the feeding of the prisoners in his 
charge. His perquisites were to come from other 
sources. In substantiation of this, I have on my desk 
at this time an act fixing the salary of a sheriff of the 
most densely populated county of the State. The charge 
for feeding the prisoners, however, will go to the coun- 
ty and the State will not be relieved of the enormous 
cost of feeding these prisoners, unless by virtue of di- 
vorcing the interest of the sheriff of the county from any 
interest in these fees, it will have a tendency to decrease 
the number of prisoners confined in the jail. 

I understand that it is the purpose of your body to 
increase the appropriations for the feeding of prison- 
ers to the amount of $200,000.00 a year. This is an in- 
crease of about $70,000.00 per annum, and under the 
present schedule of prices allowed for this purpose, it 
is likely to consume this amount. 

It is easy to pass resolutions or an act increasing the 
amount of appropriations for any purpose, but when it 
comes to obtaining money whereby these claims shall 
be satisfied, an entirely different proposition is present- 
ed. 

The total number of prisoners confined in the jails 
during the last fiscal year were 23,613; of these, only 
916 were turned over to the State as convicts, and the 
balance, 22,697, were either released, sentenced in the 
counties, or still confined in the jails. The amount 
which the State was called upon to pay for feeding 
these prisoners was $175,98.90, or an average of $7.45 
for each prisoner. 

The recess committees should have given some atten- 
tion, not only to the great cost that is placed upon the 
State for feeding these derelicts, but also some atten-

SENATE MESSAGE. 


The Senate bills, the titles to which are set out in the 
above and foregoing message from the Senate, were sev- 
erally read one time and referred to appropriate stand- 
ing committees, as follows: 

Judiciary, S. 886. 

Public Roads and Highways, 8. 895. 
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To the House of Representatives: 

I am herewith returning to you H. 142 without my 
approval and with an amendment to meet my objec- 
tions. 

This act is known as the uniform warehouse receipts 
act, and is adopted for the purpose of making uniform 
with other states the liabilities of warehousemen upon 
receipts issued by them so as to facilitate the handling 
of products through negotiations of warehouse receipts. 

There have been a number of questions as to the ef- 
fects this law would have upon the commercial trans- 
actions of this section. After a careful investigation 
and research I have come to the conclusion that this 
act has made little change in our law and will leave 
intact the relations of the mortgagor and the mortgagee, 
or other lien holder, upon any products or merchandise 
that may be stored under this act. 

The penalty applied for the deposit of goods for the 
purpose of defrauding is much less under our present 
law, and this can be remedied without effecting the uni- 
formity of the law, and I therefore submit an amend- 
ment to section 55 which, if adopted, the bill will have 
my approval.

A BILL 


To be entitled an act to provide an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State for the purpose of providing 
a revenue and appropriation commission and to define 
its duties. ; 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, as fol-. 
lows: 

Section 1. That there shall be and there is hereby pro- 
posed an amendment to the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama in words and figures as follows, to wit: 

Sec. 2. Thirty days after the adoption of this section 
and each four years thereafter the Governor shall ap- 
point a commission composed of five qualified electors 
of the State who shall be known as the revenue and ap- 
propriation commission, whose terms of office shall ex- 
pire with that of the Governor making the appointment 
and whose compensation shall be fixed by the Legis. 
lature. It shall be the duty of such commission to meet 
upon the call of the Governor at a time not less than 
six months prior to the regular session of the Legisla- 
ture at which time they shall give consideration to the 
requirements of every institution and to the obligations 
of the State generally and thereupon shall frame an ap- 
propriation bill to meet the requirements thereof; at 
the same meeting and at the same time they shall frame 
a revenue bill for the State which in their opinion will 
raise revenues sufficient for the next ensuing four years. 
These bills shall be advertised in three daily papers of 
the State for a period of three months prior to the ses- 
sion of the Legislature to which they will be submitted, 
and both of said bills so prepared shall be submitted to 
the Legislature to be considered by it. The Legislature 
to which such bills are submitted, after considering the 
same, shall enact the provisions of the appropriation 
bill into law, except that the Legislature may reduce 
any of the appropriations therein made by a majority 
vote of each body, or icrease the same, or make other 
appropriations by a two-thirds vote of the members elect- 
to each House in which the bill is submitted. The rev- 
enue bill submitted by the commission shall be for the 
information of the Legislature and shall be acted upon 
by it as the Legislature may see fit.

The purpose of this act is commendable and its ef- 
fects will be far-reaching and it will prove of substan- 
tial and lasting benefit to the school interests of the 
State. The administration of the old act appropriat- 
ing $67,000 proved a barrier to the idea of consolida- 
tion, which in the opinion of those who are engaged in 
the administration of the school interests of the State 
declare one of our greatest needs. This bill, however, 
undertakes to remedy the defects of the present law and 
accomplishs this purpose to a large extent by increas- 
ing the minimum which may be given to any one school 
thereby assuring larger and better buildings which will 
act in a measure as a guarantee towards enlarging the 
school district and thereby fostering the consolidation 
idea. The increase in the appropriation, in view of the 
fact. that our expenditures are still in excess of a fair 
estimate of the receipts with no prospect in the near 
future of improvement, is more than the treasury can 
stand. The benefits of this act go directly where they 
are needed and are greater than would be received from 
appropriations applied for the benefit of education on 
a per capita basis, and for this reason we should be 
willing to make some sacrifice in appropriation .for 
the common schools made upon that basis. 

From observation, I am convinced that the policy 
that has heretofore been pursued by the State does not 
instill into the individual citizen of the communities 
the idea of helping themselves, and therefore they have 
not been so prompt as they should have been in coming 
to the aid of the State in maintaining the public school 
system. It is impossible for the State to supply all the 
means for the purpose of an education. So long as we 
hold out.the idea that the State will endeavor to sup- 
ply all the funds needed for this purpose just so long 
will the individual citizen and locality withhold assist- 
ance to the State for educational purposes. We need 
to change our course and give the citizens of the State 
to understand that the State will help those who help 
themselves, because it is only by co-operation of the 
communities with the State through local taxation that

AN ACT 


To amend sections 1, 5, 7, 12, 18, 16, 18 of an act ap- 
proved August 26, 1909, entitled an act to regulate the 
sale, giving away or other disposition of drugs, medi- 
cines or poisons in this State, and to provide for the cre- 
ation of a board of pharmacy for service in connection 
with such sale, giving away or other disposition. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That sections 1, 5, 7, 12, 18, 16, 18 of an act approved 
August 26th, 1909, entitled “An act to regulate the sale, 
giving away or other disposition of drugs, medicines or 
poisons in this State and to provide for the creation 
of a board of pharmacy for service in connection with 
such sale, giving away or other disposition, be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this 
act, it shall be unlawful for any person, not. licensed 

_as a pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, to con- 
duct or manage any pharmacy, drug store, apothecary 
shop, or other place of business for the retailing, com- 
pounding of, or dispensing of any drugs, medicines or 
poisons or for the physicians’ prescriptions, or to keep 
exposed for sale, or retailed, any drugs, medicines or 
poisons, except as hereinafter provided, or for any per- 
son not licensed as a pharmacist or assistant pharma- 
cist, within the meaning of this act, to compound, dis- 
pense or sell at retail, any drug, poison or medicinal 
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Provided, further, that nothing in this section shall 
be so construed as to prevent any person, firm or cor- 
poration from owning a pharmacy, drug store, or apoth- 
ecary shop, provided such store shall be in the charge 
of a licensed pharmacist. And provided, further, that 
said board of pharmacy may grant to any legally li- 
censed practising physician in such towns or villages of 
less than eight hundred inhabitants, an annual permit 
to conduct a pharmacy, drug store, or apothecary shop 
in such town or village, subject to the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 5. Said board of pharmacy may issue license to 
practice as pharmacists, or assistant pharmacists, in the 
State of Alabama without exmination to such persons 
as have been legally registered or licensed as pharmacists 
or assistant pharmacists in other states or foreign coun- 
tries ; provided, that the applicant for such license shall 
present satisfactory evidence of qualifications equal to 
those required from licentiates in this State, and that 
he was registered or licensed by examination in other 
states or foreign countries, and that the standard of 
competency required in such other states or foreign 
countries is not lower than that required in this State, 
and provided, also, that the board of pharmacy is sat- 
isfied that such other states or foreign countries accords 
similar recognition to the licentiates of this State.

Sec. 12. Said board of pharmacy shall have power 
to, and it shall be the duty of the said board of phar- 
macy to investigate all. alleged violations of this act, 
or any other law of this State regulating the dispens- 
ing or sale of drugs, medicines or poisons, or the prac- 
tice of pharmacy, also, it shall be the duty of the per- 
son or persons charged with the enforcement of the 
food and drug act of this State to take such samples 
and to prosecute any violations of the provisions of this 
act, under the direction of the board of pharmacy, and 
whenever there has been a violation of said laws, it shall 
be the duty of said board to call all such violators and 
violations to. the attention of the circuit or county solic- 
itor of the county in which said violation is alleged to 
have occurred, and to the person or persons charged 
- whose duty it shall be to prosecute for all violations of 
this act with the enforcement of the pure food and drug 
act. 

Sec. 18. Said board of pharmacy shall be entitled to 
charge and collect the following fees: For the examin- 
ation of an applicant for a license as a pharmacist, ten 
dollars ($10.00) ; for the examination of an applicant 
for a license as an assistant pharmacist, five dollars 
($5.00); for renewing a license of a pharmacist, an 
assistant pharmacist, or physician holding permit, one 
dollar ($1.00); for issuing a life certificate to a phar- 
macist, ten dollars ($10.00) ; for issuing a permit to an 
assistant pharmacist to conduct a drug store in town 
of not more than eight hundred inhabitants, one dol- 
lar ($1.00); and one dollar ($1.00) for such renewal 
thereof. 

. All fees shall be paid before any applicant may be ad- 

mitted to examination or his name placed upon the reg- 
ister of pharmacists and assistant pharmacists, or be- 
fore any license or permit, or any renewal thereof, may 
be issued by said board. 
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Sec. 16. Every proprietor or manager of a pharmacy, 
drug store or apothecary shop, shall keep in his place 
of business a suitable book or file, in which shall be pre- 
served for a period of not less than five years, the orig- 
inal or the copy the same, of every prescription com- 
pounded or dispensed at such store or pharmacy, num- 
bering, dating and filing them in the order in which 
they are compounded and shall produce the same in 
court, or before any grand jury, whenever lawfully re- - 
quired to do so. And upon request, the proprietor or 
manager of such store shall furnish to the prescribing 
physician, and may, except when otherwise instructed 
by the prescribing physicians, furnish to the person for 
who. such prescription was compounded, or dispensed, 
a true and correct. copy thereof, and said book or file 
shall at all times be opened for inspection by duly au- 
thrizd officers of the law. Provided, that no copies be 
given of prescriptions contained any of the substances 
included in section 14 of this act. Every proprietor or 
manager of a pharmacy, drug store or apothecary shop 
shall keep in his place of business the latest edition of 
the United State Pharmacopeia and National Formu- 
lary. : 

Sec. 18. Whoever not being licensed as a pharmacist 
shall conduct or manage any drug store, pharmacy or 
any other place of business for the compounding, dis- 
pensing or sale at retail of any drugs, medicines, or pois- 
ons, or for the compounding of physicians prescriptions 
contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not less than $25.00 (twenty-five dollars) 
nor more than $100.00 (one hundred dollars), and each 
week or part thereof that such drug store or pharmacy 
or either place of business is so unlawfully conducted 
shall constitute a separate and distanct offense. Who- 
ever not being licensed as a pharmacist or assistant 
pharmacist, shall compound, dispense or sell at retail 
any drug, medicine or poison, or medicinal prepara- 
tion, either upon a physician’s prescription or other- 
wise, and whoever being the owner or manager of a 
drug store, pharmacy, or place of business shall cause 
or permit any one not licensed as a pharmacist, or as- 
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sistant pharmacisi, io dispense, sell at. vetail, or. com- 
pound any drug, medicine, poison, physician’s prescrip- 
tion contrary to the provisions of section 1 of this act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. Any li- 
cense or permit, or renewal thereof, obtained through 
fraud, or by any false or fraudulent representation shall 
- be void and of no effect at law. Any person who shall 
procure by false or fraudulent representation for the 
purpose of procuring a license or permit or renewal 
thereof, either for himself or for another shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), and any per- 
son who shall willfully make a false affidavit for the 
purpose of procuring a license or permit, or renewal 
thereof, either for himself or for another, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of perjury, and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be subject to like punishment as in other cases of per- 
jury. Whoever being the holder of any license or per- 
mit granted under this act, shall fail to expose such li- 
cense or permit, or renewal thereof, in a conspicuous 
position in the place of business in which license or per- 
mit relates or in which the holder thereof is employed, 
contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than $5.00 (five dollars) nor more 
than $25.00 (twenty-five dollars), and each week or 
part. thereof that such license, permit or renewal shall 
not be exposed, shall be held to constitute a separate 
and distinct offense, and whoever being the holder of 
any license or permit, and without renewing the same, 
shall continue to carry on the business for which such 
license or permit was granted contrary to the provisions 
of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
$10.00 (ten dollars) nor more than $25.00 (twenty- 
five dollars). 
Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of section 7 of this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less 
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than $10.00 (ten dollars) nor more than $100.00 (one 
hundred dollars). 

Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of section 14 of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction for the first offense 
shall be fined not less. than $25.00 (twenty-five dollars) 
nor more than $50.00 (fifty dollars), and upon convic- 
tion for second offense shall be fined not less than $50.00 
(fifty dollars) nor more than $100.00 (one hundred dol- 
lars), and upon conviction for a subsequent offense shall 
be fined not less than $100.00 (one hundred dollars) 
nor more than $200.00 (two hundred dollars) and shall 
be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than six months, and if a licensed pharmacist, or as- 
sistant pharmasict, his license shall be revoked by said 
board of pharmacy.

Any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of section 17 of this act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $50.00 (fifty dol- 
lars) nor more than $100.00 (one hundred dollars) for 
each offense. Whoever not being legally licensed as 
a pharmacist, apothecary, or any other title of similar 
‘import, shall take or exhibit the title of pharmacist con- 
trary to the provisions of section 15 of this act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined not less than $10.00 (ten dol- 
lars) nor more than $50.00 (fifty dollars).

RESOLUTIONS. 
The following resolutions were introduced : 
By Mr. Johnston of Madison: 
JOINT RESOLUTION. 


H. J. R. 250. Whereas, the navigation improvement 
of the Tennessee river by the United States is now in 
the last stages of completion between Muscle Shoals 
and the Ohio river; and 
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Whereas, the inadequate canal plan for the naviga- 
tion improvement of the Muscle Shoals stretch of the 
Tennessee river was begun by the Federal government 
more than 85 years ago, this improvement costing in 
construction more than $3,000,000 and in cost of op- 
eration and maintenance more than $1,500,000, and the 
yearly cost of the operation and care of this canal being 
in excess of $50,000 per annum; and 

Whereas, the United States engineers, after nearly 
eight years of study and investigation, have recommend- 
ed to Congress a new plan at Muscle Shoals for the 
joint improvement of navigation and development of 
water power on a very large scale, as shown on docu- 
ment No. 20, 63rd Congress; and 

Whereas, this new project for navigation improvement 
and development of water power as recommended by the 
government engineers will not only practically com- 
plete the navigation improvement of the Tennessee riv- 
er from the Ohio river to the upper stretches of the 
Tennessee, but will also develop power on such large 
scale as to make it possible to operate great factories 
for the fixation of the nitrogen of the atmosphere as a 
fertilizer, and for the manufacture of explosives, and 
thus make the United States no longer wholly depend- 
ent, as at present, upon the country of Chile for sodium 
nitrate, or Chilean saltpetre, necessary for the manu- 
facture of explosives and for fertilizers; and 

Whereas, the United States should not longer be de- 
pendent for its nitrogen supply upon any foreign coun- 
try, but should produce its own nitrogen supply by 
the conservation and utilization of the water powers 
now going to waste in the navigable streams of the 
country. ‘ 

Therefore, by this joint resolution, be it resolved by 
the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

(1) That the adoption by Congress of the Muscle 
Shoals project as recommended by the Government en- 
gineers is a matter of national concern and one directly 
affecting the question of preparedness and national de- 
fense. 

(2) That the fixation of the nitrogen of the atmos- 
phere as a fertilizer to meet the needs of the farmers of 
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the country, and esnecially the southern farmers, who 
are the greatest buyers of fertilizers in the natiun, and 
whose fertilizer bills are now annually nearly $100,000,- 
000 is a matter of national interest and importance 
equal to the national interest and economic importance 
of the great irrigation projects in the States of the arid 
west, which projects have received assistance from the 
Federal government in excess of $116,000.000. 

(8) That recent successful scientific achievements 
have placed at the disposal of agriculture in this coun- 
try chemical compounds which allow the production 
of a complete or universal fertilizer. With cheap water 
power, these scientific discoveries promise to revolu- 
- tionize our present system of fertilization. 

(4) With cheap water power, the importance of these 
scientific achievements, and their effects upon the cot- 
ton and food crops of the country, and upon the ques- 
tion of national defense and the preparedness of the 
United States in times of war, are so far reaching and 
of such unusual national interest at the present time, 
that the adoption of the Muscle Shoals project by Con- 
gress, and its encouragement by the President and the 
secretary of war can be regarded as no less than a pa- 
triotic duty. 

(5) That the President of the Senate and the Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives shall appoint a joint 
committee of five members from the Senate and five mem- 
bers from the House of Representatives, as a Joint Leg- 
islative Committee, and the President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House shall be each a member of 
these respective committees, and the Governor of the 
State shall be the ex-officio chairman of these commit- 
tees, and, also, that the Governor of the State is here- 
by requested to select and appoint twelve representa- 
tive citizens from the State of Alabama, not members 
of this Legislature, to join the Legislative Committees 
hereby created, and without expense to the State, these 
legislative committees and citizens’ committee are re- 
quested by the Legislature of the State to visit Wash- 
ington during the early days of the first session of Con- 
gress assembling in December, and present a copy of 
these resolutions to the President of the United States,

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to the secretary of war, to the secretary of agriculture, 
to the chairman of the commerce conimittee of the Sen- 
ate, to the chairman of the committee on rivers and 
harbors, and to each United States Senator and repre- 
sentatives in Congress from the State of Alabama, and 
pressingly urge upon them the national importance and, 
indeed, the nation’s necessity that the Muscle Shoals 
project be adopted by the 64th Congress, and during its 
first session.

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama for 
their consideration at an election to be held on the 
first Monday after the expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment of the present session 
of the Legislature, at which this amendment is pro- 
posed. to wit: 
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The city of Birmingham may levy and collect a rate 
of taxation on the property situated therein, not exceed- 
ing in the total in any one year, one and one-half per 
centum of the value of such property, assessed as pro- 
vided by the Constitution, and the statutes now or here- 
after enacted pursuant to the Constitution. But pro- 
vided, that the total rate of taxation levied by the city 
of Birmingham shall not, in any one year, exceed one 
per centum per annum unless the rate in excess of one 
per centum per annum for such year, shall have been 
submitted by the governing body of said city at an elec- 
tion held within such year or within three years prior 
to the beginning of such year, and shall have been au- 
thorized for such year by the majority vote by ballot 
of the qualified voters of said city voting upon such 
proposition. And an increase in the rate of taxation, 
in excess of one per centum per annum, may be so au- 
thorized at one election for one year, or for two or 
three successive years, and if, for more than one year, 
at the same or different excess rates for the respective 
years. In the event an excess rate submitted for any 
year or years shall not be so authorized at any election, 
a new lower excess rate for such year or years may be 
submitted by the governing body of said city to the 
qualified voters of said city for like authorization at 
a subsequent election or elections held at any time or 
time thereafter. 

Each election held under the provisions hereof shall 
be ordered, held, canvassed and contested in the same 
manner, as is or may be provided by law, applicable to 
said city for elections to authorize the issuance of mu- 
nicipal bonds. Ballots used at such elections shall con- 
tain the words, “For excess rate of taxation toe 
the year (OF Years) occ 7? and “Against... 
excess rate of taxation for the year (or years) ............... ” 
The rate of taxation proposed in excess of the rate of 
one per centum to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor, and the year or years in which the proposed 
rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space provid- 
ed therefor; and in the event different excess rates are 
proposed for different years, the words mentioned shall 
be repeated as often as may be necessary to show sep- 
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arately the different excess rates proposed to be applied 
to the respective years. And the voter shaii record his 
choice whether for or against the excess rate or rates 
shown, by placing a cross mark before or after the 
words expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained 
shall in any wise change or affect the rights of any hold- 
er of bonds of said city heretofore issued.” 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
give notice by proclamation to be published in one 
newspaper in each county in the State at least eight 
successive weeks next preceding the said election on the 
amendment proposed by this act to be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the State for their consideration, 
together with the proposed amendment. Before making 
such proclamation the Governor shall ascertain the cost 
of publishing the notice as herein required and shall 
certify the amount of such cost so ascertained by him 
to the governing body of the city of Birmingham, and 
thereupon the governing body of the city of Birming- 
ham shall pay or cause to be paid into the State treas- 
ury the sum of money so certified to them by the Gov- 
ernor for the purpose of paying the cost of the publica- 
tion of the notice required by this act. 

Sec. 3. That at the said election, on the amendment 
proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State for their consideration to be held 
as herein provided, the qualified electors shall vote upon 
said amendment, and on the official ballots printed for 
such election there shall be printed the following, viz.: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama: 

“The city of Birmingham may levy and collect a 
rate of taxation on the property situated therein, not 
exceeding in the total in any one year, one and one-half 
per centum of the value of such property assessed as 
provided by the Constitution and the statutes now or 
hereafter enacted pursuant to the Constitution. But 
provided that the total rate of taxation levied by the 
city of Birmingham shall not, in any one year, exceed 
one per centum per annum, unless the rate in excess of 
one per centum for such year shall have been submitted 
by the governing body of said city to the qualified vot- 
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ers of said city, at any election held within such year 
or within three years prior to the beginning of such 
year, and shall have been authorized for such year by 
the majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of 
said city voting upon such proposition. And an in- 
crease in the rate of taxation in excess of one per cen- 
tum per annum may be so authorized at one election 
for one year, or for two or three successive years, and 
if for more than one vear at the same or different ex- 
cess rates for the respective years. In the event an ex- 
cess rate submitted for any year or years shall not be 
so authorized at any election, a new lower excess rate 
for such year or years may be submitted by the gov- 
erning body of said city to the qualified voters of said 
city for like authorization at a subsequent election or 
elections held at any time or times thereafter. 

Each election held under the provisions hereof shall 
be ordered, held, canvassed, and contested in the same 
manner as is or may be provided by law, applicable to 
said city, for elections to authorize the issuance of mu- 
nicipal bonds. Ballots used at such elections shall con- 


tain the words, “Fov............... excess rate of taxation for 
the year (or years) ........W ,? and “Against.............. ex-

The rate of taxation proposed in excess of the rate of 
one per centum to be shown in the blank space pro- 
vided therefor, and the year or years in which the pro- 
posed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space 
provided therefor; and in the event different excess 
rates are proposed for different years, the words men- 
tioned shall be repeated ‘as often as may be necessary 
to show separately the different excess rates proposed 
to be applied to the respective years. And the voter 
shall record his choice, whether for or against the ex- 
cess rate or rates shown, by placing a cross mark be- 
fore or after the words expressing his choice. 

Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or 
affect the rights of any holder of bonds of said city here- 
tofore issued.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot 
shall be printed the word “Yes,” and immediately un- 
der that shall be printed the word “No.” The choice of 
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the eleetor shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him or under his direction oppusité the word: express- 
ing his desire. 

Sec. 4. That the officers to hold such election shall 
be the same, and shall be appointed in the same man 
ner and by the same officials as provided by the election 
law of the State for the appointment of officers to hold 
general elections in this State, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the constitutional 
provisions concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Sec. 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be 
counted, canvassed and tabulated and returns thereof 
made to the secretary of State in the manner as in elec- 
tions for representatives to the Legislature; and if it 
shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result 
of such election shall be made known by proclamation 
of the Governor. 

Sec. 6. That the Legislature of Alabama favors such 
proposed amendment to the Constitution of Alabama. 

Sec. 7. That in the case the amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama proposed in this act be adopted, 
no election shall be held in the city of Birmingham 
prior to October 1st, 1916, under the authority grant- 
ed therein, for the purpose of authorizing the levy of a 
rate of taxes in excess of one per centum per annum; 
provided, however, that if the levy of any such excess 
rate be authorized before November 1, 1916, the said 
excess rate may be, by the governing body of said city 
made applicable to and may be levied for the tax year 
beginning October 1, 1916.

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said 
substitute being as follows: 


Substitute for §. 546: 


A bill to be entitled an act to further regulate the 
practice and proceedings in the disposition of cases im- 
properly brought as suits in equity, and to provide and 
prescribe the manner of disposing of suits at law when 
an equitable question arises therein. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That whenever a bill in equity is filed on the 
equity side of the circuit court and a submission is had 
upon a demurrer thereto, or upon the pleadings and 
proof when a decree upon a demurrer for want of equi- 
ty has not theretofore been rendered, and the judge be- 
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fore: whom auch. submission. is had is of the opinion 
that such bill is without equity for the reason that the 
complainant or plaintiff therein has an adequate rem- 
edy at law, the judge shall so state in his decree, but 
shall not dismiss the bill, and shall direct in the de- 
cree that the cause be transferred to the law side of 
the court to which the same should have been original- 
ly brought; provided, the county in which the cause 
is pending is the proper venue in which the remedy 
at law may be ascertained and determined. Upon the 
rendition of any such decree the clerk or register shall 
forthwith transfer the cause to the law side of the court 
and the same shall be docketed therein and proceed in 
the law side. Within thirty days after such cause has 
been so transferred, the complainant cr plaintiff shall . 
make such amendments to the pleadings as may be nec- 
essary to convert the same from a bill in equity to an 
appropriate complaint at law, or failing so to do with- 
in thirty days after the cause has been so transferred, 
the same shall be dismissed; and after such cause has 
been so transferred and amended in the law side of 
the circuit court the defendant shall plead or demur 
thereto within thirty days, as required in actions at 
law, or be in default; provided, however, that at any 
time within thirty days after the rendition of any de- 
cree transferring any such cause to the law side of the 
court the complainant or plaintiff may prosecute an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of Alabama, and such ap- 
peal shall be heard and determined by the Supreme 
Court as appeals are provided for in section two thou-. 
sand eight hundred and thirty-eight (2838) of the Code, 
and if the decree is reversed the Supreme Court shall 
render such decree as should have been rendered in the 
first instance, and if the appeal provided for herein is 
not taken within the thirty days as herein provided, 
error may be assigned on such decree by the complain- 
ant or plaintiff on an appeal from the final judgment 
in the cause. 

Sec. 2. Whenever it shall satisfactorily appear to 
the judge who is presiding in the law side of the circuit 
court that a cause set for hearing before him presents 
an equitable question which cannot be disposed of in 
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the law side of the court, the judge may upon his own 
motion enter a judgment or order transferring such 
cause from the law side of the court to the equity side 
of the court, and the same shall be docketed therein 
and proceed in the equity side of the court. When- 
ever an equitable right is claimed in any suit at law 
by a party who is plaintiff therein, such plaintiff may 
assert such right by a written motion filed in the cause, 
which shall state the substance of the equitable right 
and be verified by the affidavit of some person having 
knowledge of the facts, and the legal sufficiency of such 
motion may be tested by demurrer and the facts al- 
leged therein may be controverted by affidavit. If it 
satisfactorily appears to the judge hearing the same 
that such motion and proof sufficiently assert and show 
an equitable question or right, the decision of which 
should dispose of the cause, he shall so state in his 
judgment or decree, and shall direct in his judgment 
or decree that the cause be transferred from the law 
side of the court to the equity side of the court, and 
the same shall thereupon be docketed therein, and pro- 
ceed in the equity side of the court. If an equitable 
question, the decision of which should dispose of the 
cause, depends upon the assertion of an equitable right 
or defense by a party who is defendant or an inter- 
vening claimant in such at law, such party may assert 
such right or defense by a written motion filed in the 
cause, which shall state the substance of the equitable 
right or defense and be verified by the affidavit of some 
person having knowledge of the facts, and the legal 
sufficiency of such motion may be tested by demurrer, 
and the facts alleged therein may be controverted by 
affidavit. If it satisfactorily appears to the judge 
hearing the same that such motion and proof suffici- 
ently assert and show an equitable question or right, 
the decision of which should dispose of the cause, he 
shall so state in his judgment or decree, and shall di- 
rect, in his judgment or decree that the cause 
be transferred from the law side of the court to 
the equity side of the court, and the same shall 
thereupon be docketed therein, and proceed in the equi- 
ty side of the court. Within thirty days after any such 
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eause. has. heen. so transferred. .-the -plaintiff or ..com- 
plainant shall make such amendments to the plead- 
ings as may be necessary to conform to the appropri- 
ate pleadings in equity courts, or failing so to do with- 
in thirty days, the same shall be dismissed; and the de- 
fendant in any such cause so transferred shall, within 
thirty days after such amendment is filed plead, answer 
or demur thereto, as required by law, or be in default. 
Provided, however, that at any time within thirty days 
after the rendition of any judgment or order transfer- 
ring any such cause to the equity side of the court, the 
party aggrieved thereby may prosecute and appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Alabama, and such appeal shall 
be heard and determined by the Supreme Court as ap- 
peals are provided for in section two thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-eight (2888) of the Code, and if the 
judgment or order is reversed, the Supreme Court shall 
render such judgment or order as should have been ren- 
dered in the first instance, and if the appeal provided 
for herein is not taken within thirty days as herein 
provided, error may be assigned on such judgment or 
order by the party aggrieved on an appeal from the 
final judgment or decree in the cause. 

Sec. 3. That the failure of any party to move or ap- 
ply for a transfer of any cause as provided for in this 
act shall not be res adjudicata of any right or defense, 
which could have been set up in any such motion or 
application. 


Mr. Brindley offered the following amendment to the 
substitute. 

Amend substitute for S. 546 by adding thereto the 
following section: 

Sec. 4. That whenever any cause is transferred as 
herein provided on the application or motion of any 
party thereto, and the party moving for such trans- 
fer fails to establish or maintain the question right or 
defense asserted by him and the cause cannot then be 
finally disposed of in the side of the court to which 
the same was transferred, the judge hearing the cause 
shall so state in his judgment or decree, but shall not 
dismiss the cause, but shall direct that the cause be 
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retransferred to the side of the court in which original- 
ly brought, and shall tax all the cost then accrued 
against the party who moved or applied for such trans- 
fer and failed to establish or maintain the question, 
right, or defense asserted by him. And when any cause 
is so retransferred it shall thereupon be docketed in 
the side of the court in which originally brought and 
proceed to final judgment or decree therein. And on 
an appeal from the final judgment or decree, error may 
be assigned by the party aggrieved on the judgment, 
order or decree of the court retransferring the cause 
to the side of the court in which the same was origi- 
nally brought.

Was taken up. 


Mr. Davis offered the following substitute for the bill 
and amendments: 

Amend 8S. 558 so as to read as follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to divide the State of Ala- 
bama into judicial circuits for the circuit courts to be 
numbered and composed of counties named, fix the 
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times and places for holding the circuit courts therein 
and provide for changing the time of holding such 
courts. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The State of Alabama is hereby divided 
into judicial circuits for the circuit courts, which cir- 
cuits are numbered and composed of counties as fol- 
lows: First Circuit: Choctaw, Clarke, Marengo and 
Washington. Second Circuit: Baldwin, Butler, Cone- 
cuh, Crenshaw and Escambia. Third Circuit: Barbour, 
Bullock, Dale and Russell. Fourth Circuit: Dallas. 
Fifth Circuit: Chambers, Lee, Macon and Tallapoosa. 
Sixth Circuit: Tuscaloosa. Seventh Circuit Shelby and 
Talladega. Eighth Circuit: Cullman, Lawrence, Lime- 
stone, Madison and Morgan. Ninth Circuit: Cherokee, 
DeKalb, Jackson and Marshall. Tenth Circuit: Jeffer- 
son. Eleventh Circuit: Colbert, Franklin and Lauder- 
dale. Twelfth Circuit: Coffee, Covington and Pike. 
Thirteenth Circuit: Mobile. Fourteenth Circuit: Ma- 
rion, Walker and Winston. Fifteenth Circuit: Mont- 
gomery. Sixteenth Circuit: Etowah, Blount and St. 
Clair. Seventeenth Circuit: Autauga, Bibb, Chilton and 
Elmore. Eighteenth Circuit: Calhoun. Nineteenth 
Circuit: Lowndes, Monroe and Wilcox. Twentieth Cir- 
cuit: Geneva, Henry and Houston. Twenty-First Cir- 
cuit: Clay, Cleburne, Coosa and Randolph. Twenty- 
Second Circuit: Greene, Hale, Perry and Sumter. 
Twenty-Third Circuit: Fayette, Lamar and Pickens. 

Sec. 2. That except as otherwise herein provided, the 
circuit court shall be held in every county in this State 
- at the times and places hereinafter fixed for the begin- 
ning of the peremptory call of causes for trial, and shall 
be continued to and including the last Saturday next be- 
fore the next call in that county, or in any other coun- 
ty in that circuit, unless the business is sooner disposed 
of. 

Sec. 3. Except as otherwise provided herein, the cir- 
cuit courts of the several counties of the State shall 
be held at the court houses thereof. 

See. 4. The circuit courts in the several circuits and 
counties thereof shall be held as follows: 
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The circuit court in the first judicial circuit shall be 
held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Washington, on the first } Mondays 
of January, April, July and October. 

In the county of Choctaw, on the third Mondays of 
January, April, July and October. 

In the county of Clarke, on the second Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

In the county of Marengo for the trial of jury, non- 
jury and equity cases, at Demopolis, Marengo county, 
on the fourth Monday in February and August, and 
may continue for two weeks. 

At Linden, Marengo county, on the second Monday 
in March and December, and may continue for two 
weeks. 

For the trial of non-jury and equity cases: At De- 
mopolis, Marengo county, on the fourth Monday in May 
and November, and may continue for two weeks. 

At Linden, Marengo county, on the second Monday in 
June and September, and may continue for two weeks. 

All grand juries summoned to serve at said court 
shall hold all of their meetings at Linden and Demop- 
olis, Marengo county. And the county of Marengo is 
hereby divided into two territorial subdivision, to wit: 
The northern and southern divisions. The following 
precincts of said county as now constituted shall com- 
pose the northern division, to wit: Demopolis, Fauns- 
dals, Macon, Dayton, Old Spring Hill and Jefferson. 

The following precincts as now constituted shall com- 
pose the southern division, to wit: Linden, Thomaston, 
McKinley, Magnolia, Pineville, Dixon’s Mill, Shiloh, 
Sweetwater, Hoboken, Horse Creek, Nanafalia, Myr- 
tlewood, Hills, and Jackson’s Store. 

-That all petit jurors for the trial of cases in the north- 
ern division of said circuit court shall be drawn only 
from the precinct comprising said division; and that 
all petit jurors for the trial of cases or causes in the 
southern division of said court shall be drawn from the 
precincts comprising said division. That there shall be 
a jury box for the southern division and that there shall 
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be a jury box for the northern division, from which 
said jurors are to be drawn as required by law. 

That all cases, civil, criminal and in equity shall be 
tried in the territorial subdivision of such county in 
which the defendants or one of the defendants reside, 
except actions of ejectment and trespass to realty, which 
shall be tried in the subdivision in which the land is 
situate, and criminal cases shall be tried in the subdi- 
vision in whch the offense was committed. 

The grand jury empaneled at Demopolis shall be com- 
posed of jurymen drawn from the northern division of 
said county, and the grand jury empaneled at Linden 
shall be composed of jurymen drawn from the south- 
ern division of said county. 

The city of Demopolis shall, without expense to the 
county of Marengo, furnish a court house, a jail and all 
other facilities for successfully holding court in the 
northern division of Marengo county. 


(2). SECOND CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the second judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Crenshaw, at Luverne, the first Mon- 
day in January and April and the second Monday in 
September. 

In the county of Butler, at Greenville, the third Mon- 
day in January and April and the fourth Monday in 
September. 

In the county of Conecuh, at Evergreen, on the sec- 
ond Monday after the third Monday in January and 
April and the second Monday after the fourth Monday 
in September. 

In the county of Escambia, at Brewton, on the fourth 
Monday after the third Monday in January and April, 
and on the fourth Monday after the fourth Monday in 
September. 

In the county of Baldwin, at Bay Minette, on the 
sixth Monday after the third Monday in January and 
April, and on the sixth Monday after the fourth Mon- 
day in September, further providing that the jury terms 
of Baldwin county be three weeks each. 
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The circuit court in the third judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Barbour, at Clayton, on the first 
Mondays of January, April, July and October. 

In the county of Barbour, at Eufaula, on the second 
Mondays in March, June, September and December. 

In the county of Dale, on the third Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

In the county of Bullock, on the first Mondays of 
February, May, August and ‘November. 

In the county of Russell, on the third Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

The territorial jurisdiction and venue of each separ- 
ate branch of the circuit court of Barbour county shall 
remain the same as now prescribed by law. 


(4). FOURTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fourth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Dallas, on the first Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October; and the judge shall, by 
an order entered on the minutes, designate the days on 
which the docket of civil cases to be tried by juries shall 
be called, the days when the cases for trial without ju- 
ries shall be called, the days when criminal cases shall 
be called for trial, and the days when the docket of 
equity cases shall be called, and may, from time to time, 
as experience dictates, change the order or times when 
these dockets will be called. 


(5). FIFTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fifth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Tallapoosa at Alexander City on 
the first Mondays in February, May, August and No- 
vember; provided, that the court beginning on the first 
Mondays in May and November shall try only non-jury 
cases and pass upon the pleadings in pending cases. 
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In the county of Tallapoosa, at Dadeville, on the first 
Mondays in March, June, September and December; 
provided, that the court beginning on the first Mondays 
in June and December shall try only equity and non- 
jury cases and settle the pleadings in all cases on the 
jury docket. ; 

In the county of Chambers on the third Mondays in 
February, May, August and November. The court to 
try only non-jury and equity cases and settle pleadings 
at the May and November terms. 

In the county of Macon, on the first Mondays in Jan- 
ury, April, July and October. Only equity, non-jury 
cases and the settling of pleadings shall be tried at the 
January and July terms. 

In the county of Lee on the third Mondays of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October. 


(6). SIXTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the sixth judicial circuit shall be 
held in edch year as follows: 

In the county of Tuscaloosa, beginning on the first 
Monday in January and ending on the last Saturday in 
June, to be known as the “spring term;” and begin- 
ning on the first Monday in July and ending on the 
last Saturday in December, to be known as the “fall 
term.” And the judge of such sixth circuit shall have 
the right to order a grand jury, or to order recesses of 
grand juries at any time he sees fit. 


(7). SEVENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the seventh judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Shelby, on the first Mondays of Jan- 
uary, May and September. 

In the county of Talladega, on the first Mondays of 
March, July and November. 


(8). BIGHTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court of the eighth judicial circuit shall 
be held every year as follows: 
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At Scottsboro, in Jackson county, on the first Monday 
in March and on the third Monday in September, and 
may continue four weeks. 

At Guntersville, in Marshall county, on the first Mon- 
day in April and the third Monday in October, and may 
continue three weeks. 

Non-jury and equity cases: At Albertville, in Mar- 
shall county, on the first Monday in May and may con- 
tinue one week. 

At Centre, in Cherokee county, on the second Monday 
in May, and may continue one week. 

At Fort Payne, in DeKalb county, on the third Mon- — 
day in May, and may continue one week. 

At Scottsboro, in Jackson county, on the fourth Mon- 
day in May, and may continue two weeks. 

At Guntersville, in Marshall county, on the second 
Monday in November, and may continue two weeks. 

The grand jury shall be organized and empaneled on 
the first Monday in the first and third term in each 
year in Cherokee county, and in DeKalb county, and 
at Guntersville, in Marshall county, but no grand jury 
shall be empaneled at Albertville unless in an emergen- 
cy by special order of the court or judge. 


(10). TENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the tenth judicial circuit shall 
be open all the year for the transaction of business each 
day except Sunday and except on such legal holidays 
as the court may by order make on its records designate 
from time to time; provided, however, that from the 
first day of July until the first day of September of each 
year no civil cases at law shall be tried in such court 
-without the consent of the parties, but during such 
period at least two of the judges to be designated by 
the presiding judge shall be at the court house every 
day at Birmingham, and at least one of the judges to 
be designated by the presiding judge shall be at the 
court house at Bessemer every day except Sunday for 
the transaction of such business as may be presented 
to them. Provided further, that the presiding judge may 
order a recess during all or any portion of the week 
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beginning on December 24,-ef each year, not extending 
beyond six court days; and provided, further, thai’ 16 
civil cases shall be set for hearing in said’ court except 
by the consent of the parties during the week preceding 
each call of the division in. the Supreme Court, includ- 
ing Jefferson county, and during the first week of such 
calls. That said circuit court of the tenth judicial cir- 
cuit shall be held as above provided. in the city of Birm- 
ingham and in the city of Bessemer. That all cases, 
civil, criminal and of every other character and form of 
action and proceeding arising within the territory in- 
- cluded in precincts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 24, 27, 33, 35, 40, 41, 
49 and 51 as now laid off, and included within the pres- 
ent territorial jurisdiction of the city court of Besse. 
mer and over which the circuit court of Jefferson coun- 
ty has jurisdiction, shall be tried in the circuit court 
of Jefferson county at Bessemer; and all cases, civil, 
criminal, and of every other character and form of. ac- 
tion and proceeding arising within the remainder of 
Jefferson county and over which the circuit court of 
Jefferson county has jurisdiction, shall be tried in the 
circuit court of Jefferson county at Birmingham; and 
if at any time a case or proceeding is filed or institut- 
ed in the circuit court of Jefferson county at Birming- 
ham which, under the provisions of this act or any oth- 
er law, should be tried at Bessemer, the same shall not 
be dismissed, but shall be, together with all pleadings, 
papers and records with reference thereto, immediately 
transferred to Bessemer, and there be tried just as if it 
had ben originally filed or instituted in the circuit court 
of Jefferson county at Bessemer. And if at any time 
a case or proceeding is filed or instituted in the circuit 
court of Jefferson county at Bessemer which, under 
the provisions of this act or any other law, should be 
tried at Birmingham, the same shall not be dismissed, 
but. shall, together with all pleadings, papers, and rec- 
ords in reference thereto, be immediately transferred 
to the circuit court of Jefferson county at Birming- 
ham and shall there be tried just as if it had been orig- 
inally filed or instituted in the circuit court of Jeffer- 
son county at Birmingham. In no event shall the jur- 
isdiction of any case or proceeding be lost because filed 
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or instituted at the wrong place of trial. That one or 
more of the circuit judges of the tenth judicial circuit 
shall at the time of his election and during his term of 
office reside within that part of Jefferson county with- 
in which the cases arising therein are tried at Besse- 
mer, and one or more of the said judges shall at the 
time of his election and during his term of office re- 
side within that part of Jefferson county within which 
the cases arising therein are tried at Birmingham. 
There shall be grand juries held at the times provided 
by law at each place therein provided for holding court. 
Grand juries held at Bessemer shall investigate all mat- 
ters coming under the jurisdiction of the grand juries 
in Jefferson county arising within the territory with- 
in which the cases arising therein under the terms of 
this act are tried at Bessemer. Grand juries held at 
Birmingham shall investigate all matters coming un- 
der the jurisdiction of the grand juries of Jefferson 
county that arise within the territory within which the 
cases arising therein under the terms of this act are 
tried at Birmingham. It is hereby made the duty of 
the board of revenue of Jefferson county, and they are 
hereby directed and required to provide out of the funds 
of Jefferson county, suitable and adequate court facil- 
ities for holding court at each of the places herein pro- 
vided for, and also to provide for the expenses of, the 
transfer of prisoners to and from the county jail to 
Bessemer division of the said court. That when the act 
consolidating all courts of record into the circuit court 
goes into operation, all the books, papers, and records 
of every kind in or belonging to the city court of Birm- 
ingham shall be transferred to and become the books, 
papers and records of the circuit court of Jefferson 
county held at Birmingham and shall therein remain, 
and all cases pending and undetermined in the said 
city court of Birmingham, the criminal court of Jeffer- 
son county and the chancery court of Jefferson county 
shall be transferred to and continued in and be final- 
ly disposed of in the circuit court of Jefferson county 
at Birmingham in the same manner as if they had been 
originally filed and instituted in the said circuit court 
at the said place, and all books, papers and records of 
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every kind. in or belonging to the city courk of Besse- 
mer shall be transferred to and become the heoks.- pa- 
pers and records of the circuit court of Jefferson coun- 
ty at Bessemer, and shall remain therein, and all cases 
pending and undetermined in the city court of Besse- 
mer at the time of the consolidation shall be transferred 
to and be continued in and be finally disposed of in the 
circuit court of Jefferson county at Bessemer in the 
same manner as if they had been originally filed or in- 
stituted in the said circuit court at said place. The cir- 
cuit court of Jefferson county at Bessemer may for all 
practicall purposes be designated and referred to as the 
Bessemer division of the circuit court of Jefferson coun- 
ty. 

F (11). ELEVENTH CIRCUIT. 

The circuit courts in the eleventh judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Lauderdale, on the first Monday in 
January and June, and may continue two weeks, and 
on the first Mondays in March and September, and may 
continue four weeks. 

In the county of Colbert, on the third Mondays in 
January and June, and may continue two weeks, and on 
the first Mondays of April and October, and may con- 
tinue four weeks. 

In the county of Franklin, on the first Mondays in 
May; August and November, and may continue four 
weeks each. 


(12). TWELFTH cIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the twelfth judicial circuit shall 
be held each year as follows: 

In the county of Coffee at Elba on the first Mondays 
of January, April, July and October; and at Enterprise 
on the first Mondays of February, May, August and No- 
vember. 

In the county of Covington, on the third Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

In the county of Pike, on the third Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 
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(13). THIRTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the thirteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Mobile on the first Mondays in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 


(14). FOURTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fourteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Walker on the first Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, June and October of each year, for the trial of 
jury cases, and may continue until all cases on the jury 
docket are disposed of; also on the second Mondays in 
January, March, May, July, September and November 
of each year, for the trial of non-jury and equity cases 
and may continue until all such cases are disposed of. . 
Any judge holding circuit court in Walker county may 
reset any case for trial for any day and empanel juries 
for the trial of cases at any time, other than those above 
mentioned, and proceed at such time as he may appoint 
with the trial of all cases on the dockets of said court. 
A grand jury shall be organized for Walker county on 
the first Monday in February, and the first Monday in 
October of each year, or at such other time, as the pre- 
siding judge or judge holding the court may, by order 
entered on the minutes, designate, and such grand jury 
may be recessed by the court from time to time, and 
be re-assembled upon the order of the court at any time 
the court may deem right and proper. The grand jury 
shall not be finally discharged prior to the 20th day of 
the month next preceding the month in which the next 
grand jury is hereby required to be organized. 

In Winston county for the trial of all cases in the 
circuit court of said county on the second Mondays in 
March and September of each year, and at such other 
times as any judge of said court may name by order en- 
tered upon the minutes of the court, and continue for 
three weeks or until the business of the court is dis- 
posed of. A grand jury shall be organized for said 
county at the beginning of the March and September 
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termes, and may be recessed and reconvened by the judge 
holding said court from time io time as he may. deem . 
proper. The grand jury when once organized shall not 
be finally discharged except for cause satisfactory to 
the judge holding the court before the 20th day of the 
month next preceding the month in which the next 
grand jury is required to be organized, and on the 20th 
day of said month said grand jury shall stand discharg- 
ed without any formal order of the court. 

In Marion county for the trial of all cases in the cir- 
cuit court of said county on the third Mondays in Feb- 
ruary and August of each year, and at such other times 
as either judge of said circuit may name by order en- 
tered upon the minutes of the court, and continue three 
weeks, or until the business of the court is disposed of. 
A grand jury shall be organized for said county at the 
beginning of the February and August terms of said 
court, and may be recessed and reconvened by the judge 
holding said court from time to time as he may deem 
proper. The grand jury when once organized shall not 
be finally discharged except for cause satisfactory to 
the judge holding the same before the 20th day of the 
month next preceding the month in which the next 
grand jury is required to be organized, and on the 20th 
of said month said grand jury shall stand discharged 
without any formal order of the court. And on the 
fourth Mondays in May and November, and may con- 
tinue one week each, for the trial of non-jury civil causes 
and causes on the equity dockets of said court. 

If for any cause any term of court herein required 
to be held in the fourteenth circuit should not be con- 
vened at the time herein required, the same may be con- 
vened and held at such other time as the judge who is 
to hold such court may direct by order spread on the 
minutes of said court. All the rules of practice hereto- 
fore established and now prevailing, whether by stat- 
ute or by order of the court in the fourteenth judicial 
circuit as now composed and the circuit court of Ma- 
rion county are hereby expressly preserved and the 
judges of the fourteenth circuit provided for in this act 
are authorized to change, modify or enlarge any of said 
rules of practice so as to better expedite the business 
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of said court, and to that end may make and promul- 
gate other rules of practice not inconsistent with the 
general laws of the State, which rules shall be reduced 
to writing, signed by the judges of said circuit and 
spread upon the minutes of the court in the county or 
counties in which they shall obtain. 


(15). FIFTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fifteenth judicial circuit shall 
be held as follows: 

In the county of Montgomery, the courts of said cir- 
cuit shall be open for the transaction of business every 
day in the year except Sunday, days that have been 
declared holidays by the Legislature of Alabama, and 
such days as the court by order entered on the minutes 
shall designate. That said circuit shall be divided into 
two divisions, to be known as the first division and 
the second division; and each of said divisions shall 
be presided over by one of the judges of said circuit. 
The judge receiving the highest number of votes in the 
general election shall be known as the presiding judge 
of said circuit and shall preside over the first division 
of said circuit, and the other judge shall be known as 


the associate judge of said circuit, and shall preside ~ 


over the second division of said circuit. If said judges 
receive the same number of votes in the general elec- 
tion, then the said judges shall agree over which each 
shall preside, and shall enter an order to that effect 
upon the minutes of each division of said court. If 
unable to agree, this fact shall be certified to the chief 
justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama by either of 
said judges, and said chief justice shall thereupon des- 
ignate which judge shall preside over each division, and 
this action of the chief justice shall thereupon be en- 
tered upon the minutes of each division, and shall have 
the force and effect of an order of said court. The judge 
of each division shall by an order entered on the min- 
utes of the division, designate. the day on which the 
dockets of the civil, criminal and equity cases to be 
tried in the division over which each of said judges 
preside, shall be called; the days when the cases for 
trial with and without juries shall be called; the days 
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whtn eriminal cases. shall be called for trial, and the 
days when the docket of equity cases shall he ‘called, 
and may, from time to time, as experience dictates, 
change the order or time when these dockets will be 
called; provided, that no cases, except equity cases and 
criminal cases wherein the defendant is confined in 
jail, shall be tried during the months of July and Au- . 
gust of each year. All civil and equity cases pending 
in the said first division shall be called during the 
months of January, March, May, July, September and 
November of each year, at such times as the judge of 
said division may designate; all civil and equity causes 
pending in the second division shall be called during 
the months of February, April, June, August, October 
and December of said year at such times as the judge 
of said division may designate, except as herein other- 
wise provided. The grand juries may be empanelled 
and criminal cases may be set for trial by the judge 
of either division at such times as he sees fit, and noth- 
ing herein shall be construed as limiting the time when 
the judge of either division may empanel the grand 
jury, or set for trial the docket of criminal cases pend- 
ing in his division; and the judge of each division shall 
“empanel not less than two grand juries in every year, 
and may, if he sees fit, empanel said grand juries dur- 
ing such months as his division is not open for the trial 
of civil and equity causes. Parties shall have the right 
to commence actions in either division of said circuit, 
and all actions shall be continued until finally dis- 
posed of in the division in which originally begun; 
provided, that by consent of the parties, any cause may 
be transferred from one division to the other. 


(16). SIXTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the sixteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In Etowah county, at Gadsden, on the first Mondays 
in February, June and October for the trial of cases 
by jury, and may continue until the cases on the jury 
docket are disposed of. At Gadsden in Etowah county, 
on the first Mondays in January, March, May, July, 
September and November for the trial of non-jury 
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cases and the cases pending on the equity docket, and 
may continue until such cases are disposed of; pro- 
vided, the judge holding court in Etowah county may 
reset any case for trial upon any day that may seem 
right and proper, and may have juries for the trial of 
cases at times other than those mentioned herein and 
may proceed at such time as he may appoint with the 
trial of cases on the dockets of said county as fully 
and completely as if herein expressly authorized and 
required. A grand jury shall be organized for Etowah 
county on the first Monday in February and on the first 
Monday in October of each year, and such grand jury, 
after organization, may be recessed by the court from 
time to time as may seem right and proper, ahd the 
same may be reassembled upon the order of the court 
at any time the court may deem proper, and provided 
that the grand jury when once organized, shall not 
be finally discharged prior to the 20th day of the month 
next preceding the month in which the next grand jury 
is required to be organized. 

In Blount county, at Oneonta, for the trial of all 
cases pending on any of the dockets of said county on 
the first Monday in April, August and December, and 
may continue until the business is disposed of. A grand 
jury shall be organized for said county at the April and 
August terms of said court, and may be recessed and 
reconvened by the judge holding said court from time 
to time, as he may deem proper, and provided, that the 
grand jury, when once organized, shall not be finally 
discharged until the 20th day of the month next pre-. 
ceding the month in which the next grand jury is re-. 
‘quired to be organized and on said 20th day of said’ 
month said grand jury shall stand discharged with-- 
‘out any formal order of the court. 

In St. Clair county, at Ashville, on the second Mon- . 
days in March and September for the trial of all cases: 
pending on any of the dockets of said court, and may 
continue until the business on all the dockets of said 
court is disposed of. A grand jury shall be organized 
for the northern judicial division of said county on the 
first day of each term, and shall not be finally dis- 
charged until the 20th day of the month next preced- 
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-dug.the.month in which the next grand jury is required 
to be organized, at which time it shuil staid‘ @#svhoteed 
without any formal order of the court. The grand jury, 
after organization, may be recessed and reconvened by 
the court from time to time as he may deem proper. 

In St. Clair county, at Pell City, on the first Mon- 
day in January and July, for the trial of all cases pend- 
ing on any of the dockets of said court, and may con- 
tinue until the business of said court is disposed of. 
A grand jury shall be organized for the southern. judi- 
cial division of said county on the first day of each term 
of said court and may be recessed and reconvened by 
the judge holding said court from time to time as he 
may deem proper. Provided, that the grand jury, after 
organization, shall not be finally discharged until the 
20th day of the month next preceding the month in 
which another grand jury is required to be organized, 
and at said time said grand jury shall stand discharged 
without any formal order of the court. 

The first week of each term of the courts in Blount 
and St. Clair counties shall be devoted to the trial of 
the equity and non-jury causes pending on the dock- 
ets; the second week shall be devoted to the trial of 
the civil jury causes and the third week to the trial 
of criminal jury causes; provided, however, that the 
judge holding either of said courts may change, mod- 
ify or enlarge upon the order of business herein pro- 
vided as in his judgment may seem right and proper, 
to the end that opportunity may be afforded at each 
term of said courts for the trial of all causes pending 
therein, and which may be done by the judge by an 
order spread upon the minutes of said court’ either in 
term time or vacation. Provided, further, that if for 
any cause any term of court herein required to be held 
shall not be convened at the time herein required to 
be held, the same may be convened and held at such 
other time as the judge, who is to hold such court, may 
direct by order spread upon the minutes of said court. 
All the rules of practice heretofore established and now 
pevailing, either by statute or by order of the court, 
in the sixteenth judicial circuit as now composed are 
hereby expressly preserved, and the judges of said cir- 
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cuit are authorized to change, modify or enlarge any 
of said rules of practice so as to better expedite the 
business of said court, and to that end may make and 
promulgate other rules of practice, not inconsistent 
with the general laws of the State, which rules shall 
be reduced to writing, signed by the judges of said cir- 
cuit and spread upon the minutes of the court in the 
county or counties in which they shall obtain. 


- (17). SEVENTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the seventeenth judicial cir- 
cuit shall be held each year as follows: 

In the county of Autauga, on the third Mondays in 
January and August for jury terms and the third Mon- 
day in June, non-jury term. 

In the county of Bibb on the second Mondays in Feb- 
ruary and September for jury terms, and the first Mon- 
day in June, non-jury term. 

In the county of Chilton, on the second Mondays in 
April and November for jury terms, and the first Mon- 
day in July, non-jury term. 

In the county of Elmore, on the third Mondays in 
March and October for jury terms, and the fourth Mon- 
day in July, non-jury term. 


(18). EIGHTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the eighteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held as follows: 

At Anniston, Calhoun county, beginning on the third 
Monday in January each year and continuing to and 
including the last Satrday in June, and beginning on 
the first Monday in September and continuing to and 
including the third Saturday in December. Grand ju- 
ries shall be empanelled for said court on the first Mon- 
days in March and September of each year. Grand ju- 
ries so empanelled shall not be finally discharged un- 
til the time for empanelling the next succeeding grand 
jury, but such grand juries may be recessed by order 
of the judge spread on the minutes of the court, at any 
time when, in his judgment, the public good requires 
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it...Trial of causes by petit juries shall begin in said 
court on the third Mondays in March and Sentember 
and may continue until the business is disposed of. 


(19). NINETEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the nineteenth circuit shall be 
held each year as follows: 

In the county of Monroe, on the first Mondays in 
January, May, and September, with grand and petit 
juries, but the term of the court to be held on the first 
Monday of May shall have no grand jury; also on the 
first Mondays of March and July without any jury. 

In the county of Wilcox, on the first Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, June and October with grand and petit juries, 
except that the term of court to be held on the first Mon- 
day of June shall have no grand jury; also the fourth 
Monday in April and the first Monday of December 
without any jury. 

In the county of Lowndes, on the first Mondays in 
April and November with grand and peit juries, and 
on the third Mondays in March and July without a 


jury. 


(20). TWENTIETH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the twentieth circuit shall be 
held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Henry, on the first Mondays in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

In the county Geneva, on the third Mondays in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

In the county of Houston, on the second Mondays of 


February, May, August and November. 
TWENTY-FIRST CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court of the twenty-first circuit shall be 


held as follows: 

In the county of Cleburne, on the first Mondays in 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
two weeks each term. 
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In the county of Randolph, on the third Mondays in 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
three weeks each term: 

In the county of Clay, on the second Mondays in 
February, May, August and November, and may con- 
tinue four weeks at each term. 

In the county of Coosa, on the third Monday in 
March, second Monday in June, third Monday in Sep- 
tember, and second Monday in December, and may con- 
tinue two weeks each term. 

The first and third terms of each year of the circuit 
court of the twenty-first circuit in each county shall 
be for the trial of all jury cases; and the the second and 
fourth terms shall be for the trial of non-jury cases 
and equity cases. 

Provided, the judge of the twenty-first circuit may 
reset any case for trial on any day that may seem right 
and proper by agreement of parties to any cause, may 
transfer any cause properly on the jury docket to the 
non-jury docket, and it shall be his duty to transfer any 
cause improperly on the jury docket to the non-jury 
docket. 

No jury case must be taken up for trial until the 
pleadings have been settled. Provided, however, that 
any time not taken up by the non-jury and equity cases 
may be used in settling the pleading in jury cases, and 
the court must hold court at any other time, not in 
conflict with the calendar of this circuit, in the sev- 
eral counties of the twenty-first circuit for the purpose 
of settling the pleadings in jury cases. 

It shall be the duty of the judge of the twenty-first 
circuit to hold special terms in the several counties of 
the circuit, to keep the dockets of his court as clear as 
possible at such times not in conflict with the calendars 
of the circuit court of this circuit. 

At each jury term of each county in the twenty-first 
circuit, a grand jury shall be organized, and such grand 
jury, after organization, may be recessed by the court 
. from time to time as may seem right and proper, and 
such grand jury may be re-assembled upon the order 
of the court at any time the court may deem proper, 
up to the time of organizing a new grand jury at the 
suceeding term. 
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_ All cases shall be placed on the non-jury docket in 
all appeal cases from justice courts where the amount 
involved is less than forty dollars, and all other cases 
unless the plaintiff at the time of filing his complaint 
demands a jury trial in writing, or where the defend- 
ant filing his demurrer or plea, within the time allowed 
for pleading demands a jury trial in writing, in which 
cases they shall be placed on a jury docket. 


(22). TWENTY-SECOND CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court shall be held in the twenty-second 
circuit as follows: . ; 

In the county of Perry, on the second Mondays in 
January, May and September. 

In the county of Hale, on the first Mondays of March, 
July and November. 

In the county of Greene, on the first Mondays in 
February, June and July. 

In the county of Sumter, on the first Mondays in 
April, August and December. 


(23). TWENTY-THIRD CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court shall be held in the twenty-third 
circuit as follows: 

In the county of Fayette, on the second Mondays of 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
three weeks. 

In the county of Lamar, on the first Mondays in 
February, May, August and November, and may con- 
tinue three weeks. 

In the county of Pickens, on the fourth Monday in 
February, May, August and November, and may con- 
tinue three weeks. 

Sec. 5. As such times as the presiding judge of the 
circuit may by order entered on the minutes of the 
court direct that both or all of the judges of such cir- 
cuit may be employed in the trial of cases in the same 
county, the work of such judges and courts to be di-- 
vided and conducted in the manner directed by such 
presiding judge. 
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Sec. 6. The judge or judges of every circuit and cir- 
cuit court shall by order entered on the minutes desig- 
nate the days on which the docket of civil cases to be 
tried by juries shall be called; the days when cases 
when trials without juries shall be called; the days 
when all criminal cases shall be called for trial, and 
the days when the docket of equity cases shall be called 
for trial and, from time to time, the experience dic- 
tates, change the order and times when these dockets 
shall be called or tried. 

Sec. 7. The judge of every circuit court in which 
there is only one judge, and the presiding judge of ev- 
ery circuit court in which there is more than one judge 
shall have the power by order entered upon the min- 
utes of the court to change the time herein or hereafter 
fixed for calling the dockets and holding court, and fix 
such time in lieu thereof as in his judgment may be ex- 
pedient. 

Sec. 8. If any clause, provision or section of this bill 
should be declared or held unconstitutional or inval- 
id, it shall not affect any other clause, section or provi- 
sion herein. ; 

Sec. 9. Each and every judge or court provided 
for or mentioned herein shall have the authority to 
recess any grand jury organized by any such judge or 
court from time to time, and all acts done and per- 
formed by any grand jury so recessed, if reconvened 
shall be of the same validity as if no recess of such 
grand jury had been had. And each and every judge 
or court shall have authority to organize grand juries 
at all such times such judge or court deems proper. 

Sec. 10. That in all primary elections held for the 
nomination of candidates for circuit judges to be voted 
for at the general election to be held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1916, all per- 
sons shall be entitled to participate and be eligible for 
such nomination who possesses all the qualifications 
prescribed by the Constitution and laws of the State 
who will have the right to vote in such general election. 

Sec. 11. This act, so far as it relates thereto, shall, 
for the purpose of electing judges and solicitors, be- 
come effective on its approval, but for all other pur-

Sec. 3. That only one-half of the indemnity for con-

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Sec. 4. That hefore any of the monies as above pro- 
vided, may be expended, there must be filed wiih ‘the 
State auditor itemized statement, approved by the Gov- 
ernor and the State veterinarian, of the actual expense 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this act.

BILL ON THIRD READING. 


S. 506 (with amendment.) To provide for the elec- 
tion of a solicitor for every judicial circuit in the State, 
and fix his salary; authorize the appointment of dep- 
uty solicitors, prescribe their duties and authority and 
fix their salaries. 

Was taken up. 

The question was upon the adoption of the amend. 
ment reported by the Standing Commitee on Judiciary, 
said amendment being as follows: 

(1) Amend the title so as to read as follows: A bill 
to be entitled an act to provide for the election of a so- 
licitor for each judicial circuit in the State; to fix his 
compensation ; authorize the appointment or election of 
deputy solicitors and assistant solicitors, prescribe their 
duties and authority, and fix their compensation. 

(2) Also, amend by adding at the end of section 1 
thereof the following: “In all circuits composed of only 
one county, and in which there are more than three 
judges, and in which the circuit court is held at the 
county site and at some other place in the county and 
the cases arising in a designated portion of the county. 
are tried at a place other than the county site and the 
cases arising in the remaining portion of the county 
are tried at the county site, there shall also be elected 
by the qualified electors of that portion of the county 
wherein the cases arise that are tried at the place of 
holding the circuit court other than at the county site 
a deputy solicitor of such circuit who shall at the time 
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whose salary is paid by the county, and who also acts 
or who has acted as solicitor for the law and equity 
court in said county, such county solicitor shall hold 
office as such county or deputy solicitor for the term 
for which he was appointed or elected, and shall re- 
ceive the same compensation as is now provided by law, 
to be paid by the county. . Provided that thereafter such 
deputy solicitor shall be appointed by the circuit solic- 
itor as herein provided. 

(6) Also amend section 5 so as to read as follows: 

(5) There shall be paid out of the county treasury, 
except as herein otherwise provided, to the deputy so- 
licitor of the county an annual salary, in equal monthly 
installments, of five hundred dollars ($500.00) in coun- 
ties having less than twenty thousand population, ac- 
cording to the last preceding Federal census, and in 
counties having twenty thousand population and less 
than thirty thousand, six hundred dollars ($600.00) ; 
and in counties having thirty thousand population and 
less than forty-five thousand, nine hundred dollars 
($900.00) ; and in counties having more than forty-five 
thousand population and not exceeding seventy-five 
thousand population, twelve hundred dollars ($1,- 
200.00), which shall be in lieu of all fees or compensa- 
tion allowed by law to such deputy solicitor, the pay- 
ment of such salaries to be by warrant of the probate 
judge of the county drawn on the treasurer thereof; 
the population to be determined by the last Federal cen- 
sus preceding the time of the payment of the salaries; 
provided that in counties where circuit or county court 
is held at more than one place in such county, the dep- 
uty solicitor shall receive an annual salary of seven 
hundred fifty ($750.00) dollars, payable in the same 
manner as other deputy solicitors are paid. Provided, 
however, that in circuits of more than one county hay- 
ing two circuit judges, and there is now a solicitor 
of law and equity court in any such county who is re- 
ceiving for his services fees for prosecuting criminal 
eases in such law and equity court, such solicitor shall, 
until the expiration of his present term be the sole dep- 
uty solicitor of such county, and during such time re- 
ceive all solicitor’s fees paid into the county treasury 
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missioners to pay out of the funds of the county in the 
Same manner as the salaries of county officers or em- 
ployees are paid to the solicitor for such circuit an 
amount necessary when added to the salary paid such 
solicitor by the State as herein provided for to equal 
the salary received by such solicitor at the time of the 
passage and approval of this act. The treasurer of such 
county is hereby directed to honor and pay to the solic- 
itor such amount as herein provided for. The amount 
herein supplemented shall be paid monthly in equal in- 
stallments. Nothing in this act shall be construed as 
to alter, change or repeal any local law providing for 
an assistant solicitor in any county composing a judi- 
cial circuit with three circuit judges where there is now 
an assistant solicitor, the local act creating such posi- 
tion as assistant solicitor is not repealed or altered -by 
this act, but such act shall continue in full force and 
effect, and the provisions of this act relating to assist- 
ant solicitors or deputy solicitors shall not relate to 
or affect any county comprising one judicial circuit with 
three circuit judges. 

(8) Also, amend section 9 by striking out all of said 
section after the words “January, 1917,” where they 
first occur in line 5 thereof. 

(9) Also, amend by adding at the end of section 10 
the following: “And all of the provisions of such local 
act or acts, as well as all of the provisions of all other 
local or special acts applicable to such county solici- 
tor or solicitor of any court in such county which are 
not in conflict herewith are hereby made applicable in 
all things to the circuit solicitor in the county where 
such local acts apply, just as fully and to the same ex- 
tent as they now apply to such county solicitor or the 
solicitor of any court in such county. Provided, how- 
ever, that in circuits of one county having more than 
three judges and having a county solicitor elected by 
the qualified electors of the county, such solicitor shall 
until the first Monday after second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1919, be the chief prosecuting officer of the county, 
and during such time continue to receive the same sal- 
ary and from the same source as at the time of the ap- 
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dollars a year, said salary to be paid by the county in 
the manner that deputy or county solicitors are paid as 
provided by this bill. 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Tunstall to the 
amendment was adopted. 


Mr. Merritt offered the following amendment to the 
amendment: 

Amend the amendment to S. 506 by adding to the last 
section of said bill the following: “That in counties in 
circuits where there is now a solicitor of the law and 
equity court and no circuit court prior to January 1, 
1915, the solicitor of said law and equity court shall 
be the deputy or county solicitor in said county, until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1919, at a salary of eighteen hundred dollars a year; 
said salary to be paid by the county in manner that 
deputy or county solicitors are paid, as provided by this 
bill.” 

And the amendment to the amendment was adopted. 


Mr. Fuller offered the following amendment to the 
amendment:

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said 
substitute being as follows: 

Substitute for S. 330. 

A bill to be entitled an act to amend sections 6006, 
1657, 1664 and 1669 of the Code so as to regulate the 
publishing of the reports of the Supreme Court, Court 
of Appeals, acts, journals and public printing. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That section 6006 of the Code be, and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read: 

6006. Twelve hundred copies of every volume of the 
reports of the decisions of the Supreme Court and of 
the Court of Appeals shall be printed and bound under 
the direction and control of the reporter of the Supreme 
Court, with the approval of the Chief Justice, in vol- 
umes of not less than seven hundred pages exclusive of 
title pages, tables of cases reported, and the index. 

There shall be printed immediately under the title 

of the cases a brief statement of the character of the 
case, as “Bill to Quiet Title,” “Ejectment,” ete., and 
immediately under this line there shall be printed the 
date when the case was submitted, and when decided, 
and if a rehearing was applied for, the date when the 
rehearing was granted or denied. 

In citing Alabama cases, the citation shall be to the 
volume and page of the official edition of the reports of 
the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals. 
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The sections shall not have more than thirty- -two 
pages and be hand sewed to two strong tapes. Every 
book shall be printed in high grade, machine finished, 
book paper of not less than forty-five pounds weight, of 
same quality as that in Volume 187, Alabama Reports. 
The headnotes shall be printed in eight point type solid, 
and the rest of the report shall be printed in ten point 
type on eleven point body, twenty-six pica ems wide, 
forty-five lines to the page. 

Three hundred copies of the reports of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals shall be 
bound in law sheep of the same shade and quality as 
Volume 187, Alabama Reports, and shall have three 
labels on the back, of the same size letters and figures 
and arranged as Volume 187, Alabama Reports, and 
eight hundred and seventy-five copies shall be bound 
in best American Buckram, equal in quality to that 
on Volume 167, North Carolina Reports, and of the 
same shade of color as nearly as possible, with the sheep 
binding on Volume 187, Alabama Reports. 

The publisher shall retain twenty-five unbound cop- 
ies to replace any defective copies, and shall file with 
the secretary of State an affidavit that he has delivered 
to the secretary of State all the bound copies and that 
he has not and will not sell any copy of any report. 

The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama 
shall have the power, and it is made his duty to super- 
vise and direct the reporter and publisher in the exe- 
cution of this act, and it shall be his duty whenever the 
publisher is not executing his contract promptly and 
in good faith, to certify the facts to the Governor, who 
shall forthwith cancel the contract and proceed under 
the law to make a new one. The publisher must deliver 
to the secretary of State all the bound copies of a vol- 
ume, within sixty days from the date of the certificate 
of the reporter, that he has delivered the copy for a 
volume ‘to the publisher. 

The reporter shall furnish to the Chief Justice a copy 
of his certificate to the publisher, showing the date of 
the delivery of copy sufficient for a volume. 

' All copies for exchanges and for distribution to 
judges, solicitors and other officers shall be bound in 
buckram. 
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2. That section 1657 of the Code be amended so as to 
read: 

1657. The printing and binding in class four must 
be done in the city of Montgomery, and all other print- 
ing and binding enumerated in class one, two and three 
may be done wherever the best work at the lowest bid 
can be had. 

3. That section 1663 of the Code be amended so as 
to read: 

1663. The secretary of State must during and after 
each session of the Legislature, prepare for publication 
fair copies of the acts and joint resolutions of the Leg- 
islature, and the numbers of the bills passed by the two 
houses of the Legislature as the same are placed there- 
on by the secretary of State and clerk thereof, and the 
name of the author of every bill shall be printed on the 
act; and published in the volumes of the session acts. 

4. That section 1664 of the Code be amended so as 
to read: 

1664. The acts and joint resolutions of the Legisla- 
ture shall be printed and bound in one volume, unless 
they require more than twelve hundred pages on which 
to print them and the messages of the Governor, tables 
of interest of the several states, the names and post of- 
fice address of the heads of all the departments, com- 
missions and boards of the State government and of 
the officers and members of the Legislature, and when 
the matter enumerated will take more than twelve hun- 
dred pages, they shall be printed and bound in two vol- 
umes of the same size, and the maximum price per page 
for printing shall be three dollars. 

5. That section 1669 of the Code be amended so as 
to read: ; 

1669. The general acts, joint resolutions and journals 
must be printed on paper of the same weight and qual- 
ity as that required for the Supreme Court reports, 
with ten point type, solid, twenty-six pica ems wide, 
and not less than twenty-six lines on the' page; the 
heads or titles of the index in capitals; and must be 
hand sewed to two strong tapes and bound in best quali- 
ty of American buckram of the quality and color like 
that on the North Carolina Acts, 1915. The titles of the 
acts must be printed in eight point type solid. The

den. 


BILL ON THIRD READING. 


H. 1669. To provide for the codification and publica- 
tion of the act of the Legislature of Alabama, enacted 
subsequent to the Code of 1907. 

Mr. Blackwell offered the following substitute for the - 
bill: 

Substitute by Mr. Blackwell for H. 1669: 
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To be entitled an act to provide for the codification 
and publication of the acts of Alabama, enacted subse- 
quent to the Code of 1907. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That the Governor of Alabama, within thirty days 
after the approval of this act, is authorized and required 
to contract with some reputable person, firm or corpor- 
ation, who are publishers and bookbinders, to publish 
an annotated supplement to the Code of Alabama, 1907, 
subject to the following regulations and specifications, 
viz. : 

(1) The supplement shall contain all of the acts of a 
general and permanent nature which have been passed 
by the Legislature since the promulgation of the Code 
of Alabama, 1907, and which are not contained in and 
as a part of the Code, as well as all of such acts which 
may be passed by the present session. Such general and 
permanent acts shall be aranged alphabetically in strict 
accordance with the classification, titles, headings and 
subheadings of the Code of 1907, as far as possible, new 
titles, headings and subheadings to be made for sub- 
jects or statutes not embraced in such Code. All sec- 
tions are to be literally published, and they shall be 
numbered consecutively from section one for as many 
sections as may be necessary. Sections substituting or 

. amending sections of the Code of 1907 shall be printed 
as a separate part of the supplement, arranged in their 
numerical order, and numbered to correspond with the 
Code sections, or they may be included in the regular 
series of numbers as may be deemed best by the com- 
piler. No mere repealing sections are to be included un- 
less necessary to a proper understanding or interpre- 
tation of an act. All laws, parts of laws or sections, 
shall be followed by appropriate reference to pages of 
the general laws of acts where originally published, as 
well as any other explanatory, historical or other notes 
and memoranda deemed appropriate or necessary by the 
compiler. 

(2) In the supplement shall be published notes of 
the decisions of the Supreme Court and the Court of 
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Appeals of Alabama construing any of the sections of 
the Code of 1907, so far as amended, or construing any 
‘acts passed subsequent thereto, as contained in the re- 
ports of the Supreme Court from and including Vol. 
146 to date of publication, and also from all of the re 
ports of the Court of Appeals from and including Vol. 
1 to the date of publication. The notes of decisions, 
when numerous under any other section, shall be an- 
alyzed, classified and arranged under appropriate black 
letter catch lines, or subsection, to which they relate, 
as they appear in the supplement, and if not, then under 
the numbers and titles of such sections. 

(8) All sections of the Code of 1907 which have not 
been amended shall be omitted; repealing sections shall 
appear by number and title only, followed by appro- 
priate reference to the repealing act. It shall contain 
a table of sections of the Code of 1907, both amended 
and repealed since its adoption. 

(4) The supplement shall contain a full and complete 
index covering in minute detail every act and subject 
embraced therein. 

(5) The printed pages of the supplement shall con- 
form to the size of the printed pages of the Code of 
1907. The type shall be either ten or twelve point solid. 
for the text, and eight point for the notes. The paper 
used shall be 28x24, 70-pound, No. 7, Arundel machine 
finish book paper, or paper of equal quality, 500 sheets 
to the ream, bulking not less than 600 pages to the 
inch. The supplement when published, shall be labeled 
“Code of Alabama, 4, Supplement, 1915, Annotated.” 
Volumes published for the State shall be known as the 
State edition, and shall be bound in buckram of the 
color now upon the State edition of the Code of 1907, 
and the volumes of the supplement authorized to be 
printed and bound for sale shall be bound in buckram 
of the color now upon the sale edition of the Code. In 
all other particulars the volume shall be printed and 
bound in accordance with the specifications contained 
in act of July 27, 1907, providing for the publication 
and distribution of the Code of 1907. 

(6) That the supplement shall be fully completed and 
delivered to the secretary of State at as early a date 
as possible not later than October 1, 1916. 
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the use of its officers, the general library, and the law 
library; five copies to the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, for the use of its officers and the library; one copy 
to the libraries of the Alabama Girls Technical Insti- 
tute, Alabama Insane Hospitals, the several State nor- 
mal schools, and the several argicultural schools and 
experiment stations; one copy to the library of the med- 
ical department of the University of Alabama at Mo- 
bile; one copy to every bar library, and to every pub: 
lic library in the State; and one hundred and twenty- 
five copies to the department of archives and history 
to be used for exchange purposes. The volumes re- 
maining undistributed in the hands of the secretary of 
State, shall be held by him to meet such calls as may 
now be made for copies of the State edition of the Code 
under existing laws. With the exception of the volumes 
delivered to members and officers of the Legislature, 
members of Congress from Alabama, the library of Con- 
gress, and to the department of archives and history, 
all others are to be and remain in the several offices as 
the property of the State. Delivery shall be made in 
accordance with section fourteen of the act of July 27, 
1907, providing for the publication and distribution of 
the Code of 1907.

To be entitled an act to regulate the pursuit of the 
profession and avocation of piano tuner and repairer 
and to insure the better qualifications of persons fol- 
lowing such business in the State of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That it shall be unlawful for any person to fol- 
low the occupation of piano tuning and repairing in 
this State unless he shall have first obtained a certifi- 
cate of registration as provided in this act; provided, 
however, that nothing contained in this act shall ap- 
ply to, or affect any person who is now actually en- 
gaged in such occupation, except as hereinafter provid- 
ed. 

2. A board of examiners, to consist of five (5) per- 
sons is hereby created, to carry out and enforce the pro- 
visions of this act. Said board shall be appointed by the 
Governor and shall consist of practical piano tuners 
and repairers who have been for at least ten (10) years 
prior to their appointment engaged in the occupation 
of piano tuning and repairing. Each member of said 
board shall serve a term of five (5) years, except in 
the case of the first board, whose members shall serve 
two for five years, one for.four years, one for three 
years, one for two years, respectively, and shall take 
the oath provided for public officers. Vacancies shall 
be filled by the Governor for the unexpired portion of 
the term. 

8. Said board shall elect a president, secretary and 
treasurer, shall have a common seal, and each member 
shall have the power to administer oath. The treasurer 
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shall give a bond in the sum of not. less than one thou- 
sand ($1,000) dollars with sureties approved by the 
secretary of State, conditional for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of the office. The treasurer shall not 
be a member of the board.

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House joint resolutions: 

H. J. R. 243. Relative to informing tax officials of 
the State their duties, under the recently enacted reve- 
nue and license bills. 

H. J. R. 250. Relative to a joint legislative commit- 
tee, the Governor acting as chairman, and the Govern- 
or appoint twelve representative men of the State on 
this committee, without expense to the State, visiting 
Washington during first session of Congress urging 
them to adopt the Muscle Shoals project. 

H. R. J. 258. Relative to requesting the Jackson 
Highway Association at its meeting in Nashville, Tenn., 
September 23 and 24, or any time it deems best, select- 
ing a route through the State of Alabama including 
Birmingham, Montgomery, Selma and Mobile.

their duty to submit said ordinance to a vote of the 
electors of the city, either at a general election or a spe- 
cial municipal election to be called for that purpose, 
and said ordinance shall not go into effect or become 
operative unless a majority of the qualified electors 
voting on the same shall vote in favor thereof. Said 
petitions and elections shall be in all respects in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 14 except as 
to the per centage of signers, and be examined and cer- 
tified by the clerk in all respects as therein provided. 

Sec. 4. No ordinance passed by the commission except 
when otherwise required by the general laws of the 
State, or by the provisions of this act, except an ordi- 
nance for the immediate preservation of the public 
health or safety which contains a statement of its ur- 
gency and is passed by a unanimous vote of the com- 
mission, shall go into effect before thirty days from the 
time of the final passage; and if during said days a 
petition signed by electors of the city equal in number 
to at least twenty per centum of the entire vote cast 
at the last general municipal election held in said city, 
protesting against the passage of such ordinance, be 
presented to the commission, the same shall thereupon 
be suspended from going into operation, and it shall 
be the duty of the commission to reconsider such ordi-

nance; and if the same is not entirely repealed, the com- 
mission shall submit the ordinance to the vote of the 
electors of the city, either at a general election or at 
a special municipal election to be called for that pur- 
pose; and said ordinance shall not go into effect or be- 
come operative unless a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors voting on the same shall vote in favor thereof. 
Whenever an application shall be presented to the com- 
mission, signed by electors of the city equal in number 
to at least twenty per centum of the entire vote cast 
in the last general municipal election held in said city, 
requesting that a certain ordinance, setting out the pro- 
visions thereof, be enacted into law by the commission, 
it shall then be the duty of said commission to consider 
the said ordinance, and if they fail or refuse to enact 
said ordinance into a law within ten days from the fil- 
ing of said petition, it shall then be their duty to sub- 
mit said ordinance to a vote of the electors of the city, 
either at a general election or a special municipal elec- 
tion to be called for that purpose, and said ordinance 
shall not go into effect or become operative unless a 
majority of the qualified electors voting on the same 
shall vote in favor thereof. Said petitions and elections 
shall be in all respects in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 14, except as to the per centage of sign- 
ers, and be examined and certified by the clerk in all 
respects as therein provided.

REPORT OF THE ALABAMA GOVERNOR’S MANSION 


COMMISSION. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 17, 1915. 
To the Legislature of Alabama: 
I have the honor to officially communicate herewith 
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a detailed report of the Aiabamia Governor’s Mansion 
Commission, comprising a full account of its “entire 
work and operations,” as required by act of February 
11, 1911.

REPORT OF THE ALABAMA GOVERNOR’S MANSION 
COMMISSION, 


The report herewith submitted covers the entire work 
of the commission, authorized by the act of February 
11, 1911, set out in full hereinafter, from April 27, 1911, 
the date of its first meeting, until the completion of its 
work and final adjournment on January 16, 1915, dur- 
ing which period twelve formal sessions were held. It 
is believed that everything necessary to a full and com- 
plete understanding of the execution of the duties im- 
posed will be found hereinafter set forth. 


In order to a better understanding of its powers and 
duties, and the work to be done, it is proper to set out 
the full text of the act authorizing the commission. 
It is as follows 


No. 24.) AN ACT 


To make an appropriation for the purchase of a residence 
for the Governor of Alabama, and grounds and fur- 
nishings therefor, and for the acquisition by condem- 
nation or purchase of any real estate necessary or 
beneficial for such purpose, to provide a building 
commission for such purpose, and to make an annual 
appropriation for the maintenance of such residence. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 

bama, that a building commission is hereby created to 

consist of the Governor, the secretary of State, the at- 
torney general, the director of the department of ar- 
chives and history, and three citizens of the city or 
county of Montgomery, to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The said commission to convene only upon the 
call of the Governor, which said commission is clothed 
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with full authority and power for and in behalf of the 
State of Alabama, to contract for the erection, purchase 
or improvement of a residence for the Governor of Ala- 
bama, for the acquisition of grounds for such purpose 
for the use of the State, and the furnishing of the same, 
the said commission being given full discretion to de- 
termine what grounds, buildings, extensions, enlarge- 
ments, improvements and furniture shall be erected or 
acquired. The said building commission shall have the 
power to adopt all necessary rules, regulations and 
plans for its own guidance, and for the proper conduct 
of the duties herein imposed; it shall keep a regular 
journal of its proceedings, and shall make a detailed 
report of its entire work and operations to the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature, provided, that the members of 
said commission are to serve without compensation. 

Sec. 2. That the attorney general when directed to 
do so by the hereinabove named commission is hereby 
authorized and directed to apply to the probate court 
of Montgomery county in the name of the State of Ala- 
bama for an order condemning to the use of the State 
of Alabama, in perpetuity, such land or lands, in the 
city or county of Montgomery, as the commission may 
deem necessary. 

Sec. 3. That said application need not be verified by 
oath, but must in all respects take the same course, 
under the statutes, that all other applications for the 
condemnation of lands for public use now take. 

Sec. 4. That the sum of fifty thousand dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary to carry the pro- 
visions of this act, be and the same is hereby appropri- 
ated out of any moneys in the State treasury not oth- 
erwise appropriated for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of the preceding sections, and the State au- 
ditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw his 
warrant for the said amount or any part thereof, on 
the State treasury, only upon the requisition of the 
Governor, accompanied by a certificate that said amount 
or amounts have been contracted for; and that work 
and labor have been performed or that buildings or 
property have been purchased or acquired to the extent 
thereof. 
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Sec. 5. The sum of two thousand dollars per year, 


or so much thereof, as in the discretion of the Govern: 
or, may be necessary, be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated out of any moneys in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be paid only on the requisition 
of the Governor, in such sums and in such manners 
as may by him be deemed proper, for the general main- 
tenance of said residence and grounds, in such manner 
as may to the Governor appear proper or necessary. 
Provided, the maintenance herein provided for shall be- 
come available on and after the mansion shall have been 
occupied by the Governor. 
Approved February 11, 1911. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMISSION. 


As will appear from the act, the commission was 
to be composed of the Governor, the secretary of State, 
the attorney general, and director of the department 
of archives and history, ex-officio, together with three 
citizens of the city or county of Montgomery, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. Acting under the authority 
conferred upon him,-the Governor, on February 20, 1911, 
named the three appointive members. Later he issued a 
call for the first meeting of the commission at. his office, 
to be held on April 27, 1911. 

At this meeting the entire membership was present, 
consisting of the following: Emmet O’Neal, Governor, — 
Cyrus B. Brown, secretary of State, Robert C. Brickell, 
attorney general, and Thomas M. Owen, director of 
the department of archives and history, the four ex- 
officio members, and Michel H. Screws, William T. Shee- 
han, and William G. Covington, the three appointive 
members. Governor O’Neal was elected president, and 
‘Dr. Owen secretary. The commission adopted “rules, 
regulations and plans” for the conduct of its work. 

This being the first meeting of the commission, the 
members discussed at much length the powers conferred 
and duties imposed, with a view to a wise accomplish- 
ment of the purposes contemplated by the Legislature. 
Among other points considered were the most appro- 
priate location for a Governor’s mansion, whether near 
or at a point remote from the State capitol, whether 
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property owners or real estate agents should be per- 
mitted to personally submit properties or offers, wheth- 
er the commission should undertake to build, or to pur- 
chase a mansion, and the extent and character of fur- 
nishings. 

In reaching a conclusion not to have public hearings, 
unless the commission itself might desire specific infor- 
mation, it was believed that no useful purpose would 
be served, other than to give property owners and real 
estate agents the chance to consume the time of the 
members. Further, it was thought that a visit to the 
various sites, followed by a careful consideration of the 
several points urged in favor of each, would better con- 
serve the ends sought. 

In order not have misleading and erroneous state- 
ments made with reference to the work of the commis- 
sion it was further decided that one member of the com- 
mission, who was himself a newspaper man, should be 
charged with the duty of giving out the facts concern- 
ing the meetings and hearings. 

Mr. Frank Lockwood, an architect residing in Mont- 
gomery, who had been the architect for the State in 
the erection of the south wing of the State capitol build- 
ing, and who later was the architect for the State in 
the erection of the north wing of the capitol build- 
ing, was present by invitation and addressed the com- 
mission in reference to the various subjects referred to. 
“The commission directed that a list be compiled of 
all residences or property which might be submitted, 
and that at the next meeting an inspection be made, 
for the purpose of making an early selection: When 
it became known that the commission was about to or- 
ganize, several owners of property and real estate deal- 
ers had forwarded communications to the Governor 
and other members of the commission, submitting their 
properties. 

At the same meeting it was decided that no site or 
building should be selected within three hundred yards 
of the present capitol building. In reaching this con- 
clusion, the commission had the advice of executives 
in other states, who expressed the opinion that the 
home life, or privacy of the mansion, would be destroyed: 
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if a building was seerred or erected in too close prox- 
imity to the capitol. 

At the meeting on the afternoon of Saturday, April 
29, all members were present. From three o’clock to 
6:30 o’clock was spent in visiting houses and lots of- 
fered, and such inspection and examination made as the 
commission deemed necessary to a final decision there- 
on. Mrs. O’Neal, wife of the Governor, by special in- 
vitation, accompanied the party. 

At the next meeting, May 13, after a full discussion 
and consideration of the buildings and sites offered, 
it was unanimously decided that the commission. would 
not undertake to build a mansion, but would purchase 
a suitable residence therefor, already erected on some 
eligible lot within the city limits. 

At this meeting it was decided to appoint a com- 
mittee of three “for the purpose of having an inventory 
made, with an appraisal value of all the furniture, and 
at the same time to cause an investigation to be made, 
by competent plumbers of the building as to roof, drain- 
age and sanitary connections of the M. Sable house, 
report thereon to be made at the next meeting.” 

In reaching a conclusion to purchase a residence al- 
ready built, rather than to purchase a lot and erect a 
new building, several reasons operated. Among these, 
two were conclusive, namely, the desire of the Govern- 
or to secure the advantage of the Act at as early a date 
as possible, which he could not do within a year at 
least, if a new building was to be erected, and further, ~ 
that a suitable building could not be erected and fur- 
nished, of the style and design desired, considering the 
cost of construction, including labor and materials, 
within the limits of the appropriation, after the pur- 
chase of a suitable lot. . 

Up to its third meeting on May 13, the commission 
had received offers of sale for fifty-two buildings and 
building sites in or near the city of Montgomery. 


SELECTION OF THE M. SABLE RESIDENCE. 


As previously stated, a committee was appointed to 
make an investigation and report upon the condition 
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and eligibility of the residence of M. Sable, located on 
the southwest corner of Perry and South streets. At 
the fourth meeting held on May 22, after a general dis- 
cussion of various offers and other things incident, in 
which every phase of the situation was discussed, it ap- 
peared to be the concensus of opinion that the M. Sable 
house and lot was the best offer that had been made. 
The amount of the offer, $48,500, was considered too 
high, and a committee of three was appointed to con- 
fer with the owners and to make an offer of $45,000 
for lot, house and sundry furniture. It was at the same 
time decided that if an agreement could not be reached 
as to the amount just referred to, the committee was 
authorized to make an offer of $46,500. 

At the meeting of May 27, the committee reported 
that M. Sable had been induced to accept the offer of 
$46,500, and that an agreement to take the property on 
these terms had been made. Attached to the agreement 
was a list of the furniture included in the offer. The 
committee also submitted communications from Web- 
ber & Johnston, plumbers of Montgomery, in which it 
was stated that they had “examined the plumbing, heat- 
ing and roofing at Mr. Moses Sable’s residence and find 
same to be in a perfect condition.” The committee also 
submitted a communication from W. A. Graves, con- 
tractor and builder of Montgomery, in which he stated 
that he had made an examination of the roof construc- 
tion of the Sable residence, and that he found “it in 
good condition with the exception of a few minor items 
that would cost but little.” 

The commission had investigated the Sable residence 
on its first tour of inspection, and in addition to the 
formal written communications referred to, accompany- 
ing the report of the special committee, Mr. Frank Lock- 
wood, architect, reported that he had examined, and 
was thoroughly familiar with the Sable residence, its 
construction, age and cost, that the building was in 
first class condition, and that the price agreed upon was, 
in his opinion, altogether reasonable. 

At the meeting of May 28, the commission having be- 
fore it the report of the committee, the written com- 
munications from experts, and having themselves per- 
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sonally examined ihe building, and having the testi- 
mony of Mr. Lockwood, formally decided to purchase 
the lot and building, with sundry furnishings, as shown 
by the list attached to the report of the committee, sub- 
ject to a satisfactory report on the title by the attor- 
ney general. The latter was instructed to examine and 
to prepare a deed for the conveyance of the property 
to the State. A committee was named to check over the 
property as listed prior to delivery. 

One of the controlling factors in causing the selec- 
tion of the Sable residence was its location on the lead- 
ing residence street of the city. It is believed that this 
property will constantly appreciate in value, and that 
at any time the State could realize on its investment 
if it were ever deemed desirable to change the location. 


DEED OF CONVEYANCE AND ACCEPTANCE OF PROPERTY. 


After an examination of the title had been made by 
the attorney general, a deed was executed to the State, 
dated May 29, 1911. 

A committee appointed at the meeting of May 28, 
visited the residence on June 12, 1911, and checked 
over ihe furniture and furnishings, included in the pur- 
chase. On this date the keys were delivered. At the 
meeting of June 13, the committee delivered the keys to 
the Governor. 

A certified copy of the deed of conveyance, filed for 
record in the probate office of Montgomery county, Ala., 
June 1, 1911, and recorded in Book of Deeds No. 79, p. 
529, is herewith presented : 


Hattie L. Sabel & H.) 
to Deed. 
State of Alabama. 

This indenture, made and entered into on this the 
20th day of May, 1911, by and between Hattie L. Sabel 
and Moses Sabel, her husband, both of the county and 
State aforesaid, parties of the first part, and the State 
of Alabama, party of the second part, witnesseth: 
That for and in consideration of the sum of forty-six 
thousand five hundred ($46,500.00) dollars, by the par- 
ty of the second part to the parties of the first part in 
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hand paid, the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, 
the said Hattie L. Sabel and Moses Sabel, her husband, 
parties of the first part, have this day granted, bargain- 
ed, sold and conveyed and by these presents do give, 
grant, bargain, sell and convey unto the State of Ala- 
bama, the following lot or parcel of land, lying and 
being in the city of Montgomery, county of Montgom- 
ery, and State of Alabama, and more particularly de- 
scribed as follows, to wit: 

Beginning at the southwest corner of South and Per- 
ry streets, thence running southwardly along the west- 
ern side of Perry street ninety feet, thence westwardly 
on a line parallel with South street two hundred and 
twenty feet, thence northwardly on a line parallel 
with Perry street ninety feet to South street, and thence 
along the south side of South street two hundred and 
twenty feet to the place of beginning,” together with 
all the personal property therein contained, except china 
ware, glass ware and silver ware, a list of which per- 
sonal property is furnished separately. 

To have and to hold the aforegranted premises, to 
gether with all and singular the tenements, appurten- 
ances and hereditaments thereunto belonging or in any 
Wise appertaining unto the State of Alabama or its as- 
signs in fee simple forever. 

We, the said Hattie L. Sabel and Moses Sabel, her 
husband, do hereby covenant with the State of Ala- 
bama, and. its assigns, that we are lawfully seized in 
fee of the aforegranted premises, that they are free from 
all incumbrance, and that we have a good and lawful 
right to sell and convey the same; that we will, for 
ourselves, our heirs, executors and administrators, war- 
rant and defend the title to the aforegranted premises 
unto the State of Alabama and its assigns forever, 
against the lawful claims or demands of all persons 
whomosever. 

In witness whereof, we have hereto set our hands and 
affixed our seals, this the day and year first above writ- 
ten.

FURNITURE AND FURNISHINGS. 


As previously stated, the purchase price of $46,500 
included furniture and furnishings, all believed to be 
in good condition, and suitable to the needs of the resi- 
dence for the Governor. As further stated, the com- 
mittee from the commission made a careful examina- 
tion of the furniture, as submitted, and on checking 
over found all in the building as represented. After 
the delivery of the keys on June 18th, the Governor 
took possession of the building, and together with mem- 
bers of his family made, by direction of the commission, 
an investigation with a view to determining what addi- 
tional furniture and furnishings, if any, might be con- 
sidered necessary. 

On June 26 the Governor called a meeting of the com- 
mission to be held at the residence, at which he stated 
that there was apparently some mistake with reference 
to the furnishings, and requested an investigation. At 
a subsequent meeting held November 13 for the pur- 
pose of further considering the matter of furniture pur- 
chased for the mansion, a committee was appointed to 
confer with attorneys of the party from whom the prop- 
erty had been purchased with a view of effecting an ad- 
justment. At the meeting of November 27, Mr. R. B. 
Evins, legal adviser to the Governor, was present by 
invitation, and after full consideration, he was instruct- 
ed to accept as a minimum the sum of $2,500.00, in set- 
tlement for claims of the State for articles of furnish- 
ings taken away or substituted after the delivery of the 
building. On November 29, 1911, following, Mr. Evins 
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require a voucher, duly verified by affidavit, and that 
on the presentation of the said voucher to the State audi- 
tor, with the certificate by the Governor as required 
by the act creating the commission, he be requested to 
pay the same, and charge to the appropriation made 
therefor, under act approved Februry 11, 1911.” 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


An appropriation of fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dol- 
lars was made by the act, for the “erection, purchase 
or improvement” of a Governor’s mansion, and “the 
furnishing of the same.” Of this sum forty-four thou- 
sand ($44,000.00) dollars was the amount which the lot 
and buildings cost the State. The remainder of six 
thousand ($6,000.00) dollars was expended, as set forth 
above, for improvements and furnishings. A full rec- 
ord of the expenditures in detail are preserved in the 
office of the State auditor. Vouchers are on file in prop- | 
er form to cover each and every item. 


MAINTENANCE FUND. 


Section five (5) of the act of appointment provided 
the sum of $2,000 per year, “or so much thereof as, im 
the discretion of the Governor may be necessary,” such 
appropriation “to be paid only on the requisition of 
the Governor, in such sums and in such manner as may 
by him be deemed proper, for the general maintenance 
of “the residence and grounds, in such manner as may 
to the Governor appear proper or necessary; provided, 
the maintenance herein provided for shall become avail- 
able on and after the residence shall have been occupied 
by the Governor.” 

The appropriation made under this section was con- 
sidered by the commission wholly under the control 
of the Governor, and in consequence, no action was 
taken or advice given by the commission in reference 
thereto. 


FINAL MEETING OF THE COMMISSION. 


On Saturday, January 16, 1915, the commission held 
its twelfth and final meeting, to close up its work. At 
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said Senate amendment being as follows:

Amend 8. 494 as follows: 

1. By striking therefrom all that part of section 1 
beginning with and including the words “that the court 
of county commissioners or the board of revenue of each 
county shall constitute a jury commission,” and insert- 
ing in said bill the following sections, viz.: Section 1A, 
as follows: 

It shall be the duty of the court of county commis- 
sioners or board of revenue of every county, to appoint 
one jury commissioner, who shall hold the office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1917, and the court of county commissioners shall 
then appoint a successor who shall hold the office for 
three years. 

It shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint one 
jury commissioner in every county who shall hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1918, when the Governor shall appoint a suc- 
cessor who shall hold the office for the term of three 
years. 

It shall be the duty of the judge of every circuit hav- 
ing one judge, and of thé presiding judge of every other 
circuit, to appoint one jury commissioner for every 
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county in the State who shall hold the office until the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1919, 
and such judge or his successor shall appoint a suc- 
cessor to such commissioner who shall hold the office 
for three years. 

The commissioner appointed by the judge or presid- 
ing judge of the circuit shall be the chairman of the 
commission. Upon the expiration of the term of office 
of any commissioner, the officer who appointed him 
shall appoint a successor, who shall hold the office for 
the term of three years. . 

If any commissioner dies, resigns or removes out of 
the county for which he was appointed, a successor 
shall be appointed by the same authority who appoint- 
ed the commissioner who vacated the office, and a com- 
missioner appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold office 
to the end of the term of the commissioner who was 
the predecessor in office. The first commissioner ap- 
pointed hereunder shall be appointed on or before Oc- 
tober 15th, 1915. 

Also section 1B, as follows: 

No person, except as herein otherwise provided, shall 
be eligible to be appointed, or to hold office as a jury 
commissioner, or clerk of a commission who holds any 
office under the Federal, State, county or municipal 
governments, nor who is a deputy or clerk, assistant 
clerk, or employee of any such officers; nor who is, or 
becomes employed by any public service corporation ; 
nor shall any person who has been convicted of any 
offense involving moral turpitude; nor any person who 
is engaged in or interested in the manufacture or sale 
of spirituous, vinous or malt liquors, or who is the 
owner or agent for any place or house or room used for 
storing, making or selling of such liquors; nor any 
person who has pending against him any criminal 
charge in any of the courts of the county, be eligible 
to hold the office of jury commissioner. 

It shall be the duty of the judge or presiding judge of 
the circuit to remove any jury commissioner who was 
ineligible when appointed or becomes ineligible after 
he was appointed ; and such judge may remove any jury 
commissioner at any time without assigning any rea- 
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The commissioners shall not be paid for more days 
than the following: In counties having less than twenty 
thousand (20,000) population they shall not be paid 
for more than ten days; in.counties having twenty thou- 
sand (20,000) population and not more than forty- 
five thousand (45,000) population, they shall not be 
paid for more than twenty days, and in counties hav- 
ing more than forty-five thousand (45,000) and not 
more than seventy-five thousand (75,000) population 
they shall not be paid for more than thirty days, and 
in counties having over seventy-five thousand (75,000) 
population, fifty days for one filling of the box. 

Provided, that whenever the presiding judge of any 
court requiring juries shall ascertain that the names 
in the jury box have been exhausted, or that the jury 
box does not contain a sufficient number of names to 
supply juries for the next term of court to be held there- 
after, such judge shall certify such fact to the jury 
commissioners and direct them to immediately meet and ~ 
refill the jury box, as prescribed by this act.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE.

H. 939. To appropriate the sum’ of three hundred 
and twelve and a half dollars ($312.50) out of the 
fund of the department of agriculture provided by sec- 
tion 52 of the Code, to pay Annie Catherine Fike for 
her services as stenographer in the department of ag- 
riculture from March 15th to July 31st, 1915. 
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H. 866. To amend sections three, ten and eleven of 
an act approved March 9, 1911, to provide for and regu- 
late the manufacture, and sale of “commercial feeding 
stuffs” in Alabama; to further provide for the regis- 
tration, tagging, sampling and analyzing commercial 
feeding stuffs; and to fix penalties for violations of 
this act. 

H. 1897. To make an annual appropriation for any 
county that may be lévying and collecting a special 
county school tax during any scholastic year, and to 
provide for the expenditure of the fund set apart for 
any county by the county board of education.

CONFERENCE REPORT. 


Mr. Welch, from the Committee of Conference on the 
disagreement of the two Houses on the House amend- 
ments to the bill, S. 558, made the following report: 
To the Speaker of the House: 

Your Committee on Conference, having under con- 
sideration 8. 558, a bill to be entitled an act to divide 
the State into judicial circuits for the circuit courts, tu 
be numbered and composed of counties named, and to 
fix the times and places for holding the courts therein, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

1. We recommend that the House recede from ali 
amendments adopted by it; and 

2. That the House amend said bill so as te read as 
follows, and that the Senate concur therein, to wit: 

A bill to be entitled an act to divide the State of Ala- 
bama into judicial circuits for the circuit courts to 
be numbered and composed of counties named, fix the 
times and places for holding the circuit courts there- 
in and provide for changing the time of holding such 
courts. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The State of Alabama is hereby divided 
into judicial circuits for the circuit courts, which cir- 
cuits are numbered and composed of counties as fol- 
lows: 
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In the county of Clark, on the second Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

In the county of Marengo, for the trial of jury, non- 

jury and equity cases: At Demopolis, on the fourth 
Mondays in February and August, and may continue 
one week; at Linden, on the second Mondays in March 
and December, and may continue for two weeks. 
_ For the trial of non-jury and equity cases: At De- 
mopolis, on the fourth Mondays in May and Novem- 
ber, and may continue for two weeks; at Linden, on 
the second Mondays in June and September, and may 
continue for two weeks. 

All grand juries shall hold all meetings at Linden, 
and shall be drawn from the county at large. The coun- 
ty of Marengo is hereby divided in two subdivision: 
The northern division, which shall be composed of De- 
mopolis, Macon, Faunsdale and Spring Hill precincts; 
the southern division, which shall be composed of the 
rest of the county. Petit juries for the northern divi- 
sion shall be composed of persons residing in the north- 
ern division, and petit juries for the court at Linden 
shall be composed of persons residing in the southern 
division, and there shall be a jury box for each divi- 
sion and from which the juries shall be drawn for their 
respective subdivisions of the county. 

All civil cases shall be tried in the territorial subdi- 
vision in which the defendants or one of them reside, 
except actions of ejectment and trespass to realty, which 
shall be tried in the subdivision in which the land is lo- 
cated. Corporations shall be sued in the subdivision 
in which they could be sued if the subdivision consti- 
tuted a county. ; 

Criminal cases shall be tried in the subdivision in 
which the offense was committed, and the solicitor shall 
endorse on the back of each indictment the subdivision 
in which the offense was committed, and it shall be the 
duty of the clerk to transfer the indictment for offenses 
committed in the northern division to said division. 
The fact that cases may or may not be properly trans- 
ferred shall not affect the validity of the indictments, 
or the trial, unless there by a plea to the jurisdiction, 
and if there be such a plea and it is sustained, the case 
shall be transferred to the proper subdivision. 
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The city of Demopolis shall, without expense to the 
county, furnish a court house, a jail, and other facil- 
ities for successfully holding court in the northern di- 
vision of Marengo county. The sheriff, however, shall 
have the right to keep all prisoners in the Linden jail, 
provided he has them in court for trial. 

If Demopolis fails to furnish adequate prison facil- 
ities while court is in session, the trial judge shall have 
full authority to transfer the criminal cases to the 
southern division, and the same shall stand for trial in 
said southern division. 


(2). SECOND CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the second judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

‘In the county of Crenshaw, at Luverne, the first Mon- 
days in January and April and the second Monday in 
September. 

In the county of Butler, at Greenville, the third 
Monday in January and April and the fourth Monday 
in September. 

In the county of Conecuh, at Evergreen, on the sec- 
ond Monday after the third Monday in January and 
April and the second Monday after the fourth Mon- 
day in September. 

In the county of Escambia, at Brewton, on the fourth 
Monday after the third Monday in January and April 
and on the fourth Monday after the fourth Monday 
in September. 

In the county of Baldwin, at Bay Minette, on the 
sixth Monday after the third Monday in January and 
April and on the sixth Monday after the fourth Mon- 
day in September, further providing that the jury terms 
of Baldwin county be three weeks ‘each. 


(8). THIRD CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the third judicial circuit shall 


be held in each year as follows: 
In the county of Barbour, at Clayton, on the first 


Mondays of January, April, July and October. 
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In the county of Barbour, at Eufaula, on the second 
Mondays in March, June, September and December. 

In the county of Dale, on the third Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

In the county of Bullock, on the first Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

In the county of Russell, on the third Mondays of 
February, May, August and November. 

The territorial jurisdiction and venue of each separ- 
ate branch of the circuit court of Barbour county shall 
remain the same as now prescribed by law. 


(4). FOURTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fourth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Dallas, on the first Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October; and the judge shall, by 
order entered on the minutes, designate the days on 
which the docket of civil cases to be tried by juries 
shall be called, the days when the cases for trial with- 
out juries shall be called, the days when criminal cases 
shall be called for trial, and the days when the docket 
of equity cases shall be called, and may, from time to 
time, as experience dictates, change the order or times 
when these dockets will be called. 


(5). FIFTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fifth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows. 

In the county of Tallapoosa, at Alexander City, on 
the first Mondays in February, May, August and No- 
vember; provided, that the court beginning on the first 
Mondays in May and November shall try only non-jury 
cases and pass upon the pleadings in pending cases. 

In the county of Tallapoosa, at Dadeville, on the first 
Mondays in March, June, September and December; 
provided, that the court beginning on the first Mondays 
in June and December shall try only equity and non- 
jury cases and settle the pleadings in all cases on the 
jury docket. 
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In the county of Cullman, on the first Mondays in 
March and September, and may continue four weeks 
each, and on the first Mondays in July and December, 
and may continue two weeks. 

In the county of Morgan, on the fourth Monday in 
January, and may continue to and including the last 
Saturday of February, and on the third Monday in 
April, and may continue to and including the last Sat- 
urday in June, and on the first Monday in August, and 
may continue to and including the last Saturday of 
that month, and on the third Monday in October, and 
may continue to and including the last Saturday of 
November. 

In the county of Madison, on the fourth Monday in 
January, and may continue to and including the last 
Saturday in February, and on the third Monday in 
April, and may continue to and including the last Sat- 
urday in June, and on the first Monday in August, and 
may continue to and including the last Saturday of 
that month, and on the third Monday in October, and 
may continue to and including the last Saturday of 
November. 


(9). NINTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the ninth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

At Albertville, in Marshall county, on the second 
Monday in January, andon the fourth Monday in July 
and may continue two .weeks. 

At Centre, in Cherokee county, on the fourth Mon- 
day in January and the second Monday in August, and 
may continue two weeks. 

At Fort Payne, in DeKalb county, on the second Mon- 
day in February and the fourth Monday in August, 
and may continue three weeks. 

At Scottsboro, in Jackson county, on the first Mon- 
day in March and on the third Monday in September, 
and may continue four weeks. 

At Guntersville, in Marshall county, on the first Mon- 
day in April and the third Monday in October, and 
may continue three weeks. 
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such calls. That said circuit court of the tenth judicial 
circuit shall be held as above provided in the city of 
Birmingham and in the city of Bessemer. That all © 
cases, civil, criminal and of every other character and 
form of action and proceeding arising within the terri- 
tory inéluded’in precincts 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, 7, 24, 27, 33, 
35, 40, 41, 49 and 51 as now laid off and included with- 
in the present territorial jurisdiction of the city court 
of Bessemer and over which the circuit court of Jef- 
ferson county has jurisdiction, shall be tried in the cir- 
cuit court of Jefferson county at Bessemer; and all 
cases, civil, criminal and of every other character and 
form of action and proceeding arising within the re- 
mainder of Jefferson county and over which the ecir- 
cuit court of Jefferson county has jurisdiction, shall 
be tried in the circuit court of Jefferson county at Birm- 
ingham; and, if at any time, a case or proceeding is 
filed or instituted in the circuit court of Jefferson coun- 
ty at Birmingham which, under the provisions of this 
act or any other law, should be tried at Bessemer, the 
‘same shall not be dismissed, but shall be, together with 
all pleadings, papers and records with reference there- 
to, immediately transferred to Bessemer and shall there 
be tried just as if it had been originally filed or insti- 
tuted in the circuit court of Jefferson county at Bes- 
semer. And if at any time a case or proceeding is filed 
or instituted in the circuit court of Jefferson county 
at Bessemer which, under the provisions of this act 
or any other law, should be tried at Birmingham, the 
same shall not be dismissed, but shall, together with all 
pleadings, papers and records in reference thereto, be 
immediately transferred to the circuit court of Jeffer- 
son county at Birmingham, and shall there be tried just 
as if it had been originally filed or instituted in the 
circuit court of Jefferson county at Birmingham. In 
no event shall the jurisdiction of any case or proceed- 
ing be lost because filed or instituted at the wrong place 
of trial. That one or more of the circuit judges of the 
tenth judicial circuit shall at the time of his election 
and during his term of office reside within that part 
of Jefferson county within which the cases arising there- 
in are tried at Bessemer, and one or more of the said 
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be transferred to and be continued in and be finally dis- 
posed of in the circuit court of Jefferson county at 
Bessemer in the same manner as if they had been orig- 
inally filed or instituted in the said circuit court at 
said place. The circuit court of Jefferson county at 
Bessemer may for all practical purposes be designated 
and referred to as the Bessemer division of the circuit 
court of Jefferson county. 


(11). ELEVENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the eleventh judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Lauderdale, on the first Monday 
in January and June, and may continue two weeks, and 
on the first Mondays in March and September, and may 
continue four weeks. 

In the county of Colbert, on the third Mondays in 
January and June, and may continue two weeks, and 
on the first Mondays of April and October, and may con- 
tinue four weeks. __ 

In the county of Franklin, on the first Mondays in 
May, August and November, and may continue four 
weeks each. 


(12). TWELFTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the twelfth judicial circuit shall 
be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Coffee, at Elba, on the first Mon- 
days of January, April, July and October; and at En- 
terprise on the first Mondays of February, May, Au- 
gust and November. 

In the county of Covington, on the third Mondays 
of February, May, August and November. 

In the county of Pike, on the third Mondays of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 


(13). THIRTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the thirteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Mobile, on the first Mondays in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 
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(14). FOURTEENTH CIRCULT. 


The circuit court of the fourteenth judicial circuit 
shail be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Walker, on the first Mondays in 
February, June and October of each year, for the trial 
of jury cases, and may continue until all cases on the 
jury dockets are disposed of; also on the second Mon- 
days in January, March, May, July, September and 
November of each year, for the trial of non-jury and 
equity cases, and may continue until all such cases are 
disposed of. Any judge holding circuit court in Walk- 
er county may reset any case for trial for any day and 
empanel juries for the trial of cases at any time, other 
than those above mentioned, and proceed at such time 
as he may appoint with the trial of all cases on the 
dockets of said court. A grand jury shall be organized 
for Walker county on the first Monday in February, 
and the first Monday in October of each year, or at 
such other time as the presiding judge or judge hold- 
ing the court may, by order entered on the minutes, 
designate, and such grand jury may be recessed by the 
court from time to time, and be re-assembled upon the 
order of the court at any time the court may deem right 
and proper. The grand jury shall not be finally dis- 
charged prior to the 20th day of the month next pre- 
ceding the month in which the next grand jury is here- 
by required to be organized. 

In Winston county, for the trial of all cases in the 
circuit court of said county, on the second Mondays in 
March and September of each year, and at such other 
times as any judge of said court may name by order 
entered upon the minutes of the court, and continue for 
three weeks or until the business of the court is dis- 
posed of. A grand jury shall be organized for said coun- 
ty at the beginning of the March and September terms 
and may be recessed and reconvened by the judge hold- 
ing said court from time to time as he may deem prop- 
er. The grand jury when once organized shall not be 
finally discharged except for cause satisfactory to the 
judge holding the court before the 20th day of the month 
next preceding the month in which the next grand jury. 
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is required to be organized, and on the 20th day of said 
month said grand jury shall stand discharged without 
any formal order of the court. 

In Marion county, for the trial of all cases in the 
circuit court of said county on the third Mondays in 
February and August of each year, and at such other 
times as either judge of said circuit may name by order 
entered upon the minutes of the court, and continue 
three weeks, or until the business of the court is dis- 
posed of. A grand jury shall be organized for said coun- 
ty at the beginning of the February and August terms 
of said court, and may be recessed and reconvened by 
the judge holding said court from time to time as he 
may deem proper. The grand jury when once organized 
shall not be finally discharged except for cause satis- 
factory to the judge holding the same before the 20th 
day of the month next preceding the month in which 
the next grand jury is required to be organized, and 
on the 20th of said month said grand jury shall stand 
discharged without any formal order of the court. And 
on the fourth Mondays in May and November, and 
may continue one week each, for the trial of non-jury 
civil causes and causes on the equity dockets of said 
court. 

If for any cause, any term of court herein required 
to be held in the fourteenth circuit should not be con- 
vened at the time herein required, the same may be con- 
vened and held at such other time as the judge who is 
to hold such court may direct by order spread on the 
minutes of said court. All the rules of practice here- 
tofore established and now prevailing, whether by stat- 
ute or by order of the court in the fourteenth judicial 
circuit as now composed and the circuit court of Ma- 
rion county are hereby expressly preserved, and the 
judges of the fourteenth circuit provided for in this 
act are authorized to change, modify or enlarge any of 
said rules of practice so as to better expedite the bus- 
iness of said court, and to that end may make and pro- 
mulgate other rules of practice not inconsistent with 
the general laws of the State, which rules shall be re- 
duced to writing, signed by the judges of said circuit 
and spread upon the minutes of the court in the coun- 
ty or counties in which they shall obtain. 
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5). FIVPRHNTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the fifteenth judicial circuit shall 
be held as follows: 

In the county of Montgomery, the courts of said cir- 
cuit shall be open for the transaction of business. every 
day in the year except Sunday, days that have been de- 
clared holidays by the Legislature of Alabama, and such 
days as the court by order entered on the minutes shall 
designate. That said circuit shall be divided into two 
divisions, to be known as the first division and the sec- 
ond division; and each of said divisions shall be pre- 
sided over by one of the judges of said circuit. The 
judge receiving the highest number of votes in the gen- 
eral election shall be known as the presiding judge of 
said circuit and shall preside over the first division of 
said circuit, and the other judge shall be known as the 
associate judge of said circuit, and shall preside over 
the second division of said circuit. If said judges re- 
ceive the same number of votes in the general election, 
then the said judges shall agree over which division 
each shall preside, and shall enter an order to that ef- 
fect upon the minutes of each division of said court. If 
unable to agree, this fact shall be certified to the chief 
justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama by either of 
said judges, and said chief justices shall thereupon desig- 
nate which judge shall preside over each division, and 
this action of the chief justice shall thereupon be en- 
tered upon the minutes of each division and shall have 
the force and effect of an order of said court. The judge 
of each division shall by an order entered on the min- 
utes of the division, designate the day on which the 
dockets of the civil, criminal and equity cases to be tried 
in the division over which each of said judges preside, 
shall be called; the days when the cases for trial with 
and without juries shall be called; the days when crim- 
inal cases shall be called for trial, and the days when 
the docket of equity cases shall be called, and may, from 
time to time, as experience dictates, change the order 
or time when these dockets will be called; provided, 
that no cases, except equity cases and criminal cases 
wherein the defendant is confined in jail, shall be tried 
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during the months of July and August of each year. All 
civil and equity cases pending in the said first division 
shall be called during the months of January, March, 
May, July, September and November of each year, at 
such times as the judge of said division may designate; 
all civil and equity causes pending in the second divi- 
sion shall be called during the months of February, 
April, June, August, October and December of said-year 
at such times as the judge of said division may desig- 
nate, except as herein otherwise provided. The grand 
juries may be impaneled and criminal cases may be 
set for trial by the judge of either division at such 
times as he sees fit, and nothing herein shall be con- 
strued as limiting the time when the judge of either di- 
vision may empanel the grand jury, or set for trial the 
docket of criminal cases pending in his division; and 
the judge of each division shall empanel not less than 
two grand juries during such months as his division 
is not open for the trial of civil and equity causes. Par- 
ties have the right to commence actions in either divi- 
sion of said circuit, and all actions shall be continued 
until finally disposed of in the division in whch orig- 
inally begun; provided, that by consent of the parties, 
any cause may be transferred from one division to the 
other. 


(16). SIXTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the sixteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In Etowah county, at Gadsden, on the first Mondays 
in February, June and October for the trial of cases 
by jury, and may continue until the cases on the jury 
docket are disposed of. At Gadsden, in Etowah coun- 
ty, on the first Mondays in January, March, May, July, 
September and November for the trial of non-jury cases 
and the cases pending on the equity docket, and may 
continue until such cases are disposed of; provided, the 
judge holding court in Etowah county may rest any 
case for trial upon any day that may seem right and 
proper, and may have juries for the trial of cases at 
times other than those mentioned herein, and may pro- 
ceed at such time as he may appoint with the trial of 
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any of the dockets of said court, and may continue 
until the business of said court is disposed of. A grand 
jury shall be organized for the southern judicial divi- 
sion of said county on the first day of each term of said 
court and may be recessed and reconvened by the judge 
holding said court from time to time as he may deem 
proper. Provided, that the grand jury, after organiza- 
tion, shall not be finally discharged until the 20th day 
of the month next preceding the month in which an- 
other grand jury is required to be organized, and at said 
time said grand jury shall stand discharged without any 
formal order of the court. The first week of each term 
of the courts in Blount and St. Clair counties shall 
be devoted to the trial of the equity and non-jury causes 
pending on the dockets; the second week shall be de- 
voted to the trial of the civil jury causes, and the third 
week to the trial of criminal jury causes; provided, 
however, that the judge holding either of said courts 
may change, modify or enlarge upon the order of bus- 
iness herein provided as in his judgment may seem right 
and proper, to the end that opportunity may be afford- 
ed at each term of said courts for the trial of all causes 
pending therein, and which may be done by the judge 
by an order spread upon the minutes of said court ei- 
ther in term time or vacation. Provided, further, that 
if for any cause any term of court herein required to 
be held shall not be convened at the time herein re- 
quired to be held, the same may be convened and held 
at such other time as the judge who is to hold such 
court may direct by order spread upon the minutes of 
said court. All the rules of practice heretofore estab- 
lished and now prevailing, either by statute or by or- 
der of the court, in the sixteenth judicial circuit as 
now composed are hereby expressly preserved, and the 
judges of said circuit are authorized to change, modi- 
fy or enlarge any of said rules of practice so as to bet- 
ter expedite the business of said court, and to that end 
may make and promulgate other rules of practice, not 
inconsistent with the general laws ‘of the State, which ~ 
rules shall be reduced to writing, signed by the judges 
of said circuit and spread upon the minutes of the 
court in the county or counties in which they shall ob- 
tain. ; 
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(17). SEVENTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the seventeenth judicial circuit 
shall be held each year as follows: 

In the county of Autauga, on the third Mondays in 
January and August for jury terms, and the third Mon- 
day in June, non-jury term. 

In the county of Bibb, on the second Mondays in 
February and September for jury terms, and the first 
Monday in June for non-jury term. . ; 

In the county of Chilton, on the second Mondays in 
April and November for jury terms, and the first Mon- 
' day in July, non-jury term. 

In the county of Elmore, on the first Mondays in 
March and October for jury terms, and the fourth Mon- 
day in July, non-jury term. 

In the county of Perry, on the third Mondays in 
March and October for jury terms, and the third Mon- 
day in July for non-jury term. 


(18). EIGHTEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court in the eighteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held as follows: 

At Anniston, Calhoun county, beginning on the third 
Monday in January each year and continuing to and 
including the last Saturday in June, and beginning on 
the first Monday in September and continuing to and 
including the third Saturday in December. Grand juries 
shall be impaneled for said court on the first Mondays in 
March and September of each year. Grand juries so em- 
paneled shall not be finally discharged until the time for 
empaneling the next succeeding grand jury, but such 
grand juries may be recessed by order of the judge spread 
on the minutes of the court, at any time, when, in his 
judgment, the public good requires it. Trial of causes 
by petit juries shall begin in said court on the third 
Mondays in March and September, and may continue — 
until the business is disposed of. 


(19). NINETEENTH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the nineteenth judicial circuit 
shall be held each year as follows: 
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In the county of Monroe on the first Mondays in 
January, May and September, with grand and petit 
juries, but the term of the court to be held on the first 
Monday of May shall have no grand jury; also on the 
first Mondays of March and July without any jury. 

In the county of Wilcox, on the first Mondays in 
February, June and October with grand and petit ju- 
ries, except that the term of court to be held on the 
first Monday of June shall have no grand jury; also 
the fourth Monday of April and the first Monday of 
December without any jury. 

In the county of Lowndes, on the first Mondays in 
April and November with grand and petit juries, and 
on the third Mondays in March and July without a 
jury. - 

(20). TWENTIETH CIRCUIT. 


The circuit courts in the twentieth judicial circuit 
shall be held in each year as follows: 

In the county of Henry, on the first Mondays in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

In the county of Geneva, on the third Mondays in 
January, April, July and October. 

In the county of Houston, on the second Mondays 
of February, May, August and November. 


(21). TWENTY-FIRST CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court of the twenty-first circuit shall be 
held as follows: 

In the county of Cleburne, on the first Mondays in 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
two weeks each term. 

‘In the county of Randolph, on the third Mondays in 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
three weeks each term. 

In the county of Clay, on the second Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, May, August and November, and may continue 
four weeks at each term. 

In the county of Coosa, on the third Monday in 
March, second Monday in June, third Monday in Sep- 
tember and second Monday in December, and may con- 
tinue two weeks each term. 
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The first and third terms of each year of the circuit 
court of the twenty-tirst circuit in each county shall be 
for the trial of all jury cases; and the second and fourth 
terms shall be for the trial of non-jury cases and equi- 
ty cases. 

Provided, the judge of the twenty-first circuit may re- 
set any case for trial on any day that may seem right 
and proper, and by agreement of parties to any cause 
may transfer any cause properly on the jury docket 
to the non-jury docket, and it shall be his duty to trans 
fer any cause improperly on the jury docket to the 
non-jury docket. 

No jury case must be taken up for trial until the 
pleadings have been settled. Provided, however, that 
any time not taken up by non-jury and equity cases 
may be used in settling the pleadings in jury cases, and 
the court must hold court at any other time, not in 
conflict with the calendar of this circuit, in the several 
counties of the twenty-first circuit for the purpose of 
settling the pleadings in jury cases. 

Tt shall be the duty of the judge of the twenty-first 
circuit to hold special terms, in the several counties of 
the circuit, to keep the dockets of his court as clear as 
possible, at such times not in conflict with the calen- 
dars of the circuit court of this circuit. 

At each jury term of each county in the twenty-first 
circuit a grand jury shall be organized, and such grand 
jury, after organization, may be recessed by the court 
from time to time as may seem right and proper, and 
such grand jury may be re-assembled upon the order 
of the court at any time the court may deem proper, 
up to the time of organizing a new grand jury at the 
succeeding term. 

All cases shall be placed on the non-jury docket in 
all appeal cases from justice courts where the amount 
involved is less than forty dollars, and all other cases, 
unless the plaintiff at the time of filing his complaint 
demands a jury trial in writing, or where the defend- 
ant filing his demurrer or plea, within the time allow- 
ed for pleading demands a jury trial in writing, in 
which cases they shall be placed on a jury docket. 
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(22). TWENTY-SECOND CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court shall be held in the twenty-second 
circuit as follows: 

In the county of Hale, on the first Mondays of March, 
July and November. 

In the county of Greene, on the first Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, June and July. 

In the county of Sumter, on the first Mondays in 
April, August and December. 


(23). TWENTY-THIRD CIRCUIT. 


The circuit court shall be held in the twenty-third 
circuit as follows: 

In the county of Fayette, on the second Mondays of 
January, April, July and October, and may continue 
three weeks; provided, jury terms in Fayette county 
shall be held.in January and July and non-jury terms 
in April and October. 

In the county of Lamar, on the first Mondays in 
February, May, August and November, and may con- 
tinue three weeks; provided, that jury terms shall be 
held in February and August, and non-jury terms in 
May and November. 

In the county of Pickens, on the fourth Monday in 
May, August and November, and may continue three 
weeks. ; 

Sec. 5. At such times as the presiding judge of the 
circuit may by order entered on the minutes of the 
court direct that both or all of the judges of such cir- 
cuit may be employed in the trial of cases in the same 
county, the work of such judges and courts may be 
divided and conducted in the manner directed by the 
presiding judge. 

Sec. 6. The judge or judges of every circuit or circuit 
court shall, by an order entered on the minutes, desig- 
nate the days on which the docket of civil cases to be 
tried by juries shall be called; the days when cases 
when trial without juries shall be called; the days when 
all criminal cases shall be called for trial, and the days 
when the docket of equity cases shall be called for trial,

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“A bill to be entitled an act to provide for the elec- 
tion of a solicitor for each judicial circuit in the State; 
to fix his compensation; authorize the appointment. or 
election of deputy solicitors and assistant solicitors, 
prescribe their duties and authority, and fix their com- 
pensation.” And that the Senate concur therein. 

Your committee further recommends that the House 
amend section 1 of said bill by adding at the end there- 
of the following: “In all circuits composed of only one - 
county, and in which there are more than three judges, 
and in’ which the circuit court is held at the county 
site and at some other place in the county and the cases 
arising in a designated portion of the county are tried 
at a place other than the county site and the cases aris- 
ing in the remaining portion of the county are tried 
at the county site, there shall also be elected by the 
qualified electors of that portion of the county where- 
in the cases arise that are tried at the place of holding 
the circuit court other than at the county site a deputy 
solicitor of such circuit who shall at the time of his 
election and during his term of office reside in the 
territory from which he is elected, and who shall hold 
office for the same term as the solicitors whose elec- 
tions are provided for in this section, and who shall, 
in the absence of the circuit solicitor, discharge the 
same duties and exercise the same authority within 
the territory from which he is elected as if he were sol- 
icitor; and he shall receive a salary of twenty-four hun- — 
dred dollars ($2,400.00) per annum, payable out of the 
State treasury as the salaries of solicitors are paid; 
and who shall be under the supervision of the circuit 
solicitor of such circuit who shall at the time of his 
gaged in the discharge of his official duties in the ter- 
ritory from which he is elected, perform the duties 
and exercise the authority of deputy or assistant solic- 
itor in the circuit court held at the county site.” 

And that the Senate concur in the above amendment. 

Your Committee of Conference further recommends 
that section 3 of said bill be amended so as to read as 
follows, to wit: 

“Byery solicitor elected under the provisions of this 
act shall perform all such duties and exercise all such 
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compensation as is now provided by law to be paid by 
the county; provided, that thereafter the deputy solic- 
itor of such county shall be appointed by the circuit 
solicitor as. herein provided. 

Provided, further, that in counties in circuits where 
there is now a solicitor of the law and equity court, 
and no circuit court prior to January ist, 1915, the 
solicitor of said law and equity court shall be the dep- 
uty or county solicitor in said county until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1919, at 
a Salary of eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00) per 
annum, said salary to be paid by the county in the man- 
ner that deputy or county solicitors are paid as herein 
provided. 

And that the Senate concur in the above amendment. 

Your committee further recommends that section 5 
of said bill be amended by the House so as to read as 
follows: 

“Sec. 5. There shall be paid out of the county treas- 
ury, except as herein otherwise provided, to the dep- 
uty solicitor of the county an annual salary in equal 
monthly installments of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
in counties having less than twenty thousand popula- 
tion, according to the last preceding Federal census; 
and in counties having twenty thousand population 
and less than thirty thousand, six hundred dollars 
($600.00) ; and in counties having thirty thousand and 
less than forty-five thousand population, nine hundred 
dollars ($900.00) ; and in counties having more than 
forty-five thousand population and not exceeding sev- 
enty-five thousand population, twelve hundred dollars 
($1,200.00), which shall be in lieu of all fees or com- 
pensation allowed by law to such county solicitor, and 
the payment of said salary to be by warrant of the pro- 
bate judge of the county drawn on the treasurer there- 
of, the population to be determined by the last Fed- 
eral census preceding the time of the payment of the 
salaries. . 

Provided, that in counties where circuit or county 
court is held ‘at more than one place in said county 
the deputy solicitor. shall receive an annual salary of 
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seven hundred fifty dollars ($750.00), payable in the 
Same manner as other deputy solicitors are paid. 

Provided, however, that in circuits of more than one 
county and not more than three, and having two judges, 
and there is now a solicitor of the law and equity court 
in any such county who is receiving for his services 
fees for prosecuting criminal cases in such law and 
equity court, such solicitor shall, until the expiration 
of his present term, be the sole deputy solicitor of such 
county, and during such time shall receive all solicitors 
fees paid into the county treasury on account of con- 
victions that may be had in the county court of such 
county. 

And provided further, that in all counties not herein 
otherwise provided for, other than in circuits of five 
counties having two judges, in which there is now a 
law and equity court, or a court of like jurisdiction 
having a solicitor whose term will not expire before 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1917, such solicitor until the expiration of his present 
term shall be the sole deputy solicitor for the county 
and shall receive as compensation for his services all 
solicitors fees collected for conviction in the county 
court. The payment of all fees to be received by dep- 
uty solicitors hereunder shall be by warrant of the pro- 
bate judge of the county, drawn on the treasurer there- 
of. Where an appeal is taken to the circuit court from 
a conviction in the county court and a conviction fo}- 
lows in the circuit court, the solicitors fee shall be paid 
to the deputy solicitor or into the county treasury, as 
herein provided. 

In circuits of one county having one judge and a 
population of 45,000 or more where there is now a coun- 
ty court or city court with the jurisdiction of a circuit 
court, and having a solicitor elected by the qualified 
electors of such county, whose term of office will not 
expire by the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1917, such solicitor, until the expiration of 
his present term, shall be the sole deputy solicitor for 
the county and receive as compensation for his serv- 
ices all solicitor’s fees collected for convictions in the 
county court; provided, that such deputy solicitor shall 
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not receive fees in excess of the salary he is now re- 
ceiving as solicitor of the county or city court; and 
provided further, that at the expiration of the time for 
which such county or city court solicitor, so acting as 
deputy solicitor, was elected to serve, the circuit solic- 
itor in such-circuits shall have the right to appoint a 
deputy solicitor whose salary shall be twelve hundred 
dollars ($1,200.00) a year, paid by the county.” 

And that the Senate concur therein. 

Your committee further recommends that the House 
amend section 6 so as to read as follows: 

“6. In counties which alone constitute a circuit and 
which have less than forty-five thousand population ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent Federal census 
in which there is only one judge, there shall be no dep- 
uty solicitor, but the circuit solicitor shall himself per- 
form all the duties of circuit and county solicitor in 
such counties. In circuits composed of only one county 
and havng two and not more than three judges, the cir- 
cuit solicitor shall receive an annual salary of $3,600, 
$2,400.00 of which shall be paid by the State, and the 
remaining $1,200.00 shall be paid by the county in 
monthly installments upon the certificate of the pres- 
ident of the board of revenue, and the deputy solici- 
tor shall receive an annual salary of $1,800.00 per an- 
num, $1,200.00 of which shall be paid by the State, and 
the remaining $600.00 shall be paid by the county on 
certificate of the president of the board of revenue. In 
circuits having more than three judges the circuit solic- 
itor may appoint not exceeding three deputy solicitors 
who shall be paid the following saalries: For the first 
deputy, $3,600.00 per annum, and for the other two, 
$2,400.00 per annum each; $2,400.00 annually of the 
salary of the first deputy, and $1,800.00 annually of the 
salary of each of the other deputies to be paid out of the 
State treasury as the salaries of the circuit solicitors are 
paid, and $1,200.00 annually of the salary of the first dep- 
uty and $600.00 annually of the salary of the other depu- 
ties to be paid out of the treasury of the county in 
monthly installments on warrants drawn on the treas- 
urer by the circuit solicitor in favor of said deputies. 
In circuits composed of one county having three circuit 
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of the costs in addition to the solicitors’ fee taxed for 
such conviction in the circuit court, and this solicitors’ 
fee previously taxed in the county court or inferior 
court, shall be paid when collected into the county treas- 
‘ ury. 

And that the Senate concur therein. 

Your Committee on Conference further recommends 
that scction 9 be amended so as to read as follows: 


9. This act shall, for the purpose of the election pro- 
vided for herein to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November, 1916, take effect on its 
approval, and for all other purposes this act shall be- 
come effective on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1917. 

And that the Senate concur therein. 


Your committee further recommends that the House 
amend section 10, so as to read as follows: 

10. All general, local or special laws establishing 
the office of county solicitor or the office of solicitor of 
any court by whatsoever name called, except circuit 
solicitors, and all general, local or special laws in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this act are hereby 
expressly repealed; and all provisions of such local act 
or acts, as well as all of the provisions of all other local 
or special acts applicable to such county solicitor or 
solicitors of any court in such county, which are not 
in conflict herewith are hereby made applicable in all 
things to the circuit solicitor of the county where such 
local acts apply just as fully and to the same extent 
as they now apply to such county solicitor or the solic- 
itor of any court in such county. 

Provided, however, that in circuits of one county 
having more than three judges and having a county 
solicitor elected by the qualified electors of the coun- 
ty, such solicitors shall until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1919, be the chief pros- 
ecuting officers of the county, and during such time 
continue to receive the same salary and from the same 
source as at the time and approval of this act, and ex- 
ercise all the powers now conferred upon him by exist-

Mr. Davis, from the Committee of Conference on the 
disagreement of the two Houses on the House amend- 
ments to the bill, S. 525, made the following report: 


To the Presiding Officer of the Senate: 

Your Committee on Conference having under consid- 
eration S. 525, entitled “A bill to be entitled an act. to 
regulate inferior courts in cities having more than 35,- 
000 population, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal census, to prescribe the jurisdiction of 
such courts and provide for the number and compen- 
sation of the judges for such courts, and to provide for 
the appointment and compensation of the clerks and as- 
sistant clerks thereof, and to abolish the offices of the 
justices of the peace in such cities,” beg leave to report 
as follows: 

1st. We recommend that the House recede from all 
amendments. 

2nd. We further recommend that the House amend 
the bill and the Senate concur therein, so as to read as 
follows, to wit: A bill to be entitled an act to regulate 
inferior courts in cities having more than 35,000 pop- 
ulation, according to the last or any subsequent Fed- 
eral census, to prescribe the jurisdiction of such courts, 
and provide for the number and compensation of the 
judges for such courts and to provide for the appoint- 
ment and compensation of the clerks and assistant 
clerks thereof, and to abolish the office of justice of the 
peace in such cities. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 1. That in all cities of the State of Alabama now 
having, according to the last or any subsequent Fed- 
eral census, a population of 35,000 inhabitants or more, 
the office of the justice of the peace of precincts lying 
within or partly within such cities, is hereby abolished 
and the jurisdiction exercised by such justices of the , 
peace is hereby conferred upon the inferior courts or 
courts of common pleas created in lieu of the justices 
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Sec. 5. That the clerk of such court may, with the 
_consent of the judge, appoint a deputy clerk, should 
the business of the court justify, and such deputy clerk 
shall receive a salary of $700.00 per annum, payable 
monthly out of the county treasury upon the certifi- 
cate of the judge that he has performed the duties for 
such time, and that said deputy clerk may be either 
a male or a female; provided, that in any precinct with- 
in the jurisdiction of said court, in which there is at 
present an inferior court, which by the terms of the act 
creating the same, and by the provisions of this act, is 
abolished on: the provisions of this act becoming ef- 
fective, there shall be maintained a branch office of said 
court in which the deputy or assistant clerk, who shall be 
appointed by the judge of said court and who shall hold 
office at his will, and such deputy clerk or assistant 
clerk shall have and exercise all the rights, duties and 
powers pertaining to the office of the clerk of said court 
within said precinct, and such deputy or assistant clerk 
shall give a bond, conditioned and payable as the bond 
of clerks of said court, which bond shall be for the sum 
of $1,000.00. Such deputy clerk shall draw a salary of 
$1,000.00 per annum, in equal monthly installments pay- 
able out of the county treasury on the certificate of the 
judge of said court that he has performed the duties of 
the office. : 

Sec. 6. This act shall not affect the present term of 
office of any judge of any such court, and shall become 
effective at the expiration of the present term of the pres- 
ent incumbent, the successor or successors to the pres- 
ent incumbent or incumbents of such judgeship shall be 
elected at the time and in the manner prescribed by law 
for the election or successors of the judge of such in- 
ferior court or court of common pleas, or by whatso- 
ever name the same is known and called, and the term 
of office shall be that now fixed for such judge; pro- 
vided, however, that any city affected by this act, where 
there is an inferior court established in lieu of the jus- 
tice of the peace, which has jurisdiction in or over only 
one precinct, lying within or partly within such city, 
and the law now provides that the judge of said court 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of such precinct.

this act may be taken within five days in the manner 
as appeals are taken from justice courts and county 
courts to the circuit court of the respective *counties 
in which such courts are located, and all appeals taken 
as herein provided shall be tried de novo and be prefer- 
red cases in the circuit court; that no appeal shall be 
taken from any of said inferior court or courts of com- 
mon pleas to the Supreme Court, but only to the cir- 
cuit court or court of like jurisdiction. 

Sec. 10. The courts of county commissioners or 
boards of revenue in counties of over 100,000 population 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal cen- 
sus to which this act is now or may hereafter become 
applicable, may fix and provide a salary or salaries for 
such a number of deputy solicitors as they may deem 
proper to prosecute misdemeanors and preliminary in- 
vestigations in such courts, and whenever said salary 
or salaries have been so fixed or provided, the chief 
prosecuting attorney of such ‘county, whether he be 
county solicitor or circuit solicitor, shall, whenever not- 
ified thereof by the court of county commissioners or 
board of revenue of such county appoint the number 
of deputy solicitors, the salary for whom had been fixed 
and provided by such board of county commissioners 
or board of revenue, which deputy solicitors shall at 
the time of their appointment and during their term of 
office, reside within one of the precincts within which 
he: has been assigned to prosecute, and whenever such 
a deputy solicitor has been provided as herein provid- 
ed for, and shall be taxed as a part of the costs in each 
misdemeanor case prosecuted by him, the same solic- 
itor’s fees that are authorized to be taxed in such cases 
in the county courts of this State, which solicitor’s fee 
shall be collected by the clerk of such court and paid 
into the county treasury of such county. 

Sec. 11. That the deputy solicitors in all counties 
having a population of more than 82,000 and not more 
than 100,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census, shall be and required to prosecute all 
cases before the inferior court when requested so to do 
by the judge thereof, and upon conviction in such case 
there shall be taxed as a part of the costs in each case so 
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force and effect. This act shall become effective on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 1917, 
except as herein otherwise specially provided. 

Sec. 16. All laws and parts of laws, general, special 
or local, in conflict with any of the provisions of this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

And. we recommend that the Senate concur in the 
foregoing amendments, all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

ty in which the cause is pending is the proper venue 
in which the remedy at law may be ascertained and de- 
termined. Upon the rendition of any such decree the 
clerk or register shall forthwith transfer the cause to 
the law side of the court and the same shall be docket- 
ed and proceed therein. Within thirty days after such 
cause has been so transferred the complainant or plain- 
tiff shall make such amendment to the pleadings as 
may be necessary to convert the same from a bill in 
equity to an appropriate complaint at law, or, failing 
so to do within thirty days after the cause has been 
so transferred, the same shall be dismissed, and if the 
complainant or plaintiff desires a jury trial in the law 
side of the court he shall demand the same in writing 
within such thirty days as required by law; and after 
such cause has been so transferred and amended in the 
law side of the circuit court, the defendant shall plead 
or demur thereto within thirty days as required in ac- 
tions at law or be in default, and if the defendant de- 
sires a jury trial in such law side he shall demand the 
same in writing within such thirty days as required 
by law; and on an appeal from the final judgment in 
the cause the complainant or plaintiff may assign error 
on the judgment or decree of the court transferring the 
cause. 

Sec. 2. Whenever it shall satisfactorily appear to a 
judge who is presiding in the law side of the court that 
a cause set for hearing before him presents an equitable 
question, the decision of which should dispose of the 
cause and which cannot be disposed of in the law side 
of the court, the judge may upon his own motion en- 
ter a judgment or order transferring such cause from 
the law side of the court to the equity side of the court, 
and the same shall be docketed therein and proceed in 
the equity side. Whenever an equitable right is claimed 
in any suit at law by a party who is plaintiff therein, 
such plaintiff may assert such right by a written mo- 
tion filed in the cause which shall state the substance of 
the equitable right and be verified by the affidavit of 
some person having knowledge of the facts, and the le- 
gal sufficiency of such motion may be tested by demur- 
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from the final judgment or decree in the cause error 
may be assigned on the judgment or order of the court 
transferring the cause by the party aggrieved thereby. 
The failure of any party to move or apply for a trans- 
fer of any cause as provided for in this act shall not 
be res adjudicata of any right of defense which could 
have been set up in any such motion or application. 
Sec. 3. Whenever any cause, on the motion or appli- 
cation of any party thereto, is transferred as provided 
for by this act, and the party moving for such trans- 
fer fails to establish or maintain the question, right 
or defense asserted by him and the cause cannot then 
be finally disposed of in the side of the court to which 
the same was transferred, the judge hearing the cause 
shall so state in his judgment or decree, but shall not 
dismiss the cause and shall direct in such judgment or 
decree that the cause be re-transferred to the side of 
the court in which the same was originally filed, and 
shall tax all the costs then accrued against the party 
who moved or applied for a transfer of the cause and 
failed to establish or maintain the question, right or 
defense asserted by him. When any cause is So re-trans- 
ferred, it shall thereupon be docketed in the side of the 
court in which originally filed and proceed to final 
judgment or decree therein, and on an appeal from the 
final judgment or decree in the cause error may be as- 
signed by the party aggrieved on the judgment or de- 
cree of the court re-transferring the cause to the side 
of the court in which the same was originally filed. 
Sec. 4. Whenever it shall appear to any court of law 
or equity that any cause filed therein should have been 
brought in another court of like jurisdiction in the 
same county, the court shall make an order transfer- 
ring the cause to the proper court and the clerk or reg- 
ister shall forthwith certify the pleadings, process, costs - 
and order to the court to which the cause is transferred,

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' Beg leave to report and recommend as follows: 

1. That the House recede from ail amendments adont- 
ed by it. 

2. That the House amend said bill, and the Senate 
concur therein, as follows, to wit: 

A. By striking out the title and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “A bill to be entitled an act to 
further prescribe and regulate the qualifications, num- 
ber, designation, duties, and powers of the circuit 
judges of the State, and to provide for their election 
and appointment.” 

B. By striking out section 1, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 

1. At the general election held in November, 1916, 
there shall be elected ten judges for the circuit court 
of the tenth circuit; three judges for the circuit court 
of the thirteenth circuit; two judges for the circuit court 
of the eighth circuit; two judges of the circuit court 
of the fourteenth circuit; two judges for the circuit 
court of the fifteenth circuit; two judges for the cir- 
cuit court of the sixteenth circuit; and one judge for 
every other circuit in the State, all of whom shall hold 
office for the term of six years. 

C. By striking out section 2, and inserting in lieu 
thereof: 

2. In circuits of more than one county having two 
judges, the judges may agree within thirty days after 
the date of their election which shall be the presiding 
judge, and, in the event they fail to reach such agree- 
ment within such time, that fact shall be certified by 
one or both of such judges to the chief justice of the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, who shall thereupon des- 
ignate which of such judges shall be the presiding judge 
of the circuit, such agreement or designation to be en- 
tered upon the minutes of the court in each county con- 
stituting the circuit. 

D. By striking out section 3a, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following section: 

3a. In circuits composed of only one county for which 
more than three judges are provided, the judges shall 
be numbered first, second, third, fourth, and so forth, 
consecutively, so that each judgeship shall be designat- 
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ed by a number, and the judges shall be so designated 
on the ballot used in the primary and general election; 
provided, that where a branch or division of the circuit 
court of such circuit is held at a place other than at 
the county site, the judge who shall preside over that 
division as of course, shall, in addition to his number, 
be designated by the appropriate name of that division. 
The court of such circuits shall have three separate 
divisions, an equity division, a criminal division, and a 
law division; and the judge numbered one shall sit in 
the equity division as of course, the judges numbered 
two and three shall sit in the criminal division as of 
course, and the remainder of the judges shall sit in the 
law division as of course; provided, that in such cir- 
cuits where a branch or division of the circuit court 
is held at a place other than at the county site, the 
judge numbered fifth shall sit in that division as of 
course, and he shall preside over such division in the 
trial of all cases, whether equity, criminal, or law; pro- 
vided, further, however, that all the judges shall have 
equal power, authority and jurisdiction, and the pre- 
siding judge or the judge who may be acting as presid- 
ing judge in his absence may designate any of the 
judges from time to time to sit in any division other 
than that in which he sits as of course, whenever more 
judges are needed in such other division to dispose of 
the business therein; and it shall be the duty of the 
judges by vote of the majority thereof to make rules 
which shall be entered in full on the minutes of the 
court as they are made or amended, defining the pow- 
ers and duties of the judges in the several divisions, 
and other matters requiring special rules of court; and 
except in so far as every judge is authorized by the 
Constitution to direct the issue of original writs, the 
several judges shall act in conformity with such rules. 
In circuits which have more than three judges, there 
shall be, in addition to the clerk and the register in 
chancery of such court, one assistant law clerk and one 
assistant criminal clerk, which said clerks shall, as of 
course, perform duties respectively in the law division 
and criminal division of such court, and in the absence 
of the clerk of said court shall exercise all the authority 
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18. That in all primary elections held for the nom- 
ination of candidates for circuit judges to be voted for 
at the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1916, all persons 
shall be entitled to participate and be eligible for nom- 
ination as candidates for circuit judge in such prima- 
ries who will be qualified electors of the circuit at the 
time of such succeeding general election and who other- 
wise possess the qualifications prescribed by the Con- 
stitution and the laws of the State for circuit judges. 

H. By adding to said bill section 19, as follosw: 

19. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge, 
as far as practicable, to cause all appeals from the 
county courts, inferior courts, and municipal courts to 
be set and tried as preferred cases. 

1. By adding to said bill section 20, as follows: 

20. In circuits composed of one county and having 
two judges, the courts of said circuit shall be open for 
the transaction of business every day in the year ex- 
cept Sundays, days that have been declared holidays by 
the Legislature of Alabama, and such days as the court, 
by order entered on the minutes, shall designate. That 
said circuit shall be divided into two divisions to be 
known as the first division and the second division; and 
each of said divisions shall be presided over by one of 
the judges of said circuit. The judge receiving the high- 
est number of votes in the general election shall be 
known as the presiding judge of said court, and shall 
preside over the first division of said circuit, and the 
other judge shall be known as the associate judge of 
said court, and shall preside over the second division 
of said circuit. If said judges shall receive the same 
number of votes in the general election, then the said 
judges shall agree over which division each shall pre- 
side, and shall enter an order to that effect upon the 
minutes of each division of said court. If unable to 
agree, this fact shall be certified to the chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of Alabama by either of said 
judges, and said chief justice shall thereupon designate 
which judge shall preside over each division, and this 
action of the chief justice shall thereupon be entered 
upon the minutes of each division, and shall have the 
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force and effeet.of an order of said court. The judge 
of each division shall by an order entered on the min- 
utes of the division, designate the day on which the 
docket of civil, criminal, and equity cases to be tried 
in the division over which each of said judges preside, 
shall be called; the days when the cases for trial with 
and without juries shall be called; the days when crim- 
inal cases shall be called for trial, and the days when 
the docket of equity cases shall be called, and may from 
time to time, as experience dictates, change the order 
or times when these dockets will be called; provided, 
that no cases, except equity cases and criminal cases 
wherein the defendant is confined in jail, shall be tried 
during the months of July and August of each year. 
All civil and equity cases pending in said first division 
shall be called during the months of January, March, 
May, July, September and November of each year, at 
such times as the judge of said division may designate; 
all civil and equity causes pending in the second divi- 
sion shall be called during the months of February, 
April, June, August, October and December of said 
year at. such times as the judge of said division may 
designate, except as herein otherwise provided. The 
grand juries may be empaneled and criminal cases may 
be set for trial by the judges of either division at such 
times as he sees fit, and nothing herein shall be con- 
strued as limiting the time when the judge of either di- 
vision may empanel the grand jury, or set for trial the 
docket of criminal cases pending in his division; and 
the judge of each division shall empanel not less than 
two grand juries in every year, and may, if he sees fit, 
empanel said grand juries during such months as his 
division is not open for the trial of civil and equity 
causes. Parties shall have-the right to commence ac- 
tions in either division of said circuit, and all actions 
shall be continued until finally disposed of in the di- 
vision in which originally begun; provided, that by con- 
sent of the parties, any cause may be transferred from 
one division to the other. 

J. By adding to said bill section 21, as follows: 

21. If any section, clause, or provision of this act 
shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall 
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not affect any other section, clause or provision thereof.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives : 

I am returning to you herewith H. 968 without my 
approval. 

This bill proposes the establishment of a dental col- 
lege or department as a branch of the University of 
Alabama, for instruction in dentistry and dental sur- 
gery, to be located at Birmingham, Alabama, with an 
annual appropriation of $7,500. 

The different branches of the university should be 
supported by the appropriations made direct to the 
university and not to the branches of such university 
except that they may be under a subdivision of the 
total appropriation to be set out, so much devoted for 
each department. 

This is an entirely new department and creates a new 
source of expense which the State is not in condition 
to supply at this time. Unless the university is in a

Section 1. That all cities of the State of Alabama 
which now have a population of one hundred thousand 
people, or more, according to the last Federal census, 
or which may hereafter have such population accord- 
ing to any such census that may be taken hereafter, 
shall become organized, and shall be conducted under 
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ihe commission ferm of government, according to the 
terms of this act, provided that the qualified voters of 
such city shall at an election held as hereinafter pro- 
vided, elect to be governed according to the terms of 
this act. 

Sec. 2. That the election commission of every city in 
this State now having one hundred thousand popula- 
tion or more according to the last Federal census, shall 
hold a special election in such city or cities, on the sec- 
ond Monday in October 1915, after the passage of this 
act, and such election commission shall hold a special 
election on the second Monday in October of any year, 
when it shall be determined by a Federal census that any 
other city or cities in the State of Alabama have at- 
tained a population of one hundred thousand people, 
or more, at which election there shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of such city the proposition 
whether or not such city shall be organized under and 
be governed by the provisions of this act. The ballot 
to be used in such election shall be in substantially the 
following form:

The election commission shall give not less than two 
weeks notice of the time and place or places of hold- 
ing such election, by publication in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said city, and shall appoint all managers, 
clerks, and returning or other officers of such election, 
and shall perform all other duties with reference to 
said election required of them by law with reference 
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to the holding of general or special elections in such 
city, and the question of the adoption of the provisions 
of this act may be submitted by said election commis- 
sion on the same day on which there may be held any - 
general or special municipal election, and in that event 
there shall be only one set of election officers and clerks, 
but each question submitted to the voters shall be on a 
separate ballot, and separate certificates shall be made 
of the results of such election. 

Sec. 3. If at any election held under the provisions 
of this act to submit to the qualified voters of any city 
having a population of one hundred thousand people, 
or more, whether or not they will elect to become organ- 
ized under and be governed by the provisions of this 
act, such proposition is decided in the affirmative by 
a majority vote of those who vote in such election, the 
election commission shall certify the result of such elec- 
tion to the governing body of the municipality, and 
such certificate shall be recorded on the minutes of such 
commission. ; 

Sec. 4. Thereafter the election commission of such 
city shall call and hold a special election in such city, 
and if such city is already organized under a commis- 
sion form of government having three commissioners, 
there shall be elected at such election two additional 
commissioners for such city, who shall hold office and 
act as such commissioners, with all the powers and 
duties pertaining to the office, for the time provided 
by this act. And in the event any such election shall 
be called in any city which has not now, but which may 
hereafter have a population of one hundred thousand 
or more, and which is not then under a commission form 
of government, there shall be elected at the election 
provided for in this section of five commissioners for 
such city, who shall be the governing body of such city, 
if this act is approved and adopted by the voters of 
such city, and such commissioners shall serve from. 
the date of election to the next quadrennial period for 
such elections, counting such quadrennial periods as 
beginning the first Monday in November, 1917. Such 
election shall be held under the general election laws 
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Sec. 5. In the event the qualified voters in any city © 
in this State now having a population of one hundred 
thousand, or more, shall elect to be organized under, 
and be governed by the terms of this act, the president 
of the board of commissioners of all cities, the govern- 
ment of which is conducted under the provisions of an 
act of the Legislature, approved March 31st, 1911, shall 
be president of the commission created by this act, and 
he shall hold office until the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1917, and the commissioner of all cities, the govern- 
ment of which is provided for by said act, and who was 
elected in 1914 to serve for a term of three years, shall 
be a commissioner under this act, and his term of of- 
fice shall expire on the first. Monday in November, 1917; 
the successor to the commissioner of such cities, whose 
term of office expires on the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1915, shall be elected at the general election 
to be held in such cities on the second Monday in 
October, 1915, and he shall serve for a period of 
two years from the first Monday in November, 
1915, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied, if this act shall be adopted as the form of govern- 
ment of such cities, otherwise his term of office shall 
remain as provided by the terms of the act approved 
March 31st, 1911. If at the election to be held on the 
second Monday in October, 1915, in those cities which 
are now organized under and governed by the terms 
of the act approved March 31st, 1911, a majority of 
the qualified voters of such city, voting in such elec- 
> tion, elect to be organized under and be governed by 
the terms of this act, then the commissioners .who shall 
be elected on the first Monday in December, shall serve 
as such commissioners for a term beginning on the first 
Tuesday in December, 1915, and ending on the first 
Monday in November, 1917, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. . 

On the second Monday in October, 1917, and every 
four years thereafter, there shall be elected a president 
of said commission, and four other commissioners, who 
shall assume the duties of the office to which they are 
elected, on the first Monday in November, 1917, and 
their term of office shall continue for a period of four 
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ing to the government of such city, and also all the. 
powers which may have been granted to or exercised 
by any board or commission of any .kind -heretofore 
created by the Legislature of Alabama, charged with 
any duties in connection with the government of such. 
city, except as the same have been modified or repealed 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, or by the 
provisions of this act, and all such boards, commissions 
and officers of such former boards and commissions,.

Shall call a special election, unless a general munici- 
pal election is fixed within twenty days thereafter, and 
at such special or general election, if one is so fixed, 
such ordinance shall be submitted without alteration, 
to the vote of the electors of said city. But if the peti- 
tion is signed by not less than one thousand nor more 
than fifteen hundred qualified electors, as above de- 
fined, then the board shall, within twenty days, pass 
and adopt said ordinance without change, or the same 
shall be submitted at the next general city election, oc- 
curring not more than thirty days after the clerk or 
secretary’s certificate of sufficiency is attached to said 
petition. 

The ballots used when voting upon said ordinance 
shall contain these words, “For the ordinance” (stat- 
ing the nature of the proposed ordinance,) and “Against 
the ordinance” (stating the nature of the proposed or- 
dinance), and the voter shall express his choice by a 
cross mark. If the majority of the qualified electors 
voting on the proposed ordinance shall vote in favor 
thereof, such ordinance shall thereupon become a valid 
and binding ordinance of the city; and any ordinance 
proposed by petition, or which shall be adopted by vote 
of the people, cannot be repealed or amended except 
by a vote of the people. ; 

Any number of proposed ordinances may be vote 
upon at the same election, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this section, but there shall not be more than 
one special election in any period of six months for 
such purpose. 

A proposal for the repeal of any such ordinance or 
for amendments thereto may be submitted to be voted 
upon at any succeeding general election, and should 
such proposition so submitted receive a majority of the 
votes cast thereon at such election, such ordinance shall 
thereby be repealed or amended accordingly. 

‘Whenever any ordinance or proposal is required by 
this section to be submitted to the voters of the city 
‘at any election, such ordinance or proposal shall be 
published in the same manner as referendum ordi- 
nances or proposals are herein required to be published. 
The election to be held under this section shall be in 
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antine, shall be selected and employed by the commis- 
sion, or under its direction, and all salaries and wages 
paid by said city, except as herein otherwise provid- 
ed, shall be fixed by said commission, provided that 
no subordinate official or head of departments shall 
receive a salary exceeding thirty-six hundred dollars 
($3,600.00) per annum, but this shall not prevent the 
city from employing legal counsel or consulting engi- 
neers at a higher compensation, when in the opinion of 
the commission, the welfare of the city requires it. The 
commission shall prescribe, and may at any time change 
the powers, duties and titles of all subordinate officers 
and employees of said city, except the title of the city 
health officer, and all of said officers and employees 
shall hold office and be removable at the pleasure of the 
commission. 

Sec. 12. The powers and duties in such cities shall 
be distributed into and among five departments, as fol- 
lows: 1. Department of general administration, finan- 
ces and accounts; which department shall be especially 
charged with the administration of all legal affairs of 
the city, the purchase of supplies, the collection of taxes, 
licenses and other sources of income, the expenditure 
of the city, the management of its sinking fund, and 
a general supervision over the public affairs of the city, 
and its finances, including the payment of interest on 
the public debt. 2. Department of public improve- 
ments, which departmet shall have special supervision 
of all public improvements in such city, including the 
improvement and maintenance of streets and sidewalks, 
the building of viaducts, the construction of sewers, and 
the erection of all public buildings. 3. The department 
-of public property and public utilities, which depart- 
ment shall have supervision over the management and 
maintenance of all public buildings, parks, play grounds 
and public utilities, either owned and operated by the 
city, or operated by private corporations under fran- 
-chises or contracts with the city. 4. Department of 
Public Safety, which shall have supervision over the 
fire and police department, and all things connected 
therewith. 5. The department of public health and 
education, which shall have supervision over the pub- 
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business of the city may require. The president of the 
commission, when present, shall preside at all meetings 
of said commission. Three members of the commission 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any 
and every business which comes before it, and for the 
exercise of any and every power conferred upon said 
commission, and the affirmative vote of three members 
of said commission shall be necessary and sufficient 
for the passage of any resolution, by-law or ordinance 
or the transaction of any business of any sort by the 
said commission, or the exercise of any of the powers 
conferred upon it by the terms of this act, or which may 
hereafter be conferred upon it, except that the vote of 
four members shall be required to pass an ordinance 
or resolution over the veto of the president. 

No resolution, by-law or ordinance granting any fran- 
chise, appropriating any money for any purpose, pro- 
viding for any public improvements, enacting any reg- 
ulation concerning the public comfort, the public safe- 
ty or public health, or of any other general or perma- 
nent nature, except a proclamation of quarantine, shall 
be enacted except at a regular public meeting of said 
board, or an adjournment thereof. Every ordinance in- 
troduced at any and every such meeting shall be in writ- 
ing and read before any vote thereon shall be taken, 
and the yeas and nays thereon shall be recorded. All 
ordinances or resolutions shall be adopted by a major- 
ity vote of the commission. All ordinances and all res- 
olutions of a permanent nature after having been adopt- 
ed by the commission shall be submitted to the presi- 
dent, who shall if he approve the same, signify such ap- 
proval by endorsement on such ordinance or resolution 
within five days after the same shall have been submit- 

-ted to him, and if he does not approve the same, he 
shall return the same to the commission with his veto 
and his reasons therefor endorsed thereon, and such 
resolution .or ordinance shall not thereafter become ef- 
fective, unless at the following regular meeting of the 
commission, the four commissioners of such city shall 
vote in favor of the passage of such ordinance or reso- 
lution, notwithstanding the veto of the president. A 
record of the proceedings of every meeting of the com- 
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city may, by written petition or petitions addressed to 
said board of commissioners object to such grant, and 
if during said period such written petition or petitions 
signed by at least a thousand legally qualified voters 
of such city shall be filed with said board of commis- 
sioners, said board shall forthwith order an election, 
which shall be conducted by the election commission of 
such city, at which election the legally qualified voters 
of said city shall vote for or against the proposed grant 
as set forth in the said by-law, resolution or ordinance. 
In the call for said election, the said resolution, by-law 
or ordinance making such grant shall be published at 
length and in full at the expense of the city in at least 
two newspapers published in said city by one publica- 
tion. If at such election the majority of the votes cast 
shall be in favor of said ordinance and the making of 
said proposed grant, the same shall thereupon become 
effective; but if a majority of the votes so cast shall 
be against the passage of said resolution, by-law or or- 
dinance and against the making of said grant, said by- 
law, resolution or ordinance shall not become effective, 
nor shall it confer any rights, powers or privileges of 
any kind, and it shall be the duty of the said board 
of commissioners after such result of said election shall 
be determined, to pass a resolution or ordinance to that 
effect. No grant of any franchise or lease of right of 
user, or any other right in, under, upon, along, through 
or over the streets, public highways, thoroughfares or 
public property of any such city, shall be made or given, 
nor shall any such rights of any kind whatever be con- 
ferred upon any person, firm or corporation, except by 
a resolution or ordinance duly passed by the board of 
commissioners at some regular or adjourned public 
meeting and published as above provided for in this 
section; nor shall any extension or enlargement of any 
such rights or powers previously granted be made or 
given except in the manner and subject to all the con- 
ditions herein provided for as to the original grant of 
same. It is expressly provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply to the grant of 
sidetrack or switching privileges to any railroad or 
street car company for the purpose of reaching and af- 
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set opposite our respective names, do hereby request 
that the name of... be placed upon the official 
ballot as a candidate for the office of... in said 
city for the term of... years at the election to 
be held in this city on the. day of October 
next.

Commissioner,” as the case may be. No name shall ap- 
pear upon said ballot as a candidate for election ex- 
cept the names of such persons as have become candi- 
dates, accerding to provisions as above set forth; no 
ballot shall be used at any such election except the offi- 
cial ballot prepared by the election commission. 

Sec. 18. The president and other commissioners pro- 
vided for in this act shall be twenty-five years of age 
at the time of their election, and shall be duly quali- 
fied electors of such city, and they shall be elected by 
the vote of the legally qualified voters thereof. In case 
any person after he shall have been elected and duly 
qualifid as president of the commission, or commission- 
er, shall be declared ineligible to hold such office, a 
successor shall be chosen, as in the case of vacancy 
caused by death, resignation, or any other cause. 

Sec. 19. Every person who shall be elected or ap- 
pointed to the office of president of the commission, or 
commissioner, in any city organized, according to the 
provisions of this act, shall on or before the first Mon- 
day of November following his election, or on or before 
the following Monday of the month of his appointment, 
qualify by making oath that he is eligible for said of- 
fice, and will execute the duties of same, according to 
the best of his knowledge and ability. Said oath may 
be administered by any person authorized to adminis- 
ter an oath under the laws of Alabama. 
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missioners contained in this act, or should any other 
section or provisions hereof be held to be void or un- 
constitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the valid- 
ity of this act, or of any other section or provision here- 
of, which is not itself void or unconstitutional. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any vacancies shall occur in the 
office of president of the commission, or other commis- 
sioner of any city organized under the terms of this 
act, then a successor to such president or commission- 
er shall be elected by the remaining members of the 
commission. Every person who shall be elected to fill 
any vacancy under the provisions of this section, or 
any other section of this act, shall qualify for office as 
soon as practicable after the result of such election is 
déclared, and shall be clothed with the duties and re- 
sponsibilities and powers of such office immediately 
upon such qualification, and he shall hold office for the 
unexpired term of his predecessor. 

Sec. 22. The president of the commission of all cities 
organized under the provisiens of this act, shall receive 
an annual salary of five thousand dollars, payable in 
monthly installments at the end of each month, and 
each commissioner of cities organized under the terms 
of this act, shall receive an annual salary of four thou- 
sand dollars, payable in monthly installments at the 
end of each month, said installments to be paid at the 
same rate for any portion of the month during which 
the president or commissioner shall hold office at the 
rate thus provided. 

Sec. 23. The employees of cities organized under this 
act shall be selected by the commissioners solely on ac- 
count of their fitness and without regard to their polit- 
ical affiliations. It shall be unlawful to hold party cau- 
cuses or primaries for the purpose of nominating any 
employee to be selected by such commissioners, and 
any person who shall solicit or accept a party nomina- 
tion for any office to be filled by said commissioners, 
shall be thereby rendered ineligible for such office, or 
for any other office under said city for a period of one 
year thereafter. 

Sec. 24. It shall be unlawful for any candidate for 
office, or any officer in such city, directly or indirectly, 
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viction thereof, the guilty person shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, and may be imprisoned in the county 
jail for not more than ninety days. Every such con- 
tract or agreement shall be void. Such prohibition of 
free transportation shall not apply to policemen or fire- 
men in uniform, nor to policemen in the discharge of 
their duty; nor shall any free service to city officials 
heretofore provided by any franchise or ordinance be 
affected by this section. Any officer or employee of such 
city who, by solicitation or otherwise, shall exert his 
influence, directly or indirectly, to infiuence other offi- 
cers or employees of such city to favor any particular 
person or candidate for office as president of the com- 
mission, or commissioner of said city, or who shall in 
any manner contribute money, labor or other valuable 
thing to aid in the election of any person as president: 
of the commission, or commissioner of said city, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding three hundred dol- 
lars, and may also be imprisoned in the county jail for 
a term not exceeding thiry days. 

Sec. 26. The commission shall each month print. in 
pamphlet form a detailed statement of all receipts and 
expenses of the city, and a summary of its proceedings 
during the preceding month, and furnish printed copies 
to the daily newspapers of the city and to persons who 
apply therefor. At the end of each year, the commis- 
sion shall cause a full and complete examination of all 
the books and accounts of the city to be made by com- 
‘petent accountants, and shall publish the result of such 
examination in the manner above provided for publica- 
tion of statements of monthly expenditures. And the 
governor is authorized at any time to have all the books 
and accounts of such city examined by a State exam- 
iner of public accounts, the cost of such examination 
to be paid by such city upon the presentation to the 
president of the commission of such city, of a duly ver- 
ified statement of such expenses made by such examin- 
er of public accounts, approved by the Governor. 

Sec. 27. Any person offering to give a bribe either 
in money or other consideration to any voter for the 
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agree to pay, any person to solicit any votes at the polls 
in election, and unlawful for any person to accept such 
hire or make such contract for pay, to solicit votes for 
the president of the commission, or other commission- 
er; any person violating this section shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and may be punished by fine not to ex- 
ceed five hundred dollars for each offense, and the can- 
didate violating this section shall thereby be disqual- 
ified for and rendered ineligible for the office sought. 

Sec. 32. No candidate for the office of president of 
the commission or other commissioner can lawfully ex- 
pend more than one thousand dollars of his own funds, 
and the funds contributed by others, in aiding his can- 
didacy in any one election, a run off to be treated as a 
separate election. Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shall thereby be disqualified from hold- 
ing said office, if successful, and his election may be con- 
tested on that ground. 

Sec. 33. The petitions provided by this act may be 
a number of separate instruments as well as by one 
instrument. No person but a qualified voter shall sign 
any petition provided for by this act. And no person 
shall sign the name of another to any such petition 
whether with or without authority; and no person shall 
sign more than one separate instrument as a petition 
for any single purpose herein provided. Any violation 
of the foregoing provisions of this section shall consti- 
tute a misdemeanor by a fine not to exceed three hun- 
dred dollars. No qualified voter who has signed any 
petition provided for herein can withdraw his signa- 
ture. All petitions provided for herein must bear the 
certificate of the judge of probate of the county in 
which such city is situated, that it has the number of 
signatures required by law of qualified voters, and it 
shall be the duty of said probate judge to hear and de- 
termine all questions as to the genuineness of signa- 
tures and the qualifications of voters signing such pe- 
tition before giving such certificate; and such certifi- 
cate of the probate judge shall be final and conclusive. 
Should said probate judge decide that any such peti- 
tion was not signed by the required number of quali- 
fied voters, it shall be his duty to return said petition

stock is so acquired, and the corporation making the 
acquisition, or to restrain such commerce in any sec- 
tion or community within this State, or tend to cre- 
ate a monopoly of any line of commerce within this 
State. 

This section shall not apply to corporations purchas- 
ing such stock solely for investment and not using the 
same by voting or otherwise to bring about, or in at- 
tempting to bring about, the substantial lessening of 
competition.

subpceena witnesses, administer oaths, take testimony, 
and if in his opinion sufficient grounds exist therefor, 
he shall prosecute an action in the name of the State 
in the circuit court to annul the charter or revoke the 
permit of such corporation, as the case may be, and to 
permanently enjoin such person, firm or corporation 
from doing business in this State, and if in such ac- 
tion a jury shall find that such person, firm or corpor- 
ation is guilty of the violation of any of the provisions 
of this act, such ‘court shall render a judgment annull- 
ing the charter or revoking the permit of such person, 
firm or corporation and may permanently enjoin it or 
them from transacting business in this State, but from 
any such judgment an appeal may be taken to the Su- 
preme Court.” 

Amend section 8 of said bill by striking therefrom 
the words “or to produce any book or document,” where 
said words appear together in said section. 

Amend section 9 of said bill by striking there- 
from the words “nor from producing any book, papers, 
contracts, agreements or documents,” where said ten 
words first appear together in said section. 
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Further amend said bill by inserting -after-section_9 
the following section: 

“Sec. 934. That the labor of a human being is not 
a commodity or article of commerce. Nothing contained 
in this act shall be construed to forbid the existence 
and operation of labor, agricultural, or horticultural 
organizations instituted for the purpose of mutual help, 
and not having capital stock or conducted for profit, 
or to forbid or restrain individual members of such or- 
ganization from lawfully carying out the legitimate ob- 
ject thereof; nor shall organizations, or the members 
thereof, be held or construed to be illegal combinations 
or conspiracies in restraint of trade, under the provi- 
sions of this act.” 

Amend further by adding at the end of said bill, 
section 11, which shall read as follows:

There shall be added into the cost 
of said books the sum of ten per cent. of the cost of said 
books under the item of “other necessary expenses,” 
provided for in section 8 of this act, which said ten 
per cent. shall be allowed to said depositories as their 
commission on the sale of said books. Said depositories 
shall be required to make such reports as may be re- 
quired under the rules and regulations formulated by 
the State school book commission, and to make remit- 
tances at such times and in such manner as may be re- 
quired by the State school book commission. The State 
school book commission shall formulate rules and reg- 
ulations to cover the return of unsold books. Provid- 
ed, however, that any person, or that any school board, 
or any town council shall have the privilege of order- 
ing school books from the secretary of the State school 
book commission and receiving the discount allowed to 
depositories provided the amount of the said order be 
“not less than ($10.00) and that cash accompany the 
order.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


The following message from the Governor was re- 


ceived : 


To the House of Representatives : 
I am herewith returning to you H. 985 without my 
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approval, but with an -amendment—to—_meet. my_objec- 


tion, which if adopted, the bill will have my approval. 
This is a bill for the ratification of certain fees and 
amounts claimed to have been contracted for by former 
Governor O’Neal and partly paid by him, and making 
appropriations to meet the part which is claimed due 
and unpaid. These obligations were incurred in ferret- 
ing out and prosecuting the criminal in certain murder 
cases, commonly known as the Lewisburg or Beat 22 
cases, in Jefferson county, Alabama. Much criticism 
has been made in the recent past of the large amount 
of attorney’s fees paid by the executive. The above 
cases were very important, and no one has singled out 
this particular instance to show extravagant expendi- 
ture of the public money. tI was necessary to take a 
firm stand to bring the murderers to an account. Sev- 
eral paid the death penalty for the crime in the above 
precinct by reason of the vigorous prosecutions. Rati- 
fication of the expense accounts and the contracts made 
by the former Governor for attorneys in these cases 
should be approved, but we should be sure that our ac- 
tions are within the scope of the agreement made by 
him before we make appropriations to meet unpaid 
claims. The records in this office disclose that the law 
and order league of Birmingham, an association form- 
ed for the suppression of crime and especially for fer- 
reting out the criminals responsible for the many mur- 
ders in and around Lewisburg, had engaged Borden 
Burr, one of the beneficiaries of H. 985, agreeing to 
pay him a stipulated fee for the prosecution of these 
cases. At the solicitation of the law and order league 
former Governor O’Neal appointed Burden Burr spe- 
cial counsel and agreed to pay him a nominal fee of 
five hundred dollars, which was supplemented to the 
fee to be paid by the local association. As to whether 
the local association paid the fee they agreed upon I 
am not informed. The Governor authorized the special 
counsel above mentioned to engage detectives to aid 
and assist hnm in locating the criminals. These fees 
were paid by the Governor and are included in the 
amount to be ratified, the amount of same being §1,- 
429. 50. Other murders were committed about the com- 
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mencement of the investigation and the special counsel 
engaged not being in a position to prosecute those ar- 
rested in these later cases, other counsel was employed 
by the State, and certain expenses were incurred inci- 
dent to the prosecution. This additional expense amount- 
ed to $516.57 in addition to the attorney’s fees. This 
expense has not been paid, but it appears that all other © 
obligations contemplated by the Governor have been dis- 
charged and it only remains for the Legislature to rat- 
ify the contracts and provide for the payment of the un- 
paid expense. 

The amendment is as follows: 

Amend section 1 by striking out $2,500 on the ninth 
line of the enrolled bill and insert in lieu thereof $1,- 
500, and by striking out $2,500 on the tenth line of sec- 
tion 1 of the enrolled bill and inserting in lieu there- 
of $500; and that section 4 be made to read as follows: 

“Be it further enacted, that the State auditor be 
authorized and directed to issue a warrant and the 
State treasurer be authorized and directed to pay such 
warrant. covering the amount remaining due on the said 
contract in the following amount, i. e., Frank S. White 
and Son, $516.57.”

REPORT OF THE ALABAMA CAPITOL BUILDING COMMISSION, 
1911-1915. 


Herewith is submitted a report in detail of the work 
and business of the Alabama Capitol Building Commis- 
sion, authorized by act of April 13, 1911, from its meet- 
ing or organization on April 27, 1911, to its final ad- 
journment. In the execution of its work numerous ses- 
sions of the commission were held, and much taxing and 
difficult business transacted. 


COMMISSION CREATED BY ACT OF APRIL 13, 1911. 


It is proper at the outset to give in full the act cre- 
ating the commission. It is to be found in General Laws 
of Alabama 1911, pp. 412-4138: 


No. 369.) AN ACT (H. 470. 


To make an appropriation for the extension, enlarge- 
ment, or improvement of the State capitol building, the 
furnishing of the same, and to provide a building com- 
mission to have control and supervision thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a building commission is hereby cre- 
ated to consist of the Governor, chief justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Alabama, attorney general, 
State auditor and secretary of State. The director of 
the department of archives and history shall be secre- 
tary of said commission. The said commission to con- 
vene only upon the call of the Governor which said com- 
mission is clothed with full power and authority for 
and in behalf of the State of Alabama, to contract for 
the extension, enlargement or improvement of the pres- 
ent State capitol building; provided, that a part of the 
appropriation hereinafter made shall be used for the 
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express purpose of providing for the Supreme Court 
and Appellate Court of the State of Alabama, the ex- 
ecutive department and the secretary of State; provid- 
ed, further, that a part of the appropriation hereinafter 
made shall also be used in refurnishing the halls of the 
Senate and of the House of Representatives, and for 
fitting up suitable legislative committee rooms and for 
the relief of the general congested condition of the other 
departments of the State government. The said build- 
ing committee shall have the power to adopt all nec- 
essary rules, regulations and plans for its own guid- 
ance and for the proper conduct of the duties herein im- 
posed, it shall keep a regular journal of its proceedings 
and shall make a detailed report of its entire work and 
operations to the next session of the Legislature; pro- 
vided, that the members of said commission are to serve 
without compensation. 

Sec. 2. That the sum of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, one-half of said sum to be available during the fis- 
cal year ending September 30th, 1912, and the remain- 
der of said fund to be available during the fiscal year 
1913, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be and 
the same is hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of the preceding 
section, and the State auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to draw his warrant for the said amount, or 
any part thereof, on the State treasurer only upon the 
requisition of the Governor accompanied by a certifi- 
cate that said amount or amounts have been contracted 
for and that the work and labor have been performed. 

Approved April 18th, 1911. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMISSION. 


Under section 1 of the act of appointment, the com- 
mission was to consist of the Governor, chief justice of 
the Supreme Court, the attorney general, the State au- 
ditor and the secretary of State, with the director of the 
department of archives and history as secretary. 

At is first meeting April 27, 1911, which convened 
in obedience to a cali by the Governor, the several mem- 
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bers of the commission were present as follows:-Em--- ---- 


met O’Neal, Governor, Robert C. Brickell, attorney gen- 
eral, Cyrus B. Brown, secretary of State, and C. Brooks 
Smith, State auditor. The fifth member, James R. 
Dowell, chief justice, was absent. Dr. Thomas M. Owen, 
director of the department of archives and history, sec- 
retary ex-officio, was also present. Governor O’Neal was 
elected president. 

The commission adopted for its government, the rules 
and regulations heretofore adopted by the commission 
appointed under act of February 17, 1903. 


ERECTION OF THE NORTH WING TO THE CAPITOL. 


At the meeting of organization it was unanimously 
decided that a north wing or addition to the capitol 
building be erected, to conform in general plan and size 
to the south wing. 

At its next meeting, May 12, 1911, in accordance with 
previous request, eight firms of architects appeared be- 
fore the commission. They severally submitted prelim- 
inary plans and specifications, and applied for the posi- 
tion of State architect for the erection of the north wing. 
After the hearing, Mr. Frank Lockwood, who had been 
the architect for the erection of the south wing, was 
unanimously elected. 

At the meeting of May 13, tentative plans for the 
building were adopted. At the meeting of May 22, for- 
mal plans were adopted and the architect instructed to 
invite bids, such bids to be submitted prior to 12 o’clock 
noon, June 8. At the meeting of June 8, ten bids were 
submitted, the highest of which was $119,000. After 
carefully examining the several bids, and having taken 
jnto consideration the solvency, the ability to do the 
work, and the general character of the bidder, it was 
decided to accept the proposal of Mr. R. E. L. Majors, 
his being the lowest offer. The amount of the bid of 
Mr. Majors, as agreed upon, was $73,238.38. 

Ground was broken for the north wing June 14, in 
the presence of State officials, employees and servants, 
and others. At this meeting, Governor O’Neal made an 
address appropriate to the occasion. 
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The contract was executed on June 9, and was accom- 
panied by a bond dated July 13, 1911, signed by R. E. 
L. Majors, as principal, and by the Alabama Fidelity 
and Casualty Company, as surety, for the sum of $25,- 
000, conditioned for the faithful execution of the con- 
tract. 

The contract for the heating plant was awarded to the 
Staple Heating and Ventilating Company, for $3,953.13. 

The contract for the furnishings, carpets and hang- 
ings for the office of the Governor and secretary of State, 
was awarded to Loveman, Joseph & Loeb, of Birming- 
ham, for $6,030.50. The contract for the painting and 
interior decorations was awarded to George W. Harris 
& Sons, of Birmingham, for $975.00. 

On July 13, 1912, the several offices on the second 
floor of the north were accepted as complete. On Novem- 
ber 9, 1912, the lower floor was accepted. 


GENERAL REPAIRS ON THE CAPITOL. 


On investigation, it was found that a number of re- 
pairs were needed on the old section of the capitol. 
With the passing years, the natural wear and tear and 
the giving away of construction, necessitated attention 
in various forms. 

A careful inspection and personal examination of all 
rooms and halls was made by the commission. To make 
necessary improvements and repairs, contracts were 
awarded R. E. L. Majors for painting the base and doors 
on the first floor of the south wing, for furnishing and 

putting in new steel door connecting the hall of the 
House of Representatives with the second floor of the 
south wing, all for $631.00. Contract was awarded him 
also for painting the walls and ceiling on the second and 
third stories, including the ceiling above the stairs, for 
the sum of $95.00. Other small repairs, not necessary 
to detail, were made under the direction of the commis- 
sion. 


SUPREME COURT REPAIRS. 


After a consultation with the chief justice, who on 
his part had previously conferred with the judges, it 
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was decided that no extensive alterations or improve- 
ments should be made in the judges’ room or the libra- 
ry. The chief justice made a memorandum of the needs, 
which consisted of floor coverings, screens, shelving, 
and improvements in wiring and lighting. 

Contracts for these items were let to R. E. L. Majors 
for $725.00. The contract included knob and tube wir- 
ing on the second floor of the old wing, east from the 
double doors connecting the lobby of the Senate cham- 
ber and the House of Representatives, wiring of rooms 
and halls, repairing doors and base in hall, repairing all 
defects in the concealment and installation of the wir- 
ing, and the placing of screens in the several offices 
of the judges. The screen contract also included the plac- 
ing of screens throughout the entire building. 


REFURNISHING SENATE CHAMBER AND HALL OF THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


The act expressly declares “that a part of the appro- 
priation hereinafter made shall also be used in refur- 
nishing the halls of the Senate and of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and for fitting up suitable legislative 
rooms.” 

The commission, in planning for the erection of the 
north wing, hereinabove described, as well as for the 
other improvements required, tentatively set aside ap- 
proximately $5,000 for the purpose just referred to. Ow- 
ing to the fact that no session of the Legislature was 
anticipated prior to the regular date for convening in 
January, 1915, nothing was done further in reference 
to the refurnishing required until the meeting of the 
commission held on August 8, 1913. 

After a series of hearings, extending over more than 
sixty days, on October 17, 1913, the commission award- 
ed the contract for refurnishing the Senate chamber and 
the hall of the House of Representatives to Loveman, 
Joseph and Loeb, of Birmingham. There were several 
competing bidders. 

On the same date a contract, prepared by the attor- 
ney general, was entered into between the State of Ala- 
bama, through the Alabama Capito] Building Commis- 
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sion, and Loveman, Joseph & Loeb. A guaranty bond 
for $5,000, dated November 4, 1913, signed by Loveman, 
Joseph & Loeb, as principal, and the National Surety 
Company of New York, as surety, was subsequently 
filed. For these improvements $5,043.47 was expended. 

The repairs and refurnishings so called for, consist- 
ed of a general overhauling of both the Senate chamber 
and hall of the House of Representatives, the repaint- 
ing of the woodwork and walls, the purchase of new 
desks and seats, the erection of stands for the presiding 
officers, the recovering of the floors with battleship lin- 
oleum, and the placing of opera chairs in the galleries. 
All floor coverings are green, and all furniture is fin- 
ished in dark mahogany. 

Many other smaller improvements were made, be- 
lieved to be necessary to the comfort and convenience 
of both halls. 

It is greatly to be regretted that space was not found 
available in the capitol for committee rooms for the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 

The work was completed and accepted in June 1914. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


An appropriation of $100,000 for carrying out the 
purposes of the act, was made, one-half to be available 
during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1912, and 
the remainder during the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1913. 

The full amount was expended as hereinabove more 
fully described. The expenditures in detail cover (1) the 
erection of the north wing of the capitol building, (2) 
general repairs, (3) repairs on the Supreme Court and 
offices, and (4) the refurnishing of the Senate cham- 
ber and the hall of the House of Representatives. 

In the office of the State auditor will be found a 
full account of all expenditures in detail, together with 
vouchers in proper form to cover each and every item. 


ADDITIONAL NEEDS OF THE CAPITOL. 


The commission in the course of its work, has very 
naturally acquired a close knowledge of the needs of 
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the capitol building, and of the several offices, depart- 
ments, commissions, bureaus, and boards having offices 
therein. It is asserted, and without any possibility of . 
contradiction, that a capitol building of at least. double 
the capacity of the present is needed for the proper 
transaction of the business of the State. 

The Legislature could not take a wiser step than to 
make an appropriation of $150,000 each for separate 
buildings for the judiciary department and for the de- 
partment of archives and history. Buildings adequate 
to the needs of these two departments could be placed 
in the rear of the north and south wings respectively, 
thus making a handsome group of buildings, without 
injury to the beauty or utility of the capitol square. 

In his message to the Legislature, dated January 12, 
1915, pp. 202-205, Governor Emmet O’Neal very strong- 
ly emphasized the needs of the State in this direction, 
the data there given being compiled for him by the sec- 
retary of the commission. That section of his message 
is of sufficient importance to quote in full here, all of 
which represents the views of the commission, viz: 

“T feel that it is appropriate in this connection to 
refer generally to the appropriations and expenditures 
which have been made for the State capitol. It will be 
recalled that on December 14, 1849, the building which 
had been erected wholly at the expense of the city of 
Montgomery and presented to the State, was destroyed 
by fire. The Legislature was then in session. Almost 
immediately following the fire, or on February 11, 1850, 
an appropriation of sixty thousand dollars was made 
by the Legislature for the purpose of rebuilding. With 
that amount the historic central portion of the present 
building, known as the old capitol, was erected. With- 
in its historic walls were enacted the stirring scenes in- 
cident to the organization of the provisional govern- 
ment of the Confederate States of America, and on its 
front portico, February 18, 1861, Jefferson Davis, first 
and only president of the Confederacy, was inaugur- 
ated. 

“With the growth of the State, by act of February 
17, 1885, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
was appropriated, and with this sum the rear or 
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eastern extension was erected. This portion of the build- 
ing includes three stories, and extends eastward from 
the present library entrances to the Supreme Court 
room. 

“With the further growth and development of popula- 
tion, and the needs of increased opportunity for offices 
and departments demanded by an expanding civiliza- 
tion, by an act of February 17, 1903, the sum of one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars was appropriated 
for the purpose of acquiring lands, and for the erection 
or acquisition of any necessary additional building or 
buildings for the use of the State. Of that sum sixty- 
five thousand dollars was expended for the purchase of 
the south end of the present capitol square. The cen- 
tral portion, as well as the north end of the capitol 
grounds, had previously been donated to the State by 
the city of Montgomery. With the remainder of the ap- 
propriation the south wing or addition was built, and 
all of the several offices and rooms in the old portion 
of the building were overhauled and repaired. 

“The last appropriation was one hundred thousand 
dollars, made by act of April 18, 1911. The four appro- 
priations above referred to total three hundred and 
thirty-five thousand dollars, representing the entire sum 
expended by the State since 1850, a period of sixty-five 
years, for lands and public buildings for its use as a 
commonwealth. Various small sums have been voted 
from time to time looking to repairs or furnishings, but 
manifestly these form no part of the gross total for 
lands and buildings. It might be proper to here call at- 
tention to the fact that the present State capitol repre- 
sents in actual expenditure a smaller sum than that ex- 
pended by any State in the American Union for capi- 
tol buildings, and there are probably more than one hun- 
dred county courthouses in the United States that cost 
far in excess of the sum above referred to, and which 
are at the same time far more admirably appointed for 
the conduct of public business. 

“The foregoing facts should be carried in mind in any 
discussion of public expenditures, the extravagance of 
previous Legislatures, and the unwarranted use of State 
funds for unnecessary public buildings. The State has 
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_ spent far too little for public buildings, and the need ~- 

is imperative for still further enlargement. There is 
still a pressing need on the part of all offices and de- 
partments for necessary room for the proper and ex- 
peditious conduct of official business. There is not an 
office or department in the State capitol which is not 
crowded for space. It is a false notion which assumes 
that an office or department is serving its best purpose 
by narrowing State business to a corner. Unless con- 
stantly expanding to meet the needs of a growing and 
aspiring people, no office has a right to exist. Offices 
and departments do not exist for the pleasure of incum- 
bents. They are made necessary by the complexities 
of our expanding State life. Therefore, instead of being 
hampered and held down, they should be given an op- 
portunity to meet the demands of a more and more ex- 
acting public. 

“If I may be permitted to particularize, I would 
urge that provision be made for a special building for 
the use of the Supreme Court, the Court of Appeals, 
and the rich collections of the Supreme Court library. 
A building suitable to their needs for two or three gen- 
erations could be provided by an appropriation of one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and an appropria- 
tion for that amount ought to be made. With their re- 
moval from the present building, space would be pro- 
vided for other offices and departments for necessary 
expansion until a later session could meet their growth. 
The erection of a judiciary building would serve quite 
as much as any other one thing you could do to demon- 
strate that call of aspiration, which would invite pro- 
gressive immigration to our borders, and at the same 
time hearten our own people to an appreciation of the 
dignity and power of their State.” 


CONCLUSION. 


The commission in realization of the importance and 
responsibility of the task committed to its several mem- 
bers, has devoted itself faithfully to the task imposed, 

-and often at personal inconvenience, has given time and 
attention to the work which more properly belonged 
to their regular official duties. 
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The secretary has kept a careful and complete record 
of the proceedings of the several meetings of the com- 
mission. In his hands will be found the journal, as well 
as copies of all contracts, specifications, bonds, bids and 
agreements incident to its business. 

The commission feels assured that the building erect- 
ed, the improvements made, and the refurnishing and 
- equipment of the Senate chamber and hall of the House 
of Representatives, all represent real and permanent 
values.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Davis, from the Committee of Conference on the 
disagreement of the two Houses on the House amend- 
ments to 8S. 494, made the following report: 
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To the Speaker of the House: =~ > 
Your Committee of Conference having under consid- 
eration the disagreement of the Senate and House of 
Representatives as to S. 494, in conference, beg leave 

to report and recommend: 

1. That the House do recede from all amendments 
adopted by it. And that the House adopt and the Sen- 
ate concur in the following amendments: 

2. That the title of said bill be amended by striking 
out the following words, to wit: “For the appoint- 
ment of jury commissioners,” and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following words: “Who shall be the jury com- 
missioners.” 

3. Amend section 1 by striking out the second para- 
graph of said section of the engrossed bill beginning 
with the words “that the court of county commission- 
ers” and ending with the words “as prescribed by this 
act,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: 
“That the judge of probate and the sheriff and the clerk 
of the circuit court for their respective counties in the 
several counties of the State of Alabama be and they 
are hereby constituted a jury commission for their re- 
spective counties, and shall have and exercise all of 
the authority, powers and rights herein given to said 
jury commission for each of their respective counties. 
That the jury commission in counties having more than 
two hundred thousand population according to the last 
Federal census or any future Federal census shall have 
the power and authority to elect a clerk of such com- 
mission who shall be paid an annual salary of not ex- 
ceeding eighteen hundred dollars as may be ordered 
by said commission, to be paid by warrant drawn on 
the treasurer of such county and signed by the probate 
judge as president of said jury commission; that in all 
counties having more than seventy-five thousand and 
less than one hundred and fifty thousand population ac- 
cording to the last Federal census or any future Fed- 
eral census, shall have a clerk to be elected by said 
jury commission whose annual salary shall be not more 
than seven hundred and fifty dollars, to be paid in equal 
monthly installments by warrant drawn on the county 
treasurer to be signed by the judge of probate as pres- 
ident of the said jury commission. 
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4. Amend section 2 of said bill by striking out the 
word “not,” where it appears in line 3 of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “or.” 

5. Amend section 3 of said bill by striking out of 
said section the words: “Who is a householder or free- 
holder in the county.” 

6. Amend section 4 by striking out the words “rail- 
road conductors, engineers,” and inserting i in lieu there- 
of the words: “Rural mail carriers, justices of the peace, 
constables and deputy constables.” 

Amend said section further by inserting after the 
words “drug store,” the words “licensed embalmers, un- 
dertakers and public millers.” 

Amend said bill further by adding section 514 be- 
tween sections 5 and 6: 

Section 514. It shall be the duty of every person and 
of every officer and agent of a corporation, and of every 
person, partnership, company or association on whom de- 
mand, in writing, is made by the said jury commission 
or any member thereof, or by the clerk of the commis- 
sion, to furnish and deliver to said clerk or to said com- 
mission or said commissioner, within five days after said 
demand is made, a written or printed list of the names 
of all male employees of said corporation, company, 
partnership, association or person over the age of twen- 
ty-one years in its or their employ at the time such de- 
mand was made, which list shall contain a statement 
showing the occupation and address, including the 
street number where in towns having numbered streets 
and where in other places than a town having numbered 
streets, their post office address and other designation 
of place of residence, if known, of each person whose 
name appears on said list, which list shall be signed 
by the person making the same or having knowledge of 
its correctness, and sworn to before an officer author- 
ized to administer oaths under the laws of the State 
of Alabama. A failure to comply with the provisions 
of this act shall be a misdemeanor. 

7. Amend said bill by striking out of section 19 the 
following words, to wit: “Of more than forty thousand 
inhabitants according to the last Federal census or any 
subsequent Federal census.” 
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Amend said bill further by striking out-of seetion.24__ 
the following words: “as herein provided.” And also 
by striking out of said section the words: “Not less than 
eighteen nor more than.” 

Amend said bill further by striking out all of sec- 
tion 34 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Sec. 34. Every judge in this State, anything in this 
act to the contrary notwithstanding, may by order en- 
tered on the minutes of the court, draw, have summoned 
and organize grand and petit jurors of every character 
for the court or division over which he presides, when- 
ever and in such manner as he may deem proper for 
prompt and efficient administration of justice; provid- 
ed, however, he shall draw such jurors from the regu- 
lar jury box in the manner required by this act; and 
provided further, that the provisions of this section shal] 
not. become effective in any county having more than 
two judges of the same jurisdiction until an order au- 
thorizing the method of drawing, summoning and em- 
panelling of juries as herein provided shall have been 
made and signed by a majority of such judges and 
spread on the minutes of the court or courts in which 
such jurors are to serve. 

8. Amend said hill further by inserting at the end 
of said bill the following: 

Sec. 51. Every clerk of the said jury commission be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of his duties as such 
must take the oath as prescribed in section 279 of the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama, which oath shall 
be filed and recorded in the office of the judge of pro- 
bate, and each of the jury commissioners and clerks 
shall take and subscribe the following oath, which shall 
likewise be recorded in the office of the judge of probate 
and which shall be in the following form: 

“State of Alabama, County of... sda cae I do 
hereby solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully 
perform all of the duties of the office of jury commis- 
sioner (or clerk of the jury commission) upon which 
J am entering; that I will not place, permit or catse 
to be placed in the jury box the name of any person 
who does not possess all the qualifications prescribed 
by law of a juror, and that I will not leave out, per- 
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mit or cause to be left out of the jury box, the name 
of any person who possesses all the qualifications re- 
quired by law of a juror. So help me God.” 
9. Amend said bill further by adding section 52:- 
Sec. 52. The jury commission may at any time dis- 
charge the clerk of said commission and employ anoth- 
er. 
And that the House adopt and the Senate concur in 
the foregoing amendments.

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Mr. Davis, from the Committee of Conference on the 
disagreement of the two Houses on the House amend- 
ments to 8S. 533, made the following report: 

To the Speaker of the House: 

We, your Committee on Conference, having under 
consideration 8S. 533, a bill to provide for the appoint- 
ment of official stenographer for each circuit judge in 
Alabama ; to fix their compensation; to define their du- 
ties, and to provide for special reporters in certain 
cases, beg leave to report as follows: 

1. That the House recede from all amendments adopt- 
ed by it. 

2. We further recommend that the House amend said 
bill so as to read as follows, and that the Senate concur 
therein, to wit: 

A bill to be entitled an act to provide for the appoint- 
ment of an official court reporter by each circuit judge 
in Alabama; to fix their compensation, define their du- 
ties and provide for special reporters in certain cases. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That each of the judges of the circuit court of this 
State is hereby authorized and directed to appoint a 
competent shorthand writer to perform the duties of 
official court reporter of their several circuits not other- 
wise provided with an official court reporter, but no 
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two or more judges shall appoint the same court re- 
porter; that no person shall be appointed official or 
special reporter under the provisions of this act who 
is not able to correctly report in shorthand the proceed- 
ings in all trials as the same may occur, and neatly and 
expeditiously transcribe on the typewriter testimony 
taken by him; said official reporter shall be an officer 
of the court and within his circuit shall have the power 
to administer oaths and he shall hold office for the term 
of the judge appointing him but be subject to removal 
at any time at the pleasure of the judge. 

2. It shall be the duty of such official court reporter 
to attend the sessions of the courts of the circuit. of 
which he is official reporter in person except as herein 
otherwise provided, and to take full stenographic notes 
of the oral testimony and proceedings except arguments 
of counsel, in every case in such courts as the presid- 
ing judge shall direct or any party thereto may request 
to be reported, and must also note the order in which 
all documentary evidence is introduced; all objections 
and rulings of the court thereon and exceptions which 
may be reserved thereto. The original notes taken by 
such official court reporter shall be preserved by him 
and shall be treated as a part of the records of said 
court, and on his retirement from office shall be turned 
over to the respective clerks of the courts. He shall, 
when directed by the presiding judge, attend the grand 
jury in its investigations and take notes of the testi- 
mony before it as may be directed by the solicitor or 
foreman, which notes shall be filed with the clerk of 
the court where taken; he shall furnish within thirty 
days or such other time as the judge of the court may 
prescribe to any party to a cause reported by him de- 
manding the same a typewritten transcript of his notes 
or any part thereof except proceedings in the grand 
jury upon the payment of a transcript fee of ten cents 
for each one hundred words thereof, and for each ad- 
ditional copy to be made at the same time, five cents 
for each 100 words thereof; that in all cases where di- 
rected by the presiding judge such official court report- 
er shall furnish one typewritten copy of the testimony 
and proceedings to be filed with the clerk of the court. 
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He shall, also, in every case reported,-unless.otherwise _ 
directed by the court, within the time above provided, 
file with the clerk a typewritten copy of the oral charge 
delivered by the judge to the jury on the trial of the 
cause, no charges to be made for such copy. 

3. Should the official reporter herein provided for 
on account of sickness or other cause, be unable to re- 
port the testimony of any trial as provided in this act, 
the judge of the court shall have authority to appoint 
a special reporter to serve until the official reporter can 
resume his duties in such court, the compensation of 
such special reporter to be the same and paid in like 
manner as herein provided for official reporters; pro- 
vided, that in circuits having two judges or more the 
stenographer appointed shall, when not otherwise en- 
gaged in the discharge of his official duties, be subject 
to the direction of any judge of such circuit, it being 
the intention and purpose of this provision to avoid the 
necessity of appointing a special reporter whenever any 
regular reporter of the circuit is available. 

4. That in all cases reported by any official reporter 
or special reporter, there shall be taxed as a part of 
the costs of the case a fee of five dollars for each day 
or fraction thereof that such reporter shall be engaged 
in reporting a case, to be collected as in other cases, 
and when collected paid by the clerk into the county 
treasury of the county in which the case is tried. 

5. That such official reporter shall receive a salary 
of twelve hundred dollars per year, payable in month- 
ly installments by the counties composing the circuit, 
each county to pay its pro rata of such salary based 
upon the assessed tax valuation of all property of such 
county for the preceding year; such payment to be made 
on certificates issued by the judge of the court in favor 
of such official reporter for the respective amounts due 
by the several counties each month, the same to be 
paid by the treasurer of each county out of the general 
funds thereof on presentation in the same manner as 
juror’s certificates are now paid. 

6. That before any official or special reporter shall 
enter upon the duties of his office he must subscribe 
to an oath to support the Constitution and laws of the 
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State of Alabama and to faithfully perform all the du- 
ties of such office. 

7. That all stationery and supplies to be used by such 
official or special reporters in their capacity as such 
shall be furnished and paid for by the county or coun- 
ties composing the respective circuits in the manner 
provided for the payment of the salaries of such official 
and special reporters on requisition signed and approv- 
ed by the judge of the court. 

8. Any official or special reporter who charges more 
than the fees herein specified for making any transcript, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon such fact 
being made known to the judge appointing such official 
or special reporter shall be promptly removed. 

9. In circuits having three circuit judges, each judge 
shall appoint one competent court reporter, each of such 
court reporters shall receive a salary of $175.00 per 
month, to be paid by the county as provided for in this 
act as to other counties, and each and every provision 
of this act not in conflict with this section shall apply 
to such reporters. This salary shall be the only com- 
pensation to which such reporters shall be entitled to 
receive for any and all services rendered by this act. 
The fees to which said reporters would be entitled shall 
be charged by the clerk or register of the court and shall 
be collected by him and paid into the treasury of the 
county. The idea and intention hereof being to pay such 
reporter said salary and have the fees allowed herein 
charged and collected by the clerk or register and paid 
into the county treasury. 

10. In judicial circuits having more than five judges, 
the judge or judges of criminal divisions of such courts 
are hereby authorized to each appoint and designate 
a competent court reporter to report the proceedings of 
any case pending in their respective divisions, when 
the presiding judge of such division shall deem it nec- 
essary or proper to have such cause reported. The re- 
porter so designated shall receive $5.00 per day for his 
services while actually engaged in reporting the pro- 
ceedings and shall receive ten cents per 100 words for 
the transcript when the judge or solicitor desires a 
copy of such transcript; said amounts to be paid out 
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of the county treasury upon the certificate of the judge 
that the amount is correct. 

11. That this act shall not apply to circuits com- 
posed of one county having two judges. 

12. That if any paragraph, provision or section of 
this act shall be held or declared to be invalid or un- 
constitutional, same shall not affect any other para- 
graph, provision or section. 

12%. That this act shall not apply to circuits hav- 
ing five or more judges except as to special reporters 
as provided for in section 10 of this act. 

13. That all laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this act shall be expressly repealed. 

14. That this act shall become effective on the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1917. 

And that the House adopt and the Senate concur in 
the foregoing amendments.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COM MITTER. 


Mr. Blackwell, from the Committee of Conference on 


the disagreement of the two Houses on the House amend- 
ment to S. 489, made the following report: 


To the Speaker of the House: 

We, your Conference Committee, appointed by the 
Senate and House respectively on the disagreement of the 
two Houses on the House amendments to 8S. 489, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

We recommend that the House recede from all amend- 
ments to said bill and suggest and recommend that. the 
House adopt the following amendments, and the Sen- 
ate concur therein, to wit: 

Amend 8. 489 by striking out the words and figures 
“seventy-five thousand (75,000),” wherever they occur 
in the title or in section one of said bill, and by insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the words and figures “fifty thou- 
sand (50,000) .” 

Amend S. 489 by adding thereto section nine, as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 9. (1) For every conviction for a misdemeanor 
in the county courts or inferior courts there shall be 
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taxed and collected as a part of the costs and paid into - 
the county treasury the same solicitor’s fee provided 
for convictions in such cases in the circuit court wheth- 
er such judgment be paid in the county court or on ap- 
peal to the circuit court. 

(2) Also that in counties having a population of less 
than fifteen thousand according to the last or any sub- 
sequent Federal census in which there is a city or town 
other than where the court house is situated having a 
population of more than one thousand, according to the 
last or any subsequent Federal census, the judge of the 
county court may hold regular and special terms of such 
court in such city or town whenever in his opinion the 
public convenience will be thereby subserved. 

(3) That in all counties having a population of more 
than twenty-six thousand and less than twenty-six thou- 
sand one hundred, according to the last United States 
census or any subsequent census, the judges of pro- 
bate thereof shall be ex-officio judge of said court, and 
shall be paid out of the county treasury an annual sal- 
ary in equal installments of nine hundred ($900.00) 
dollars, which shall be in lieu of all fees and compen- 
sations allowed by law to such court or judge for serv- 
jces rendered in and about such court; the payment of 
such salary to be by warrant of such judge drawn on. 
the treasurer of the county on the first of each month. 

That the circuit clerk of counties mentioned in this 
subdivision shall be ex-officio clerk of said court, and 
shall receive for his services therein the same fees as 
provided by law for similar services in the circuit court 
to be taxed as costs in each case. 

That the sheriff shall receive for his services therein 
the same fees as provided by law for similar services 
in the circuit court to be taxed as costs in each case.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS, 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it 


has examined the following House bills and House 
joint resolution: 

H. J. R. 190. House joint resolution requesting Con-. 
gress to give Alabama an assignment upon the rivers 
and harbors committee, to aid in advancing the claims 
of Alabama in behalf of her waterways and only sea- 
port. 

H. 770. To appropriate the sum of seven thousand 
four hundred and fifty-six and 7/100 ($7,456.07) 
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“dollars, to pay for the transportation of-treops—of.the 
Alabama National Guard heretofore transported by rail- 
road common carriers on the request or order of the 
Governor or Adjutant General. 

H. 866. To amend sections three, ten and eleven of 
an act approved March 9, 1911, to provide for and regu- 
late the manufacture and sale of “commercial feeding 
stuffs” in Alabama; to further provide for the regis- 
tration, tagging, sampling and analyzing commercial 
feeding stuffs; and to fix penalties for violations of 
this act. 

H. 900. To amend an act entitled an act to regulate 
the business of dealers in farm produce, to fix licenses 
for the carrying out of said business, and to provide 
revocation of this license and for the penalty for any 
violation of this act; to prevent fraud in the selling and 
handling of farm produce and to provide punishment 
for such fraud; to provide for the collection and dis- 
bursement of the monies collected; to establish, in- 
crease and encourage markets for the sale of farm pro- 
duce. Approved March 5th, 1915. 

H. 907. To regulate the business of buying or acquir- 
ing and disposing of junk, commonly known as the 
“junk business” or “junk dealers,” approved February 
1ith, 1911. 

H. 948. To provide a mode whereby cities in the State 
of Alabama, which shall have heretofore adopted or may 
hereafter adopt a commission form of government as 
authorized by law, may after an election upon such 
question, abandon such commission form of government 
and return to the aldermanic form of government as the 
same existed therein at the time of the adoption of such 
commission form of government. 

H. 1025. To amend section 3485 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1907. 

H. 1071. To amend sections 706 and 707 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1907. 

H. 1128. To authorize and direct the court of county 
commissioners of Marengo county, to pay for advertis- 
ing the notice and substance of local bills introduced in 
the Legislature for said county, out of any money in the 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, when the bill ap 
plies to the entire county, or any political subdivision 
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of the said county, and when said bill has been ordered 
published by the senator or any representative of the 
county of Marengo, and this act shall be held to apply 
only to and include notices and substance of bills adver- 
tised for the July session of the Alabama Legislature, 
in year 1915. 

H. 1409. To make appropriations for the ordinary ex- 
penses for the executive, legislative and judicial depart- 
ments of the State, for the interest on the public debt, 
and for the public schools. 

H. 1482. To amend sections 541, 548, 544 and 545 of 
the Code of Alabama. 

H. 1599. To authorize the construction of a dam in 
the Mulberry fork of the Warrior river at or near San- 
ders Ferry, in Walker county.

foregoing report from the Standing Committee on En- 
rolled Bills. ; 


MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives : 

I am herewith returning to you H. 1283 without my 
approval, but with amendments thereto, which, if adopt- 
ed, will meet my approval. 

The effect of the amendments submitted is to place 
the administration of these laws in the hands of a com- 
mission, serving without additional pay, composed of 
the director of the department of archives and history, 
the attorney general and the chief examiner of public 
accounts, and simply requiring of the probate judge the 
receiving and forwarding of applications for pensions, 
so that they may be passed upon by the board, without 
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recommendation, either one way or the other, from the 
probate judge. 

These amendments meet with the approval of the 
friends of the measure and of those who are interested 
in the pensioners provided for therein. 

I therefore suggest the following amendments: 

Amend section 1 so as to read as follows: 


Section 1. That the director of archives and history, 
the attorney general and the chief examiner of public 
accounts, ex-officio, are constituted and appointed a 
goard of Confederate pension commissioners in and for 
the State of Alabama, whose duty it shall be to have 
full controi and supervision of all pensions allowed by 
Jaw to soldiers or sailors in the service of the State of 
of Alabama and to their widows, and to the soldiers 
or sailors in the army or navy of the Confederate States 
of America and to their widows, and to do and perform 
any and all acts whatsoever, and to have all such pow- 
ers as are necessary to the full execution of this act. 
The said board shall have authority to establish and 
promulgate any rules and regulations and to prepare 
and publish all necessary blanks, forms, circulars and 
such other literature as may be necessary to carry out 
the provisions not provided for specifically herein.” 

That section 2 of said act be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

“Sec, 2. That the State auditor is authorized and di- 
rected to appoint a pension clerk who shall act as sec- 
retary to said board of Confederate pension commis- 
sioners and shall perform such duties incident to the 
department as may be required by its rules and draw 
all warrants required thereby under the direction of 
the State auditor. He shall receive a salary of $1,500 
per annum, payable monthly, out of the pension fund, 
and a continuing appropriation is hereby made out of 
such fund to pay such salary. That that portion of sec- 
tion 602 of the Political Code of 1907, reading as fol- 
lows: ‘For additional clerical assistance in that office 
there is appropriated annually the sum of $1,200 or 80 
much thereof as may be necessary,’ be and the same is 


hereby repealed, Seen” Vee teases 
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Amend section 8 by striking out the words “State” 
auditor,” where they occur and inserting in lieu there- 
of the words: “To the pension commissioners.” 

Amend section 9 so that same shall read as follows: 


“Sec. 9. All applications filed with the probate judge 
shall be immediately forwarded by him, together with 
all papers or evidence pertaining thereto, to the pen- 
sion board at the State capitol, for their immediate and 
careful consideration. For such services the judge of 
probate shall receive fifty cents for each application; 
provided, that he shall not receive compensation for 
more than one application for any applicant in any one 
year, which amount shall be paid out of the county 
treasury.” 

Amend section 10 so that the same shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec. 10. All beneficiaries under this chapter wheth- 
er soldiers or sailors who are over eighty years of age, 
or totally blind, or who have lost two limbs, or the en- 
tire use thereof shall be classed No. 1. Those who 
have lost a leg or foot or arm or hand or the entire 
use thereof, or are over seventy years of age, shall be 
classed No. 2. All others who are entitled to a pension 
under this article shall be classed No. 3. The pension 
commissioners shall upon application properly certified 
and proved, transfer an applicant from any of the low- 
er classes to a higher class when, after examination, | 
they find his or her increased disabilities or age enti- 
tles them to such transfer. Each class shall participate 
in the division of the pension fund in the proportion 
hereinafter provided. The pension commissioners shall 
from’ time to time. readjust and reclassify the benefici- 
aries under this act whenever the same should be done 
by reason of the advancing age of the beneficiaries with- 
out formal application being made therefor.” 

Amend section 11 by striking out the word “auditor,” 
wherever it occurs and inserting in lieu thereof, “the 
pension commission.” 

Amend section 13 by striking out the words “State 
auditor,” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “pen- 


sion commission.” 
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‘aniend ‘section: 14 by striking out the words “after - 
completing,” occurring in the first sentence of said sec- 
tion, and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “after com- 
pletion of.” 

Amend section 17 by making same read as follows: 

“Sec. 17. That the sum of $500 is hereby appropri- 
ated annually out of the pension fund for the use of 
the auditor for the employment of clerical assistance, 
and other necessary expense which may arise in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act.” 

Amend section 19 by striking out the words “State 
auditor,” wherever they occur, and inserting in lieu. 
thereof the words “pension commission.” 

Amend section 21 by striking out the words “State 
auditor,” wherever they occur, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words, “pension commission.” 
Amend section 22 by striking out where they occur 

after the words “rejection,” “by the State auditor.” 

Amend section 29 by striking out the words “State 
auditor,” where they appear, and inserting in lieu there- 
of the words, “pension commission.” 

Amend section 31 by striking out the same, and in- . 
serting in lieu thereof the following: 

“See. 31. That it shall be the duty of the pension 
commissioners to consider all applications for pensions 
as well as all applications for reinstatement or restora- 
tion to the pension rolls which may have been made to 
previously existing county boards and which may not 
have been disposed at the date this act goes into ef- 
fect. After the approval of this act the execution of 
all pension laws shall devolve upon the pension com- 
mission as hereinbefore constituted as a board and by 
the probate judges as hereinabove provided.”

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives: 

I am returning to you herewith H. 1056, without my 
approval as it was passed, but with amendment, which, 
if adopted the bill will meet my approval, and in doing 
so, I desire to give you the following reasons: 

This institution is designed and is, in a measure, 
meeting a long felt demand in this State, and was cre- 
ated by the last Legislature with a very small allow- 
ance, and the services rendered to the State through this 
institution have more than justified the expenditures 
then made and provided for, which is now realized to 
be entirely inadequate for the work that is being done. 

This institution is in line with the industrial devel- 
opment as well as the protection and upbuilding of the 
morals of the State, and as rapidly as the condition of 
the treasury will permit, the State should foster it to 
the end that it will meet the full requirements of such 
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an institution, but unfortunately, at this-time, itis my __ 


opinion that we should not make an unconditional ap- 
propriation, but that the appropriation should be made, 
placing in the sound discretion of the Governor, the 
power to use the money whenever the condition of the 
treasury will permit. 

Amend the bill by adding thereto section 9, which 
shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 9. Provided, however, that the appropriations 
provided for in this bill shall not be paid until such 
time as, in the opinion of the Governor, the condition 
of the treasury will permit, to be evidenced by the cer- 
tificate of the Governor filed with the auditor to that 
effect.”

To the Speaker of the House: 

The committee of conference on the disagreement of 
the two Houses on the House substitute to the Senate 
bill 437, entitled: 

A bill to be entitled an act to amend sections four, 

seven and ten of an act entitled, “An act to provide 
and create a commission form of government and to 
authorize the adoption of the same in all cities and 
towns in the State of Alabama which now are not, or 
hereafter may not be, within the influence or operation 
of any other valid legislative enactment authorizing or 
adopting such form of government; to regulate the se- 
lection, and election of commissioners and their terms 
of office and retention in and recall from office; to pro- 
vide for the selection of one commissioner as mayor, 
-and the retention in office of certain officials; to fix 
the powers, duties and compensation of such commission- 
ers; to punish improper conduct in connection with 
elections and petitions hereunder; to abolish boards of 
publie works, police commissioners, councilmen, alder- 
men, and certain other city or town officials of such 
municipalities as adopt the said form of government;

We recommend that there be added to the House sub- 
stitute to the bill. An additional section, to be numbered 
3, said section to be as follows: 
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“3. That the act approved April 8, 1911, the title 


- to which is set forth in-sections-one and +wo ‘hereof, be... 


amended by adding thereto, after section 31, another 
section which shall be numbered 31-A and shall be as 
follows: ‘381-A. Whenever an application shall be pre- 
sented to the board of commissioners purporting to be 
signed by electors of the city then duly qualified 
to the vote in the city, equal in number to at least twenty- 
five per centum of the entire number of voters who were 
duly qualified to vote in the last general municipal 
election held in said city for the purpose of electing a 
city commissioner, requesting that a certain ordinance, 
setting out the provisions thereof, be enacted into law 
by the board of commissioners of said city, it shall then 
be the duty of said board of commissioners to forthwith 
examine into the qualifications of the signers of said pe- 
tition, and if it shall find that said petition does not con- 
tain twenty-five per centum in number of the entire 
number of voters who were duly qualified to vote in 
the last general municipal election for the purpose of 
electing a city commissioner it shall within ten days 
after the receipt of such petition, notify the persons 
presenting the same in writing of such fact, provided 
their names and addresses shall have been endorsed 
on said. petition as the presentors of said petition, said 
presentors not to exceed ten, however, and thereupon the 
persons presenting the said petition shall have ten days 
within which to secure aditional signers to meet the 
deficiency pointed out by the said board of commission- 
ers and in case of failure to secure any additional num- 
bers that may be necessary within ten days, no further 
action shall be taken upon said petition by the said 
board of commissioners. 

If the said board as originally presented is found 
by said board of commissioners of said city to contain 
the signatures of electors of the city then duly qualified 
to vote in the city, equal in number to at least twenty- 
five per centum of the entire number of voters who were 
duly qualified to vote in the last general. municipal 
election held in said city for the purpose of electing a 
city commissioner, or if additional names shall have 
been secured thereto as hereinabove provided, to bring 
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the total number of signatures of such voters up to said 
twenty-five per centum and said petition conforms to 
the other requirements of this act, then the said board 
of commissioners of said city shall within thirty days 
after receipt of said petition consider the said proposed 
ordinance, and if it fail or refuse to enact said ordi- 
nance into law within thirty days after the receipt of 
said petition, it shall then be the duty of said board of 
commissioners to submit to a vote of the electors of said 
city, either at the general election for commissioner of 
said city or a special municipal election to be held, such 
election in any case to be not less than sixty days nor 
more than seventy days from the date of the filing of 
said petition, the question of whether or not said ordi- 
nance shall become law. 

Notice of such election shall be given by publication 
once a week for three successive weeks in some news- 
paper, if any, published in said city, and if there be no 
such newspaper, then by posting notices of said elec- 
tion at five public places in said city at least twenty 
days before the date fixed for said election, and such 
election shall be held and the result declared in all.re- 
spects the same as a general election for a commission- 
er of said city. 

At such election, the ballots shall be substantially in 
the following form: 


‘Official Ballot.” 


(Then shall follow a brief statement of the substance 

of said proposed ordinance.) 
( ) For said ordinance. 
( ) Against said ordinance.” 

Those in favor of the enactment of said ordinance 
into law shall so indicate by placing a cross mark (x) 
within the brackets before the words “For said ordi- 
nance,” and those who are opposed to the enactment . 
of said ordinance into law shall so indicate by placing 
a cross mark (x) within the brackets before the words 
“Against said ordinance.” A separate ballot shall be 
prepared and used for each proposed ordinance. Should 
a majority of the votes cast in said election be in favor 
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~of the enactment into law -cf-said -propesed_ordinance,.. 
then said ordinance shall become operative three days 
after the result of said election shall have been declared, 
but should a majority of the votes cast in said election 
be against said ordinance, then said proposed ordinance 
shall not become a law by reason of said procedure. 
And we further recommend that the caption to said 
House substitute be amended by adding at the end there- 
of the following words: “And to amend said act by ad- 
ding thereto section 31-A.; and further recommend that 
the Senate and House adopt the same.

To be entitled an act to provide for the payment and 
regulation and status of claims and fees of witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury and circuit and county courts of 
counties having a population not exceeding 18,700 and 
not less than 18,300, according to the census of 1910, 
and to prohibit the dealing therein. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. ‘That from and after the passage of this 
act, in all counties having, according to the census of 
1910, a population of not more than 18,700 and not less 
than 18,300, all witnesses hereafter summoned in crim- 
inal cases on part of the State to appear before the 
grand jury and circuit or county courts shall receive 
for their attendance as such witnesses the sum of one 
dollar per day and five cents for every mile to and from 
their residence by the route usually travelled to be paid 
out of the general funds of the county on presentation 
to the treasurer of the county or the person charged 
with the duties of treasurer, of the certificate issued 
by the foreman of the grand jury or by the clerks of 
said courts.

lating to “The Alabama Insane Hospitals.” 

To authorize and direct courts of county 
commissioners, or boards of revenue and boards of 
mayor and aldermen or city commissioners or other gov- 
erning bodies of incorporated cities or towns in this 
State, to pay for advertising notice and substance of 
local bills introduced in the Legislature for the use and 
benefit of the said counties, cities or towns where such 
notice is ordered published by any representative in the 
Legislature from the county, and such authorization, 
and direction to apply to all notices and substance of 
local bills introduced in the regular session of the Legis- 
lature, 1915.

Section 7, 8 and 9 of the bill relate either to notice 
of, or appeals from, the hearings and decisions of the 
Alabama public service commission in cases where rates 
and charges are sought to be changed. In my opinion, 
the various statutes already existing relating to these 
subjects and which are, in general terms, continued in 
force by this bill, make sufficient provision for notices 
and appeals where the same are necessary. Aside from 
this, section 8 of the bill is too vague and uncertain, 
if not repugnant and inconsistent, in its terms, in that 
in one part thereof the section provides that the appeal 
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be taken to the court in Montgomery county having 
chancery jurisdiction, while in another part hereof the 
section provides that the appeal be taken to the circuit 
court of the county having jurisdiction of the utility 
whose rates and charges are sought to be changed. These 
provsions make it possible for a public utility who does 
business throughout the State to require the public 
service commission and the people to answer and ap- 
peal in the remotest county in the State, no matter 
where the controversy arises. This section of the bill 
is subject to the further serious objection that when 
the appeal is taken to a chancery court in Montgomery 
county, that security for costs of such appeal shall be 
filed with the railroad commission, when, as a matter 
of fact, the railroad commission will no longer be in 
existence, because that body is abolished by the bill and 
given the title, “Alabama Public Service Commission.” 
It is also noticeable that. provisons for an appeal to the 
Supreme Court by either party is allowed from the cir- 
cuit court, but that the bill is silent as to the right to 
an appeal to the Supreme Court from the chancery 
court of Montgomery county. 

Section 10 of the bill invalidates any decree or deci- 
sion of the commission which affects the inhabitants of 
any city or town, unless the commission hears the evi- 
dence in the case while actually within the borders of 
such city or town, and also requires that notice of such 
hearing be published beforehand for ten days. This 
section is, in my opinion, unwise. Under its provisions, 
evidence could not be heard or taken, even by consent 
of parties, elsewhere than in the city or town whose in- 
habitants are affected, by such decree or decision. The 
result, therefore, will inevitably be that the public serv- 
ice commission must travel from “post to pillar,” as 
it were, throughout the State, even in the smallest mat- 
ters, to hear evidence, a great and unnecessary expense 
to the State, and a great inconvenience to the public 
service commission. A compliance with the provisions 
of this section may be, as.a practical proposition in 
a large number of cases, impossible. If one and the 
same decree or decision of the commission affects the 
inhabitants of more than one city or town (and it re- 
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quires no unusual 
many an order of decree of the commission will affect 
the inhabitants of every city or town in the State), 


_the evidence must be heard by the commission in every 


such city or town whose inhabitants are so affected, . 
or else the decree or decision will be invalidated. This 
cannot be done in cases which affect the State gener- 
ally. 

As stated in my previous special message to the Leg- 
islature, touching the regulation and control by the 
State of the rates and charges of all public utilities 
doing business within its borders, it is, in my opinion, 
highly important that all public utilities should be so 
regulated and controlled by some central state body, 
clothed with appropriate powers to regulate and con- 
trol them. Aside from the consideration adverted to 
in my previous message, I am strengthened in the opin- 
ion and conclusion reached therein in view of the avow- 
ed policy of the Federal government to withhold any 
Federal grant of rights to public utilities for water 
power developments, unless adequate State or Federal 
laws are enacted which control and regulate the rates 
and charges of such utilities. It seems to be clearly to 
the interest and in favor of the people that the State, 
and not the Federal government, should originate leg- 
islation that will keep for the people of this State the 
regulation and control of these utilities. 

I therefore herewith submit the following amendment 
to meet my objections to the bill: 

Amend said bill by striking out therefrom sections 
7, 8, 9 and 10 thereof.

On motion of Mr. Davis, the House non-concurred in 
the Senate amendment to H. 1589, said Senate amend- 
ment being as follows:

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that 
section 1509 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, as amend- 
ed by “An Act to amend sections 1508, 1509, 1510,,

Alabama, 1907,” approved August 81st, 1909, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

1509. Prerequisites to granting authority to for- 
eign corporations; application showing financial 
condition ; deposit or in lieu thereof bond; charter, agent 
place of business; certificate of authority; annual re- 
ports; annual license tax.—If such corporation be in- 
corporated under the laws of any other State, in or- 
der to be qualified to so become such surety, it must 
have an authorized capital stock of at least two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, which must be fully 
paid up and unimpaired, and safely invested in the 
securities created by the laws of the United States, 
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-by or under the laws of the State where it is-ineer————__ 
porated, or in other safe, marketable and interest bear- 
ing stock, bonds or other securities, the value of which 
shall be at or above par, one hundred thousand dol- 
lars of which shall be deposited with or held by the 
insurance commission or other corresponding finan- 
cial officer of the State in which such corporation is 
incorporated and has it principal place of business, 
in trust for the benefit of the holders of the obligations 
of such corporation, and in addition thereto such cor- 
poration shall also deposit with the treasurer of this 
State fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) of like securi- 
ties in trust for the benefit of the resident holders of 
the obligations of such corporation, at their market 
value; or in lieu of said deposit shall file with the 
treasurer of the State of Alabama a good and suffi- 
cient bond in the sum of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars in favor of the treasurer of the State and his suc- 
cessors in office, with good reputable bonding company 
or companies as surety or sureties, to be approved by the 
Governor of the State of Alabama, the treasurer of 
the State of Alabama, and the insurance commissioner 
of the State of Alabama, or any two of them, for the 
use and benefit of resident holders of the obligations 
of such corporation, conditioned for the prompt. pay- 
ment by such corporation of its obligations to said 
resident holders; and the liabilities of such corporation 
must not exceed its available assets, but such liabili- 
ties must not be construed, within the meaning of this 
section, to include its capital stock, nor its contingent 
liabilities upon bonds or undertakings executed by it 
under the provisions of this article, but shall include 
its outstanding debts and a premium reserve equal 
to fifty per cent of the annual premiums of all out- 
standing risks in force, and such corporation shall also, 
before transacting any business in this State, file 
with the insurance commissioner a certified copy of 
its charter or act of incorporation, and the written ap- 
plications and statements required hereinabove in the 
preceding sections of this article of domestic corpor- 
ations. Such corporation shall also, in addition to 
the foregoing requirements, file in the office of the 
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insurance commissioner of this State an instrument in 
writing under the seal of said company, and signed 
officially by its president, or one of its vice presidents, 
and by its secretary of one of its assistant secretaries, 
designating a known place of business in this State, 
and the insurance commissioner the agent upon which 
service of any process or notice required or authorized 
by law may be made for or on behalf of such corpora- 
tion. Whereupon, and upon the payment of the li- 
cense hereinafter required, the insurance commissioner 
if satisfied that such corporation is solvent, and has 
the cash capital herein provided for, and surplus as- 
sets, in excess of its capital stock, its outstanding debts 
and premium reserve specified, and that it has, in all 
respects, complied with and is qualified under this 
article, shall issue to such corporation, and to each 
of its agents in this State a certificate that it is au- 
thorized to be and become sole securtiy on all bonds 
or undertakings required or permitted by law, or the 
charters, ordinances, rules and regulations of any coun- 
ty, municipal corporation, board, body, organization or 
public officer; provided, that such corporation shall 
not be or become surety on any bond or undertaking 
required by law for a greater sum than ten per cent. 
of its capital and surplus. Such company shall also 
annually, not later than the first day of March of each 
year file with the insurance commissioner a statement 
showing the condition of such company as of December 
31st. of the year preceding, and shall also furnish him 
with a certificate from the office from whom the de- 
posit herein mentioned is required to be made, describ- 
ing such securities so deposited, and the manner in 
which they are held by him, and stating that he is sat- 
isfied that such securities are fully worth one hundred 
thousand dollars and that said corporation is solvent; 
and such corporation shall also furnish the insurance 
commissioner at such times as he may demand the same 
such other information touching its condition and 
credit as he may require, signed and sworn to as in 
this section provided; and it shall also pay to the in- 
surance commissioner the annual license fees and 
charges as provided in sections 4557 and 4577 of the 
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Code of Alabama, 1907, or such ticense-or-taxesas may | 
be required by law. Provided, further, that any such 
corporation now doing business in this State may, if 
it wishes to do so, withdraw its deposit on hand with 
the State treasurer of this State, upon filing a bond 
as herein provided for, and the State treasurer is re- 
quired to pay over such deposit to any company which 
has heretofore qualified upon such company complying 
with the provisions of this act.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has concurred in and adopted the follow- 
ing House joint resolutions: 
By Mr. Tunstall: 

H. J. R. 264. Whereas, there appears to be some un- 
certainty as to whether or not automobile and motorcy- 
cle tags, chauffeurs’ licenses, and supplies and station- 
ery are required to be purchased by the State board of 
equalization or by the State purchasing agent, and 

Whereas, a delay in the purchase of automobile and 
motorcycle tage, chauffeurs’ licenses, stationery and 
supplies for the immediate use of the State board of 
equalization would result in material loss to the State 
and delay in the collection of automobile and motor- 
cycle licenses, and the want of such supplies and sta- 
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tionery for immediate use would greatly embarrass 
and delay the State board of equalization in the per- 
formance of its duties. 

Therefore, be it resolved by the House, the Senate 
concurring, that the State board of equalization be 
and-is hereby authorized, empowered and instructed 
to proceed immediately to purchase such automobile and 
motorcycle tags, chauffeurs’ licenses, stationery and 
supplies as are necessary for its immediate use.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


September 22, 1915. 
Mr. Speaker: 
I am directed by the Governor to deliver to the House 
a message in writing. 
Respectfully, 
W. E. Henderson, 
Private Secretary. 


-To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
Senate bill 486, which has been passed by your bod- 
ies, re-enacts section 1678 of the Code of Alahgma of 
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1907, as amended by an act approved April 18th, 1911, 
with the exception of section 7. In this section you 
have set aside and appropriated $500,000 annually be- 
. ginning with October 1st, 1915, to the public schools 
and expressly repealing the act of April 18th, 1911. 
The act of April 18th, 1911, appropriates $350,000 an- 
nually to the public schools, with a further condition- 
al appropriation to be paid whenever in the opinion 
of the Governor the condition of the treasury will per- 
mit. The amount that is now being annually paid to 
the public schools in excess of the three mill tax is 
$350,000 annually, the conditional appropriation re- 
ferred to never having been released. 

The condition of the treasury will not admit at this 
time of the heavy increase contemplated in S. 486, and 
I therefore have decided to withhold my approval from 
this bill which will leave intact the act approved 
April 18th, 1911. I thought that I should acquaint 
you with my purpose regarding this important bill, 
the cause of which is dear to every Alabamian. I have 
endeavored to keep constantly before you the condition 
of the State treasury, for your guidance, and will again 
give you a general summary that you may know the 
conditions that impel me to withhold my approval of 
a bill carrying increased appropriations to such a wor- 
thy cause. Our zeal and interest at times may cause 
us to adopt an unwise course in the direction of in- 
stitutions that are dear to us. 

Alabama as a State to-day is devoting a larger per 
cent. of its revenues to the cause of education than any 
of the other States. She has been so unselfish in her 
efforts to improve this great department that we are 
possibly not reaping the benefits from our appropria- 
tions that we may have received under a more careful 
study of the situation. Only twenty-four per cent. of 
the school funds are supplied by localities, while the 
State pays the other seventy-six per cent. The states 
that have the best facilities and the larger funds for 
the common schools supply a much less per centage 
of the whole than does Alabama. In fact, the real sit- 
uation should be reversed, that is, the State paying 
twenty-four per cent. of the total and the localities by 
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counties and 
per cent. So long as we hold out the idea that the State 
will pay every dollar that she can to the cause regard- 
less of the co-operation of the communities, just so long 
will the communities depend entirely upon the State 
for sustaining the schools. 

The Constitution of 1901 wisely provided for the three 
mill tax for the common schools. This only lacks one- 
twenty-sixth of being one-half of the total amount of 
the tax levy that we are permitted to make under our 
fundamental law. This is a liberal per cent. of the total 
revenues’ of the State to be appropriated on a per 
capita basis. If we should change our tactics and apply 
all appropriations in excess of the three mill tax to- 
wards inducing the counties and districts to aid them- 
selves by levying a local tax, then our school fund will 
increase, and our school facilities improve accordingly. 
This should be appropriated to these districts in pro- 
portion to the tax rate levied locally by these different 
subdivisions. It is not only a question of more money 
but one of local interest as well, that we should seek 
to bring about. 

There are districts in different counties of the State 
that at present have sufficient funds for the conduct of 
their schools for eight months in the year. What would 

. these districts do with an increased appropriation? 
They already pay their teachers liberally and the chil- 
dren in thoese districts are attending school. Under 
such conditions those districts will never levy a special 
tax, and any increase in the general appropriation on 
the per capita basis will add to these districts that 
are not in need of more funds. By using the funds as 
suggested above for the purpose of encouraging the 
counties and districts to aid themselves, you not only 
place the appropriation where it is needed, but you will 
also enducate all communities to the point where in a 
few years they will have ample schoo] funds. When 
such a time arrives, the treasury of the State will not 
be drained by the continual demand for an increase 
in the appropriation for the public schools. 

When you took up your duties as legislators, the an- 
nual expenditures of the State were running more than 


districts supplying the other seventy-six _ 
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$300,000 in excess of the revenues. Up to the present 
time by your actions you have reduced the annual ex- 
penditures $43,000, but you have also increased the an- 
nual expenses $41,000 besides stated appropriations for 
a large sum and annual interest charges on current 
deficit, not taking into account the many bills now be- 
fore me and those under consideration by you, carry- 
ing increased appropriations for many purposes. 

Your constant reminder to me has been that our new 
tax law will bring in ample revenue. I am afraid that 
you have not analyzed the situation as it really ex- 
ists. As I have stated to you in a message only a few 
days ago, the new license bill would only increase the 
revenues $22,000 annually, and the result from general 
revenue bill is problematical. It would take sixty mil- 
lion dollars increase alone in the tax assessment to 
raise sufficient revenue in the general funds to pay the 
proposed increase in appropriation contemplated in S, 
486. To raise sufficient revenue to bring the revenues 
on a par with the expenses, without considering addi- 
tional appropriations, it will require an increase in 
assessment on the taxable property of the State of more 
than one hundred and twenty-five million dollars. Is 
there a single member of your bodies so optimistic as 
to believe that this will be the result? You must re- 
member that the State receives for general purposes 
of the six and one-half mills levied, only two and one- 
half mills. Three mills are devoted to the common 
schools and one mill to the old soldiers. It may be sur- 
prising to some of you to learn that the financial re- 
sults of your judiciary legislation is only a saving to 
the State in salaries of less than $5,000 annually. There 
has been much said in reference to the saving by the 
new system that is being enacted into law and the in- 
formation given must be disappointing to many of you 
You contemplate increasing the appropriation for the 
feeding of prisoners $70,000 annually. It seems that 
this will be necessary under the present rate paid for 
their feed, and when the State has incurred an obli- 
gation there is no way to get rid of it except by full 
payment. As previously stated to you, I have attempt- 
ed to constantly keep before you the condition of the 
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State’s finances, and when I return bills-carrying_ap- 
propriations without my approval, you must under- 

stand that it is not because of any lack of sympathy 

or interest in the institutions to which these appropria- 

tions are to be devoted, but because I see no way for 

the State to pay these appropriations without increas- 

ing the already large deficit which exists.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives: 

I am herewith sending to you suggested amendments 
to the general appropriation bill, which is H. 1409, in 
the following particulars: 

1st. Subdivision 12 of section 4 under the head of “mis- 
cellaneous appropriations for the feeding of prisoners,” 
is $70,000 per annum increase over previous appropria- 
tions, and in view of the liberality which has been shown 
by the Legislature to the sheriffs of the State and the 
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condition of the treasury, it is my opinion that this in- 
crease at least should be subject to be released and paid 
when in the sound discretion of the Governor the con- 
dition of the treasury would permit, in order to prevent 
excessive and heavy demands being made upon this ap- 
propriation at the close of any one year, and the amend- 
ments hereinafter proposed are to cover this suggestion. 

2nd. Under the second section 6 of the “emergency 
appropriation,” there is appropriated for the use of the 
public schools of the State the sum of $500,000. An appro- 
priation for $350,000 has already been made and is ayail- 
able for the public schools of this State, and in addi. 
tion thereto other conditional appropriations depend 
ent upon the condition of the treasury; and in order 
that there may be no conflict between the general ap- 
propriation bill and the appropriation already made 
and provided for the public schools it is proper that this 
section should be stricken from the general appropria- 
tion bill. 

I therefore suggest the following amendments: 

ist. Amend subdivision 12 of section 4 to read as fol- 
lows: 

“12. For feeding prisoners in county jails, $200,000 
“ for every year; provided, that $70,000 of this annual 
appropriation shall only be paid when in the opinion 
of the Governor the condition of the treasury will per- 
mit.” 

2nd. Strike out the second section 6 relating to an 
appropriation of $500,000 for the public schools.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the House of Representatives: 
I am herewith returning to you H. 1059, without my 
approval, but with an amendment to meet my objec- 
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tions, which if adopted the bill will have my approval. 

This is a bill to organize the farm girls and 
boys of Alabama into various lines of industry per- 
taining to farm life. It is commendable and will be 
money well invested. It commences with an appropria- 
tion of $100 annually to each county in the State for 
the year 1915 and 1916, and thereafter carrying an ap- 
propriation of $200 to each county. I think that for 
the next four year. that $100 annually would be suffi- 
cient, especially in view of the strained condition of the 
treasury, and the effect of my amendment is simply to 
limit the appropriation to $100 for each county for the 
next four years, and the next Legislature can take such 
action in increasing the amount if the benefits derived 
would justify. 

The amendment is as follows. Section 1 be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of 
this act there shall be and there is hereby appro- 
priated out of the State treasury any funds not 
otherwise appropriated the sum of $100 annual- 
ly for the years 1915, 1916, 1917 and 1918 for 
each county that raises $100 annually for each of 
the years named by an appropriation by the county 
board of revenue or county commissioners or other body 
having similar jurisdiction in the county; the State fund 
of $100 to be available to a county when the State au- 
ditor receives a certified statement from the probate 
judge or president of the county board of revenue or 
county commissioners or other. body having similar jur- 
isdiction in the county showing that the county has 
made the appropriation of $100. The State and county 
funds herein provided are to be used for prizes and 
premiums and for otherwise encouraging and instruct- 
ing the farm boys and girls in their club work.”

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COM MITTEE. 


Mr. Rogers of Sumter, from the Committee of Con- 
ference on the disagreement of the two Houses on the 
Senate amendment to the bill, H. 1589, made the follow- 
ing report: 


To the President of. the Senate: 

The undersigned members of the Conference Commit- 
tee to consider the disagreement between the two Houses 
regarding H. 1589, “to provide for the State convicts to 
be employed in mining coal on the University coal 
lands,” report and recommend the following: 

1. That the Senate recede from all amendments adopt- 
ed by it. 

2. That the Senate amend said bill as follows and 
that the House concur in said amendments: 

(A) “Sec. 9. Provided, that when preparation is made 
to work convicts in the mines of the University of Ala- 
bama then no convicts shall be hired or leased to per- 
sons or corporations.” :
